Vaccination at the end of the present year would necessarily be 
very imperfect. As you are already aware, our Birth Registers 
(in which the particulars relative to Vaccination are recorded) 
_ are annually closed on the 31st of December; and it appears to 
me desirable that the Vaccination Return should apply, like the 
Annual Abstract. of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, to a full and - 
_ entire year. In accordance with this suggestion, my first Return 
relative to Vaccination would apply to the year ending December 
dist, 1864, and would be transmitted in the beginning of the 
year 1866, along with the General Abstract of Births, Deaths, 
and Marriages registered during 1865. 


In your reply to my proposal you intimated your approval of 
the postponement which I suggested, and the Return will, there- 
fore, be embraced in my Annual Report for 1865. Iam happy, 


however, to state that, from the information which has reached 





me, I believe the Act is working well, and that the Report at the 


close of the current year will show a large per centage of cases in 


which Vaccination has been successfully performed.

Sir, 

In conformity with the Seventh Section of the Scottish 
Registration Act (17° & 18° Vict. c. 80), I have the honour to 
submit to you a General Abstract of the Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages registered in Scotland during the year 1865, in order 
that the same may be laid before Parliament. 

As tables of figures, unaccompanied by remarks, give little 
information relative to the increase of the population as shown 
by the excess of births over deaths, or to the health of the people 
as indicated by the proportion of deaths, or to the prosperity of 
the country as exhibited by the proportion of marriages, I have 
this year directed that a Report should be appended to my General 
Abstract showing these facts. 

The Returns are sent me in such a form that I have it in my 
power to point out the Diseases prevalent in the Hight Principal 
Towns of Scotland; and as these towns are scattered over the 
country, and their populations constitute more than a fourth part 
of the inhabitants of Scotland, the diseases occurring in them give 
a good idea of those prevailing throughout the country. From 
these it will be seen that the year 1865 has been one of high 
mortality, and that typhus and typhoid fevers have prevailed as 
epidemics. 

The advantage of appending a short explanatory Report to 
my Annual Abstract is, that the Legislature and the country are 
put in possession of authentic facts relative to the vital statistics of 
Scotland within less than two months after the close of the year 
to which they refer. 


6 Report. 


In terms of the Nineteenth Section of the Scottish Vaccination 
Act (26° and 27° Vict. c. 108), I have also the honour to submit 
to you a General Abstract of the number of children successfully 
vaccinated during the year 1864, the number of children whose 
vaccination has been postponed, and such other particulars as are 
required by that Statute. 

Under the provisions of the Act above referred to, the Report 
ought to have been transmitted at the beginning of 1865. You 
are aware, however, that, for the reasons stated in my letters 
of 24th October 1864, and of 8th February 1865, you gave your 
consent to a postponement of the time for presenting this Report 
until the present date, in order that the Abstract might embrace 
the particulars relative to a full year, which would not have 
been the case had it been presented at an earlier period, as six 
months after birth is allowed by the Act before Vaccination can be 
enforced. Any Report drawn up at an earlier period than the 
present would necessarily have been imperfect in itself, and would 
have conveyed an erroneous impression of the manner in which 
this important Statute was being carried into effect. The present 
is, therefore, my first Report relative to Vaccination. It embraces 
the vaccinations of a whole year ; and a correct idea may now be 
formed of the success which has attended the working of the Act. 

I am quite entitled to say that the success has been great ; 
that nearly all the surviving children whose births were entered on 
the Register during the year 1864 have been vaccinated, or good 
reasons given why the vaccination has been postponed, or not carried 
into effect ; and that the people have in general done all in their 
power to carry the intentions of the Legislature into effect. It can- 
not, however, be denied that a few amendments would obviate the 
hardships which have been made the subject of complaint, and to 
which reference is made in the accompanying Report.

REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL. 


SIR, 


During the year 1865, Scotland, for the purposes of registration, 
was divided into 1011 registration districts; and this Report includes the 
returns of the Births, Deaths, and Marriages from all of these for the year 
1865, with the single exception of that from the small island of St Kilda, 
which from its inaccessibility only furnishes returns every four or five 
years. This Report also embraces a new feature, inasmuch as it furnishes 
the first abstract of the Vaccinations effected in Scotland during the year 
1864, prepared in conformity with the Scottish Vaccination Act, 26° and 
27° Vict. c. 108. From these returns, it would appear that the births and 
marriages have attained higher proportions than they have ever done since 
the Registration Act came into operation in 1855; while the death-rate, 
though much above its average, has been lower than during the two 
previous years. 


BIRTHS. 


113126 Births were registered in Scotland during the year 1865, being 
in the high proportion of 360 births in every ten thousand persons of the 
population. As the whole births were not registered during the first three 
months of 1855, we can only take an average of nine years; but these show 
that the annual birth-rate was 348 births in every ten thousand persons, so 
that the birth-rate of the last year has been high above the average. By 
Table I., however, it is seen that the birth-rate remained wonderfully steady 
up to 1862, when it was at the rate of 347 births in every ten thousand

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thousand persons, being a little below the Scottish rate; while in 1865, the 
birth-rate was 356 births in a like population. The increasing birth-rate in 
both countries has evidently depended on the same cause, viz. the increased 
number of marriages during three consecutive years. 

Of the 113126 births, 66109 were registered in 126 Town Districts 
(which embrace all the towns with populations of 2000 and upwards), 
while only 47017 were registered in 884 Rural Districts (which embrace 
the remainder of the population of Scotland). This indicates a birth-rate 
equal to 395 births in every ten thousand persons in the Town Districts, but 
only that of 321 births in a like population in the Rural Districts. 

Of the 113126 births, 101859 were legitimate, and 11267 illegitimate, 
thus showing that 9°9 per cent. of the births, or one in every ten, were ille- 
gitimate. The proportion of illegitimate births has therefore been nearly 
steady for the last three years. 

Unlike other countries, the Rural Districts of Scotland continued to 
exhibit the highest proportion of illegitimate births. Thus, while in the 
Town Districts only 9°6 per cent. of the births were illegitimate, 10-4 per 
cent. were illegitimate in the Rural Districts. 

As in former years, the counties which are included in the North- 
Eastern and Southern Divisions of Scotland are those which furnished the 
highest proportion of illegitimate births; and seeing that the proportion in 
these Divisions is year after year nearly double what it is in the other 
Divisions, its cause could surely be ascertained, and something be done to

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diminish it. Thus, in the North-Western Division (purely Highland 
counties), only 6:2 per cent. of the births were illegitimate, and in the 
Northern Division 6°7 per cent. ; in the West Midland 7:7 per cent., and in 
the great mining and manufacturing South-Western Division 8°4 per cent. 
of the births were illegitimate. But in the Southern Division, almost 
wholly composed of agricultural counties, 14 per cent. of the births were 
illegitimate ; and in the North-Kastern Division, also mainly agricultural 
counties, 15:4 per cent. of the births were illegitimate. Seven counties had 
above 14 per cent. of illegitimate births, viz. Dumfries 14:3 per cent, Elgin 
14-5, Kirkeudbright 15, Banff and Kincardine each 15°3, Aberdeen 15:7, 
and Wigtown 16:7 per cent. 

Of the children born during the year, 58250 were boys and 54876 
girls, being in the proportion of a fraction more than 106 boys for every 
100 girls at birth. The highest proportion of births occurred during April, 
May, and June; the smallest in August, November, and December. 


DEATHS. 


70821 Deaths were registered in Scotland during the year 1865, being 
in the very high proportion of 225 deaths in every ten thousand persons of 
the estimated population. This, though below the death-rate of the two 
previous years, is considerably above the average of the ten previous years, 
which was only at the rate of 213 deaths in every ten thousand persons. 
The English death-rate was also higher than its average during the same 
year; for while the average of the ten previous years indicated 221 deaths 
in every ten thousand persons, that of 1865 was at the rate of 234 deaths in 
a like population. 

As usual, the mortality fell heaviest on the town populations. Thus, in 
the 126 Town Districts, 45802 deaths were registered, but only 25019 deaths 
in the 884 Rural Districts; thus indicating a death-rate of 274 deaths in 
every ten thousand persons in the Town Districts, but only 170 deaths in 
the Rural Districts in a like population. 


INCREASE OF THE POPULATION. 


As the births amounted to 113126, and»the deaths to 70821, the 
natural increase of the population by births amounted to 42305 persons. 
From that number, however, ought to be deducted all those who emigrated 
from Scotland during the year to England, Ireland, the colonies, or foreign 
countries. No means, however, at present exist for ascertaining the number 
who emigrate to England, Ireland, or the Continent of Europe, nor who 
join the army, navy, and merchant shipping. The Emigration Com- 
missioners, however, ascertain the number of persons who leave the ports of 
Great Britain and Ireland as emigrants to our Colonies or to America. 
From a return furnished to the Registrar-General by the Emigration Com- 
missioners, it would appear that during the year 1865 there emigrated from 
the ports of Great Britain and Ireland 209801 persons, of whom 61345 were 
ascertained to be natives of England, 12870 of Scotland, 100767 of Ireland, 
and 28619 of foreign countries, while of 6291 persons the origin was not ascer- 
tained. Ofthese, 147258 were ascertained to have emigrated to the United 
States, 17211 to British North America, 37283 to the Australian colonies, 
and 8049 to other places. If 407 be added to the ascertained Scottish emi- 
grants as the proportion of persons whose nativity was not ascertained, the 
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Scottish emigrants would amount to 13277, which, deducted from the excess 
of births over deaths, would make the increase of the population during the 


year to amount to 29028 persons, or about 11000 more than the probable 
increase. 


MARRIAGES. 


23577 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the year 1865, 
being in the proportion of 75 marriages in every ten thousand persons of the 
estimated population. This is the highest proportion of marriages which has 
occurred in Scotland during the last eleven years—which perhaps ever has 
occurred. Up till 1862 the annual marriage-rate was 68 marriages in every 
ten thousand persons; but in 1863 it rose to 71, in 1864 to 72, and in 1865 
to 75 marriages in every ten thousand persons. The annual increase in the 
marriage-rate has therefore been steady and progressive during three con- 
secutive years, and, as already pointed out, has already told visibly on the 
births. There is no surer sign of the general prosperity of a country than 
the increase of the marriage-rate; and as this increase in the marriage-rate 
has been accompanied by a diminution in the number of Scotsmen who 
emigrated, it shows that the demand for labour is greater, and the means of 
obtaining a livelihood easier than usual in Scotland. 

Of the 23577 marriages, 15058 were contracted in the 126 Town 
Districts, and 8519 in the 884 Rural Districts; thus indicating that in the 
Town Districts there were 90 marriages in every ten thousand persons, but 
only 58 marriages in the Rural Districts in a like population. 


HEALTH OF THE POPULATION. 


The health of the population was not good during the year 1865: 
there was more than the usual amount of sickness, and a consequently 
high mortality. During the whole year an epidemic of typhus and typhoid 
fever prevailed, abating considerably during the warmer weather, but again 
increasing with the fall of temperature. During the very warm weather 
also, bowel complaints prevailed to an unusual extent, and largely increased. 
the mortality. The extent to which these and some other diseases prevailed, — 
however, will be best seen when remarking on the diseases prevailing in the 
Eight Principal Towns of Scotland, inasmuch as the returns procured weekly 
from them particularize the causes of death ; whereas the returns from the 
rest of Scotland only give the number of the persons who died during each 
month, and how many were males and how many females. 


WEATHER. 


Inasmuch as the character of the weather during each week of the 
year 1865 will have to be particularly noticed when showing its influence 
on the mortality in the Eight Towns of Scotland, the remarks here must be 
confined to the months, and especially to the influence of the mean monthly 
temperature on the general mortality. 

The mean temperature of the year 1865 was nearly one degree above 
the average of the nine previous years ; and this result was produced mainly 
by the high temperature: which prevailed during June and July, but in 
especial during September. During the first fortnight of September the 
mean temperature attained a height rarely noticed even in June, and never 
previously noticed during September, so far as our records show 
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During January and February the sessniles was cold and wintry, with 
severe and continued frost, and much snow, alternating with rapid thaws, 
which came on with southwest winds, but were of short duration. The 
mean temperature attained its minimum for the year in February, when it 
was 33°9, that of January being 34°°6. March, though still very cold 
and wintry, with frequent storms of snow, was on the whole more open, 
but the east winds were very cold and piercing. ‘The mean temperature 
only rose to 37°°3. 

It has often been pointed out in these Reports that the deaths are 
chiefly regulated by the mean temperature, increasing with the fall of tem- 
perature, and diminishing with its rise. This influence of cold in increasing 
and regulating the mortality was strikingly manifested during the above 
months. February was the coldest month, and it was during that month 
that the greatest daily number of deaths occurred, the temperature of 33°°9 
causing 250 deaths daily. The next coldest month was J anuary, and its 
temperature of 34°6 caused 223 deaths daily ; while March, with its tem- 
perature of 387°°3, had 222 deaths daily. The reason why March, with its 
higher temperature, had nearly as many deaths as January, was chiefly 
owing to the fact that the prolongation of the cold weather, even though 
the cold did not increase in intensity, increased the number of deaths; those 
whose health was enfeebled by the first accession of cold not being so able to 
withstand the effects of its continuance. 

A sudden rise of mean temperature occurred during April, its mean 
temperature being more than 9° higher than that of March, viz. 46°°5 ; and 
coincident with this rise, the deaths fell to 193 daily. The prevalent east 
winds were greatly tempered by the sun’s rays, and by occasional south- 
westerly atmospheric currents, the meeting of which with the easterly 
currents occasioned frequent dense fogs. On many days during April, 
while the whole east side of the island, from ten to fifteen miles inland, was 
enveloped in a dense fog, and with the wind blowing from the east, the 
central and western parts of the island enjoyed clear sunshine, with a south- 
westerly breeze. May opened with delightfully mild weather, but from the 
Sth to the 14th a cold, rainy, misty week occurred, with the wind almost 
constantly in the eal but from the 17th to the end of the month, the 
weather was splendid, with a high temperature, and with occasional storms 
of thunder and lightning, accompanied by heavy falls of rain. The mean 
temperature, being kept down by the cold period, was only 50°:9, and the 
deaths only fell to 191 daily. 

June proved an unusually warm month, with a clear sky, very little 
rain, and with a very moderate amount of wind. Its mean temperature was 
57°°1, and its daily deaths numbered 178. July was a warm, genial month, 
with the highest daily temperatures, ranging from 74° to 84° in the shade. 
Heavy showers of rain fell after the 7th, but merely sufficient to refresh 
vegetation. On the 27th of July, however, a cold period set in, when the 
mean temperature fell 10° below that of the previous week ; and this cold 
period continued till the 9th of August, the winds during the period being 
from the north, north-east, and east. The heats in June and July now 
began to exert their usual deleterious influence on the people, inducing 
bowel complaints, which increased the mortality, so that the deaths in J uly, 
instead of being lower than in June, were above it, seeing that 180 persons 
died daily. August was a considerably cooler month; and after the 9th, a 
rainy period set in and continued till the 28th of the month. Bowel com- 
plaints, however, still were prevalent, so that the deaths continued rather 
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high, viz. at the rate of 177 daily. September proved a close, sultry, dry, 
hot month, particularly in its first half, with little or no wind; and during 
the latter half of the month a thick mist or fog settled over the ground, 
favouring the development of mildew, which attacked the turnips to a large 
extent; while the Russian Cattle Plague spread over the country both 
among dairy and store cattle. The mean temperature of September was 
58°, a higher temperature than has been noticed in that month for a very 
long period. The deaths attained their lowest rate during September, viz. 
161 daily. 

October was an ordinary month, the temperature slowly sinking ; and as 
the deaths increased with the fall of temperature, 173 deaths occurred daily. 
November was a colder month than October, and the lowest temperature of 
the latter half of the year was attained on the 6th and 13th of the month. 
The mean temperature of November was 41°'4, and the deaths increased to 
201 daily. December proved a milder month than November, its mean 
temperature being 42°*9; and under the influence of the milder weather the 
deaths diminished to 183 daily. During the severe weather at the beginning 
of November, all diseases, but notably the epidemic diseases, threatened 
seriously to increase; but under the influence of the milder weather which 
followed, they did not spread so much as might have been expected, and 
the deaths consequently declined. The milder weather of December 
was unquestionably due to the unusual prevalence of south-westerly winds.

* As few or no Marriages are contracted in Scotland on Saturday or Sunday, these days are excluded from each 
month in calculating the daily number of Marriages. 
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These were both stronger and more constant than they had been for years ; 
and it is now a recognised fact that, so long as south-westerly breezes blow 
over our island, we have no frosts, and no wintry weather. 

Table V. shows the chief points of the Meteorology of Scotland for the 
year 1865, as well as for each of the months of the year. By that Table it 
appears that the mean barometric pressure, corrected to the sea-level, and 
to 82° Fahr., was 29°869 inches. The mean temperature was 46°°9. The 
highest temperature in the shade noted at any station was 92°, and the 
lowest — 1°-1. The mean of the day temperatures was 53°°3, and that of the 
night temperatures 40°°5; while the mean daily range of temperature was 
12°-7.. The highest temperature in the sun, by exposing a thermometer 
with a black bulb to its direct rays, was 142°; and the greatest cold during 
the night, by exposing a black-bulb thermometer on the grass, was—7°. Rain 
fell on 160 days, with a mean depth of 33°91 inches. The sun shone for 
1715 hours during the year, and the mean humidity of the air was 85. 
a with an easterly point blew 109 days; those with a westerly point, 
164 days. 


EIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


It is of great importance to know something of the Vital Statistics 
of those masses of the Population which are collected in our principal towns. 
Weekly Returns are therefore procured from the Hight Principal Towns of 
Scotland, viz. all those with upwards of 20,000 inhabitants; and these 
embrace not only the number of births, deaths, and marriages which are 
registered in each town, but specify the ages and residences of the persons 
who die, and the name of the diseases which proved fatal. 

During the past year, Weekly Reports have been issued every Tuesday, 
giving information as to the number of births, deaths, and marriages re- 
gistered in Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Greenock, 
Leith, and Perth; together with the highest, lowest, and mean temperatures, 
and the amount of rainfall in each of these towns during the previous week. 

Monthly Reports having reference to these Hight Towns have been 
published since August 1855, not only giving the number of the births, 
deaths, and marriages during the month, but also the particulars as to the 
ages of the persons who died, the diseases which proved fatal, and the number 
of deaths from each of the more notable diseases in each of the districts into

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which the towns are divided. The people and authorities are thus kept in- 
formed as to the outbreak or progress of every disease affecting the people, 
within as short a period as is compatible with the due preparation of the 
Tables. Full Meteorological Tables also accompany each Monthly Report. 
In the remainder of this Report, therefore, will be given a summary of 
births, deaths, and marriages registered in each of the Eight Principal 
Towns of Scotland during the year 1865. As these towns are well scattered 
over the country, the returns from them enable us to obtain a good idea 
as to whether any or what kind of disease is prevailing in each locality, and 
whether the year be a healthy or an unhealthy one to the population. 

The Registration Act has now been in operation for more than eleven years, 
and it will be seen by Table VI. that the last two years have been years of 
very high mortality in the towns,—greatly above the average of the nine 
preceding years. Coincident with this, and no doubt partly as a conse- 
quence, the proportion of births has also been higher, while the proportion 
of marriages has been the highest ever noted in the Towns of Scotland. 


BIRTHS IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


38075 Births were registered in the Eight Towns during the year 1865, 
being in the very high proportion of 410 births in every ten thousand persons 
of the estimated population, or one birth to every 24 persons. The mean 
annual proportion of births in the Hight Towns during the ten previous 
years was 380 births to every ten thousand persons of the population, so that 
it is at once seen how very high the birth-rate was during the past year. 
Two circumstances are known to produce an increased birth-rate, viz. an 
excessive mortality, and an increased number of marriages. Both of these 
have been in operation for at least two previous years ; so that the increased 
birth-rate in these towns is satisfactorily accounted for. | 

The birth-rate varied very greatly in the several towns. Thus, for every 
ten thousand persons in each of these towns, 337 births occurred in Perth, 
355 in Edinburgh, 380 in Paisley, 885 in Aberdeen, 421 in Leith, 423 in 
Glasgow, 458 in Dundee, while at Greenock it rose to the very high pro- 
portion of 505 births in every ten thousand inhabitants. (See Table on 

. 35.) 
; Of the 38075 births, 343881 were legitimate, and 3694 illegitimate, 
thus furnishing the proportion of one illegitimate in every 10-3 births, or 9-7 
per cent. of the births as illegitimate. 

Lhe proportion of illegitimate births varied greatly in the several towns, 
being lowest in Greenock and Leith, and highest in Aberdeen and Dundee. 
Thus, in Greenock only 5-1 per cent. of the births were illegitimate, in Leith 
5°9 per cent., in Paisley 8-9 per cent., in Perth 9, in Glasgow 9-2, in Edin- 
burgh 9°8, in Dundee 13, and in Aberdeen 13:9 per cent. 

The greatest number of births occurred during May and June; the 
smallest number during the months of September, November, and Decem- 
ber. Of the children born during the year, 19558 were males, and 18517 
females. ‘This gives the proportion of 105°6 males at birth for every 100 
females. 


DEATHS IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


28499 Deaths were registered in the Eight Towns during the year 1865, 
being in the very high proportion of 3807 deaths in every ten thousand 
persons of the estimated population, or one death during the year in every 
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32 persons. During 1864 the proportional mortality was higher, viz. 314 
deaths in every ten thousand persons; but with that single exception, the 
deaths during 1865 have been higher than during any of the nine years 
1855 to 1863 inclusive. During these nine years the deaths were in the 
proportion of only 274 deaths annually to every ten thousand persons of the 
estimated population ; so that the last two years have been especially fatal 
to our town populations. If we look back, however, to the past years, we 
shall find that the death-rate has been regularly increasing since 1861. 
Thus, in 1861 the death-rate in the Hight Towns was 260 deaths in every 
ten thousand persons; in 1862 it was 278 deaths in a like population ; in 
1863 it rose to 297 deaths in a similar population ; in 1864 it still further 
advanced to 314 deaths, and in 1865 to 307 deaths in every ten thousand 
persons. Some deleterious influence, therefore, whatever it may be, very 
inimical to health, has been slowly and progressively increasing in our large 
towns since 1861, and for the two past years has been cutting off our town 
populations in nearly as high a proportion as when the cholera was raging 
among us. 

The death-rate varied greatly in the Hight Towns, having been lowest 
in Paisley and highest in Greenock. Thus, in every ten thousand inhabitants 
in each of these towns during the year, there died 209 persons in Paisley, 
252 in Leith, 263 in Aberdeen, 269 in Perth, 278 in Edinburgh, 311 in 
Dundee, 328 in Glasgow, and 357 in Greenock. (See Table on p. 35.) 

Of the 28499 persons who died in the Eight Towns during the year, 
12160, or 42 per cent., were under five years of age. This proportion varied 
considerably in the several towns. Thus, in Perth and in Aberdeen only 
84 per cent. of the persons who died were under five years of age; in 
Edinburgh 35 per cent., in Paisley 40, in Leith 41, in Dundee 44, in Glas- 
gow and in Greenock 46 per cent. This mode of calculation, however, gives 
no idea whatever of the true mortality among children under five years of 
age ; it is necessary, therefore, to compare the deaths under five years of age 
with the number of children under five years who are living in each town. 
This is shown in Table VIL., the number of children being estimated to the 
middle of the year. By this table it appears that, during the year, only 7-2 
per cent. of the children under 5 years of age died in Aberdeen, 7:5 per cent. 
in Leith and in Perth, 8-4 per cent. in Edinburgh and in Paisley, 10°4 per 
cent. in Dundee, 10°9 per cent. in Glasgow, but 11°5 per cent. in Greenock. 

The Zymotic (epidemic and contagious) class of diseases proved fatal 
to 7846 persons in the Eight Towns, and thus constituted 27:9 per cent. of 
the specified causes of death. The proportion of deaths, however, from 
that class of diseases varied greatly in the several towns. Thus, in Edin- 
burgh only 21 per cent. of the deaths were caused by the zymotic class of 
diseases ; in Leith, 23°3 per cent.; in Aberdeen, 26°3; in Glasgow, 29°8 ;

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in Perth, 30:1; in Dundee and in Paisley, 30:3 ; and in Greenock, 80:7 per 


cent. In proportion to the population of each town, however, Greenock and 
Glasgow suffered most from the epidemic diseases, Leith and Edinburgh 
the least. Thus, in every ten thousand persons in each town, Leith lost 53 
during the year by epidemic diseases; Edinburgh lost 58; Aberdeen, 68 ; 
Perth, 81; Dundee, 91; Paisley, 94; Glasgow, 96; but Greenock, 107. 

The different towns, however, suffered very differently from the several 
epidemic diseases. Thus, though all suffered much more than usual from 
the epidemic of Typhus and Enteric Fevers in their varied forms, Greenock 
and Glasgow have furnished much the largest proportion of deaths from 
these diseases. Dundee and Perth suffered much from Measles; Aberdeen 
and Paisley from Scarlatina; Leith, Aberdeen, and Dundee from Diph- 
theria; Greenock and Glasgow from Hooping-cough ; Dundee, Aberdeen, 
and Perth from Bowel Complaints. (See Tables, pp. 36-40.) 

Small-pox has almost disappeared from Scotland during the past year, 
apparently in consequence of the effectual working of the Vaccination Act. 
During the year only 67 deaths from that disease occurred in the Eight 
Towns, and in the greater number of these cases the persons had not been 
vaccinated. ‘The Vaccination Act only came into operation on the Ist of 
January 1864. During the previous year there occurred 816 deaths from 
Small-pox in the Eight Towns; but from six months being allowed to 
transpire from the birth before vaccination is imperative, it was not till 
towards the end of 1864 that any considerable diminution of the deaths 
from Small-pox occurred; so that in 1864 no fewer than 679 persons died 
from that loathsome disease. The prevalence and fatality of Small-pox, 
however, during that year had a most powerful effect in aiding the provisions 
of the Vaccination Act; so that not only were the infants vaccinated, but 
adults also who had never been previously vaccinated. It is therefore 
interesting to know that the success of the Vaccination Act, so far as it has 
gone, has been nearly perfect, seeing ‘that only 67 deaths occurred from 
Small-pox during the past year. We know, however, from past experience, 
that all epidemics come and go like waves; and the disappearance of 
Small-pox from Scotland at this time may be as much owing to the 
unknown atmospheric influences which induce epidemics having changed, 
so that now they appear to have encouraged the spread of Typhus and 
Enteric Fevers, and to have arrested that of Small-pox. 

Measles cut off 809 persons in the Eight Towns, and thus constituted 
2°8 per cent. of the mortality. Dundee, Perth, and Paisley suffered much 
from Measles, 6°5 per cent of the deaths having been caused by that disease 
in Dundee, 58 per cent. in Perth, and 4°8 per cent. in Paisley. It is 
remarkable that these were the towns, particularly Dundee and Paisley, 
which suffered most from Small-pox during the previous year; and we have 
often pointed out the fact, that when Measles follows an epidemic of Small- 
pox, it is much more fatal than in ordinary seasons. 

Scarlatina cut off 1037 persons in the Hight Towns, and thus con- 
stituted 3°7 per cent. of the specified causes of death. That disease was so 
fatal in Aberdeen that it caused 8°7 per cent. of the deaths, and in Paisley 
6-1 per cent. 

Diphtheria was much less prevalent in the Eight Towns during 1865 
than during the previous year, having only caused 180 deaths; whereas 
the previous year it caused 343 deaths. It was more prevalent in Aberdeen 
and Leith than in the other towns—the same towns in which it was most 
prevalent during the previous year. | 
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Hooping-cough caused 1355 deaths, or 4°8 per cent. of the general 


mortality. It was especially severe and fatal in Greenock and Glasgow, 
causing 7:1 per cent. of the deaths in Greenock, and 6°5 per cent. of the 
deaths in Glasgow. 

Diarrhcea, Dysentery, and Cholera were more fatal than usual, as 
might have been expected, seeing the autumnal heat was greater than it 
has been for many years past. 816 deaths were attributed to Diarrhea, 
109 to Dysentery, and 84 to Cholera—in all, 1009 deaths from bowel 
complaints; and more than half, viz. 567, of these occurred during the 
months of July, August, and September. 

Typhus Fever, however, in its varied forms, was the leading epidemic 
of the year, and prevailed more or less in the epidemic form in all the 
towns. The leading type of the disease was Spotted or Typhus Fever; but 
that more fatal form, variously termed Typhoid, Enteric, Gastro-Enteric, 
and Gastric Fever, constituted a notable proportion of the cases; while 
eases of Relapsing Fever, and simple Continued Fever, were everywhere 
met with. Thus, there were registered during the year in the Hight Towns 
2707 deaths from Typhus Fever and its varieties, constituting the very 
high proportion of 9°6 per cent. of the total deaths. Of these, 2211 were 
registered as Spotted Typhus; 235 as Gastric Fever; 201 as Enteric or 
Typhoid Fever; 34 as Relapsing Fever; and 26 as simple Continued Fever, 
or Febricula. 


‘I'yphus Fever has therefore been more prevalent and fatal during 1865 


than during the previous year. In 1864 the deaths from that disease 
amounted to 2203 in the Eight Towns, so that the deaths were 504 more 
in 1865 than during the previous year. Edinburgh and Leith have suffered 
least, Greenock and Glasgow most, from the epidemic Fever during the past 
year. Thus, in Edinburgh only 6:2 per cent. of the deaths were caused by 
Typhus ; in Leith, 6°7 per cent.; in Aberdeen, 8°8 per cent.; in Dundee, 
9-1 per cent.; in Perth, 9°5 per cent.; in Paisley, 9:9 per cent.; in Glasgow, 
10°9 per cent.; while in Greenock, 12°3 per cent. of the deaths were caused 
by that disease. An analysis of the facts published regarding epidemics of 
fever during the last century and a half shows that each epidemic generally 
continues for a period of nearly three years to affect the population. As a 
general rule, most of these epidemics of fever have first manifested themselves 
in October, and have continued during the remainder of that, and the whole 
of the two consecutive years, and have died out on the following year with 
the setting in of the summer weather. The epidemic of fever, which has 
been ravaging Scotland for the two past years, has as yet followed the same 
course. It first manifested the epidemic character in October 1863, and 
rapidly increased till the close of that year. It has continued during the 
whole of 1864 and 1865, and still prevails to a considerable extent ; but if 
it follows the usual course of former epidemics, it will die out with the setting 
in of the present summer. As its virulence, however, is regulated by the 
degree of temperature, should severe frosty weather occur during February, 
we may expect a considerable increase in the number and fatality of the 
cases before its final disappearance as an epidemic. 

Of the other zymotic diseases, Croup caused 290 deaths; Ague, 16; 
Infantile Fever, 27; Metria, 69; Rheumatic Fever, 41; Erysipelas, 111; 
Syphilis, 66; Influenza, 38; Thrush, 10; Purpura, 8; and Worms, 6. 

The Tubercular class of diseases cut off 4719 persons in the Eight 
Towns, and thus constituted 16°8 per cent. of the specified causes of death. 
The proportion of deaths from this class of diseases was highest in Glasgow 
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and Greenock, and lowest in Aberdeen, Leith, and Perth. Thus, the 
tubercular class of diseases constituted 14:1 per cent. of the deaths in 
Aberdeen ; 14:4 per cent. in Leith and in Perth; 16:2 per cent. in Edin- 
burgh and in Paisley; 16:3 per cent. in Dundee; 17:1 per cent. in 
Greenock ; and 17°8 per cent. of the deaths in Glasgow. 

Consumption is the most fatal of this class of diseases, and is indeed 
the most fatal of all the diseases to which the inhabitants of Scotland are 
liable. 8371 deaths were attributed to this cause in the Eight Towns; thus 
constituting 12 per cent. of the deaths, or 86 deaths during the year in 
every ten thousand persons. As compared with the deaths in each town, 
Leith showed the fewest deaths from Consumption, Dundee the highest. 
Thus, Consumption caused only 8:7 per cent. of the deaths in Leith; 9°7 
per cent. in Aberdeen; 10°4 in Perth; 10°8 in Edinburgh; 12 in Paisley ; 
12-7 in Glasgow; 12:9 in Greenock; but 13:2 per cent. of the deaths in 
Dundee. As compared with the population, however, the lowest mortality 
from Consumption occurred in Leith, the highest in Greenock. Thus, in 
every ten thousand persons in each town, there died from Consumption 
during the year 21 in Leith; 25 in Aberdeen; 28 in Perth; 29 in Edin- 
burgh; 35 in Paisley; 39 in Dundee; 41 in Glasgow; but 45 in Greenock. 

Hydrocephalus caused 845 deaths; Tabes Mesenterica, 336; and 
Scrofula, 167. 

2183 persons died in the Eight Towns from diseases of the brain, 
which thus constituted 7-7 per cent. of the specified causes of death. In 
Aberdeen and Edinburgh, however, this proportion was greatly exceeded, 
as in the former 10°6 per cent. and in the latter 9°5 per cent. of the deaths 
were caused by brain diseases. Of these diseases, 473 were attributed to 
Convulsions, 509 to Paralysis, 367 to Apoplexy, 93 to Epilepsy, etc. 

Diseases of the heart and organs of the circulation cut off 1192 per- 
sons, and thus constituted 4:2 per cent. of the deaths. 

The inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs proved fatal to 
4645 persons in the Hight Towns, and thus constituted 16°4 per cent. of 
the specified causes of death. Glasgow appears to have suffered most from 
this class of affections, Perth the least; for while in Perth only 11:2 per 
cent. of the deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory organs, the 
proportion was 18:9 per cent. of the deaths in Glasgow. Bronchitis, the 
most fatal of these inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs, caused 
3204 deaths, and thus of itself constituted 11:4 per cent. of the mortality. 
Dundee and Aberdeen suffered least from Bronchitis, Glasgow and Greenock 
the most. 

Of the other diseases belonging to this class, Pneumonia caused 940 
deaths, Asthma 234, Pleurisy 56, and Laryngitis 50. 

A full third of the total deaths is annually caused by those diseases 
which proved fatal through the respiratory organs. Thus, for several years 
34 per cent. of the total deaths in the Kight Towns has been caused by the 
inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs, together with Consump- 
tion, Hooping-cough, and Croup ; and this is the proportion in which these 
diseases proved fatal during 1865. 

1405 infants (or exactly 5 per cent. of the specified causes of death) 
died at or shortly after birth from the debility of weakly constitutions, or 
from being born prematurely’; while 1252 persons, or 4°4 per cent. of the 
deaths, died without marked disease from the debility incident to old age. 

Of the other diseases, Cancer cut off 872 persons, Dropsy 338, Teething 
582, Enteritis 843, Stomach Disease 267, Disease of Kidneys 130, Disease 
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of Liver 252, Jaundice 62, Nephria 89, Diabetes 21, Rheumatism 67, Disease 
of Joints 94, and Carbuncle 7. 

240 women died in giving birth to children; 69 of these from Childbed 
Fever (Metria), and 171 from the other accidents of that state. This gives 
the proportion of 63 deaths of mothers for every ten thousand children born 
alive,—a much larger proportion than occurs over all Scotland, where the 
proportion is only 46 deaths of mothers in every ten thousand children born 
alive. The proportion, however, varied very greatly in the several towns. In 
Glasgow only 53 mothers died for every ten thousand children born alive, 
55 in Paisley and in Perth, 64 in Edinburgh, 67 in Greenock, 75 in Leith, 
81 in Dundee, and 86 in Aberdeen. 

891 deaths were ascribed to violent causes; of which 353 were caused 
by Fractures and Contusions, 123 by Drowning, 100 by Burns and Scalds, 
60 by Suffocation, 18 by Hanging, 23 by Poison, 57 by Alcoholic Poisoning 
or Intemperance, 570 by want of Breast Milk, 36 by Wounds, 4 by Expo- 
sure to Cold, 1 by Neglect, and 59 by other violent causes not included in 
the above. 


MARRIAGES IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


9320 marriages were registered in the Hight Towns during the year, 
being at the very high rate of one marriage for every 99 persons of the 
population, or one per cent. This is the highest marriage-rate which has 
ever been attained by the town populations of Scotland. During the eight 
years 1855 to 1862 inclusive, the mean annual marriage-rate for the Hight 
Towns was 85 marriages in every ten thousand persons of the population 
(0°85 per cent.), and was just 85 in 1862. But from that year the propor- 
tion of marriages has greatly but steadily increased, so that in 1863 they 
were in the proportion of 94 marriages to every ten thousand persons; in 
1864 they were 96 marriages, and in 1865 they were in the proportion of 
100 marriages to every ten thousand persons. 

Nothing shows more clearly the general prosperity of the country, and 
the flourishing state of commerce and manufactures, than the proportion of 
marriages annually contracted by the people. And the above striking fact 
proves most satisfactorily, that for the three past years the country must 
be in a more flourishing’ condition than it has been for years, perhaps than 
it has ever been before. 

The greatly increased number of marriages during these three years, 
as has already been pointed out, is now telling on the number of births. In 
the same ratio in which the marriages have been increasing, so has been the 
proportion of births, so that they have progressively advanced from the pro- 
portion of 383 births in every ten thousand persons, which they were in 1862, 
to that of 410 births in a like population during 1865. 

The proportion of marriages in the several towns indicates very closely 
the general commercial and manufacturing prosperity of each. Thus the 
lowest proportion was in Perth and Aberdeen, the highest in Dundee and 
Greenock. Accordingly, for every ten thousand persons in each of these 
towns, only 79 marriages occurred during the year in Perth, 91 in Aber- 
deen, 94 in Leith, 98 in Glasgow, 99 in Paisley, 102 in Edinburgh, 107 in 
Greenock, but the enormously high proportion of 118 marriages in Dundee. 
The great and increasing demand for labour at Greenock, for the iron ship- 
building, sufficiently accounts for the very high proportion of marriages — 
there; and it may be remembered that the stoppage of the cotton manu- 
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factures enormously increased the manufactures at Dundee, which consist 
chiefly of flax, jute, and hemp. 


WEATHER IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The year 1865 was quite remarkable for the peculiarities of its meteoro- 
logical phenomena, and from observations taken at each of the Eight Towns, 
its mean temperature was 1°°4 warmer than the previous year, being 47°°6 
Fahr. This increase of temperature, however, was not equally spread over 
the year, but was limited to the months of June, July, and September, the 
latter of which, in especial, had a mean temperature greatly above its mean. 
In®&cotland, however, as has been often previously remarked, the changes from 
cold to warm periods are sudden and frequent, and it is this which causes 
the climate of Scotland to be so trying to the invalid. These fluctuations of 
temperature are best seen by looking at the weekly temperatures, when 
a comparison of the highest, the lowest, and the mean temperatures of each 
week will give a good idea of the sudden variations to which our climate is 
exposed. In fact, during the whole year, alternate waves of warm and 
cold weather occurred. 

Thus the first week of January (see Table VIII.) had a temperature 
of 36°; but a warm wave occurred the second week, which raised its mean to 
41°-1. A cold depression followed, so that the third week showed a mean 
temperature of 36°:2, increasing on the fourth week to 30°1. This was suc- 
ceeded by a warm wave the fifth week, which again raised the mean tempera- 
ture to 35°°2; but a cold period followed, sinking the mean temperature to 
33°2 on the sixth week, and to 29°°4 on the seventh week, or week ending 
the 18th February. This was the coldest week of the year, the lowest 
degree of temperature registered being 8° Fahr.; and during this and the 
following week the greatest number of deaths were registered, showing most

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clearly the baneful effects of extreme cold on the inhabitants of Scotland. 
On the eighth week a wave of warm temperature occurred, raising the 
mean temperature to 37°:2 that week, and to 40° the ninth week, when 
it again sunk slowly through the influence of a cold period or depression, 
tillon the twelfth week, or that ending the 25th of March, the mean 
temperature had again sunk to 35°6. A warm wave again rolled on, 
raising the thirteenth week, or that ending April 1, to 41°, and on the 
fourteenth week to 47°°4. A slight depression occurred the two succeeding 
weeks; but on the last week of April and first week of May, the mean 
temperature had risen to 483 and 48°°8. The nineteenth week was some- 
what colder, being only 47°; and the twentieth week, or third week of May, only 
had a mean temperature of 50°°9. A sudden warm wave of temperature 
rolled over Scotland the twenty-first week, ending the 27th of May, raising 
its mean temperature to 59°:9, succeeded by a cold depression, which lowered 
the twenty-second week, that ending 3d June, to 51°3. A warm wave again 
succeeded this, so that the second week of June had a mean temperature of 
59°-4, the third of 58°°3, and the fourth week of 60°°4. This was the highest 
weekly temperature attained during the first half of the year. A cold de- 
pression occurred during the week ending July 1, sinking the mean tempera- 
ture to 58°:1; but a warm wave during the week ending July 8, again raised 
the mean temperature to 61°°6. A cold depression followed for a couple of 
weeks, sinking the temperature of July below that of June, the respective 
temperatures during the two weeks being 57°°3 and 57°°2.. A warm wave 
of temperature raised the mean temperature of the last week of July to 62°. 
A sudden and prolonged cold depression or period set in after this, sinking 
the mean temperature of the week ending August 5 to 54°1, and that of 
the three following weeks to 57°'3, 57°1, and 57°°9. 

After the 28th of August, however, an oppressively hot wave rolled 
over Scotland, raising the mean temperature of the thirty-sixth week, or that 
ending September 9th, to 63°°9,—a temperature very rarely witnessed in 
Scotland, and the highest which was attained during any week of the year. 
But the declination of the sun and the shortening of the days could not 
permit this high temperature to be continued, so, though the next week, 
ending September 16th, had the very high mean temperature of 61°°4, the 
mean temperature slowly but steadily declined, week after week after this, till 
it attained its lowest on the week ending November 11, when it had fallen 
to 39°°8. : 

The south-west winds after this began to be the prevalent atmospheric 
currents over Scotland during the remainder of the year, so that the weekly 
mean temperatures fluctuated between 41° and 45° Fahr., observing, however, 
an alternate rise and fall of temperature on each successive week. The 
whole year, therefore, showed that periods of heat came in successive 
waves, followed by periods of cold, which very properly may be represented 
- by the depressions which follow waves. 

Our special object, however, in directing attention to mean tempera- 
ture, is to point out its effects on the mortality. In all our previous Reports 
it has been shown, that in Scotland it is cold which exerts the most preju- 
dicial effect on the human frame. Accordingly, whether we look at the 
weekly deaths and weekly mean temperatures (Table VIII.), or at the 
monthly deaths and monthly mean temperatures (Table LX.), we shall find 
that the week and month which had the lowest temperatures, were those 
in which the deaths were most numerous. Were every death registered on 
the day the death occurred, this would be found to be rigidly correct ;

but as many deaths are not registered for two or three days after they occur, 
it frequently happens that, if the cold period occurs towards the end of a 
week, a considerable proportion of the deaths due to the cold, are registered 
during the next week. The same does not oecur with the months to such 
an extent as to affect the general deductions. Bearing this in remem- 
brance, we find that the greatest cold occurred during the month of 
February, when the mean temperature was 34°-5, and the greatest degree 
of cold was so low as 8°. During that month 2837 deaths occurred in 
the Eight Towns, or 101 deaths daily,—by far the greatest number that 
occurred during any month of the year. At the close of the year again, 
November was the coldest month, its mean temperature being 41°-7, and 
2557 deaths occurred, or 85 daily, a much larger number than during 
September, October, or even December. 

But even the weeks showed the same fact. The seventh week of the 
year, that ending February 18, had the very low mean temperature of 
29°-4, when 725 deaths were registered, and 743 the succeeding week, the 
largest number of deaths during any week of the year. At the close of the 
year again the coldest week fell on the 45th, viz. that ending November 11. 
During that week 538 deaths, and during the succeeding week 641 deaths 
were registered, being a larger number than during any of the closing weeks 
of the year. 

Even in this country, however, extreme heat to a certain extent in- 
creases the deaths, by inducing diseases which assimilate in their nature to 
those of warm countries, viz. bowel complaints. Every year this is observed 
to a small extent, but during the past year to a more marked extent, in 
consequence of the increased mean temperatures of June and July. In 
ordinary years in Scotland, the mortality progressively diminishes from 
February to September; but during the past year, in the Hight Towns, 
while June had 2138 deaths, or 71 deaths daily, July had 2420, or 78 
deaths daily,—a great increase, caused by the high temperature ; and even 
August had 2247 deaths, or 72 deaths daily,—a higher proportion than 
June, though a great proportion of the month had no higher temperature 
than usual. The previous cool weeks of August, and the cool mornings 
and evenings during the latter half of September, prevented the mortality

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rising with the extremely high mean temperatures of the first two weeks of 
September. 

The effect of high mean temperature on the bowel diseases is best seen 
by comparing the deaths from Diarrhoea, Dysentery, and Cholera during 
the different months. During May, when heat first began to be felt, the 
deaths from these bowel complaints were 45; during June, the continuance 
of the heat raised them to 58. But as bowel complaints take some time 
to prove fatal, it was not till July that they amounted to 236 deaths, and 
to 215 in August. The cold weather during the last two weeks of Sep- 
tember allowed them to fall to 116 during September, and to 112 during 
October. During November only 53 deaths from that cause occurred, and 
32 during December. 

With the single exception of these bowel complaints, all the diseases to 
which the inhabitants of Scotland are liable increase with the cold and 
diminish with the warm weather, and most notably all those called epidemic 
diseases, as T'yphus, Scarlatina, Hooping-cough, etc. (see Table 1X.) Thus, 
Typhus, which had diminished to 167 deaths in August, increased with the 
cold to 207 in December, 275 in January, and 281 in February. Hooping- 
cough, which only caused 87 deaths in September, caused 149 in November, 
and 146 in December. Scarlatina and Diphtheria, which caused 79 deaths 
in August, caused 174 in November, and 151 in December. Diseases of 
the respiratory organs (Bronchitis, Pneumonia, etc.), which caused 171 deaths 
_in September, rose to 353 deaths in October, to 546 in November, and to 
422 in December. In all these cases the milder month of December caused 
the mortality from each of these diseases to be smaller than that of the colder 
month of November. 


VACCINATION IN SCOTLAND, 1864. 


The Scottish Vaccination Act, 26° and 27° Vict. c. 108, came into full 
operation on the Ist day of January 1864. It enacted that every child 
born in Scotland after the Ist day of January 1864 should be vaccinated, 
within six months from its birth, by a qualified medical practitioner; and 
that the fact of its having been vaccinated should be entered on the Register 
of Births, kept in each parish or district under the Registration Act, 17° and 
18° Vict. c. 80. The onus of seeing that the child was vaccinated was thrown 
upon the father, mother, or person who had the care, nurture, and custody 
of the child; and the vaccination was enforced under pecuniary penalties, 
or imprisonment in default of payment. 

To secure the due performance of Vaccination, the medical practitioner 
was required to deliver to the parents or custodiers of every child, a 
certificate bearing either (1) that the operation had been successfully per- 
formed, or (2) that it had been postponed, or (3) that the child was insus- 
ceptible of the disease; and this certificate when transmitted to the 
Registrar was his authority for entering on the Birth Registers the facts 
relative to the Vaccination. 

In certain Insular and Highland parishes, where all intercourse is 
nearly suspended for six months every year, it would have been very impru- 
dent to have attempted to enforce vaccination of the child within six months, 
The Act therefore very properly provided that the Board of Supervision 
should have the power in such cases to extend the period before any penal- 
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ties could be incurred by parents or guardians The Board of Supervision 
have accordingly extended the period to twelve months from the birth of the 
child in twenty-eight of the insular parishes; and in several other cases, 
where they have not extended the time for the vaccination, have extended to 
four and to six months the period to which the operation may be postponed, 
when the child is not in a fit state for vaccination. 

In consequence, therefore, of these provisions of the Act, it would 
have given no information of the least value had any Report been 
drawn up relative to Vaccination in Scotland before the present date; for 
in all the above-mentioned twenty-eight parishes, the children born during 
December 1864 were only obliged to be vaccinated by the close of December 
1865, so that a complete return of the vaccinations applicable to the children 
born in 1864 could not be procured till the beginning of the present year. 
Even as it is, communication is so difficult and dangerous between many of 
the islands during the winter months, that three of the returns now due 
from insular parishes have not been received, and will not now be received 
till our winter storms are over. 

During the year 1864, according to these vaccination returns, 112,559 
births were entered on the Birth Registers, of which number, 3708 were 
those of children who, from having been born prior to the Ist day of January 
1864, were not included under the operation of the Vaccination Act. That 
number therefore being deducted, would leave 108,851 children in Scotland 
in 1864 under the operation of the Act. With that number, therefore, we 
have alone to do; and in Table X. are given the particulars relative to 
these 108,851 children, in so far as the Vaccination Act is concerned. 

From that Table it appears that, of the 108,851 children, 95047, being 
87°32 per cent. of the whole, were successfully vaccinated. 662, or 0°61 
per cent., had their vaccination postponed from ill health or other causes. 
1261, or 1:15 per cent., were found to be insusceptible of vaccination ; but 
of these the insusceptibility arose from the child having been previously 
vaccinated in 440 cases, from the child having had Small-pox in 154 cases, 
while in 667 cases it arose from constitutional insusceptibility. 9180 chil- 
dren, or 8°44 per cent., died before vaccination could be performed; while 
2701 children, or 2°48 per cent., had removed from the district before 
vaccination could be enforced, or were otherwise unaccounted for. 

Table X., however, and the above statement do not bring out the full 
success of the Vaccination Act, so as to make it patent to every mind. What 
we are specially interested in ascertaining is not the proportion successfully 
vaccinated out of the total number of children whose births are entered on 
the Registers, for that includes all who died previous to vaccination; but we

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wish to ascertain what proportion of children, who survived till they were 
vaccinated, are protected by vaccination. ‘Table XI. is drawn up with the 
view of showing this fact. It deducts from the 108,851 children who came 
under the operation of the Act, the 9180 who died’ before vaccination was 
attempted, and thus leaves 99671 living children to be operated upon. 
Their vaccination gives the true success of the Act, oe is of extreme 
interest. 

Of these 99671 living children, 95047, or 95°36 per cent., were suc- 
cessfully vaccinated ; but as we must add to that number all those who were 
found to be insusceptible of the vaccine virus, from having been previously 
successfully vaccinated by clergymen, midwives, or parents, all those who 
had already had Small-pox, and all those who had constitutional insuscepti- 
bility, we find that those really protected amount to 96308 children, or to 
the proportion of 96°62 in every 100 children. As all those whose 
vaccination is postponed are being looked after, and those who survive 
will be vaccinated, this gives us a total of 96970 children out of 99671, 
or a total proportion of 97:29 in every 100 children, protected as far as 
may be from the ravages of Small-pox. In fact, it accounts for every 
living child, excepting the 2701 who have been lost sight of, from their 
parents having removed to other parishes. Only the small proportion, 
therefore, of 2°71 per cent. remains unprotected by vaccination of all the 
living children who came under the operation of the Vaccination Act in 
1864. 

These results are most gratifying, and show how fully the Act has 
been carried into effect. The proportion successfully vaccinated in Scotland 
is about the highest which could be vaccinated out of the numbers given, 
and reflects the greatest credit on the people, and on the vaccinators. It 
must be remembered that, of all children born, about thirteen out of every 
100 die before they complete their first year. In comparing the proportion, 
therefore, who were successfully vaccinated with the total entries on the 
Registers, allowance must be made for that; and as the deaths are most 
numerous during the earlier years of life, at least ten thousand ought-to be 
deducted from the total number as the proportion of deaths previous to 
vaccination. In reality, 9180 deaths were ascertained to have occurred ; 
but it cannot be doubted that at least half of the cases unaccounted for 
must have been from the infants having died, but in consequence of the 
parents having moved to another registration district, the registrar who 
recorded the birth of the child was unable to ascertain anything more about 
it, and therefore returned it as unaccounted for.

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Could it have been satisfactorily done, it would have been desirable 
to have shown the influence of Vaccination in arresting the spread of Small- 
pox among the population. The Act, however, has not been nearly long 
enough in operation to give even the most distant approximation to such an 
interesting inguiry, though, when looked at in a superficial way, the facts 
ascertained up to this date seem to indicate the most satisfactory results. 

The deaths from Small-pox over all Scotland for the two years during 
which the Vaccination Act has been in operation cannot yet be ascertained, 
as the Registers for 1865 will not be received at the Head Office for some 
months, and it takes several clerks many months’ labour to extract and 
tabulate the causes of death, etc. But the deaths from the different diseases 
in the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland are tabulated monthly; so that 
we can ascertain from them whether Small-pox has increased or diminished 
since vaccination has become general. 

It was found that, by taking an average of eight years, there died from 
Small-pox in Scotland annually 895 persons, and that 487 of these deaths 
occurred in the Eight Principal Towns. This shows that more than one- 
half of the deaths from Small-pox in Scotland occur in the Hight Towns ; 
so that if we know the number of deaths from Small-pox in these Eight 
Towns, we can arrive ata very close approximation to the number of deaths 
from Small-pox over the whole of Scotland. 

_ In 1868, the year before the Vaccination Act came into operation, 816 
persons died from Small-pox in the Eight Towns, indicating a mortality of 
1500 persons over Scotland during that year from that disease. In 1864, 
the deaths from Small-pox in the Eight Towns were 679, implying that 1248 
deaths over Scotland occurred that year from Small-pox. In 1865, which 
may be regarded as the first year in which the Vaccination Act was in full 
operation, the deaths from Small-pox only amounted to 67, which only 
implies 123 deaths from that disease over Scotland. Never for the last 
eleven years has the mortality from that disease been half so low; and 
making every allowance, it can scarcely be doubted that the general adoption 
of vaccination has had considerable effect in reducing the mortality. 

It must be remembered, however, that Small-pox, like all epidemic 
diseases, has its periods of prevalence and decline, and that these periods 
occur with a regularity so truly surprising that they always remind one of 
waves. In fact, Small-pox waves in regular succession sweep over our 
island, the crest of the wave representing the year when the mortality is 
greatest, the sloping sides of the waves when it is at an average, and the 
depression or trough of the wave when the mortality is lowest. ‘The 
accompanying table shows these facts for all Scotland, the deaths for 
the years 1863, 1864, and 1865 being estimated from the Small-pox deaths 
in the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland. This table shows that the 
Small-pox wave rolled over Scotland in 1855 and 1856, raising the deaths

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from that disease to 1309 and 1306 respectively ; then slowly subsided 
through 1857, till it reached its lowest trough in 1858, when only 332 deaths 
from Small-pox occurred. Another wave then succeeded, rising through 
1859, till it reached its full height or crest in 1860, when 1495 fell victims 
to the disease, after which it slowly rolled away through 1861, till its trough 
only remained over Scotland in 1862, when only 426 Small-pox deaths 
occurred. A much higher wave succeeded, suddenly rising in 1863 to 1500 
deaths, slightly falling in 1864 to 1248 deaths; but attaining a very low 
trough indeed in 1865, when it only produced 123 deaths. 

These facts, then, exhibiting something of the natural history of the 
disease, show how careful we must be in drawing conclusions as to the 
efficacy of the Vaccination Act from imperfect data. A few years, how- 
ever, will put it in our power to ascertain positively the effects which will 
follow the perfect vaccination of our children. By the above Table it is 
seen that, taking an average of eleven years, 911 persons annually die from 
Small-pox in Scotland; and it will be a most satisfactory result if the recent 
Act shall reduce that number to even half that amount. The vaccination 
of our children, however, never can totally extinguish Small-pox so long 
as such a large proportion of our adults are unprotected and propagate the 
disease ; and even a considerable number of children will always fall victims 
to it, unless all parents and guardians vaccinate their children at a much 
earlier age than they are in the habit of doing, for Small-pox is most fatal 
to infants; and the younger the child is, the more it is liable to take the 
disease and to sink under it. 


A large numberof the Registrars have appended to their returns valuable 
notes relative to the working of the Vaccination Act in their several 
districts. There is one point prominently brought forward in these remarks 
by the Registrars to which it is necessary to advert; and the extracts from 
their notes given in the Appendix are chiefly limited to this point, their 
other remarks being highly commendatory of the general working of the 
Statute. 

At the time of the passing of the Vaccination Act, an opinion was very 
generally entertained that it was open to every one to employ either a 
medical practitioner selected by himself to perform the operation, or to have 
recourse to the public Vaccinator appointed by the Parochial Board, and 
that, in the latter case, the cost would be defrayed out of the rate in the 
manner pointed out by the Statute, thus putting Vaccination on the same 
footing as the Registration of a Birth. 

The prevalence of this view induced the Board of Supervision to 
submit a case to the law officers of the Crown, who gave an opinion that 
the only children whom the public Vaccinator was required to vaccinate 
gratuitously were those of paupers, and those ordered to be vaccinated by 
the Parochial Board, in consequence of the failure of their parents to send 
in the certificate required by the 8th section of the Act. 

Instructions, in conformity with the opinion they had received, were 
accordingly issued by the Board of Supervision, and have been acted upon 
generally throughout the country. While we must assume that the inter- 
pretation put upon the Act is correct, and expresses the intention of the 
Legislature on the point referred to, it is right to state that the remarks 
of the Registrars tend to show that the restriction of the functions of the 
public Vaccinator to children of the paupers and defaulters, has been 
felt as a hardship, and has caused much dissatisfaction among the in- 
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habitants of the Insular, Highland, and Pastoral Districts, and also among 
the very numerous class in our large towns which is just removed from 
pauperism. It is a matter of the greatest difficulty for the parties referred 
to to pay even the smallest medical fee prescribed by the Act for vaccina- 
tion, viz. one shilling and sixpence; but the hardship is infinitely more 
when it is considered that in these Insular and Highland Parishes, the 
vaccinators appointed by the Parochial Boards have been charging the in- 
habitants generally the high fee of three shillings and sixpence, the sum fixed 
by the Act for the remuneration of the public vaccinator appointed by the 
Board of Supervision, under the provisions of the 12th section of the Act. 

Looking to the character of the country and other circumstances, the 
amount of remuneration is by no means excessive; but the Act only 
authorizes that high fee to be paid when the charge is made against the 
Parochial Board; and it is obviously quite beyond what many of the in- 
habitants of these districts can afford to pay. 

It is to be feared that the practice of charging parties included under 
the classes above referred to any fees whatever for the vaccination of their 
children, but especially these exorbitant fees which have been charged in 
some of the Insular and Highland parishes, is inexpedient, and may tend 
to throw impediments in the way of the successful working of the Act. 
It is to be remembered, that at present these impoverished classes can 
only get their children vaccinated gratuitously by the public Vaccinator 
after they have subjected themselves to a penalty of twenty-one shillings ; 
and it was for the purpose of saving themselves from this penalty that they 
have as yet made every effort to raise the sum demanded by the Vaccinator. 

The success which has hitherto attended the working of the Act has 
been greater than could have been anticipated, mainly owing, apparently, 
to the conscientious desire, not only on the part of those who had statutory 
duties imposed upon them, but on the part of the public at large, to aid in 
carrying out this most important statute. This only renders it the more 
necessary to do all that can be done to alleviate what, from the Notes of the 
Registrars, and from the Reports of the District Examiners, appears to 
be felt in certain parts of the country, and among certain classes of the 
population, as a very heavy burden. 

It must be remembered that Scotland is not a country where vac- 
cination was previously neglected. In every parish, the great majority of 
the children were vaccinated either by the surgeon, if there was one, or by 
a midwife; and in several of the Insular and Highland parishes, tl% 
clergyman vaccinated all gratuitously. Vaccination by the clergymen and 
by the midwives cost the people nothing. They felt it therefore all the 
greater hardship to pay a medical practitioner a fee for doing that which, 
in former days, the clergyman or midwife had done free of charge; and 
they felt the hardship all the more because neither clergyman nor midwife 
were, by the Act, allowed to grant a certificate of successful vaccination. 
Even in the case where Small-pox had broken out in their neighbourhood, 
and they were obliged to get their children vaccinated by the clergyman or 
midwife, because no regular medical practitioner was within 15 or 20 miles, 
they had, after all, to pay that medical man for a certificate. 

The Poor-Law Inspectors have, with great good sense, generally exer- 
cised a wise discretion in not prosecuting for the penalties under the 17th 
section of the Act, provided the Registrar eventually got a certificate of 
vaccination. In some cases an example had to be made, to show that the 
Vaccination Act was imperative; and this has generally had the effect of 
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securing conformity to the requirements of the Statute. But were the Act 


so amended as to permit every person who felt unable to pay the vaccina- 
tion fee, to get his child vaccinated at once by the public Vaccinator, the 
penalty clause would become a dead letter, the Statute would be better 
observed, the children of the poorer classes would be sooner vaccinated, 
and Small-pox would be more surely expelled from the country. 

It is to be hoped that in the event of any further legislation on the 
subject of Vaccination being thought necessary, the subject of the foregoing 
remarks will not be lost sight of; and it will be well to consider whether it 
would not be advisable to shorten the period within which Vaccination must 
be performed to three months, subject to such exceptions as may be sanc- 
tioned by the Board of Supervision. As a general rule, six months is far 
too long.

EXTRACTS FROM THE NOTES OF THE REGISTRARS CHIEFLY RELATIVE 
TO THE FEES FOR VACCINATION. 


SHETLAND. 


Dunrossness.—As there is no qualified medical 
practitioner in this parish, and as Dr Cowie has 
been appointed vaccinator for about one-half of 
the parishes in the island, with his ordinary prac- 
tice it is nearly impossible for him to get ail the 
work accomplished, and owing to the poverty of 
the district he comes far short in his fees; not 
more than one-fourth of the number of persons 
to whom he has given certificates have paid him, 
and I fear very much that next year’s return will 
be much less satisfactory than the present. 

SANDWICK AND CUNNINGSBURGH.—This parish 
is so scattered in small patches here and there, 
it comes to be very difficult to get at the doctor 
or vaccinator, the distance being so great. The 
people are so poor that many of them have 
nothing to pay, and then the doctor will not give 
the certificate unless he is paid. If there was a 
person in the parish, it would save a great deal 
of trouble to the registrar and to the Board. 
There is a man here that has vaccinated the 
children in this place for 20 years, and can do it 
well, but it cannot be recognised. The Parochial 
Board has done nothing except writing to the 
people; but many of them are so poor that they 
have nothing to pay with, so that it is only extra 
trouble. 

Nortu Ye.u.—The vaccinator for this parish 
is distant 40 miles by sea, and more than 50 by 
land, with a dangerous sound of three miles 
broad to cross. I may mention that twelve months 
are allowed to expire ere there can be_any de- 
faulters here. 

Watzis.—The parents complain very much at 
having to come, some of them, a great distance 
to meet the vaccinator, and owing to circum- 
stances over which he had no control, he was 
unable to attend at the hour and on the day 
appointed. Some of them have suggested that, 
the surgical operation being so easy, a person in 
the parish should be appointed to vaccinate, and 
that the vaccinator grant the certificate on seeing 
the child. The person performing the operation 
to be paid say ove-third of the fee. ‘The vac- 
cinator would thus have only to make one journey 
instead of two, and the parents would not be put 
to the trouble of coming over and over again till 
the vaccinator came. : 

Papa Strour.—The Vaccination Act has not 
been successful in its operations here, principally 
on the ground of the extreme poverty of the 
people, many of whom never have in their pos- 
session from year to year evenasixpence. Hence 
they are unable to raise the money for the cer- 


tificate of vaccination; and besides, it is but 
reasonable, if the Legislature appoint that medical 
men should be provided for the purpose of vac- 
cination, that the Legislature also provide some 
means of paying these men, without compelling 
the poor people to pay for what they don’t want. 


ORKNEY. 


Epay AND PHARAY.—At first several of the 
people here were put to considerable incon- 
venience, there being no doctor resident in the 
district, some of them having to cross the sea 
with their children to get them vaccinated. How- 
ever, since the modifications of the 8th and 9th 
clauses of the Act were granted for the district, 
the work has been managed much more agreeably. 


SUTHERLAND. 


Bonar.—The working of the Act during the 
first year gave me immense trouble and anxiety. 
The people thought first that they were to ges 
their children vaccinated for nothing, like the 
Registration Act. The majority of them strongly 
demurred to the vaccinator’s charge of 2s. 6d. 
for each child, as being, in their estimation, too 
high. Some thought that they themselves could 
do it as well as the vaccinator, and so save the 
expenses of italtogether. There were even a few 
so unreasonable as to assert that none had a 
right to impose such a duty upon them or their 
children. The majority grumbled, and delayed 
to vaccinate till the very last, until they clearly 
saw that they would soon be compelled to get it 
done whether they would or not. I cannot say 
that the Act works satisfactorily at all in this 
district. I may very safely say that I have got 
more trouble and annoyance with the working 
of the Vaccination Act in one year, than with the 
working of the Registration Act in five years. 
At present I am afraid that the working of it 
during 1865 will be less satisfactory than for 
1864, the people appearing to be more careless 
about it. 

Durness.—Great difficulty is experienced in 
getting the people to have their children vac- 
cinated within the prescribed time. They cannot 
be made to understand the value of it, and are 
therefore very negligent. Further, in this district 
the vaccinator is very inconveniently situated. 
He resides at a distance of 30 miles; and though 
professional visits are paid us every month, 
ignorant parents are apt to forget, and not un- 
frequently are unwilling to expose their children 
to the dangers of cold, etc. In very many cases, 
shepherds and such persons have to bring their 
children great distances, 
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Ross AND CROMARTY. 


Atness.—Nothing to say in commendation of 
the working of the Vaccination Act. it requires 
amendment, to meet the circumstances of this 
part of the country. 

NorTHERN GairtocH.—As the _ vaccinator 
comes only three or four times in the year for 
the purpose of vaccinating the children, his place 
of residence being upwards of 20 miles from some 
parts of this district, the people find it difficult 
sometimes to have their vaccination certificates 
within the required time, and also the money to 
pay the stated fees. 

Locusroom.—The Vaccination Act is very 
much neglected in the whole of the parish. The 
people think it a very great hardship to be com- 
pelled to walk or boat 20 or 30 miles sometimes 
to the vaccinator; perhaps not find him at home; 
wait for days, or return again; case unsuccessful ; 
come again and again several times; report 
matters; go to the registrar ; lose time, and per- 
haps service, and probably child by cold and 
exposure; defray expenses, and pay 8s. 6d. of 
fee, whether susceptible, successful, ornot. Until 
very lately the operation of the Act was very 
unsatisfactory; but stations are now appointed, 
and stated times for vaccination, and it is to be 
hoped that a better state of things will be the 
result; still it will always be attended with diffi- 
culty and hardship in this rugged and scattered 
district. 

Coiaacn. — Vaccination is much neglected, 
there being no fewer than seven defaulters in 
this return who are included in col. 7. The 
Parochial Board and the appointed vaccinator 
are to be blamed in the matter, 4s. being the fee 
hitherto asked for the vaccination ofa child in any 
part of the district. Poor parents grudge the sum 
exceedingly; in fact, some are unable to pay it. 

Stornoway.—The vaccination of children is 
now well attended to. About three months ago 
three parties were prosecuted for neglecting to 
vaccinate their children, and being unable to pay 
the statutory fine, were imprisoned, and their 
imprisonment has had a good effect upon others. 


INVERNESS. 


Raasay.—All the children registered were vac- 
cinated, except one, not including the three who 
died before. This place is in a very awkward 
position. Parents have to go to Portree with 
their infants, and have to cross a very rough sea, 
There is no medical man in the island, and on 
that account it is very difficult to carry on the 
plan in a concise manner. 


NAIRN. 


Cawpor.—The people of this parish loudly 
complain that the vaccinator, being non-resident 
in the parish, charges 2s. 6d. for vaccinating, 
though he calls those who have children to vac- 
cinate to some central place in the parish periodi- 
cally for that purpose. 


BanrFF. 


BorRIPHNIE.—Some complain of the vaccina- 
tor’s fee, as they had it gratis before. 

SeaFIELp.—The doctor’s fee (2s. 6d.) is gene- 
rally thought too much. 


ABERDEEN. 


BeLHeELvin.—The people here are very regular 
in getting their children vaccinated. It has 
been long practised in this parish, the late 
minister, Dr Forsyth, having begun the practice 
shortly after its discovery by Dr Jenner, and it 
has been continued since by the medical men 
and midwives. ‘ 


Ketracts from Registrars’ Notes. 








DruMBLapDE.—In the case of an itinerant 
tinker, who had a child born in this parish, but 
vaccinated in another distant parish, the vac- 
cinator refuses to send certificate till paid by the 
Parochial Board of this parish, the father being 
unable or unwilling to pay. 

InVERURY.—My only difficulty has been where 
the parents have /eft the district, and the child 
died before vaccination. The parents do not un- 
derstand the necessity of sending notice of the 
death, and much trouble is caused to the inspec- 
tor of poor in finding out their address, and ob- 
taining evidence of death. I ventured before 
to suggest (and I think it the only defect in the 
Act), that the registrar of the parish of death 
should be required to send to the registrar of the 
parish of birth a notice of the death, where the 
child is under six months, unvaccinated, and 
born in another parish. ; 

New Pirsitigo.—The Act has wrought well in 
this district. The only circumstance worthy of 
notice is disputes between the vaccinator and 
a few of the parents, the former refusing to give 
schedules after successful vaccination till paid, 
and the latter refusing to pay his his fee of 2s. 6d., 
thinking he ought to charge at the same rate as 
he is paid by the Parochial Board. 

PertuH. 

Kinnatrp.—All parties in this parish are most 
willing to comply with the Act, but numerous 
complaints are made by the industrious classes 
in being compelled to pay half-a-crown for the 
operation, when it was generally understood it 
should be paid by the Parochial Board. For- 
merly the family doctor performed it gratis, and 
therefore there is a meaning in the growl. 

Metuven.—The parish is frequented by a low 
class of Irish labourers, with whom the registrar 
has a good deal of trouble. They are migratory 
in their habits, and when they remain in the 
parish, declare themselves unable to pay the 
medical officer’s fee of 1s. 6d., without which he 
will not vaccinate their children. 

Pertu.—It may be remarked in general, that, 
for the trouble required to be taken, the fees are 
very inadequate ; more especially the trouble of 
having to fill up and address circulars to parents 
who have neglected to lodge the necessary cer- 
tificates within the six months, many of whom 
cannot be found, and some of whom require to 
be written to a second time, and nothing allowed 
for that when they bring them in within the 
specified ten days. Power should be given to 
the registrar to exact the “shilling” in all cases 
in which he has to issue a circular, for the extra 
trouble to which he is put. The fee of threepence 
should extend, at all events, to every birth which 
is registered, without exception; there being as 
much trouble with those who die previous to 
vaccination, or otherwise, as with those for whom 
certificates are lodged. I understand that some 
of the registrars in Edinburgh are allowed to 
charge all overhead. 


FIre. 


Kirkcatpy.—After two years’ experience of 
the working of the Vaccination Act, I would 
respectfully suggest that all parties who have 
midwives attending at the birth of their children 
should receive vaccination free. On this point 
I would refer to what the registrar of Bridge- 
ton (Glasgow) has stated in his valuable note 
appended to the returns for the second quarter 
of 1864. 


DUMBARTON. ~ 


CumMBERNAULD.—The Act seems to be working 
very well, At first there was a kind of strike in 


one part of the parish against payment, but 
matters are now moving very smoothly. 

DumBartron.—There is frequently a difficulty 
in getting the certificate of vaccination from the 
poorer class of labourers, in consequence of their 
inability to pay the vaccinator’s fee, and some 
plan by which the fee could be reduced to this 
class seems highly desirable. 

Otp Kitpatrick.—The Vaccination Act has 
wrought well, with the exception of receiving 
certificates from the parents of children bordering 
on pauperism, but not actually paupers. 1t would 
be an improvement if the district vaccinator 
were allowed a sum to vaccinate all such cases. 
The Parochial Board here understand that it is 
not legal to grant such a sum. 


ARGYLL. 


BowMoreE og Kitnarrow.—The only obser- 
vation I have to make is, that I find the chief ob- 
struction to the vaccination being more punctual 
as to time, is the charge made by the medical 
officers of 2s. 6d., which the labouring classes 
feel rather heavy. 

PoORTNAHAVEN.—The only thing I have to 
record is, that the people are so very poor that 
they find it difficult to pay the vaccinator’s 
charge of 2s. 6d.; the consequenceis, that a great 
many notices have to be issued without effect, 
and for which the registrar does not receive one 
single penny. 


RENFREW. 


EaciesHam.—I experienced a good deal of 
trouble in obtaining certificates of vaccination 
from parents and mothers of illegitimate children, 
whose lot it isto battle life amidst poverty. They 
show no reluctance to comply with the require- 
ments of the Act, but find a difficulty in paying 
the doctor’s fee. 


AYR. 


CoLMONELL. — Previous to the Vaccination 
Act coming into force, the medical officer of the 
Parochial Board attended at set times and 
places in the parish, and vaccinated gratuitously 
to the parties, all and sundry who came or were 
brought to him for such purpose; but now, under 
the new Act, each party must pay ls. 6d. or 2s. 6d. 
for the operation, which is matter of great com- 
plaint amongst the labouring population, as they 
previously received the same benefit and paid 
nothing for it | The Parochial Board pay for 
none but pauper cases. 

Dreenorn.—l think the Vaccination Act 
would have worked better had the Parochial 
Board paid the vaccinator’s fees, as he will not 
give the certificate till he receives his fee, which 
the parents pay very unwillingly. 

SrewarRTon.—The only circumstance which 
seems to call for remark on the part of the 
registrar, is the apparent influence of the interpre- 


tation of the 17th section of the Act, as to the non- | 


payment of ls. if certificates are returned within 
ten days after receiving the registrar’s notice. 
Finding the fee not exigible, such delinquents are 
manifestly on the increase. The non-payment re- 
ferred to may be regarded as encouragement to 
dilatoriness. Be thatas it may, if the parties con- 
cerned are to escape the fee, the registrar ought to 
be authorized to charge it to the Parochial Board. 
The trouble of watching the expiry of six months, 
and sending these notices, is the same to him 
whether the certificates are returned within ten 
days, or beyond the time allowed. ‘The registrar 


had recently to send six notices in one week, | 


which he believes would have been unnecessary 
had the impression been allowed to prevail, that 
in every case 1s, would be exacted. 
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LANARK. 


Hotyrown.—One case has been postponed no 
less than eight different times, and the parent 
has had to pay Is. for each certificate, and may 
require to pay two or three more before the 
child is in a fit-state for vaccination. It ap- 
pears to me very hard that a poor man should 
require to give such a sum to have his child 
vaccinated. 

BrivGeton (Glasgow).—The poor of the dis- 
trict complain to me very bitterly that I give 
them the name of a public vaccinator in the 
schedule, and when they go he refuses to vacci- 
nate without being paid 1s. 6d. As two-thirds 
of these persons have midwives attending at the 
birth of their children, they have no medical 
attendant, and the result is, they cannot pay for 
vaccination, and the midwives who used to vac- 
cinate the children of the poor that they attended 
are not now allowed to do it; consequently, these 
children remain unvaccinated until the inspector 
of the poor has a list of defaulters sent to him, 
before which period many of them will be ex- 
posed to the infection of Small-pox, and carry 
the disease to others. The whole system of vac- 
cination is now looking well in this district, but 
entails an amount of labour upon the registrar, 
for which he is not half paid. 

TrapEsron (Glasgow).—The Act is working 
well in this district. The six months’ clause is, 
in my opinion, not well adapted to large cities 
like Glasgow (where the population is so migra- 
tory), and I think that three months ought to be 
substituted in lieu of it. There is one thing that 
causes us much annoyance: after the six months 
have elapsed, and we have issued the statutory 
notices to defaulters, pursuant to sect. 17, we 
find that, just before the ten days expire, it is 
common for parties to bring us a certificate of 
postponement. It is believed that the certificate 
is got in too many cases merely for the purpose 
of delay, and not on the ground of unfitness, and 
to afford time to get the vaccination effected. 
In this way the registrar is done out of his fee of 
1s. in each case, and great delay frequently takes 
place. This ought to be remedied. 

Parrick.—Of 662 births for which vaccination 
schedules should have been returned, notices of 
failure after expiry of six months had to be sent 
in exactly 100 cases, besides a number of second 
notices of failure in postponed cases after expiry 
of the two months. Very many of these were 
not attended to till after the ten days allowed, and 
were so certified to the inspector of the parish; 
but the fee of 1s. has not been paid or recovered 
in a single instance. To recover it here in the 
ordinary way would involve an expense of 5s. 6d., 
besides the trouble. 

Mippuie Districr or OLrp Monkianp.—The 
removals are due to the shifting condition of the 
lower ranks of our working classes. Some ob- 
struction to the working of the Act is created 
by the medical practitioners charging a fee of Is. 
in return for filling up the vaccination certificates. 


BERWICK. 


CoLpiInGuaM.—I find that parties whose chil- 
dren have had Small-pox are those with whom I 
am to have most difficulty. They conceive that 
their children having had Small-pox, there is no 
occasion for getting a certificate from a medical 
practitioner. 

Swinton.—I think if there was nothing to pay 
for vaccination by the people, the Act would 
work very harmoniously in this parish; but the 
people—some, at least—still complain of the vac- 
cination fee. 

Wuitsome.—Agricultural labourers in this 
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parish complain much of the fees charged for 
vaccination. 


SELKIRK. 


Errrick.—There are no special circumstances 
to note, unless it be the grumbling that is made 
by almost every one, that payment is now to be 
made when compelled to have their children 
vaccinated, and that no charge was made by the 
medical practitioner previous to the passing of 
the Vaccination Act, when vaccination was equally 
well attended to. 

SELKIRK.—Great complaints are made of the 
compulsory payments. 

JEDBURGH.—I believe, and it is also the 
testimony of the medical gentlemen here, that 
the allowed time for vaccination should be three 





months instead of six, as at present, in respect 
that the children are generally in a better condi- 
tion for vaccination at three than at six months.. 


KIRKCUDBRIGHT. 


AnwotH.—There is a disinclination on the 
part of the working classes to pay the medical 
officer’s fee, 


WIGTOWN. 


KIRKMAIDEN.—Complaints by the late and the 
present vaccinator, that in most cases they re- 
ceive no remuneration from the lower classes 
(not paupers) for their work, and a proposal on 
their part to withhold the necessary schedules 
till the fee is paid.

SIR, 

In conformity with the Seventh Section of the Scottish 
Registration Act (17° and 18° Vict. c. 80), I have the honour to 
submit to you a General Abstract of the Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages registered in Scotland during the year 1866, in order 
that the same may be laid before Parliament. 

As in last year’s Report, I have directed that this Abstract 
should be accompanied by a short explanatory statement as to 
the health of the population during the year, and some of the 
causes which affected the proportion of Births, Deaths, and Mar- 
riages, as well as the diseases which were prevalent. 

You are aware that Cholera made its appearance in the 
Epidemic form during the latter half the year; and, from the 
arrangements which I made, I have been enabled to trace the 
extent of its ravages, and lay thus early before you the localities 
in which it has prevailed, and the numbers that have fallen 
victims to its virulence. 

Referring to a statement in my Fourth Detailed Annual 
Report relative to the year 1858, I think it expedient again to 
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explain that, in order to keep the Public fully informed, at as 
early a period as possible, of all the important facts relative to 
the Births, Deaths, and Marriages in Scotland, I publish every 
Tuesday the number of Births, Deaths, and Marriages entered 
on the Registers of the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland, 
together with the highest, lowest, and mean Temperatures, and 
the fall of Rain, in each of these towns during the previous 
week. 

very month I issue a report, with full detailed Tables, 
relative to the Births, Deaths, and Marriages, Causes of Death, 
and Ages of the persons who died, in each of the same Eight 
Towns ; and with the view of aiding sanitary inquiries, separate 
Tables specify the number of Deaths from the principal Epidemic 
Diseases in each Registration District of these Towns. 

Within six weeks after the close of every Quarter, (which 
is as soon as the necessary Tables can be prepared from the 
Returns from every District in Scotland,) a Quarterly Report 
is issued. The Tables appended to that Report show the 
number of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, and also the number 
of Illegitimate Births, in every Registration District of Scotland ; 
and the Registrars’ Notes—a selection from which is always 
given—refer to the prevalent diseases, and other local circum- 
stances, in the different parts of the country. Full Reports and 
Tables are also given of the Meteorological phenomena for each 
month of the Quarter at fifty-two stations of the Meteorological 
Society of Scotland. 

About two months after the close of the year, which is as 
early as the Statistical staff can get through their work, the 
present Annual Report is issued, embracing a Summary of the 
Weekly, Monthly, and Quarterly Reports of the preceding year, 
and giving the fullest details at that time procurable as to the 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered in Scotland during the 
previous year. 

These Reports, however, but especially the Quarterly, are 
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necessarily imperfect, as they are prepared, not from the Registers 
themselves, but from Returns sent by the Registrars, and 
merely indicate the numbers of the several events. A supple- 
mental publication is therefore required, to enable the Public to 
get, the full benefit of the important facts contained in the 
Registers. That Report, styled the ‘‘ Detailed Annual Report,” 
takes a long time to prepare, and can rarely be issued before 
nearly three years after the close of the year to which it 
refers. 

This delay arises from three causes :—/ rst, Arrears have 
still to be made up; for, although the Registration Act came 
into operation in 1855, arrangements were not made for several 
years afterwards for bringing out a volume containing the full 
details. Accordingly, it was only in May 1861 that the First 
Detailed Annual Report was issued, having reference to the year 
1855. Secondly, Before the Registers are transmitted to the 
Central Office, they must all be carefully compared by the Dis- 
trict Examiners with the Duplicates retained by the local 
Registrar ; so that nearly a year expires before all the Registers 
of the previous year are received in Edinburgh. Thirdly, It 
takes the Statistical staff nearly a whole year to extract in the 
tabular form all the particulars required for the Detailed Annual 
Report, to draw up the illustrative Tables, and pass the whole 
through the press, as a large portion of their time is occupied 
in the preparation of the other Reports to which I have already 
referred. 

Agreeably to the Nineteenth Section of the Scottish Vacci- 
nation Act (26° and 27° Vict. c. 108), and in accordance with 
the arrangement referred to in my last Annual Report, I have 
also the honour to submit to you a General Abstract of the 
number of children born during the year 1865 who have been 
successfully vaccinated, the number whose vaccination has been 
postponed, and other particulars required by that Statute. 

The success of the Act has been great, inasmuch as upwards 
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of 96 per cent. of all the surviving children of 1865 have been 
successfully vaccinated, the remainder consisting of children 
whose vaccination had been postponed from ill health, or other 
causes, and children, whose parents being of wandering habits, 
had been lost sight of by the Registrar. The People, as well 
as the Registrars, seem to have done everything in their power 
to carry the intentions of the Legislature into effect; though 
it cannot be denied that a few amendments would remove most 

of the hardships at present complained of, to some of which I 
alluded in my last Report.

REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL, 


BY JAMES STARK, M.D., F.R.S8.E. 





SIR, 


ScorLanD, for the purposes of registration, was divided during 
the year 1866 into 1011 districts ; and this Report embraces the returns of 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages from all these, with the single exception of 
those from the inaccessible island of St Kilda. This Report also includes 
the particulars of the Vaccinations in Scotland during the year 1865, pre- 
pared in conformity with the Scottish Vaccination Act, 26° and 27° Vict. c. 
108. From these returns it would appear that the births, deaths, and 
marriages had been far above the average of the eleven previous years; 
while vaccination had been attended with such success, that nearly every 
surviving child which was born during the year 1865 was vaccinated, or 
good reasons were assigned for the postponement of that operation. 


BIRTHS. 


113689 Births were registered in Scotland during the year 1866, being 
in the high proportion of 3°603 births in every 100 persons of the estimated 
population, or 860 births in every ten thousand persons. This is a pro- 
portion far above the average of the ten previous years, which only indicates 
349 births annually in every ten thousand persons. The birth-rate, how- 
ever, has been the same during the three years 1864, 1865, and 1866, being 
at the rate of 360 births for every ten thousand persons in the estimated 
population. 

By Table I. it would appear that the birth-rate continued very steady 
in Scotland from 1856 (which was the first year when the full number of

8,153,413 113,639 
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1866, gives the annual proportion of 74 marriages to every ten thousand 
persons. This increased proportion of marriages would satisfactorily account 
for the increased proportion of births, the increase in both having been 
coincident. y 

It is worthy of note that the same coincidence has occurred in England 
during these years, though not to the same extent—a rise in the proportion 
of marriages having been attended with an increased proportion of births. 
This fact, therefore, clearly indicates, that during these years the working 
classes, who constitute about 83 per cent. of the population, have been in a 
more prosperous condition than perhaps they ever were in this country, 
and have hence been induced, both in England and in Scotland, to enter more 
largely into marriage than they have ever been previously known to do. 

Of the 113639 births, 66511 were registered in the 126 Town 
Districts (which embrace all the towns with populations of 3000 and 
upwards at the census of 1861), while only 47128 were registered in the 
885 Rural Districts (which embrace the remainder of the population of 
Scotland). This indicates a birth-rate equal to 394 births in every ten 
thousand persons in the Town Districts, but only that of 321 births in a 
like population in the Rural Districts. 

Of the 113639 births, 102079 were legitimate, aud 11560 illegitimate ; 
thus indicating that 10°1 per cent. of the births were illegitimate. 

Unlike the continental kingdoms, the Rural Districts of Scotland furnish 
the highest proportion of illegitimate births ; for, while 9-9 per cent. of the

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births were illegitimate in the Town Districts, 10:5 per cent. were legitimate 
in the Rural. 

Table IV. shows the varying proportions of illegitimate births in the 
several divisions and counties of Scotland, and generally accords with those 
of previous years; showing that the counties included in the North-Eastern 
and Southern Divisions yield a much higher proportion of illegitimate 
births than the others; while the Insular and the Highland Counties 
exhibit the lowest proportions. Thus, 13:6 per cent. of the births were 
illegitimate in the Southern Division, and 15:7 per cent. in the North- 
Eastern Division ; while only 6°2 per cent. were illegitimate in the Northern, 
and 6°3 per cent. in the North-Western Divisions. Even the great mining 
and manufacturing South-Western Division only furnished 8-9 per cent. 
of illegitimate births. Nine counties had from 12°3 to 16:1 per cent. of 
illegitimate births, viz. Forfar, Berwick, Kirkcudbright, Kincardine, Elgin, 
Dumfries, Wigtown, Banff, and Aberdeen. 

Of the children born during the year, 58415 were boys and 55224 
girls, being in the proportion of 105°7 boys for every 100 girls at birth. 
The highest proportion of births occurred during the months of March, 
April, May, and June; the lowest during August, September, and 
November. 


DEATHS. 


71273 Deaths were registered in Scotland during the year 1866, being 
in the very high proportion of 2°260 per cent. of the population, or 226 
deaths in every ten thousand persons of the estimated population. This, 
though not so high as the death-rate which prevailed during the epidemic 
fever years of 1863 and 1864, was greatly above the average of the eleven 
previous years, when the annual proportion was 215 deaths in every ten 
thousand persons. 

The English death-rate was also above its average during 1866, the ten 
previous years giving an annual average of 222 deaths in every ten thousand 
persons, while 236 died out of a like number of persons in 1866.

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As usual, the deaths fell heaviest on the town populations; for, of the 
71273 deaths, 45174 were registered in the 126 Town Districts, while only 
26099 were registered in the 885 Rural Districts ; thus indicating that the 
town populations were cut off during the year at the rate of 267 deaths in 
every ten thousand persons, while in a like number of the rural population, 
only 178 deaths occurred. 


INCREASE OF THE POPULATION. 


As tne births amounted to 113639, and the deaths to 71273, the 
natural increase of the population by excess of births over deaths amounted 
to 42366 persons. From that number, however, ought to be deducted all 
those who emigrated from Scotland during the year to England, Ireland, 
the colonies, or foreign countries. No means at present exist for ascertaining 
the number who emigrate to England, Ireland, or the Continent of Europe, 
or who join the army, navy, or merchant shipping. The Emigration 
Commissioners only ascertain the number of emigrants who sail from ports 
at which there are emigration officers, and the returns from the other ports 
are consequently very defective. From a return furnished to the Registrar- 
General by the Emigration Commissioners, it would appear that during the 
year 1866 there emigrated from the ports of Great Britain and Ireland 
204882 persons, of whom 98890 were ascertained to be Irish, 58856 English, 
12307 Scotch, and 26691 foreigners, while of 8138 the place of birth was 
not ascertained. If 508 be added to the 12307 ascertained Scottish emi- 
grants as the proportion of persons whose nativity was not ascertained, the 
Scottish emigrants would amount to 12815, which, deducted from the excess 
of births over deaths, would make the increase of the population during the 
year to amount to 29551 persons, or about 12000 more than the probable 
increase. 


MARRIAGES. 


23629 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the year 1866, 
being in the proportion of 75 marriages in every ten thousand persons of the 
estimated population—the same proportion as the previous year. The average 
annual proportion of marriages during the eleven previous years was 69 
marriages in every ten thousand persons; so that the proportions during the 
past and previous years have been high above the average. From 1855 to 
1862 inclusive the marriage-rate in Scotland was wonderfully steady, 
averaging annually 68 marriages in every ten thousand persons. But in 
1863 the proportion rose to 71, and in 1864 to 72 marriages; while in 1865 
and 1866 the proportion has been 75 marriages in every ten thousand 
persons. The people of Scotland are therefore marrying at a higher rate 
than they have probably ever done, and the high rate of marriage is already 
telling on the number of’births. It must be remembered, however, that we 
have not yet attained to the marriage-rate of England, which has continued 
for the last ten years at the proportion of 83 marriages in every ten thousand 
persons. 

Of the 23629 marriages, 15223 were contracted in the Town, and 
8406 in the Rural Districts. This indicates a proportion of 90 marriages 
to every ten thousand persons in the Town Districts, but only 57 marriages 
to a like population in the Rural Districts. 
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HEALTH OF THE POPULATION. 


The year 1866 was characterized by the presence of three epidemics 
among the people, viz. Continued Fever (Typhus and Typhoid), Scarlatina, 
and Cholera; while, during the whole year, there has been a greater ten- 
dency than usual to bowel-complaints. This latter tendency seems, to a 
great extent, to have affected the type of the fever which prevailed ; for the 
proportion of cases of Typhoid (that is, Enteric, Gastric, and Gastro-Enteric) 
Fever seem to have been more numerous everywhere than the more usual 
form of Typhus—that is, Spotted or Brain Fever, as it is vulgarly named. 

It would be wrong, however, to attribute the increased mortality during 
the year to these diseases alone. Even during the months when these 
diseases were to a great extent in abeyance, and not more prevalent than 
usual, the mortality was above its average; clearly proving that the same 
unknown atmospheric agencies which induced or favoured the spread of 
these diseases, acted with a like prejudicial effect on all the diseases by which 
our race is cut off. 

Continued Fever had prevailed more or less in the epidemic form over 
Scotland during the years 1864 and 1865, and was still prevalent and fatal 
during the earlier months of 1866. In Scotland this disease prevails, and 
is most fatal, during the colder months of the year, but abates its ravages 
with the advent of the genial weather. Accordingly, though very pre- 
valent during January, February, and March, it seemed to be dying out 
almost everywhere during the summer months. As the weather became 
colder, however, viz. in October, it appears to have reappeared in the epi- 
demic form in several places. 

Scarlatina, the second of the epidemics, is a disease which is constantly 
present more or less among the population, but only now and then assumes 
a virulent and epidemic type. During the whole of the year it was pre- 
valent among the population; but it was not till the temperature began to 
decline in September that it put on a more virulent type, and spread 
rapidly over the population, causing very many deaths during October, 
November, and December. 

Cholera was the third epidemic; and it is worthy of note, that it 
appeared in 1866 with the same connection, or sequence, of diseases as in 
1848. A severe epidemic of Typhus had prevailed over Scotland in 1847 
and during the earlier months of 1848, and Cholera followed in October of 
that year; but with it, and attending it, was a violent epidemic of Scarla- 
tina. These coincidences, or connections, are worth putting on record, as 
they may some day lead to the knowledge of the causes of disease. 

It would be a very difficult thing to say when Cholera first appeared 
in Scotland in 1866. ven so early as January and February, Diarrhoea 
was more than usually prevalent, and here and there put on the epidemic 
form—that is, attacked at once large numbers of the population. When the 
warm weather set in during June and July, this tendency to bowel-com- 
plaints increased, and every now and then cases of Cholera occurred, which 
both the local authorities and the medical practitioners were solicitous to 
convince themselves were but the usual cases of what they termed British 
Cholera. This delusion was undoubtedly the cause of many lives being 
sacrificed which might otherwise have been saved ; for, in the places where 
such cases occurred, nothing efficient was done to arrest the ravages of the 
disease, till the number of lives which were sacrificed rendered all possibility 
of further concealment impossible or useless. 
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In a season when Cholera in the kingdoms around us has assumed the 
epidemic type, every case ought to be looked on with suspicion, and treated 
as if it were the epidemic form. The common people, and even many 
medical practitioners, seem to imagine that only those cases ought to be 
styled ‘ Asiatic,” or “ Epidemic,” Cholera which are of the worst types, 
and prove fatal in a few hours. This is a great mistake. During every 
epidemic, and notably in the one just passed, all the forms of Cholera, as to 
severity, might often be witnessed in the same family. The same occurs 
with every disease when it assumes the epidemic type. Thus, in Scarlatina, 
may often be witnessed in the same family one member with the disease so 
mild as not to confine him to bed, while his brother or sister is struck down 
with the most malignant form, which proves fatal in a few hours. Yet it is 
the same disease. Such is also the case with Cholera. We can have no 
“ Asiatic Cholera” in Britain. Even when the disease assumes the epi- 
demic type (that means, “spreads among the people”), and puts on its 
most malignant form, it is still only Cholera. But to distinguish the 
malignant and rapidly fatal cases, they ought (like Scarlatina) to be distin- 
guished as “ Cholera Maligna,” the milder cases being simply termed 
** Cholera.” 

A few scattered cases of Cholera occurred during May and June; but 
it was not till toward the close of July that the occurrence of the disease in 
Scotland was brought under public notice. The disease then seemed to 
prevail chiefly among the inhabitants of the sea-port towns on the eastern 
side of the island, and from thence gradually extended westwards, and to 
the more interior parts of the country. The disease seemed frequently to 
be carried to these other places by persons who had fled from the towns first 
seized, but in numerous instances no such connection could be traced. The 
inhabitants of many of these sea-port towns were, in many cases, very anxious 
to prove that the disease was imported; but in very few instances indeed 
could such importation be traced to communication with infected districts 
in England or the Continent, and other parts of Scotland to which 
travellers from infected districts on the Continent resorted, remained free 
from the disease. 

When it became apparent that we were likely to have an outbreak of 
Cholera, a circular was addressed to the Registrars, directing them to inti- 
mate to the Registrar-General the outbreak of Cholera, or other epidemic, 
in their district. Some Registrars, however, have failed to make returns 
from their districts, even though Cholera was known to have prevailed in 
them. From the returns received, it appears that Cholera has shown itself 
in thirteen counties, viz. Aberdeen, Forfar, Perth, Fife, Stirling, Dum- 
barton, Argyll, Renfrew, Ayr, Lanark, Linlithgow, Edinburgh, and Had- 
dington. It is suspected, however, that cases occurred in at least two other 
counties. As it is, 915 deaths from Cholera have been intimated to the 
Registrar-General ; and if allowance be made for the cases which have still 
to be reported, it may be assumed that the deaths by Cholera in Scotland 
during 1866 were under 1000. 

A striking peculiarity manifested itself during the recent epidemic of 
Cholera, viz. that wherever the disease manifested a tendency to localize 
itself, there the water used by the people was found to be more or less im- 
pregnated with decaying organic matters. It Is the presence of decaying 
organic matters in water which alone renders its use prejudicial to health. 
Earthy salts simply impair its economic uses, but have no hurtful effect on 
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WEATHER. 


As the weather has the most marked influence on the deaths in Scot- 
land, some notice must be taken of its characteristics during the year 1866. 

The mean temperature of the whole year was 46°°3 Fahr., being the 
exact average of the ten previous years; but the amount of rain which fell 
was greatly beyond the average, amounting to 41:41 inches. 

January opened with mild open weather, with strong winds from the 
south-west, and frequent falls of rain. Severe frosts, however, occurred 
from the 11th to the 13th, and during that period the lowest temperatures 
noted at different stations ranged from 6° to 20° Fahr. Much snow fell 
when the frost first set in; but the frost gave way on the 13th, and was 
succeeded by high south-westerly winds, heavy falls of rain, sleet, and hail, 
and by a storm, accompanied by thunder and lightning, on the 15th. From 
the 15th to the close of the month the weather was as mild as if it had been 
spring, and continued so till the 13th of February, the prevalent winds 
during that time being west and south-west. 

On the 13th February the wind changed to the north, and from that 
date till the 20th March continued to blow more or less steadily from the 
north, north-east, and east. During that period snowstorms were frequent, 
and more or less keen frost prevailed,—the lowest temperatures ranging 
from 10° to 20° Fahr., though at two stations in Aberdeenshire, the lowest 
noted temperatures were zero, and one degree below zero. ‘he last week 
of March, however, was unusually mild, the wind having veered to the south- 
west, and for the most part blowing from that direction, though occasionally 
broken in upon by the east and north-east winds. 

The above weather caused the mean temperature of January to be 
39°-4, that of February to be 36°°7, and that of March to be 38°. The 
mean daily deaths were therefore 205 during January and February, but 
rose to 225 daily during March ; those injured by the severe wintry weather 
of the latter half of February dying in March, and the first twenty days of 
March being really the most wintry days of the year. 

During April the weather was much as usual; generally frost in the 
mornings, and during the day sudden showers, alternating with bright 
sunshine. The month, however, closed with a snowstorm, leaving all the 
hills white. The mean temperature, however, was 44°, and the daily deaths 
fell to 209. 

The cold period which set in on the close of April continued till the 
19th of May, and the wind was almost constantly east, and the drought 
great. Though the weather was balmy after the 19th, the mean temperature 
fell nearly two degrees short of its average, and only attained 47°:9 for the 
month, while the daily deaths increased to 211. 

The summer months were much as usual, excepting that the mean 
temperatures of August and September were about 14 degree colder than 
the average of former years; and the mean daily deaths diminished from 
192 in June to 157 in September, with its mean temperature of 51°-4. 

From this date the deaths increased with the lowering of the tempera- 
ture; October, with its mean temperature of 48°°6, furnishing 183 deaths 
daily, and November, with its lower temperature of 41°-2, furnishing 205 
deaths daily. 

. December is usually a colder month than November, and the mean 
deaths higher; but during the whole month, excepting its two closing days, 
its mean temperature was the same as that of November, and its daily deaths 
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the same, viz. 205. These two days of frost, however, lowered its general 
mean temperature about half a degree below that of November, but, occur- 
ring at its close, did not affect the mortality. 

It is thus seen how closely the mortality in Scotland is regulated by 
temperature, independent altogether of the diseases which may be prevalent. 

During the earlier part of October, at which period Cholera threatened 
to spread, and during which month a large proportion of the deaths occurred, 
the weather had very much the same characteristics as in previous outbreaks 
of that disease. Thick mists occurred every day, and at all times a haze, 
which winds did not seem to remove, hung over the towns and villages, 
more especially on the eastern side of the island, where cholera was: present. 
The air felt close and oppressive, and perspiration was induced on the slightest 
exertion from the air being overloaded with moisture; 

Table VI. shows the chief points of the meteorology of Scotland for the 
year 1866, as well as for each of the months of the year. By that table it 
appears that the mean barometric pressure, corrected to the sea-level and 
to 32° Fahr., was 29°753 inches. The mean temperature was 46°°3. The 
highest temperature noted in the shade at any station was 87°°5, and the 
lowest —1°. The mean of the day temperatures was 52°°5, and mean of the 
night temperatures 40°-2, giving 12°-3 as the mean daily range of tempera- 
ture. The highest temperature in the sun, by exposing a thermometer with 
a black bulb to its direct rays, was 141°6; and the greatest cold during the

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night, by exposing a black-bulb thermometer on the grass, was —4°. Rain 
fell on 189 days, with a mean depth of 41:41 inches of water. The sun 
shone for 1688 hours during the year, and the mean humidity of the air 


was 86. asterly winds, on an average, blew for 94 days; and westerly 
winds, 181 days. 


EIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The returns of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, which are procured 
quarterly from every Registrar in Scotland, only specify the number of each 
of these events, but give no particulars as to the diseases which may be pre- 
valent, unless the Registrar should embody such in the notes which he is 
requested to append to his return. 

From the Hight Principal Towns, however, weekly returns are _pro- 
cured, not only embracing the number of births, deaths, and marriages 
entered on the registers during the week, but specifying also the residence 
and age of every person who died, and the name of the disease which proved 
fatal. 

To keep the public and the authorities acquainted with the vital sta- 
tistics of these Eight Towns, Weekly Returns are published every Tuesday 
of the number of births, deaths, and marriages, together with the highest, 
lowest, and mean temperature, and the fall of rain in Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Greenock, Leith, and Perth. A monthly 
publication, on the other hand, gives the full particulars as to the ages of 
the persons who died, the diseases which proved fatal, and such other par- 
ticulars as merit notice. The public and the authorities are thus kept 
informed of the diseases which are affecting the people, so that, in the event 
of the outbreak of any virulent epidemic, they can adopt those precautions 
which science has shown tend to mitigate the disease, or to prevent its spread. 

As the Eight Towns are well scattered over the country, and their 
population constitutes between a third and a fourth of the population of 
Scotland, these returns enable us to obtain a very good idea of the nature 
of the diseases which are prevailing over the country.

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BIRTHS IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


38552 Births were registered in the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland 
during the year 1866, being in the very high proportion of 411 births in every 
ten thousand persons of the estimated population of these towns. The mean 
annual proportion of births in the Eight Towns during the ten previous 
years was 387 births in every ten thousand persons, so that it is at once 
apparent how very high the birth-rate has been during the past year. 
When we speak of the marriages, it will be shown that this is mainly to be 
attributed to the very great increase in the proportion of marriages which 
took place in 1863, and has continued ever since. 

The birth-rate varied in the several towns. (See Table on p- 35.) 
‘Thus, for every ten thousand persons in each of these towns, there were 320 
births in Perth, 356 in Edinburgh, 881 in Aberdeen, 383 in Paisley, 407 
in Leith, 424 in Glasgow, 458 in Dundee, and 516 births in Greenock. 

Of the 38552 births in the Eight Towns, 34585 were legitimate, and 
3967 illegitimate, thus indicating that 10°3 per cent. of the births were 
illegitimate. 

The proportion of illegitimate births varied greatly in the Hight Towns, 
being lowest in Greenock and highest in Aberdeen. Thus, in Greenock 
_ only 5°3 per cent. of the births were illegitimate, in Leith 7-2 per cent., in 
Paisley 9°5, in Perth 9-7, in Glasgow and in Edinburgh 10:2, in Dundee 
12:4, and in Aberdeen 14 per cent. 

The greatest number of births occurred during April, May, and June; 
the smallest during the months of September, November, and December. 
Of the children born, 19750 were boys, and 18802 girls, showing that 105 
boys were born for every 100 girls. This is the usual European proportion.

DEATHS IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


27448 Deaths were registered in the Eight Towns during the year 1866, 
being in the proportion of 292 deaths in every ten thousand persons of the 
estimated population. This is a higher proportion than the mean annual 
average of the eleven preceding years, which was at the rate of 281 deaths 
in every ten thousand persons, but is below the proportion of the three 
previous years. (See Table VII.) 

The mortality in the Hight Towns does not rise or decline simul- 
taneously, as is abundantly proved by Table VIIL., for it is there seen that 
not only do the death-rates in the several towns differ widely from each 
other, but even during the same year the mortality of one may be below 
the average, while that of another may be greatly above it. Thus, during 
1866, while the mortality in Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, and 
Leith was above the mean of the ten previous years, that of Glasgow, 
Greenock, and Perth was below it. During 1866 the mortality was lowest 
in Perth, and highest in Dundee. Thus, in every ten thousand persons in 
each of these towns, there died at the rate of 228 in Perth, 242 in Leith, 
274 in Edinburgh, 283 in Paisley, 298 in Glasgow, 309 in Aberdeen, 314 
in Greenock, and 319 in Dundee. 

Of the 27448 persons who died in the Eight Towns during the year, 
11408, or 41 per cent., were under five years of age. This proportion varied 
considerably in the several towns. Thus, in Perth only 29 per cent. of 
the persons who. died were under five years of age, in Edinburgh 32 per 
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cent., in Paisley 38, in Aberdeen 40, in Dundee 41, in Leith 42, but in 
Greenock and Glasgow 45 per cent. This mode of calculation, however, 
gives no idea whatever of the death-rate among children under five years 
of age; it is necessary, therefore, to compare the deaths under five years 
with the number of children at the same ages who are living in each of the © 
towns. This is shown in Table [X., the number of children being estimated 
to the middle of the year. By that table it appears, that during 1866 only 
5°4 per cent. of the children under five years of age died at Perth, 7:4 per 
cent. at Paisley and at Leith, 7-7 per cent. at Edinburgh, 9-7 per cent. 
at Greenock, 98 per cent. at Glasgow, but 10 per cent. at Dundee and 
Aberdeen. 

The Zymotic (epidemic and contagious) class of diseases proved fatal 
to 6262 persons in the Hight Towns, and thus constituted 23 per cent. of 
the deaths, and, allowing for the proportion of deaths whose causes were 
not ascertained, cut off 680 persons in every ten thousand of the estimated 
population. The proportion of deaths, however, from that class of diseases 
varied greatly in the Hight Towns. Thus, in Perth only 19-2 per cent. of 
the deaths were caused by the Zymotic class of diseases, in Edinburgh 20:7 
per cent., in Greenock 21°9, in Glasgow 22°8, in Paisley 24-9, in Leith 
25, in Dundee 25°5, and in Aberdeen 27°3 per cent. In proportion to the 
population, Perth suffered least, and Aberdeen the highest, from that class 
of diseases. ‘Thus, allowing for the proportion of non-specified causes of 
death, in every ten thousand persons in each of these towns, 43 died during 
the year from the Zymotic diseases in Perth, 56 in Edinburgh, 60 in Leith, 
68 in Glasgow and in Greenock, 70 in Paisley, 81 in Dundee, and 84 in 
Aberdeen. (For the Tables of Diseases see pp. 36-40.) 

Of the several epidemic diseases, Small-pox proved fatal to 152 persons 
in the Eight Towns, and thus constituted 0°5 per cent. of the deaths. 
During the previous year there had been only 67 deaths in the Hight 
Towns from the same cause, so that the deaths by Small-pox had more

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than doubled during 1866. Even this number, however, is very greatly 
below the average annual number of deaths by Small-pox in the Eight 
Towns in former years, and may therefore be regarded as indicating that 
the Vaccination Act is working satisfactorily. 

7 Measles only cut off 568 children in the Kight Towns during the year, 
thus constituting 2:1 per cent. of the deaths. Aberdeen, Greenock, and 
Glasgow suffered most from that disease, Perth and Dundee the least. 

Scarlatina proved fatal to 831 persons, and thus constituted 3 per cent. 
of the deaths in the Eight Towns. In Aberdeen the mortality was double 
this, 6 per cent. of the total deaths there being caused by Scarlatina. In 
Perth and Edinburgh the mortality from that disease was trifling, being 
considerably under 1 per cent. of the deaths. 

193 deaths were attributed to Diphtheria in the Kight Towns. Both 
in 1865 and 1866, therefore, the deaths from this cause have been very 
much lower than in 1864, when 343 deaths were caused by it. 

Hooping-cough caused 868 deaths in the Hicht Towns, or 3°2 per cent. of 
the mortality. Edinburgh and Glasgow were the towns where the mortality 
from this disease was above the mean, but in Paisley very much below it. 

Croup cut off 273 children, and thus constituted 1 per cent. of the mor- 
tality. Dundee and Greenock would appear to have suffered more than the 
other towns from that disease—a circumstance often remarked in former years. 

Diarrhoea and Dysentery were less fatal in 1866 than during the pre- 
vious year, only 688 deaths from Diarrhea, and 80 from Dysentery, having 
been registered in the Hight Towns. It has often been pointed out in these 
Reports, that the bowel-complaints are in general quite regulated by the 
weather, and that, should no very warm weather occur during the summer 
or early autumnal months, the mortality from these affections remains low. 
Excepting for one week in June, and two weeks in J uly, the mean tem- 
perature was never above 60° Fahr., and the consequence was, that Diarrhoea 
and Dysentery were not so fatal as in 1865. The smaller mortality may 
perhaps be attributed to the persons sooner subjecting themselves to medical 
treatment, from the fear of its passing into Cholera, as the tendency to slight 
affections of the bowels was greater than usual. : 

Another disease, however, belonging to the same class—Cholera— 
raised the mortality of the bowel-complaints in 1866, causing 480 deaths in 
the Eight Towns. Not a year passes without from 20 to 40 deaths from 
Cholera occurring in the Eight Towns; but in these years it appears to be 
induced by the very same causes as Diarrhoea and Dysentery, only mani- 
fests itself during the warm weather, and disappears as the weather cools, 
All this is changed when that disease assumes the epidemic type, as it did 
this year. In that case it seems to change its nature, and to become subject 
to the law which appears to regulate the spread of almost all diseases in 
Scotland, viz., it increased in prevalence and fatality with the depression of 
temperature, the maximum number of deaths occurring during the coldest 
month. It is certain that such has been the course of the disease in the 
Eight Towns during 1866; for while only 2 deaths from Cholera occurred 
in May, 5 in June, 14 in July, and 14 in August, during the much cooler 
month of September the deaths increased to 48, during October, when the 
mean temperature was only 49°-1, the deaths increased to 167, and during 
November, when the coldest weather occurred, and the mean temperature 
fell to 42°-3, the deaths from Cholera attained their maximum of 203. 
After this the disease began to die out, so that only 27 deaths occurred 
during December, 2 
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While the disease prevailed, every form, from the mildest, where only 
Choleraic Diarrhoea was present, to the most malignant, was often witnessed 
in members of the same family; and though Diarrhcea frequently existed 
for hours, or even days, previous to the invasion of the collapsed stage, it 
was not always present; and instances were recorded where the sudden 
invasion of the disease terminated life in a few hours. 

Of the epidemic diseases, Typhus, in its varied forms of Typhus (or 
Spotted Fever), Enteric (Typhoid, Gastro-Enteric, and Enteric), Relapsing, 
and simple Continued Hever, was the most fatal, cutting off 1704 persons 
in the Kight Towns, and thus constituting the high proportion of 6°3 per 
cent. of the deaths. This is a much higher number of deaths than is usually 
caused by that disease, yet falls short of the mortality from that disease in 
1865, when 2707 fell victims to Typhus in the Eight Towns. 

In last Report it was stated, as the result of inquiries made into the 
former prevalence of epidemics of Fever in Scotland, that it was ascertained 
that they usually broke out, or assumed the epidemic type, in October, 
continued during the remainder of that and the whole of the two consecu- 
tive years, and died out in the spring of the fourth year,—thas prevailing 
among the people for a period of nearly three years. The late epidemic 
of Fever appears to have closely followed this course. It appeared first 
in the epidemic form in October 1863, continued during the whole of 1864 
and 1865, and died down to its usual mortality during August and September 
1866. A fresh outbreak was threatened in October, but by December the 
mortality had again fallen nearly to its normal condition. 

The statistics of Fever prove that it has not changed its nature or its 
types during late years, as is often assumed, but that all the varying forms 
recognised and described a hundred and fifty years ago, were met with in the 
prevalent epidemic of 1866. Thus, of the 1704 deaths registered under 
the title of T'yphus, 1269 were registered as Typhus or Spotted Fever, 203 
as Gastric ever, 167 as Typhoid or Enteric Fever, 45 as Relapsing Fever, 
and 20 as Continued Fever. 

Of the other Zymotic diseases, Influenza caused 50 deaths, Purpura 
10, Ague 6, Worms 10, Infantile Fever 14, Metria (Childbed Fever) 70, 
Rheumatic Fever 34, Erysipelas 143, Syphilis 72 (and of these, 52 were 
Congenital Syphilis), Noma 5, and Hernia 11. 

The Tubercular class of diseases cut off 4871 persons in the Hight 
Towns, and thus caused 18 per cent. of the mortality; in other words, caused 
53 deaths during the year in every ten thousand persons. The mortality 
from this class of diseases was highest in Greenock, and lowest in Leith. 
Thus, in every ten thousand inhabitants in each town, this class of diseases 
cut off 31 in Leith, 86 in Perth, 48 in Aberdeen, 49 in Paisley and Edin- 
burgh, 56 in Glasgow and Dundee, and 61 in Greenock. 

Consumption is the most fatal of the diseases belonging to this class, 
and it cut off 8486 persons in the Eight Towns during the year. It thus 
constituted 12°9 per cent. of the deaths, or cut off in the proportion of 38 
persons in every ten thousand living during the year. As compared with 
the population, the lowest mortality from Consumption oecurred in Leith, 
the highest in Greenock. ‘Thus, in every ten thousand persons in each of 
these towns, 15 died from Consumption in Leith, 27 in Perth, 33 in Paisley, 
85 in Edinburgh and Aberdeen, 40 in Glasgow, 43 in Dundee, and 45 in 
Greenock. 

Of the other diseases belonging to this class, Scrofula caused 150 deaths, 
Tabes Mesenterica 829, and Hydrocephalus 906. 
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2192 persons died in the Eight Towns from diseases of the brain and 
nerves. This class of diseases thus constituted 8°1 per cent. of the specified 
causes of death, or cut off in the proportion of 24 persons in every ten 
thousand. The proportion of deaths from brain diseases was highest in 
Aberdeen, and lowest in Leith. Of these diseases, Apoplexy caused 424 
deaths, Paralysis 549, Epilepsy 77, Convulsions 511, Delirium Tremens 83, 
Insanity 21, Tetanus 10, and Cholera 5 deaths. 

Diseases of the heart and bloodvessels caused 1127 deaths, or 4:18 
per cent. of the specified causes of death. 

The inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs proved fatal to 
4738 persons in the Kight Towns, and thus constituted 17°5 per cent. of 
the specified causes of death ; or, in other words, during the year caused 51 
deaths in every ten thousand persons. As in the previous year, Glasgow 
seems to have suffered most from these affections, Perth the least ; for while 
only 11°5 per cent. of the deaths were caused by these diseases in Perth, 
20°7 per cent. were cut off in Glasgow. Of the other towns, 12°5 per cent. 
of the deaths were caused by inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs 
in Paisley, 13:8 per cent. in Aberdeen, 14'6 in Greenock, 14°8 in Dun- 
dee, 15:7 in Edinburgh, and 17:3 in Leith. 

Bronchitis, the most fatal of these affections, cut off 3317 persons in 
the Eight Towns, and of itself constituted 12°3 per cent. of the specified 
causes of death, or cut off in the proportion of 36 persons in every ten 
thousand living. The mortality from Bronchitis was very different in each 
of the Eight Towns, Thus, in Perth only 8°3 per cent. of the specified 
causes of death were caused by that disease, in Aberdeen 8°5 per cent., in 
Paisley 8°6 per cent., in Dundee 9°6, in Edinburgh 10:7, in Greenock 
10°9, in Leith 12°4, but in Glasgow 14°9 per cent. of the deaths were 
from Bronchitis. 

Of the other inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs, Pneu- 
monia caused 922 deaths, Asthma 218, Laryngitis 44, Pleurisy 69; while 
in 168 cases, the disease was only described as Disease of the Lungs. 

Notwithstanding the varying general mortality from year to year, it is 
astonishing with what constancy a third of all the deaths which occur are 
caused by diseases which affect the lungs and respiratory apparatus. Thus, 
for many years, 34 per cent. of the deaths in the Hight Towns are annually 
caused by diseases of the respiratory organs, including, of course, Con- 
sumption, Croup, and Hooping-cough; and during the past year this is 
the proportion in which these diseases have proved fatal, Thus the air, 
which is the chief source of our life, brings with it the elements of death. 

1924 deaths in the Eight Towns were attributed to disease of the 
stomach and other organs of digestion. Of these, 603 were attributed to 
Teething, 313 to Enteritis, 103 to Ileus, 272 to disease of the Stomach, 377 
to various diseases of the Liver, ete. | 

1544 infants in the Eight Towns died at or shortly after birth, from 
the debility of weakly constitutions, or from being born prematurely. The 
deaths from this cause, therefore, constituted 54 per cent. of the specified 
causes of death. 1309 persons, on the other hand, had their deaths attri- 
buted to old age, without marked disease. 

Of the other diseases, Cancer cut off 376 persons in the Eight Towns, 
Dropsy 384, Mortification 73, Disease of the Kidneys 366, Disease of Joints 
and Bones 90, Rheumatism 53, Disease of Skin 13, Carbuncle 8, Atrophy 
207, Malformation 52, Disease of Uterus and Ovarian Dropsy 62, Abscess 
62, ete. | | 
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226 women died in childbed,—70 of these from Childbed Fever or 
Metria, and 156 from the other accidents of that state. This indicates that 
one mother died for every 170 children which were born alive, or that 59 
mothers died for every ten thousand children born alive in the Eight Towns. 
But the proportion of mothers who died in childbed in the several towns 
during 1866 differed extremely. Thus, for every ten thousand children 
born alive in each of the towns, 32 mothers died at Leith, 88 at Aberdeen, 
54 at Paisley, 57 at Glasgow, 64 at Edinburgh and Dundee, 69 at Perth, 
and 82 at Greenock. 

918 deaths were ascribed to violent and accidental causes in the Hight 
Towns. Of these, 373 were caused by Fractures, 133 by Burns and 
Scalds, 120 by Drowning, 52 by Suffocation (of which 44 were cases of 
infants overlaid), 32 by Wounds, 41 by Intemperance, 69 by Want of Breast 
Milk, 24 by Poison, 21 by Hanging, 2 by Privation of Food, 1 by Neglect, 
and 46 by other violent causes not included in the above. Of the above 918 
violent deaths, 52 were Suicides, and it is remarkable that a full fifth of 
of these occurred during the month of April. 


MARRIAGES IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


9450 marriages were registered in the Hight Towns during the year 
1866, being at the very high proportion of one marriage for every ‘99 persons 
in the population, or one per cent. It will be seen from Table VIL, that 
for two consecutive years the marriage-rate has been in this high proportion. 
From 1855 to the close of 1862, the marriage-rate continued steady at the 
proportion of 86 marriages to every ten thousand persons of the population. 
In 1863 this proportion rose to 94 marriages in a like population; in 1864 
to 96 marriages ; while for 1865 and 1866 it has continued steadily at the 
very high rate of 100 marriages for every ten thousand persons. 

The proportion of marriages is the surest index we possess of the 
general prosperity of the country, as it is invariably found that these 
increase when trade is active, the demand for labour great, and wages high. 

This high proportion of marriages is now telling on the number and 
proportion of births; for just as the marriages have been increasing, so 
have the births; and what proves that the one is dependent on the other is 
the fact that the rise in the proportion of births was observed to follow that 
of the marriages, and to keep pace with it. 

The proportion of marriages in the several towns indicates very closely 
the general commercial and manufacturing prosperity of each during the 
year. Thus, Greenock for some years past has exceeded all the towns in 
the high proportion of its marriages; the great demand for labour, and the 
high wages paid in the iron shipbuilding yards, which had greatly increased, 
inducing young men to flock into it, and to marry. During the latter 
months of 1866, however, the iron shipbuilders struck for higher wages, 
and hundreds of hands have since then been out of employment. The con- 
sequence has heen that, instead of the proportion of marriages in Greenock 
being higher than in the other towns, four of the towns have a higher pro- 
portion. During 1866 Dundee had the highest proportion of marriages, 
viz. 117 in every ten thousand inhabitants. This is easily accounted for. 
The flax, jute, and hemp manufactures have immensely increased of late 
years, especially since the partial arrestment of the cotton manufactures 
caused by the late war in the United States of America. For every ten 
thousand persons in each town in 1866, Leith had the proportion of 105 
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marriages, Edinburgh 101, Glasgow 100, Greenock 99, Aberdeen 92, 
Perth 90, and Paisley 85. From this fact alone it might be augured that 


the population of Paisley is at a stand-still; and it is generally believed that 
it 18 SO. | 


WEATHER IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The year 1866, though it had its own peculiarities as to weather, was 
not distinguishable from an average year, excepting in the greater fall of 
rain, the lower mean temperatures during August and September, and the 
higher mean temperatures during November and December. In last year’s 
Report special attention was directed to the close connection between the 
mean temperature and the deaths, as shown in the weekly returns of tem- 
perature and of deaths. It was then shown that during the whole year the 
number of deaths fluctuated weekly with the temperature, increasing when- 
ever the temperature fell, but diminishing when the temperature rose, and 
became milder. ‘Table X. shows that the same close connection between 
the weekly number of deaths and the temperature existed during the whole 
of 1866. In studying that table, however, it must be kept in mind«that, 
though the effect of a sudden fall of temperature on the human frame is 
immediate, a day or two frequently elapses before the person dies, and his 
death is registered. The consequence is, that if the fall of temperature 
occurs at the beginning of the week, the deaths registered during that week, 
as a general rule, accurately express the effect of the fall of temperature ; 
but if the fall of temperature occurs at the close of the week, we must look 
to the deaths registered during the following week to find the effect of that 
depression of temperature. ‘Thus, during the week ending 13th January, 
the lowest temperature, 16°2, occurred on the 12th, and consequently it

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was during the following week that the deaths were registered which were in- 
duced by that excessive fall of temperature, the deaths rising from 550 to 587. 

The week ending 10th March was an instance of the deaths which 
occurred and were registered during the week accurately corresponding with 
the registered temperature. During that week the lowest temperature, 14°°9, 
occurred at the beginning of the week, viz. on the 5th, and the lle 
deaths caused by that excessive fall of temperature were revistered during 
the week, so that the deaths rose from 572, which they were the previous 
week, to 651; and the cold continuing, though not with the same intensity, 
during the succeeding week, the deaths amounted to 630. Milder weather 
setting in, the weekly deaths fell, till, on the week ending 28th April, they 
only numbered 576, the mean temperature being 47°:1. Next week, how- 
ever, a sudden depression of temperature occurred. The mean temperature 
fell to 41°°7, and the lowest temperature to 27°; and under these adverse 
influences the deaths immediately rose to 619. After this they rapidly fell 
under the influence of milder weather, yet keeping exact pace with the 
mean temperature. Thus, on the week ending May 26th, with its mean 
temperature of 52°°7, the deaths were only 508; but the next week proving 
colder, having only a mean temperature of 48°:8, the deaths rose to 558. 
After this the deaths fell under the influence of milder weather, till, on the 
week ending June 30th, with its mean temperature of 63°°4, they had fallen 
to 467. 

The same close connection between temperature and mortality was 
observed during every week of the year; but the above examples may suffice 
to prove the point, and the Table will speak for itself. 

Men are very unwilling to open their eyes to these facts, because they 
run counter to established prejudices. But it is well to know that our health 


and lives are far more dependent on weather than on any diseases which_ 


may be prevalent; for the temperature acts with equal power on all dis- 
eases, whether these be what we term epidemic or sporadic. It is the de- 
pressions of temperature—the cold—which we have specially to dread and 
to guard against; and far from cold frosty weather arresting disease in this 
country, the above facts prove that it increases both its prevalence and its 
fatality.

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Table XI. is drawn up with the view of showing the connection 
between certain atmospheric phenomena, especially mean monthly tempera- 
ture, and the deaths from certain diseases and classes of disease in the 
Eight Principal Towns of Scotland. In reading that Table it must be remem- 
bered that November was really the coldest of the latter months of the 
year, the lowest temperatures ranging from 24° to 26°; whereas during 
December they ranged from 26° to 33°-6, and the greater equality of mean 
temperature, caused by the more steady blowing of the balmy south winds, 
rendered the changes of temperature less sudden and less hurtful. 

That Table shows the influence of temperature on all diseases in a very 
striking manner. The zymotic (epidemic and contagious) diseases only 
cut of 413 during the warm month of June, and 438 in August; but 666 
in October, and 732 in November. ‘Thus the very class of diseases usually 
supposed to be induced by heat, and by the effluvia which heat raises from 
decaying amimal or vegetable matters, had their lowest mortality during the 
warm months, and their highest mortality in the very coldest months, when 
all their supposed causes are non-existent. ‘T'yphus, which only cut off 100 
in August, and 91 in September, caused 122 deaths in October, and 142 in 
November. Cholera, which only caused 5 deaths in June, and 14 in July, 
caused 167 in October, and 203 in November. Diseases of the Respiratory 
Organs, which caused 211 deaths in August, caused 239 in October, and 
482 in November. 

These examples may suffice to show the generally baneful influence of 
cold on the diseases which afilict our race. One class of diseases, however, 
seems to be subject to a different law, and is ageravated and rendered more 
fatal by heat, viz., the ordinary bowel-complaints. Diarrhoea, therefore, 
which, during the cold month of April, only caused 18 deaths, numbered 
92 in the warm month of July, and 128 in August, rapidly falling with the 
descent of temperature to 38 in December. Cholera, however, we have just 
seen, having appeared as an epidemic, followed the usual law of epidemics 
in this country, and increased with the depression of temperature. 





VACCINATION IN SCOTLAND, 1865. 


For the reasons mentioned in the First Annual Report on Vaccination 
in Scotland, this Report has reference to the vaccination of children born 
during the year 1865,a considerable proportion of whom must necessarily have 
been vaccinated in 1866. By the Scottish Vaccination Act, 26° and 27° 
Vict. c. 108, six months are allowed to elapse from the birth of the child, 
before the parents or guardians incur a penalty for not having had their 
child vaccinated. The Board of Supervision, however, were very pro- 
perly empowered to extend that period in the Insular and Highland parishes, 
where communication is difficult at all times, and in many is nearly sus- 
pended for six months annually. By virtue of that power, the Board of 
Supervision has extended the period within which vaccination must be 
effected to twelve months in thirty-four of these parishes, embracing fifty- 
six Registration Districts; and the same extension could still with propriety 
be made in the case of a few more. 
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From the Vaccination Returns for 1865 it appears, that during that 
year there were born 113129 children. Of these, 99648, being 88-084 per 
cent. of the whole, were successfully vaccinated; 719, or 0°636 per cent., 
had their vaccination postponed from ill health, or other causes; 715, being 
0°532 per cent., were found insusceptible of vaccination—474 from con- 
stitutional insusceptibility, 34 from having had Small-pox, and 207 from 
having been previously vaccinated. 9866 children, or 8:279 per cent. of 
the whole, died before vaccination could be performed; while 2681, or 
2-369 per cent., had been removed from the districts before vaccination could 
be enforced, or were otherwise unaccounted for. 

To show the great success, however, of the Vaccination Act, we must 
deduct from the number of births all the children who died before vaccina- 
tion could be performed. Table XIII. is drawn up with the view of showing 
this. It deducts from the 113129 children born during the year the 9366 
who died before they could be vaccinated, and thus truly shows the propor- 
tion of living children who were protected by vaccination. 

Of these 103763 living children, 99648, or the high proportion of 
96°034 per cent., were successfully vaccinated. But to this number we 
must add the 474 who were found insusceptible to the vaccine virus, the 
34 who had already had Small-pox, and the 207 who had been previously 
vaccinated by clergymen, midwives, or others. This would give a total of 
100363 children protected as far as may be from the ravages of Small-pox, 
or 96°728 per cent, of the surviving children of 1865. 

This is a slightly higher proportion than during the previous year, and 
is a most gratifying result, as it proves how fully the statute has been carried 
into effect, and also that it fulfils the end for which it was enaeted. The 
proportion successfully vaccinated is about the highest which could be under 
any system; and yet even that proportion might be increased, were it 
enacted that all children born in towns with populations of two thousand 
and upwards, should be vaccinated within three or four months after birth, 
instead of allowing, as at present, six months to elapse before the vaccina- 
tion can be enforced under penalties. 24 per cent., who at present escape 
vaccination by being lost sight of, in consequence of removing from the 
district in which the birth occurs, belong to that low, wandering class, who 
are never long in one locality. Before the six months (at present allowed 
by the Act) expires, the Registrar has lost sight of them; and it is never 
known whether they are vaccinated or not. ‘lhe roaming habits of the 
class in question are of course calculated to scatter the seeds of infection 
when cases of Small-pox occur, as they frequently do, among their children ; 
and accordingly, on public grounds, it is of the greatest importance that

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every effort should be made to bring these children under the operation of 
the Vaccination Act. In perhaps the half of such cases, the non-registra- 
tion of the vaccination may have arisen from the children having died, for 
the mortality among the children of that class is very high; but the altera- 
tion above suggested would probably increase the number of successful 
vaccinations by about one per cent. It would have another important 
effect, which should not be lost sight of. Small-pox is a disease which 
attacks by preference the very young, and is fatal in proportion to the 
youth of the child attacked. The earlier, therefore, that a child can be 
vaccinated, the better for the child; and, besides, it is always desirable to 
have the vaccination over before teething commences, as the irritability 
produced by that often prevents the success of the operation, and is a 
most common cause of repeated failures, and consequent troublesome post- 
ponements. . 

The Act has not been long enough in operation to show the full bene- 
ficial results which are likely to arise from it in arresting the spread of 
Small-pox among the population. The accompanying Table, however, of 
the deaths from Small-pox in Scotland, from 1855 to the close of 1866, 
will show that in so far as legislative enactments can aid in effecting such 
a thing, the efficient vaccination of the children has, without doubt, greatly 
diminished the prevalence and fatality of Small-pox. 

As shown in last Report, Small-pox, like other epidemics, has its 
alternate periods of prevalence and decline; and these periods recur with 
such regularity, that they resemble the successive flow of waves, the period 
when the mortality is greatest resembling the crest of the wave, that when 
the mortality is lowest, its trough. Thus, this Table shows that great 
Small-pox waves washed over Scotland in the years 1855 and 1856, again 
in 1860, and yet again in 1863 and 1864; but in no previous years of 
which we have any records has the mortality from Small-pox been so low

as in 1865 and 1866, when Scotland was’ under the efficient operation of 
the Vaccination Act. 

Though the details cannot for some time be published, it is known 
that Small-pox was prevalent over England during 1866. During that 
year it also showed a tendency to break out in Scotland; and it may 
fairly be assumed that it has been kept within bounds by such a large pro- 
portion of the children having been efficiently vaccinated. A few years, 
however, must yet elapse before we can ascertain the full extent of the 
benefits to be derived from the Scottish Vaccination Act. So far as an 
opinion may be ventured on at present, it seems to have been a great 
SUCCESS. 

It must be remembered that the most perfect system of vaccination of 
our children can never extinguish Small-pox, so long as vaccination is 
delayed for six months, and so long as such a large proportion of the adult 
population is unprotected by vaccinations Whenever the Small-pox wave 
rolls over Scotland, it finds its victims even among those whom the Act 
designs to protect. Thus, in 1863, when Small-pox was epidemic, of the 
1646 persons who fell victims to it, 248 were under six months of age, and 
the great majority of the victims above that age were persons of whom it 
was recorded that they had not been vaccinated. 

A large number of the Registrars have appended valuable notes to 
their Returns as to the working of the Act in their districts. [Extracts 
from several of these are given in the Appendix. Generally speaking, the 
Act continues to work well, and gives satisfaction, excepting in those cases 
relative to which some remarks and suggestions were offered in last year’s 
Report, and to which the Registrars’ Notes chiefly refer.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE REGISTRARS’ NOTES RELATIVE TO THE WORKING 
OF THE VACCINATION ACT, | 


I. NORTHERN DIVISION. 
1. SHETLAND. 


3 (1). Duwnrossness.—The Vaccination Act 
requires amendment to meet the wants of this 
district. I have issued a great many notices to 
defaulters, and in no case have I ever received 
the fee. The particulars required to be attended 
to by the Registrars in connection with the Act 
give them a great deal of trouble, at least in the 
Highland and Insular districts, where there are 
local difficulties which render it impossible for 
vaccination to be performed in accordance with 
the statutory provisions of the Act. A great 
many of the children are from’12 to 20 months 
old before they have been vaccinated, and under 
these circumstances the paltry fee of threepence 
for every entry is totally inadequate for remune- 
ration. The parents are in general most anxious 
to comply with the terms of the Act, but owing 
to the want of medical men in the districts, they 
cannot do otherwise. 

3 (2). SANDWICK AND CUNNINGSBURGH. — 
There has not been anything done in the way of 
calling any one to account for the neglect of the 
duties required by the Vaccination Act. I have 
laid the names of those from whom I have got 
no certificate before the Board. 

6. Mip AnD Soutu Yetu.—No vaccinator yet 
appointed since Dr Loeterbagh’s resignation in 
February last. Two children have died, it is 
believed, through cold and sea-sickness con- 
tracted on voyages to vaccinators in the other 
islands, and five others have nearly been carried 
off by the same causes. Dr Loeterbagh has cer- 
tainly failed to dissuade parents from such emi- 
nent perils; but has firstly protested in writing, 
und lastly, when the poor people, striving to obey 
the Legislature, and escape the penalties of the 
statute, still brought children for vaccination, he 
positively declined. His last postponements ter- 
minated August 30th, and at this date (January 
Ist) 20 remain unvaccinated for 1864, and also 
20 for 1865, the Parochial Board not having got 
any registered medical practitioner to engage as 
vaccinator, and the people being dissuaded from 
risking any more of their children’s lives. 

7 (8). WHALSAY AND SKERRIES —As this dis- 
trict is from 16 to 21 miles distant from the vac- 
cinator’s residence, the Board of Supervision, 
with the approval of the Lord Advocate, was 
pleased to modify the 8th and 9th clauses of the 
Vaccination Act for this and other parishes in 
Shetland. The vaccinator performs his duties 


searoad from his residence to Skerries. The vac- 
cination requirements are, as far as possible, 
strictly attended to in this district. 

12 (1). WALLs.—Owing to the lamented death 
of Dr Cowie, the vaccinator for the parish, the 
vaccination was put off, and the Registrar, con- 
sidering the circumstance, and the fact that no 
medical man was to be had (for these, sad to say, 
have had too much work to do in Lerwick and 
its vicinity during the past year), did not feel in- 
clined to force parents to go to Lerwick, a dis- 
tance of 80 miles, with their children, rendering 
them liable to contagion, for that town has been 
a hotbed of fever, and all the cases that have oc- 
curred in the county have been traced to that 
place as the source. 


2. ORKNEY. 


15. EpAy anp PuHaray.—Almost the only 
difficulty experienced in the working of the 
Vaccination Act here is the want of a doctor re- 
siding in the district. When one occasionally 
visits the place, the people must make an effort 
to meet him, or else they will have to go to him 
with their children several miles over sea. 

26. SanpAy.—The Vaccination Act in this 
district is generally well attended to by the 
parents and guardians. There are, however, a 
great number of postponements, which cause a 
very great deal of annoyance to the Registrar, 
and for which there is no adequate remunera- 
tion. 

27. Sanpwick.— The vaccinator of this parish 
(Rev. Charles Clauston) was in the habit of vac- 
cinating gratuitously the children, and many of 
the adults, of this and the adjoining parishes for 
about 40 years previous to the Vaccination Act, 
during which time he vaccinated from 3000 to 
4000 persons; and he has not heard of any of 
these, or of any inhabitant of this parish, tak- 
ing Small-pox, either at home or abroad, though 
it has been introduced more than once by 
strangers. Notwithstanding, however, that all 
were invited from the pulpit annually to bring 
their children for gratuitous vaccination, it was 
sometimes neglected, and on one occasion a man 
brought eight of his children for vaccination. 
There being no Vaccination Act, his neglect was 
not discovered; so that, under such favourable 
circumstances, the Act was very necessary. 

29. SournH RonALDsHAY AND Burray.—The 
Act operates well. The people seem desirous of 
having their children vaccinated, and Dr Gordon 
is most successful in his operations. I am happy

Grant’ is to be given to the most successful and 
attentive public vaccinators. I would humbly 
suggest that the Registrar-General would en- 
courage the same, pro bono publico. 

30. Stromness.—The Act still continues to be 
promptly attended to in this district, with one 
single exception. The parents do not understand 
the meaning of postponed cases ; hence the certi- 
ficates do not come in exactly at the end of the 
two months. I have had a little trouble in get- 
ting this part of the Act to work smoothly. 


4. SUTHERLAND. 


46 (1). BonaAr.—The working of the Act is 
still very unsatisfactory in all the districts, and 
gives much trouble and anxiety to the Registrar, 
on account of the great carelessness of the people 
concerning it. There is still lurking in the breast 
of the majority of the people a secret grudge 
against it, and especially in being compelled to 
pay 2s. 6d. to a properly qualified vaccinator for 
having it performed. Were the charge reduced 
to 1s., instead of 2s. 6d., as at present, my im- 
pression is, from the way I hear the poor people 
express themselves about it, that the opposi- 
tion to it would be greatly diminished, and that 
it would work much more successfully, agreeably, 
and punctually. The almost uniform tendency 
is to allow it to remain undone until the end of 
the six months, making it thus much more likely 
that they will be behind the statutory period. 
Owing, however, to one more year’s experience 
of the nature of its working, it may be said gene- 
rally, that there is a better understanding of it 
among all the people, and that they are begin- 
ning to see the necessity of attending to it more 
punctually in the future. 

50 (2). Srratay.— The people in general 
seem quite willing to comply with the require- 
ments of the Vaccination Act. I have, never- 
theless, to serve the statutory notices on a good 
many of them. This, in a number of cases, 
arises from the fact that, when a child is not in 
a fit state for vaccination, the vaccinator of 
course grants a certificate of postponement, and 
at the expiry of which he either vaccinates it, or 
grants another certificate of postponement, as 
the case may be. But if the child is then vac- 
cinated, the vaccinator does not deem it justifi- 
able on his part to grant another certificate ; and 
as he resides at a distance of 25 or 30 miles from 
this district, the parents are unable to procure a 
certificate until his next visit—say three months. 
I think the vaccinator is entitled in such cases 
to grant a postponed certificate, until such time 
as he can certify that the child has been success- 
fully vaccinated, otherwise it is impossible to 
comply with the statute in such cases. The 
people never pay the shilling for statutory 
notices. 

51. GoLsprr.—Vaccination has been attended 
to within the prescribed time in most cases. Oc- 
casionally the Registrar, on the expiry of six 
months after the birth of a child, has been under 
the necessity of sending to the parent the statu- 
tory notice, but this notice has invariably been 
promptly attended to in all respects, except in 
payment of the fee of Is. 








IIL—_NORTH-WESTERN DIVISION. 
5. ROSS AND CROMARTY. 
Mainland. 
74. Locuatsu.—The Act has not worked well 
in this parish hitherto. The people have got so 


used to threatening notices, that they now pay 
very little attention to them. The children are 





generally vaccinated in due time, but the parents. 
neglect getting the necessary certificate as long 
as they can, to avoid paying the vaccination fee. 
It is hoped, however, that the Act will be better 
attended to after this, as the Parochial Board has 
made an arrangement that the vaccinator shall 
attend periodically at convenient stations, in order 
that all the vicinity may have an opportunity of 
getting their children vaccinated within the spe- 
cified time. 

75 (1). Locnysroom.—The people pay more 
attention to the Act than formerly, though there 
is still room for improvement, and ever will in 
such a wild, wide parish as this; for many are 
the hardships the poor people have to endure, not 
to speak of the danger to their children by ex- 
posure, in going tothe vaccinator. ‘The Registrars 
are most inadequately paid for their services and 
trouble in the matter, seeing that it requires more 
attention and watchfulness than the Registration 
Act itself. In not one case out of fifty can the 
Registrar recover the shilling of fine for delay, 
the schedule being always sent without the 
money. 

75 (2). Corcacu.—The requirements of the 
Vaccination Act are still very unsatisfactorily 
attended to in the district. The Parochial Board 
and the vaccinator appointed by them are the real 
‘defaulters,’ and not the poor parents, who must, 
be often reported as such. Printed ‘ Notices’ were 
circulated through the district by order of the 
Board, in which it was said that ‘Dr. M‘Donald 
is to vaccinate at Dornie for the district of Coigach, 
on Monday, the 26th November current.’ Parents 
travelled six miles with young children on that 
very stormy day, but Dr. M‘Donald has not made 
his appearance yet (1st January). 

79. Resotis.—Of the three entered in column 
7th of the Returns, one is the child of a tinker, 
born while the parents encamped in the parish. 
Another is the child of parents who came into the 
parish in search of work as agricultural labourers, 
but having failed to secure permanent employ- 
ment, left shortly after the birth of their child; 
and the third is the child of one of the ferrymen 
at Balblain, in this parish. The mother of this 
child having died shortly after giving birth, some 
of the relatives thereupon took the child with 
them to the district of Lochcarron. Though itis 
now more than nine months since these were 
noticed in the list of defaulters, yet the Parochial 
Board have not intimated the result of their trac- 
ings in these cases, and the absence of certificates 
relative to their vaccination is therefore accounted 
for in the column ‘ Removed from District before 
Vaccination.’ There being no medical practi- 
tioner located within the parish, the people com- 
plain very much of the grievances connected with 
the working of the Vaccination Act. The nearest 
place at which they can have their children vac-. 
cinated is Invergordon, distant from the remotest 
districts of the parish nine or ten miles, in addi- 
tion to the inconvenience of having a ferry to 
cross. After going all this distance, they fre- 
quently have toreturn without accomplishing the 
purpose of their journey, either because of their 
not finding any of the medical practitioners at 
home, or because of the want of vaccine matter ; 
and even when they get the vaccine matter put 
on, their having to carry their children so far in 
their arms, the matter is frequently rubbed off 
before they get home, and thus all their trouble 
and expenses are for no purpose. They have to 
perform such journeys several times before they 
have complied with the terms of the Act. They 
are therefore loud in demanding thatthe Parochial 
Board should either cause the public vaccinator 
to visit each family, or get the time extended to 
eighteen months or two years. 


82. Tarn.—None of the delinquents have been 
prosecuted by the Inspector of Poor or by the 
Parochial Board since the Act came into opera- 


tion, and in consequence delinquents will be in- 


creasing. Neither will the Parochial Board pay 
the statutory notices. : 


Insular. 


86 (6). CArLoway.—There is one postpone- 
ment still, at this date, for the year 1864, unfit to 
be vaccinated. Considering the disadvantages of 
medical men living so far from the district, the 
people do their best now to attend to the rules of 
vaccination. 


6. INVERNESS. 


Mainland. 


102. Kinausstz AND Insu.—In consequence of 
the prevalence of hooping-cough throughout the 
district, it was in many cases considered advisable 
to delay vaccination, which accounts for the num- 
ber of postponements. 

107 (1). Urqunart.—Of the nine cases entered 
in column 7 of the Returns, three left the district, 
and the remaining six are defaulters, who have 
received due notice from me, and who have been 
reported to the Inspector of Poor. Very few of 
the successful cases were attended to until after 
the expiry of six months, and in almost every case 
I had to send notices pursuant to section 17 of the 
Act. I must say, on the whole, that the people 
are very careless about vaccination. 





III.—NORTH-EASTERN DIVISION. 


i. NATEN. 


121. AutpEARN.—There has been great diffi- 
culty in obtaining the schedulesin time. A num- 
ber of vaccinations were postponed in consequence 
of the doctor not having any vaccine matter at 
hand, for which postponements I could not man- 
age to get the proper schedules in time. The 
majority, however, were before time. : 

122. Cawpor.—There seems to be a growing 
tendency among parents to delay vaccination till 
the Registrar issues the statutory notice, and it is 
to be feared that the medical practitioners and 
vaccinator of the district connive at this delay, 
and render inoperative the statutory penalty on 
neglect of vaccination within the proper time, by 
giving (it is to be hoped not knowingly) a cer- 
tificate in form of Schedule B, to postpone the 
vaccination to a more convenient season. 

123. Narrn.—The returns for 1865 are com- 
plete. It plainly appears that the work con- 
nected with this branch of the Registrar’s duties 
is yearly increasing, without any increase of 
remuneration. I refer more particularly to the 
notices pursuant to section 17, and the Register 
of Postponed Vaccinations. Since the Act came 
into operation I have sent out 140 of these notices, 
and made 76 entries in the Register of Postpone- 
ments, involving a very great amount of trouble 
and writing, for which there is no remuneration 
whatever. I have oftener than once got on one 
day a certificate of postponement, and within a 
week thereafter a certificate of successful vacci- 
nation for the same child, as parents and guar- 
dians seem to take full advantage of the ten 
days’ grace allowed after the statutory six 
months, and I have no hesitation in stating that 
if the 1s. referred to in the notice were charged, 
not only would the Act be better ‘carried out, 
but the Registrar’s duties would be greatly alle- 
viated. I have no great faith in the Inspector of 
Poor’s assistance in carrying out the Act. So 
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far as I know, or can learn, their duties are 
onerous enough, and after a very little exertion, 
they consider that they have complied with the 
requirements of the Act. 


8. ELGin (oR Moray). 


139. Knockanpo.—There being no medical 
man resident within the parish, which is about 
fourteen miles in length, the’parishioners are often 
put toa great deal of trouble in getting their 
children vaccinated. Both doctors and parents 
complain loudly against the requirements of the 
Act, which, however, I find works tolerably 
well on the whole. 

141, Rornes.—During the year 1866 I have 
made thirty-two entries of postponed cases. 
These postponed certificates are given, not by 
the public vaccinator, but by another practi- 
tioner in the parish. Notices pursuant to section 
17 are the rule, not the exception; and all this 
must be done for the paltry allowance of 84d, 
for each successful case. I fear there is no 
remedy for the first grievance. There is a 
remedy for the second, viz. an alteration of the 
allowance. 

142. St. ANDREWS LHANBRYDE. — The“only 
circumstance worthy of notice is, that the 
single case in which the requirements of the 
Act have not been attended to was that of a 
child whose parents were vagrants, who re- 
moved from the district, and could not be traced. 


9. BANFF. 


151, Deskrorp.—The Act works exceedingly 
well here now, the only defect being the pay- 
ment of 2s, 6d. in a few cases where it can ill be 
spared. 

157 (1). InverAvon.—The Vaccination Act is 
a source of greater trouble to the Registrar than 
all the duties of the Registration Act put to- 
gether. It is with the greatest difficulty that 
parents and guardians are got to transmit the 
schedule within the statutory tine, and ofttimes 
in the multiplicity of schedules they get be- 
wildered. 

160 GQ). KirxmicuAauL.— The only circum- 
stances I have to note are the great listlessness 
on the part of the people with regard to the pro- 
visions of this Act, and the consequent necessity 
for perpetual interference and whipping-on on 
the part of the Registrar, for which the miserable 
dole provided by the Act is not one tithe of the 
necessary remuneration. 


10. ABERDEEN. 


202. Hunriy.—The difficulties I have had in 
working the Vaccination Act have been mainly 
in connection with illegitimate children. Of 
the five unaccounted for, and whose names have 
been duly placed in the hands of the Inspector 
of Poor, four are illegitimate children, whose 
mothers have probably left the parish, and one 
is the child of a vagrant. 

204, INVERURIE.—-Almost all the requisite cer- 
tificates were given in in due time, and without 
trouble. The only difficulty has been where the 
parents have removed out of the district before 
vaccination, and the child has either died, or the 
certificate failed to be transmitted. In the case 
of death, it might be advisable to have a form 
for the Registrar to fill up and transmit to the 
Registrar of the parish of birth. 

222 (a). MtpMar.—The Act works well here, 
there being but one defaulter for the year 1865; 
he is a travelling umbrella-maker, and has not 
made his appearance again in the parish since the 
registration of his child’s birth. The parishioners 
are all well pleased with vaccination, but some- 
times grumble about paying for it, when it is 
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compulsory, as they think it should be paid for, 
the same way as the registrations. 

233. Prrstigo.—A great many cases of. post- 
poned vaccination have occurred during the 
year 1866; and in addition to this, I have, in at 
least half the cases, had to send notice to the 
parents of their duty, which involves great addi- 
tional trouble, and for which no remuneration is 
allowed. I feel satisfied that, were the time 
within which vaccination must be performed 
very much curtailed, the cases of postponement 
would also be reduced, from the fact that parents 
are unwilling to have their children vaccinated 
during teething and such like infantile diseases, 
many of which attack children by the time they 
are six months old. 


11. KincARDINE. 

253. BreNHoLM.—In reference to the postponed 
case in col. 2, I may state that the child was born 
on Oct. 16, 1865, and that its vaccination has 
been postponed four times, that the last post- 


ponement terminated on the 19th ult., and that, 


since then I have received no certificate or 
schedule of any sort whatever regarding it. 
This vaccination affair is a most annoying and 
vexatious thing to the Registrar, as the above 
cases of postponement will show. It involves a 
great deal of writing, sending notices to out- 
standers, and requires one to be continually on 
the watch, for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of the Act. There is sad grumbling 
among the Registrars in this part of the country 
at the smallness of the remuneration for the 
trouble attending it—indeed, a number are talk- 
ing of giving it up altogether; 3d. will never do 
for the above case, which is only one of many. 





IV.—EAST MIDLAND DIVISION. 
12. ForFAR. 


282 (3.) Locurz (DunpDEE).—In this district 
the people for the most part are very ignorant, 
and fail to perceive the benefits of the Vaccina- 
tion Act. Generally, they require to be reminded 
of their obligations. The few returned as re- 
moved from the district, or otherwise unaccounted 
for, are the children of those who, wandering 
about in search of work, have left the district at 
the end of the six months, the time allowed. 
Were it to be reduced to three months, such a 
step would, in my opinion, go far to remedy the 
defect. 

303. Locnrr.—The Act works very well here, 
but the labour its proper working entails on 
Registrars is far in excess of the remuneration. 
It is almost gratuitous work on their part. 


13. PERTH: 


831. Batquuipper.—The Act does not work 
so smoothly in this district as is desirable. This 
arises not from the unwillingness of the people 
to do their duty in the matter, but from the dis- 
tance (seven to eighteen miles) from the vac- 
cinators’ residences. If specially sent for, the 
vaccinator is entitled to, and has charged as for 
an ordinary medical visit, which is out of the 
question. And again, if parents go twelve miles 


or so to the vaccinator, cases have occurred ° 


when either he has not been found at home, or 
that he had not vaccine matter, to the incon- 
venience of poor people, who can ill spare a day 
for nothing, besides the danger to which mothers 
and children are exposed by travelling so far. 
Should the Registrar-General think that the ex- 
tension of the statutory period (six months) to 
nine months be called for, the matter would be 
brought before the attention of the Parochial 





Board, who, I am disposed to think, fixed the 
vaccinator’s allowance too high, viz. 6s. 

361. Kitiin.—One child was removed from the 
district previously to its.vaccination, but in due 
time a certificate of its being successfully vac- 
cinated was received by me in consequence of my 
application to that effect. By dint of attention 
and industry on my own part, I have managed 
to get all the children born within my district 
vaccinated within the specified time; but for 
this no thanks are due to the vaccinator, who 
would much rather postpone doing his duty, till 
he had an opportunity of doing so in regard to 
defaulters. The parents and guardians are most 
anxious to comply with the provisions of the 
Act, but experience the greatest difficulty in 
getting the vaccinator to do his duty within the 
specified time. He even went the length of 
telling me that he wanted to give me all the an- 
noyance in his power, with the view of getting a 
new Act. 

380. Mreraven.—Of the four returned as unac- 
counted for, three were successfully vaccinated ; 
but the medical officer refuses to give the neces- 
sary certificate unless he receives his fee, which 
their parents (Irish labourers) declare themselves 
unable to pay. 

387. PeRTH.—The vaccination certificates are 
brought in pretty regularly, and, on the whole, 
the Act is being carried out remarkably well. Out 
of the 907 entries, only 17, or 1:87 per cent., have 
eluded us, and most of these have removed from 
the place, or at least cannot be found. The de- 
faulters’ circular, however, has in a good many 
cases to be resorted to, the fee for which the 
Legislature should have given power to charge 
against the delinquent in all cases where it has 
to be resorted to. 

394 (6). STRATHFILTAN.—The Registrar has at 
times to urge parents to vaccinate their children 
within the time specified. They complain that 
the parochial surgeon is not easily got to perform 
the operation. ‘They think it should be done 
gratis, at least some do. 


14. Fire. 


426. Dysart.—Of the 332 births recorded in 
1866, four are in default as regards vaccination ; 
but the parents in these four cases are vagrants, 
not belonging to the district, who left soon after 
the births of their children, and could not be 
traced. 

428. FALKLAND.—Vaccination certificates, ex- 
cept in a very few instances, have been sent in 
with great regularity. There have only been 
one or two instances in which there has been any 
complaint of hardship as regards payment. In 
those cases in which, on account of the infants 
being delicate, the period allowed by the Act was 
found to be too short, parents have shown great 
reluctance to procure the necessary certificate, 
always insisting that it was not requisite to 
trouble the doctor till the child was sufficiently 
strong to be vaccinated. 

459. Wemyss.—A few cases of defaulters require 
to be reported to the Inspector of Poor, not from 
any negligence on the part of parents or guar- 
dians, but on account of the late visitation of 
cholera, and the death of Dr. Kennedy; other- 
wise the Act has wrought well. 





V.—_WEST MIDLAND DIVISION. 
17. STIRLING. 


479 (2). FauxirK.—The Act works well in 
this district. The fees are a little too low for 
the extra trouble to the Registrars; as, indeed, 
the whole work of registration is, in county, as 


compared with city districts, slightly underpaid. 


The attendance is unremitted, and some extra 


allowance beyond the fees should be made by 


Parochial Boards, as is done by the Edinburgh 
Town Council. 

483. KitsyrH.—Compulsory vaccination ap- 
pears to work very well. Dr. Mackenzie, the 
medical officer of the parish, informs me that 
during the last year there has been almost total 
immunity from. small-pox,—no case of the con- 
fluent form having occurred to his knowledge in 
the parish ; whereas, previously, cases of that 
nature were of frequent occurrence. He attri- 
butes this to the good effects of compulsory vac- 
cination, particularly amongst those who, from 
superstitious notions, were averse to submit their 
children to this beneficial preventative. 


19. ARGYLL. 


523. KILMORE AND KitBpripE.—The Vaccina- 
tion Act has wrought well as yet. I generally 
supply the vaccinator with a list of those who 
are verging on the six months. The extension 
of the time to six months is far too long. It 
would be a great improvement if the children of 
the labouring class were vaccinated at the ex- 
pense of the Parochial Board. And it would be 


' of very great importance if all the adults and 


young people, who were not vaccinated previous 
to 1864, were at once vaccinated ; then we might 
expect Small-pox to be totally eradicated from 
the kingdom. 

534 (2). Srracnur.—The Vaccination Act 
works as well as possible. I always desire those 
who are likely to leave the district before the 
child is vaccinated to send me a certificate of 
vaccination, and this, as yet, has always been 
complied with. I believe the vaccinator here 
receives no remuneration for his trouble. 

636. Bowmoreg, or KirArrow.—The only re- 
mark I venture to make is, that I consider the 
half-crown charged for vaccinating, to be the 
main obstacle to the carrying out cordially the 
requirements of the Vaccination Act. Poor 
labourers feel it to be a heavy cess. 

551 (1). Tyrre.—The operation of the Vacci- 
nation Act has been virtually suspended here for 
several weeks past, owing to the absence of the 
vaccinator from the island. 





VIL—SOUTH-WESTERN DIVISION. 


21. RENFREW. 


559 (8). JOHNSTONE.—In some cases postpone- 
ment certificates are charged 1s. each by several 
of the medical gentlemen. The certificate of 
successful vaccination is also charged 1s, When 
postponements have to be repeated frequently for 
the same child, it is felt by poor parents to be a 
hardship, and has a tendency to keep back the 
procuring of these documents beyond the ‘time 
prescribed by the Act. 

560. CArucart.—The working of the Act is 
getting easier, there being little neglect except 
when parties have left the district. ‘There are a 
few cases where poverty is a barrier. Itis the 
practice of some surgeons to withhold the vac- 
cination certificates till the fee is paid ; and when 
the vaccinator is sent by the Inspector of Poor, 
he finds the operation performed though not 
certified. . 

564 (1). Mippiez Districr (GREENOCK).—The 
people of my parish are for the most part very 
poor. During the last year many parents have 
complained very much because of the medical 
men having charged them 2s. 6d. for vaccination. 
Those in affluent circumstances, able to afford 
such fee, reside in the West Parish. The Paro- 
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chial Board consider six months far too long a 
period for delaying vaccination, because a num- 
ber of defaulters, after careful search, cannot be 
traced by them. Certificates of successful vac- 
cination have been frequently granted imme- 
diately after the operation. Mothers come here 
with their children bleeding and the certificates 
stained with blood. Surely, some time should be 
allowed to elapse to see how the matter takes. 
The Registrar here receives nothing for filling 
up and addressing circulars to those parents who 
have. neglected to lodge vaccination certificates 
within the six months. 

564 (2). Hasr Districr (GREENOcK).—There 
are from twelve to eighteen vaccination defaulters 
every month to be written to; most. of whom, 
after receiving tthe printed notices (if not re- 
moved from the parish), get their children vac- 
cinated as soon as their circumstances will admit. 

571. Mearns.—I have had little difficulty in 
working out the Vaccination Act. I have, how- 
ever, to send many Registrars’ notices, for which 
I think the Parochial Board should pay the 
Registrar, as it is impossible to recover it from 
those who are neither willing or able to pay, and 
it is chiefly to such parties that these notices 
require to be sent. I should deem it an improve- 
ment also, if the vaccinators were required to 
copy from the ‘ Notice to Parents,’ etc., the num- 
ber of the entry to which their schedules refer, 
as it would save the Registrar’s time in searching 
for a in his books, and it would be little ttouble 
to him. 


Qae ARS 


577. AUCHINLECK. — It is humbly suggested 
that an additional schedule of postponement 
should be issued ; for it appears to be no uncom- 
mon thing for the profession to declare that ‘a 
child is not now in a fit and proper state to be 
successfully vaccinated,’ whereas the real cause 
is the want of vaccine matter. They are thus 
necessitated to declare a falsehood, in order to 
shield the parents. It is also overtured that the 
primary period given for vaccination should be 
reduced. Many parents will not attend to it 
until the statutory period is altogether or nearly 
elapsed, by which time the child is teething, 
when it therefore cannot be done. The migra- 
tory habits of the mining population is another 
reason why the period ought to be reduced. 
Therefore I have uniformly advised them to get 
it done before three months after birth, and I 
have found that many comply therewith. 

589. Drecuorn.—Among the cases of post- 
poned vaccination, one child was unfit to be vac- 
cinated till I received six certificates. The Act 
works pretty well here, except in the payment of 
the vaccinator. Vaccination being compulsory, 
the parents think they should not pay for it. 
Were it the same in this respect as the ‘ Regis- 
tration Act,’ it would be easily worked out. 
Many letters have to be sent, causing much 
trouble, for which we receive nothing. 

597. Kitmarnock.—The Vaccination Act con~ 
tinues to work well; but it requires much and 
constant attention of the Reglstrar, who is very 
ill repaid. Many of the poor, who can ill spare 
the medical fee, would put it off, if not threatened 
with the penalty. There are a few who escape 
notice by removal to other districts; therefore I 
think the restricting the time to four months 
instead of six, would tend to reduce the number 
of unaccounted entries. The fathers of most of 
those who are unaccounted for are miners, who 
as a class are migratory. They are also very 
careless about registrations. 

613. Sorn.—A little difficulty occurs here in 
carrying out the Vaccination Act, from the fact 
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that one of the doctors, after vaccinating children, 
withholds ‘Schedule A’ till the parents bring 
the fees. Parents don’t move till they receive 
‘Penalty Notice’ at the end of six months; and 
by that time, amid a migratory mining popula- 
tion, some of them are gone, nobody knows 
where. Outof the above 129 births embraced by 
these remarks, 29 of the parents received ‘ Penalty 
Notices,’ or nearly one in every five. Perhaps if 
the medical fee were imposed upon the com- 
munity in the same way as registration, there 
would be less impediment to the efficient working 
out of this beneficent Act. 


23. LANARK. 


623. BiacAr.—All the children (66) registered 
in 1865 have been successfully vaccinated. I 
experience considerable trouble in many cases in 
obtaining the certificates. The greater propor- 
tion of them I have to apply for, in terms of sec- 
tion 17 of the Vaccination Act. This arises 
from the vaccinators engaging with the parents 
to forward the certificates, and neglecting to do 
so. JI think a shilling should be allowed to be 
exacted by the Registrars in every case where 
they require to give notice. 

626 (a) (2).—Hastrern DisTRicr or CADDER. 
—The Vaccination Act works well. The four 
cases, ‘left the district,’ were,children of Eng- 
lish workmen, who were here at an ironwork for 
a few months, and who left without giving any 
address. 

626 (6). CALDERHEAD.—There is often con- 
siderable difficulty in getting the parents to for- 
ward the vaccination certificates within legal 
time. The vaccinator also often postpones, on 
the ground of being out of matter; and in some 
cases, where the parties are poor, the certificates 
are kept up till the vaccinator’s fee is paid. A 
principal ground of complaint is, that many re- 
quire to have a notice sent them; and by the 
elapse of the time allowed, a certificate of some 
kind is produced. And even when it is not pro- 
duced within the ten days allowed in the notice, 
there is no means of getting the shilling for the 
extra trouble to the Registrar. 

632. CaRNWATH.—The Act does not appear to 
work well in this parish. Many of the parties do 
not think of ever getting their children vacci- 
nated till notices have been sent; also they 
grumble because of the fees. It would work 
more satisfactorily if the fees were paid from 
assessment. 

643. Hast Kirpripe.— Among the poorer 
population there is a feeling that the parish 
ought to bear the charge. 

644 (9). TRADESTON (GLAsGOwW).—TI am glad 
to say that the Act is continuing to work re- 
markably well, the cases which are unaccounted 
for amounting to only 2°6 per cent. of the whole 
1811 entries. After another year’s experience of 
the operation of the Act, I remain of the opinion 
that the time allowed for vaccination should be 
shortened. I find that in many cases children 
are vaccinated within three months; and I have 
no doubt that the reason why vaccination is not 
effected at an earlier period is, that the statute 
allows six months for the purpose. 

652 (3). HAsTERN District or OLD MONKLAND. 
—The Vaccination Act is working very success- 
fully, as may be observed from the few postpone- 
ments (viz. 16 out of 349), and all having 
received vaccine virus but one. These are also 
evidences of the efficiency of our public vaccina- 
tors. The most annoying circumstance respect- 
ing the effectual working of the Act in this 
iron-producing district is, the very frequent 
removal of families, and the consequent diffi- 
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culty in finding their residences, to obtain the 
necessary Schedule A 

654. RuTHERGLEN.—The Vaccination Act is 
working very well, the medical gentlemen pay- 
ing great attention to it. A number of the 
parents neglect to get their children vaccinated 
within the prescribed time ; but when written to,. 
are sure to get it done within the ‘ten days,’ in 
order to save the fee chargeable. 

655. Suorrs.—Most of the births registered by 
me are the children of miners, labourers, and 
others engaged at public works—-a class who fre- 
quently change their place of abode, and whose 
subsequent residence is unknown to neighbours. 
This will account for the eight under column 7. , 





VII—SOUTH EASTERN DIVISION. 


24, LINLITHGOW. 


670. QUEENSFERRY.—A great many of the in- 
habitants of Queensferry at present consist of 
Irish labourers, who very seldom remain long in 
one place. Ihave therefore great difficulty in 
getting the vaccination schedules from them. 
I beg to suggest that the vaccinator should be 
forced, under a penalty, to fill up the duplicate 
certificate attached to Schedule D, so that a 
Registrar may have a ready way of finding out 
whether vaccination has been performed on any 
child whom he may suspect not to have been 
vaccinated ; and that the Registrar should have 
the right of exacting a fee from the parent of 
every child whom he has discovered not to have 
been vaccinated according to the Act. The 
higher the fee, the surer the remedy. 


25. EDINBURGH. 


682. CurriE.—The great difficulty is getting 
in the certificates of vaccination from the medi- 
cal officers. I have repeatedly to send long lists 
of arrears to some of them, and to urge them to 
do their duty, there being a great want of method 
and punctuality. This has increased the duties of 
the Registrar very much, and rendered matters 
very unsatisfactory. 

692 (1). Norts Lrerrs.— Were the period 
allowed for vaccination limited to three instead 
of six months, the numbers under ‘Removed 
from District before Vaccination, or otherwise 
unaccounted for,’ and ‘Died before Vaccination,’ 
would be much smaller; as many of the parents 
move about from place to place in search of 
work, etc., so that the Registrar and Inspector 
can find no trace of them, and the notices sent 
out are returned through the Dead Letter Office. 
Many of the upper class have their children vac- 
cinated at six weeks and two months, and that 
successfully. The new form of schedule works 
well; but the remuneration is inadequate for the 
amount of work. 

693. LisERTON—JIn fourteen cases the proper 
certificate failed to be returned to the Registrar 
within six months, and notices required to be 
sent. The Registrar is of opinion that limiting 
the period to three or four months, instead of six, 
would conduce to greater punctuality. 

693. Prnicurick—If the period allowed for 
vaccination were shortened, the removal of 
families could be more easily ascertained, and 
therefore a better opportunity would be given to 
the Registrar for checking defaulters." 


27. BERWICK. 


736. EArtsron.—Parents sometimes object to 
vaccination being performed at the time proposed 
by their medicalattendant. The reasons assigned. 
are generally trifling ; in fact, are only attribut- 
able to caprice. A supply of fresh matter is not 


always to be obtained in the rural districts, ag it 
is seldom efficient after being kept a week, either 
on glasses or in tubes. This often causes much 
embarrassment to the doctor. 





VIII.—SOUTHERN DIVISION. 
30. RoxBURGH. 


780. AncruM.—No special circumstances have 
occurred in connection with the operation of the 
Vaccination Act, and I have had no difficulty in 
the working of it. The time allowed for vacci- 
nation might be advantageously reduced to five 
months; and were the vaccinator of rural parishes 
or districts to attend quarterly on a fixed day at 
some central place, a great boon would be con- 
ferred on the poor, and a considerable amount of 
trouble and inconvenience to the vaccinator 
would be saved, especially when the greater part 
of his district may be eight or ten miles from his 
residence. Such an arrangement worked very 
well in this parish prior to the Vaccination Act 
coming into operation. 


31. DUMFRIES. 


829. Hoppam.— As a large numberof the 
certificates of vaccination have to be written for, 
the Registrar is of opinion that he is treated un- 
justly in not getting the shilling for each notice. 
If the shilling were exacted, the parents or guar- 
dians would be much more punctual in forward- 


ing the certificates. :

32. KIRKCUDBRIGHT. 


855. ANwotTu.—The Vaccination Act, upon 
the whole, has wrought well. If a certain portion; 
of the population of this parish were exempted} 
from fees, I believe it would be an improvement. 

871. KinkcupBRicHT.—Vaccination generally 
well attended to, as the return shows. Still a 
good many—far too many indeed—require 
‘notices’ sent. It will probably never be other- 
wise so long as the defaulters have not to pay the 
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shilling in respect of said notice, instead of hayv- 
ing ten days’ grace after the notice has been 
received. 


383. WIGTOWN. 


885. GLASSERTON.—There are two great draw- 
backs to the successful working of the Vaccina- 
tion Act in this district, to which attention is 
respectfully called:—I1st, The poverty of the 
labouring classes renders the 2s. 6d. charged by 
the vaccinator a very heavy tax, amounting to 
one-fourth of their week’s earnings. Vaccina- 
tion should be placed upon the same footing as 
registration. 2d, As we have no medical man 
residing in the parish, mothers of the poorer class 
have frequently to carry their children five or 
six miles to the nearest town, and as many back, 
and often have to make more than one or two 
such journeys, before finding the doctor at home, 
and this in all weathers. There should be cen- 
tral stations, and stated periods, for vaccinating. 

893. New Luce.— Very frequently parents 
neglect the Vaccination of their children, until 
within a few days of the prescribed time, and are 
consequently behind with the schedule, thus giv- 
ing unnecessary trouble to the Registrar in send- 
ing the statutory notice. They ought to be fined 
for every day they are behind time, or something 
of that sort, to quicken them. | Besides, I consider 
it a hardship that the Registrar is bound to send 
the statutory notice without remuneration, ex~ 
cept under certain circumstances. 

900. WuitHorN.— Hitherto the returns have 
been most punctually made by the vaccinators. 
Strong complaints, however, are made, that there 
is no provision for their adequate remuneration. 
A fee for vaccinating is seldom to be got from 
the labouring population. I believe were it not 
for the good-natured services of the medical prac- 
titioners here, matters would soon come to a dead 
lock. They still are willing to continue their 
valuable services, trusting that some better pro- 
vision may be made, by legislation or other- 
wise. ;

In conformity with the Seventh Section of the Scottish 
Registration Act (17° and 18° Vict. c. 80), I have the honour to 
submit to you a General Abstract of the Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages registered in Scotland during the year 1867, in order 
that the same may be laid before Parliament. 

As in last year’s Report, I have directed that this Abstract 
should be accompanied by a short explanatory statement as to 
the health of the population during the year, the diseases which 
were prevalent, and some of the causes which seemed to affect 
the proportion of Births, Deaths, and Marriages. The year was 
characterized by a low mortality, a high birth-rate, and a 
normal proportion of marriages. 

Agreeably also to the Nineteenth Section of the Scottish 
Vaccination Act (26° and 27° Vict. c. 108), and in accordance 
with the arrangement referred to in my First Annual Report

’ on Vaccination, I have the honour to submit to you a General 
Abstract of the number of children born during the year 1866 
who have been successfully vaccinated, the number whose vac- 
cination has been postponed, and the other particulars required 
by that Statute. 

The success of the Vaccination Act has been great, inasmuch 
as upwards of 96 per cent. of the surviving children of 1866 
have been vaccinated; and never since the Registration Act 
came into operation in 1855, has Small-pox been so rare in 
Scotland, or caused so few deaths.

REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL,

SIR, 


Tx1s Report refers to the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered 
during the year 1867 in the 1016 districts into which Scotland is divided 
for the purposes of registration, and also to the Vaccination of the chil- 
dren born during the year 1866. ) 

114115 Births, 69024 Deaths, and 22521 Marriages were registered in 
Scotland during the year 1867; and when these numbers are compared 
with the estimated population, it appears that the proportion of births con- 
siderably exceeded the average of the ten previous years, that the propor- 
tion of deaths fell below the average, while the marriages were in the 
exact average proportion of the ten previous years. 


BIRTHS. 


114115 Births were registered in Scotland during the year 1867, 
being the largest annual number of births ever entered on the Scottish 
Registers. Assuming that the population of Scotland to the middle of the 
year was 3170769 persons, this would indicate a proportion of 3°595 births 
in every 100 persons, or 359 births in every ten thousand of the estimated 
population. ‘This is a proportion considerably above the average birth-rate 
of the ten previous years, which was only at the rate of 351 births in every 
ten thousand persons. 

The cause of this high proportion of births may be seen by examining 
Table I. It will be observed that, from 1855 to 1862 inclusive, the birth 
and marriage rates in Scotland were wonderfully stationary, averaging

Of the 114115 births, 67953 were registered in the 126 Town Districts 
(which embrace all the towns with populations of 3000 and upwards at the 
census of 1861), while only 46162 births were registered in the 890 Rural 
Districts, which embrace the remainder of the population of Scotland. This 
indicates a birth-rate equal to 395 births in every ten thousand persons in 
the Town Districts, but only that of 318 births in a like population in the 
Rural Districts. Here also the proportion of births closely corresponded to 
the proportion of marriages in the respective populations. 

Of the 114115 births, 103103 were legitimate, and 11012 illegitimate, 
thus indicating that 9°6 per cent. of the births were illegitimate. As usual, 
the proportion of illegitimate births was greatest in the Rural Districts ; for, 
while only 9:4 per cent. of the births were illegitimate in the Town, 9°9 per 
cent. were illegitimate in the Rural Districts. (Table IIT.) 

Table IV. shows the proportion of illegitimate births in the several 
divisions and counties of Scotland, and generally accords with the returns 
of former years. Thus, while the lowest proportion of illegitimacy prevails 
in the counties embraced in the Northern and North-Western Divisions of 
Scotland, the highest proportion prevails in the counties embraced by the 
North-Eastern and Southern Divisions. Four counties had under 5 per 
cent. of illegitimate births, viz. Shetland 3°5 per cent., Orkney and Ross 
and Cromarty each 4°5 per cent., and Sutherland 4:9 per cent; while 
eight counties had above 12 per cent. of illegitimate births, viz. Elgin and 
Kinross each 12°7 per cent., Dumfries 14°2 per cent., Banff 14°6 per cent.,

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Kincardine 15 per cent., Aberdeen and Kirkcudbright, each 15:1 per cent., 
and Wigtown 17:7 per cent. ‘The two counties which are the great centres 
of our commercial, mining, and manufacturing interests, viz. Renfrew and 
Lanark, only respectively show 7:1 and 8°6 per cent. of illegitimate births. 

Of the children born during the year, 58609 were boys and 55506 
girls, showing that 105°5 boys were born for every 100 girls. Notwith- 
standing this excess of boys at birth, their mortality is so much higher 
than that of girls that the numbers of the sexes are equalized about the 
eighteenth year of life; and in the population above that age the propor- 
tion of females greatly exceeds that of the males, from the males emigrat- 
ing and dying in higher proportions than females. 

The greatest daily number of births occurred during the months of 
April, May, and June; the smallest number during the months of Sep- 
tember, November, and December. 


DEATHS. 


69024 Deaths were registered in Scotland during the year 1867, being 
in the proportion of 2°145 deaths in every 100 persons, or 214 deaths during 
the year in every ten thousand persons. ‘The average death-rate of the ten 
previous years was 218 deaths in every ten thousand persons, so that the 
mortality during 1867 has been below the average. The death-rate in 
England, though higher than that of Scotland, was also below its average 
during the past year, seeing that 219 deaths occurred in every ten thousand 
persons, the average of the ten previous years being 225 deaths in a like 
population. 

The Town and Rural Districts exhibited a striking difference in the 
proportion of deaths. Thus, of the 69024 deaths, 44453 occurred in the 
126 Town Districts, but only 23571 in the 890 Rural Districts. These 
numbers, compared with the respective populations, indicate that 258 
deaths occurred during the year in every ten thousand persons in the 
Town, but only 162 deaths in a like population in the Rural Districts. 
One might have expected that, when the general mortality over the country

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was lower than in former years, both Town and Rural Districts would 
equally have participated in the improvement. Table IV., however, shows 
that this was not the case; for the average mortality in the Town Districts 
during the past ten years is there shown to be 255 deaths in every ten 
thousand persons, whereas the proportion during 1867 was 258 deaths in a 
like population. The mortality in the towns, therefore, instead of decreas- 
ing with the general lowering of the mortality, and falling below the ave- 
rage, was somewhat above it. The improvement in the mortality of the 
Rural Districts was, however, striking, seeing that, while the mean death- 
rate of the Rural Districts for the ten previous years was 170 deaths in 
every ten thousand persons, during the past year only 162 died in a like 
population. 

It has been often pointed out in these Reports, that the agent which 
has the most powerful effect on the mortality is the temperature. Its 
influence for good or for evil is far more potent than that of any epidemic 
(excepting perhaps cholera) to which the inhabitants of Scotland are liable. 
This influence of weather will be more especially noticed afterwards, but it 
may here be stated, that during the past year the month of January pre- 
sented the lowest mean temperature, viz. 31°°8, and the lowest temperature 
during that month was —6° in the shade, and the average daily deaths far 
exceeded that of any other month, numbering 238 daily. As the weather 
improved the daily deaths diminished till they attained their minimum in 
September, when only 157 persons died daily; and the mortality increased 
with the fall of the temperature, the daily deaths amounting to 169 in 
October, 174 in November, and 195 in December. This effect of tempera- 
ture is observed on almost all diseases, both those which are considered 
epidemic and those styled local, the lowering of the temperature increasing 
the prevalence and fatality of both classes. 


INCREASE OF THE POPULATION. 


As the births amounted to 114115, and the deaths to 69024, the 
natural increase of the population by excess of births over deaths amounted 
to 45091 persons. From that number, however, ought to be deducted all 
those who emigrated from Scotland during the year to England, Ireland, 
the colonies, or foreign countries. No means at present exist for ascertaining 
the number who emigrate to England, Ireland, or the Continent of Europe, 
or who join the army, navy, or merchant shipping. The Emigration 
Commissioners only ascertain the number of emigrants who sail from ports 
at which there are emigration officers, and the returns from the other ports 
are consequently very defective. From the Annual Return of the Emigra- - 
tion Commissioners, it would appear that during the year 1867 there emi- 
grated from the ports of Great Britain and Ireland 195953 persons, of 
whom 88622 were ascertained to be of Irish origin, 55494 English, 12866 
Scottish, and 31193 foreigners, while the origin of 7778 persons was not 
distinguished. If 532 be added to the 12866 Scottish emigrants as the 
proportion of persons whose nativity was not ascertained, the Scottish emi- 
grants would amount to 13398, which, deducted from the excess of births 
over deaths, would make the increase of the population during the year to 
amount to 31693 persons, or about 14000 more than the probable increase. 
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MARRIAGES. 


22521 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the year 1867, 
being in the proportion of 70 marriages in every ten thousand persons 
of the estimated population,—a proportion considerably less than has 
occurred since 1862. The ruinous strikes and locks-out, and the general 
dulness of trade, apparently led to this result; for the high rate of wages 
demanded by the operatives in numerous trades made it impossible for the 
native trader to compete with the foreign producer or manufacturer, so that 
they were obliged to close their establishments tilk the workmen should 
agree to a reduction in their wages. The proportion of marriages is one of 
the surest barometers w hereby the comparative prosperity of our trades and 
manufactures in different years may be tested; for, whenever our trades and 
manufactures are in a flourishing condition, marriages increase, but the 
moment they become depressed, marriages decrease. 

Of the 22521 marriages, 14458 were contracted in the 126 Town 
Districts, and 8063 in the 890 Rural Districts. This indicates a marriage- 
rate of 84 marriages in every ten thousand persons in the Town, but only 
that of 53 marriages in a like population in the Rural Districts. 


HEALTH OF THE POPULATION. 


The health of the population has been good during the year 1867, 
and the mortality below the average of the ten previous years. During the 
first quarter of the year the death-rate was considerably above the average, 
but this arose solely from the severity of the wintry weather increasing the 
deaths from all diseases, and not from the prevalence or fatality of any 
special epidemic. During the three remaining quarters of the year the 
mortality was below its average, and none of the diseases to which the 
epithet ‘ epidemic” is applied was more prevalent than usual. 

As far as can be learned from the Registrars’ Notes, and from returns 
from the principal towns, it would appear that Continued Fever, in its 
various forms of ‘Typhus, Enteric, Gastric, etc., was less prevalent than usual, 
and its mortality low. Measles and Hooping-cough were not more prevalent 
than customary, while Small-pox was less known than it has been for 
years, Indeed, it is questionable whether above 124 persons fell victims to 
the disease over all Scotland, and these chiefly infants who died from the 
disease before they could be vaccinated. This striking fact is a strong 
argument for shortening the period allowed for vaccinating infants ; for 
half of the deaths from Small-pox might probably have been saved to the 
country, had the guardian of the child been bound by law to have it vac- 
cinated before three months had expired from its birth, instead of the period 
being fixed at six months as at present. 

During the fourth quarter of the year, Scarlatina, in several counties, 
assumed the epidemic type and the malignant form, and added considerably 
to the mortality. 

The heats of summer or of autumn were not so great as materially to 
increase the deaths from Diarrhoea, Dysentery, and Cholera. These 
diseases only greatly extend when the mean temperature rises above 58°. 
But there were only two weeks during the year when the mean temperature 
was above 58°, viz. the week ending 29th June, and that ending 31st 
August, and even then the mean temperatures were respectively only 58°°5 
and 58°2. 
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WEATHER. 


There can he little doubt but that the weather is the great regulator of 
the mortality in Scotland, and that two or three months of very low tem- 
perature, or a month of very high temperature, do more to raise the mor- 
tality than the existence of any epidemics. The high temperature directly 
induces those epidemic diseases which we name Diarrhcea, Dysentery, and 
Cholera; while the extremely cold weather increases the prevalence and 
fatality of all diseases, whether they be epidemic or sporadic. It is of goreat 
importance, therefore, that attention should be paid to the character of the 
weather. 

During the greater part of January keen frosts prevailed, the ground 
was covered with snow, and the falls of snow were occasionally so heavy as 
to arrest traffic. This kind of weather came on suddenly on the 30th 
December 1866, on the wind changing from south-west to north-east. The 
temperature occasionally fell very low during January, the lowest tempera- 
ture noted being —6°, or 38 degrees below the freezing point of water. 
The frost and snow continued uninterrupted from the last day of December 
1866 till the evening of the 23d of January 1867, when the balmy south- 
west winds regained the mastery, a rapid thaw set in, and the snow dis- 
appeared so rapidly, that by the 25th most of the hills were clear of snow. 
The mild weather which came with these south-westerly breezes continued 
till the close of the month. The cold weather which prevailed during the 
first three weeks of January depressed the mean temperature of the month 
to 31°:8, and thus caused it to be 5°:3 below the mean of previous years. 
But the mean temperature of the frosty period was about 28°. 

During the previous month (December 1866) the mean temperature 
had been 40°*6, and 205 persons died daily ; but the reduction of mean tem- 
perature in January to 31°°8, increased the deaths to 238 daily. In other 
words, the fall of mean monthly temperature by 9 degrees increased the 
monthly deaths in Scotland by 1016. 

February was an unusually mild month, with the wind almost con- 
stantly from the south-west; the mean temperature was therefore un- 
usually high, viz. 41°-4, or 3°°8 above the mean of former years. On the 
24th, however, the wind veered to the north and north-east, bringing with it 
frost and occasional falls of snow. The high mean temperature of February, 
as compared with that of the previous month, had a marked effect in 
reducing the deaths, for under the mild temperature only 210 persons died 
daily; or, in other words, allowing for difference in the length of the 
month, a rise of 10°-4 of mean temperature caused a monthly saving of 777 
lives in Scotland. 

The keen east and north-east winds which prevailed during almost the 
whole of March rendered it a cold ungenial month, notwithstanding the 
much greater warmth of the day temperature under the potent influence of 
the sun’s rays. Its mean temperature thus fell to 362, presenting the 
anomaly of being 5°:2 below the temperature of February, and 3°3 below 
the mean of former years. The mortality kept exact pace with this re- 
duction of temperature; for the daily deaths, which numbered only 210 
during February, rose to 217 daily during March. In other words, Feb- 
ruary, with its high mean temperature of 41°-4, registered only 5887 
deaths ; March, with its much lower mean temperature of 36°-2, registered 
6719 deaths. 

April was a cold, ungenial, rainy month, with a more clouded sky, less 
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sunshine, and more rain than usual. The mean temperature was, however, 
somewhat higher than usual, viz. 45°°3; but this was caused by the nights 
being less cold, from the clouded sky arresting the radiation of caloric from 
the surface of the ground. The range of temperature was consequently 
2°°4 less than the average for the month. Under the milder mean tem- 
perature the deaths fell to 208 daily. 

May was also a cold ungenial month, particularly during its latter half. 
During the first and second weeks south-west winds prevailed, and during 
their continuance vegetation advanced rapidly. During the latter half, 
however, cold easterly winds prevailed, and. in all the higher parts of the 
country frost occurred almost every morning, blighting vegetation. During 
the month the weather in Scotland was often the very opposite of that in 
England. Thus, during the second week, while the mean temperature in 
the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland was from 49° to 52°, that of London 
and the English towns was from 60° to 63°, the usual difference due to 
latitude being two degrees only. The mean temperature of May being 
47°°5, or two degrees higher than that of April, the deaths fell to 194 daily. 

June had a lower mean temperature than the average of former years, 
viz. 54°°3, with a greater amount of cloud, less sunshine, smaller daily range 
of temperature, and less rain, yet with a greater amount of humidity of the 
atmosphere. ‘The close heat, from the high humidity of the atmosphere, 
was for some days very oppressive, particularly on the 11th; yet such was 
the hazy state of the atmosphere, that on that day the highest degree of 
temperature noted in the self-registering thermometer was 75°. In many 
parts of the country frost was observed on the morning of the 21st. The 
more genial mean temperature allowed the deaths in Scotland to fall to 174 
daily. 

uly was a warm genial month till the 13th, when a rainy period set 
in, the rain continuing to fall almost constantly till the 24th. In many 
places on the 21st, from 14 to 2 inches of rain fell in 24 hours. This rainy 
period was followed by a cold period, which continued till the close of the 
month ; and the cold east winds which then prevailed so reduced the tem- 
perature, that the mean temperature of the month was only 54°:8, or two 
degrees below the mean of former years. 

August was the warmest month of the year, having a mean temperature 
of 57°4; but there was a great deficiency of sunshine, from the sky being 
more clouded than usual. 

September differed very little in its weather from its ordinary character 
in former years, and its mean temperature of 53°4 was four degrees below 
the mean of August. 

The mortality, as usual in those years when the mean temperature does 
not rise above 58°, attained its minimum in September, when only 157 persons 
died daily in Scotland. 

The weather during the remaining months did not deviate materially 
from its ordinary character, and the year closed without the mean tempera- 
ture of any weck being so low as 32°; indeed, the coldest was the first week 
of December, when the mean temperature was 35°:5, the closing week of 
the year having a mean temperature of 41°9. 

Smart frost occurred on the 38d and 4th October, mowing down the 
garden flowers and arresting vegetation. Cold, bleak, misty days followed 
till the 18th, when the balmy enjoyable weather known as the Indian 
Summer commenced, and continued till the close of the month. Under its 
influence the mean temperature rose from 45° to 50°. 
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November entered with cold north-west winds, but on the whole the 
winds were less keen than usual, the air was clearer, there was less cloud, 
less mist, less fall of rain, less humidity of atmosphere, and more sun- 
shine than usual, rendering the month less unpleasant than our ordinary 
Novembers. 

December was on the whole a mild month, with strong westerly and 
south-westerly breezes, occasionally rising into hurricanes. 

With the fall of temperature the mortality increased, so that October, with 
its mean temperature of 46°4, had 169 deaths daily in Scotland; November, 
with its mean temperature of 41°°6, had 174 deaths daily ; while December, 
with its mean temperature of 38°°8, had its deaths raised to 195 daily. 

Table VI. shows the chief points of the meteorology of Scotland during 
the year, as well as for each of the months of the year. By that Table it 
appears that, during 1867, the mean barometric pressure, corrected to the 
sea-level and to 32° Fahr., was 29°872 inches. The mean temperature was 
45°-7, being more than half a degree lower than that of the previous year. 
The highest temperature noted at any station in the protected thermometer 
was 85°, and the lowest —6°. The mean of the day temperatures was 
51°°5, and the mean of the night temperatures 40°-0, giving a mean dail 
range of 11°5. The highest temperature in the sun, noted in the black- 
bulb thermometer exposed to its direct rays, was 135°, or 6°4 less than

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during the previous year; and the greatest degree of cold during the night, 
noted in the black thermometer exposed on the grass, was —9°, or 5° lower 
than during the previous year. Rain, sleet, or snow fell on 182 days, with 
a mean depth of water of 38°52 inches, being 2°89 inches of water less than 
during the previous year. ‘The sun shone during 1518 hours during the 
year, and the mean humidity of the air was 86. Easterly winds, on the 
average, blew 100 days during the year, or six days more than during the 
previous year; and westerly winds 174 days, or six days less than during 
1866. 


EIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 
The Registrars in the Hight Principal Towns of Scotland make weekly 


returns of the births, deaths, and marriages entered on the Registers; and 
as these specify the sex, age, condition, and cause of death, they enable us 
to form a good idea of the diseases which are prevailing over the country. 


BIRTHS IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


39012 Births were registered in the Eight Principal Towns of Scot- 
land during the year 1867, being in the very high proportion of 411 births 
in every ten thousand persons of the estimated population of these towns, 
being the exact proportion of the previous year. ‘Till 1863 the birth-rate 
in the Hight Towns had been very steady, being in the proportion of 383 
births annually in every ten thousand persons; but from that date it has 
steadily advanced, till in 1865 it attained the proportion of 410 births in 
every ten thousand persons, while in 1866 and 1867 it has maintained the 
high proportion of 411 births in a like population. This increase seems to 
be satisfactorily accounted for by the increase of marriages during that 
period. They also had remained stationary till 1863, when they suddenly 
rose from 85 to 94 marriages in every ten thousand persons, while in 1865 
and 1866 they even attained the high proportion of 100 marriages in a like 
population. | 

The birth-rate varied in the several towns. (See Table on p. 33.) 
Thus, for every ten thousand persons in each of these towns, there were 
315 births during the year in Perth, 365 in Paisley, 367 in Edinburgh, 
397 in Aberdeen, 420 in Glasgow, 428 in Leith, 471 in Dundee, and 485 
in Greenock. 

Of the 39012 births in the Eight Towns, 35168 were legitimate, and 
3844 illegitimate, thus indicating that 9°8 per cent. of the births were ille- 
gitimate. The proportion of illegitimate births, however, varied greatly in 
the several towns. ‘Thus, in Greenock, only 6 per cent. of the births were 
illegitimate, in Leith 6°5 per cent., in Paisley 8:2, in Glasgow 9:7, in 
Perth 10, in Edinburgh 10:1, in Dundee 11:1, and in Aberdeen 14 per cent. 

The greatest monthly number of births occurred during April 
and May; the fewest during the months of September, November, and 
December. Of the children born during the year, 20039 were boys, and 
18973 girls, showing that the sexes were born in the proportion of 105°6 
boys for every 100 girls. (See Table on p. 40.) 
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DEATHS IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


26511 Deaths were registered in the Hight Towns during the year 
1867, being in the proportion of 279 deaths in every ten thousand persons 
of the estimated population. ‘This is below the mean of the twelve previous 
years, which was at the rate of 281 deaths in every ten thousand persons, 
and is greatly below the death-rate which prevailed during the years 1864, 
1865, and 1866, when Fever was epidemic. (Table VII.) 

The death-rate varied considerably in the several towns. Thus, in 
every ten thousand persons in each town, there died during the year 211 
persons in Perth, 243 in Aberdeen, 271 in Edinburgh, 276 in Leith, 281 
in Paisley, 288 in Glasgow, 295 in Greenock, and 298 in Dundee. (Table 
VIII.) A comparison of the death-rates in the several towns for the past 
ten years proves that the mortality in the Eight Towns does not rise and 
fall simultaneously ; for, while the mortality during the past year has been 
below its average in Glasgow, Aberdeen, Greenock, and Perth, it has been 
above its average in Edinburgh, Dundee, Paisley, and Leith. 

Of the 26511 who died in the Eight Towns during the year, 11382, 
or 43 per cent., were under 5 years of age. ‘This proportion, however, 
varied greatly in the several towns. ‘Thus, in Perth only 30-2 per cent. 
of the deaths were under 5 years of age, in Aberdeen 32°3 per cent., in 
Edinburgh 37:5 per cent., in Paisley 40°2 per cent., in Greenock 42°4 per 
cent., in Leith 44°4 per cent., in Glasgow 46°4 per cent., and in Dundee 
46°8 per cent.

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This mode of calculation, however, gives no correct idea of the com- 
parative death-rates of the children in the several towns. It is necessary, 
therefore, to compare the deaths under 5 years of age with the number of 
children at the same ages who are living in each of these towns. ‘This is 
shown in Table IX., the number of the children under 5 years of age in 
each town being estimated to the middle of the year. By that Table it 
appears that only 5:0 per cent. of the children under 5 years of age died in 
Perth during the year, 63 per cent. in Aberdeen, 7:9 per cent. in Paisley, 
8°7 per cent. in Edinburgh and in Greenock, 8°8 per cent. in Leith, 9°6 
per cent. in Glasgow, and 10°6 per cent. in Dundee. 

The Zymotic (epidemic and contagious) class of diseases proved fatal 
to 5539 persons in the Hight Towns, and thus (allowing for the not-specified 
causes) constituted 21 per cent. of the deaths, or cut off 59 persons during 
the year in every ten thousand persons. ‘This class of diseases, like those 
affecting the respiratory organs, is proportionally far more fatal to the 
very young of the population. Thus, of the 5539 persons who died from 
the Zymotic class of diseases, 3407, being 61°5 per cent., were under 5 
years of age; and a total of 4254, being 76°8 per cent., were under 20 
years.

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The relative proportion of deaths from the Zymotic class of diseases 
varied greatly in the Eight Towns. Thus, in Perth only 12°83 per cent. 
of the specified causes of death were attributed to the Zymotic class of 
diseases, in Aberdeen 15°51 per cent., in Greenock 19:25 per cent., in 
Edinburgh 21:44 per cent., in Dundee 21°60 per cent., in Glasgow 21:79 
per cent., in Paisley 23:89 per cent., and in Leith 26°38 per cent. (Table 
X.) By referring to Table XI. it will be seen that, if the deaths from 
the Zymotic diseases be compared with the population, the same general 
conclusion is arrived at, viz. that the mortality from that class was lowest 
at Perth, highest at Leith, seeing that in every ten thousand persons, 27 
only died from Zymotic diseases at Perth, but 73 at Leith. 

Of the several epidemic diseases, Small-pox only cut off 62 persons in 
the Hight Towns during the year, being the smallest number of deaths 
from that disease since the Registration Act came into operation. Nothing 
could show in a more striking light the beneficial effects which have even 
already resulted from the Vaccination Act in Scotland. Every year since 
that Act came into operation the deaths from Small-pox have become fewer 
and fewer; and even now the disease is chiefly kept up by parents and 
guardians neglecting to have their children vaccinated within a month or 
six weeks afier birth,—a neglect favoured by the Act, which allows six 
months to elapse before a penalty can be inflicted for the neglect of vaccina- 
tion. Small-pox has this peculiarity, that the younger the child the more 
it is liable to the disease, and the greatest number of victims are children 
who are still nursing. The disease is also kept up by a certain proportion 
of the adult population being unprotected by vaccination. It is gratifying, 
however, to observe that only four deaths from Small-pox occurred in Edin-

burgh, 2 in Aberdeen, 4 in Greenock, 1 in Leith, and none in Paisley or 
Perth, while only 17 occurred in Dundee, and 34 in Glasgow. 

Typhus and its allied Fevers was the most fatal of the epidemics during 
the past year, cutting off 1362 persons in the Hight Towns, and thus con- 
stituting 5°2 per cent. of the deaths, or 15 deaths in every ten thousand 
persons. The mortality from Typhus and allied Fevers was lowest in Perth, 
and highest in Paisley and in Leith; for, while the deaths from that disease 
constituted only 2°85 per cent. of the mortality in Perth, they constituted 
717 per cent. of the deaths in Paisley and in Leith. 

The different varieties or forms of Continued Fever are never absent 
from the people, although during different epidemics one or other variety 
takes the lead, and characterizes the epidemic. Thus, during the past year, 
of the 1862 deaths tabulated under Typhus and Infantile Fever in the 
Eight Towns, 892 were Typhus or Spotted Fever, 393 were Enteric, 
Gastric, or Typhoid Fever, 26 were Relapsing Fever, 19 were Simple 
Continued Fever, 7 were certified as Febricula, and 24 were Infantile 
Fever. | 

Hooping-cough was the next most fatal of the epidemics in the Eight 
Towns, having cut off 898 persons, 852 of whom were under 5 years of age. 
That disease thus caused 3:4 per cent. of the deaths in the Eight Towns. 
Dundee and Paisley, but especially the former, suffered severely from 
Hooping-cough, 9°4 per cent. of the deaths in Dundee, and 5:9 per cent. 
in Paisley, having been caused by it. In Perth and Greenock, which 
suffered least, the mortality from Hooping-cough was respectively 1°7 and 
1°8 per cent. of the deaths. 

Scarlatina proved fatal to 877 persons in the Hight Towns, of whom 
586 were under 5 years of age, and 275 between 5 and 20 years. Scarlatina 
is therefore a disease which tends to attack children at a somewhat more 
advanced period of life than Hooping-cough. Scarlatina was not equally 
prevalent in all the towns; for, while Perth and Aberdeen had only an 
occasional case, it prevailed as a fatal epidemic in Leith, the deaths there- 
from constituting 5°3 per cent. of the specified causes of death. 

751 deaths occurred from Measles in the EKight Towns, Leith and 
Idinburgh being the two towns which suffered the highest mortality from 
the disease. Thus, in Edinburgh the deaths from Measles constituted 4°7 
per cent. of the specified causes of death, but 5:9 per cent. in Leith. 
Lueith has therefore been particularly unhealthy during the past year, 
three of our most fatal epidemic diseases, viz. Typhus, Scarlatina, and 
Measles, having been more prevalent and fatal in it than in any other of 
the Hight Principal Towns of Scotland. 

Only 163 deaths from Diphtheria occurred in the Hight Towns during 
the year, being the lowest mortality from that disease since 1861. 

604 deaths from Diarrhcea, 61 from Dysentery, and 43 from Cholera, 
-were registered in the Hight Towns during the year. These diseases occur 
at all seasons, but always manifest a decided increase during the warmer 
months of the year. When the mean temperature, however, does not rise 
above 08°, the mortality of these diseases remains low; and, consequently, 
the low mean temperature of our summer and autumn months has allowed 
the mortality of these diseases to fall lower than that of the two previous years. 

Of the other Zymotic diseases, Croup caused 341 deaths, Erysipelas 
98, Metria or Childbed Fever 71, Influenza 48, Syphilis 81 (of which 62 


were Congenital), Rheumatic Fever 36, Purpura 11, Ague 10, Thrush 8, 
Worms 7, Noma 7. 
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Of the diseases of uncertain seat, Dropsy caused 396 deaths, Cancer 
384, Hemorrhage of which the seat was not stated 58, Abscess 79, Ulcer 
15, Mortification 51, Fistula 7, and Gout 5. It is somewhat singular that 
the relative mortality from Cancer in Edinburgh, but especially in Aberdeen, 
should be much higher than in the other towns; for, while only one per 
cent. of the deaths in Glasgow was attributed to Cancer, the proportion 
was 2°2 per cent. in Edinburgh, and 2-9 per cent in Aberdeen. 

Lhe Tubercular diseases caused 4788 deaths in the Eight Towns, and 
thus constituted 18°36 per cent. of the specified causes of death, or 51 deaths 
during the year in every ten thousand persons. 

Of the diseases belonging to this class, Consumption, or Phthisis, was 
the most fatal, cutting off 3389 persons in the Eight Towns, and thus, of 
itself, constituting 13 per cent. of the deaths. Nothing can be conceived 
more diverse than the varying mortality from this disease in the several 
towns, being lowest in Leith, and highest in Aberdeen and Perth, in pro- 
portion to the deaths; but lowest in Leith, and highest in Greenock, in 
proportion to the population. Thus, of the specified deaths in each town, 
@o4 per cent. died from Phthisis in Leith, 9°94 in Edinburgh, 12°67 in 
Paisley, 13:10 in Greenock, 13-79 in Glasgow, 13°93 in Dundee, 15-15 in 
Perth, but 15°56 per cent. in Aberdeen. If compared with the population, 
however, it appears that in every ten thousand persons in each town, 21 
died from Consumption during the year at Leith, 27 in Edinburgh, 32 in 
Perth, 85 in Paisley, 37 in Aberdeen, 39 in Glasgow, 41 in Dundee, but 
43 in Greenock. 

Of the other diseases belonging to this class, Hydrocephalus caused 
834 deaths, Tabes Mesenterica 378, and Scrofula 187. 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system caused 2170 deaths in the 
Hight Towns, and thus constituted 8-32 per cent. of the specified causes of 
death. As compared with the population, the mortality from these diseases 
was lowest in Glasgow, and highest in Leith. Of these diseases, Convulsions 
caused 490 deaths, Paralysis 567, Apoplexy 419, undefined Brain Disease 
402, Cephalitis 157, Epilepsy 72, Insanity 28, Delirium Tremens 23, 
Tetanus 8, and Chorea 4 deaths. 

1181 deaths were attributed to diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, 
which thus constituted 4°5 per cent of the mortality. 

Inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs caused 4809 deaths 
in the Eight Towns, and thus constituted 18-4 per cent. of the mortality. 
In proportion to the population the mortality from this class of diseases was 
lowest in Perth, highest in Glasgow. Thus, out of every ten thousand 
persons in each of the towns, there died during the year from inflammatory 
diseases of the respiratory organs, 29 in Perth, 33 in Aberdeen, 39 in Leith, 
40 in Paisley, 43 in Dundee, 44 in Edinburgh, 50 in Greenock, but 63 in 
Glasgow. 

Bronchitis was the most fatal of this class of diseases, causing 3437 
deaths, and thus presented the anomaly of being for this year at the head 
of the diseases causing death, seeing that its deaths exceed those arising from 
Phthisis itself. It thus constituted 13-18 per cent. of the specified causes of 
death, or cut off during the year 37 persons in every ten thousand. 

Of the other diseases belonging to this class, Pneumonia caused 869 
deaths, Asthma 218, Pleurisy 58, Laryngitis 53, and undefined Disease of 
the Lungs 174. | 

In former years it was found that about one-third of the deaths, or 34 
per cent., was caused annually by those diseases which prove fatal through 
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the respiratory organs. During the past year this proportion has been 
slightly exceeded; for above a third of the deaths, or 35°7 per cent., were 
caused by such diseases, including the inflammatory affections of the respira- 
tory organs, Consumption, Hooping-cough, Croup, and Influenza. 

Of the other diseases, Teething caused 572 deaths, Enteritis 392, 
Disease of Liver 246, Kidney Disease 351, Diseases of Bones and Joints 78, 
Rheumatism 61, Stomach Diseases 322, Jaundice 52, Ileus 88, Hernia 37. 

Including the 71 deaths from Metria, 194 mothers died in childbirth 
during the year, showing that one mother died for every 201 children born 
alive, being very nearly five deaths in every thousand mothers. 

825 deaths were ascribed to violent causes in the Hight Towns, which 
thus constituted 3:1 per cent. of the mortality. Of these, 326 were caused 
by Fractures and Contusions, 124 by Drowning, 93 by Burns and Scalds, 
36 by Intemperence, 42 by Want of Breast Milk, 30 by Poison, 26 by 
Wounds, 19 by Hanging, 69 by Suffocation, 5 by Cold, 1 by Privation of 


Food, and 54 to other viclent causes not included in the above. 


MARRIAGES IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


8867 Marriages were registered in the Hight Towns during the year 
1867, being at the rate of 93 marriages in every ten thousand persons. This 
is a lower marriage-rate than occurred during the three previous years, but 
much higher than prevailed in any of the years 1855 to 1862 inclusive. 

The proportion of marriages in the several towns, in general, indicates 
very closely their general commercial prosperity during the year. But 
though it was known that trade had been depressed, and that Glasgow and 
Greenock had suffered in this respect rather more than other towns, we 
were not prepared to expect such a large reduction in the proportion of 
their marriages as is shown in the Table at p. 33. According to that 
Table, four of the towns, viz. Dundee, Leith, Edinburgh, and Paisley, 
had a higher proportion than Glasgow and Greenock. Thus, in every 
ten thousand persons in each of these towns, only 85 marriages occurred 
in Greenock, 87 in Aberdeen, 88 in Perth, 89 in Glasgow, 90 in Paisley, 
97 in Edinburgh, 102 in Leith, and 111 in Dundee. Speaking gene- 
rally, it may be said that the prosperity of the jute, flax, and hemp 
manufactures in Dundee, and the increasing trade at Leith, and the 
large number of hands employed on the extension of the docks, sufficiently 
accounts for the high proportion of marriages in these towns; while 
the large number of hands thrown out of employment in Greenock and. 
Glasgow, from the arrestment of the iron-ship building, and the general 
dulness of trade there, accounts for the low proportion of marriages in these 
towns. 


WEATHER IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


So much space has already been devoted to the account of the weather, 
and its influence on the mortality over Scotland, that little need be added 
relative to the same subject, or its influence on the mortality in the towns. 
We have, however, the means of tracing more accurately the close connection 
of weather with mortality in the towns, inasmuch as returns of the deaths 
and of the weather in the Eight Towns are published weekly, and it is 
very instructive to note the close connection between the number of deaths 
weekly and the mean temperature. ‘The influence of the weather on the 
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mortality may be almost said to be summarized in the influence of mean 
temperature, for every other atmospheric phenomenon is more or less 
connected with, or dependent on, the mean temperature,—or rather, the 
mean temperature is the conjunct result of all other atmospheric pheno- 
menon, 

The effect of temperature on the weekly mortality in the Eight Towns 
is shown in Table XII. In studying that Table, however, it is necessary 
to observe, that though a sudden fall of temperature manifests immediately 
its deleterious effects on the human frame, a day or two frequently elapses 
before the person dies or his death is registered ; consequently, if the fall 
of temperature occurs at the beginning of the week, the deaths registered 
during the week, in general, accurately express the effect of the fall of 
temperature, but if the fall occurs at the close of a week, we must look to 
the deaths registered during the following week to see the full effects of 
that depression of temperature. Thus, during the week ending 5th 
January, the lowest temperature occurred on the 5th, and consequently, 
though the mean temperature of the second week was nearly 5 degrees 
higher than that of the first week, the deaths registered were 641, whereas 
in the first week, ending on the 5th, they numbered 602. The coldest week 
during the year was that ending 19th January, the mean temperature of 
which was 27°-9 ; but, as the low temperature continued to its very close, it 
was the following week which registered the greatest number of deaths, viz. 
705, the deaths registered during the third week having been 597. A 
week of mild mean temperature, viz. 43°°5, occurred on the week ending 
2nd February, and the deaths fell to 562, having on the last week of 
January been 705, under the low mean temperature of 33°8, The 
continuance of mild weather during the second, third, and fourth weeks 
of February, during the last of which the mean temperature was 45°7, 
allowed the deaths to fall to 509. Four cold weeks occurred after this

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in March, the mean temperature slowly and regularly descending till it 
reached the mean of 33°] and 33°9 ,the greatest cold being on the 21st, 
and the consequence was that the deaths gradually increased under the 
cold weather till they reached 612 on the week ending 30th March. After 
this, milder weather set in; the mean temperature rose, and varied during 
April from 43° to 47°, and the deaths decreased, so that, on the Jast week 
of April, they numbered 481 only 
A careful study of this Table will show that the closest possible 
connection exists between mean temperature and mortality, and that in 
this country, it is cold which has the most baneful effects on health. In 
countries where the summer heats are very great, the hot months are the 
most fatal to the human race, because the heat encourages attacks of 
various bowel complaints, viz. Diarrhoea, Dysentery, and Cholera. Even 
in Scotland this tendency of the mortality to increase under the influence 
of a warm temperature is noticed, but in general the increased deaths from 
that cause are so few, that they do not materially increase the general 
mortality, nor invalidate the general statement, that in this country our 
most deadly enemy is cold. Thus, during one week alone, viz. that ending 
17th August, the mean temperature was 61°1, being 57°5 the week 
ke “and 57%9 the week following. During ‘that hot week the deaths 
ose to 441, having been 409 the previous, and 405 the following week. 
The above. examples may suffice to prove the general truth of the facts 
brought under consideration, and the Table will speak for ioe 
Table XIII. is drawn up with the view of showing the influence of 
weather, but especially of mean monthly temperature, on the mortality of 
different diseases and classes of disease in the Hight Towns, and is worthy 
of special study, because it tends to confirm all that has al lready been stated 
with regard to the influence of temperature on the general mortality, and 
to prove that temperature has as powerful an effect in this country on each 
disease and class of diseases as it has on the general mortality, and that even 
those diseases which we call epidemics are subject to the very same law of 
temperature as those diseases which have universally been recognised as 
local, such as Bronchitis, Pneumonia, Enteritis, ete. Thus, the Zymotic 
diseases, which caused in the Eight Towns 398 deaths in June, caused 480

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in December and 518 in January, the coldest month. Scarlatina, which 
caused 50 deaths in July, caused 159 in December. Typhus, which caused 
90 in June, caused 140 in January, the coldest month. Diseases of the 
respiratory organs, which caused 192 deaths in August, caused 538 in 
December, and 712 in January. Brain diseases, which caused 157 deaths 
in August, caused 235 in December. And Old Age, which caused 89 
deaths in August, caused 118 in December and 177 in January, the coldest 
month. 





VACCINATION IN SCOTLAND, 1866. 


This Report has reference to the vaccination of children born in 
Scotland during the year 1866, a considerable proportion of whom must 
necessarily have been vaccinated during the year 1867. 

By the Scottish Vaccinatisn Act, 26° and 27° Vict. c. 108, six 
months are allowed to elapse from the birth of the child, before the 
parents or guardians incur a penalty for not having the child vacci- 
nated. In consequence, however, of the difficulties attending communi- 
cation between one part and another of the Insular, and of many High- 
Jand parishes, the Board of Supervision were properly empowered to 
extend the period in these cases, and they have availed themselves of 
that power with great advantage to the inhabitants. Further modifications 
of the Act, however, which could not be carried out without the sanction 
of Parliament, seem to be desirable for the Insular parishes. A regularly 
appointed vaccinator can only visit many of the islands once a year at most, 
and in the case of some of the more inaccessible islands, two years elapse 
before a visit can be paid. In such cases the people themselves try to carry 
out the demand of the Act, by taking mother and child in open boats 
across the dangerous currents which sweep round these islands, and for 
distances varying from ten to sixty miles,—a risk to life which ought never 
to be incurred, and which ought not to be demanded by the Legislature, 

As the operation of vaccination is an extremely simple one, and the know- 
ledge of the proper character of the vaccine pustule can be easily acquired by 
any person of ordinary intelligence, it is worthy of the consideration of the 
Legislature whether it would not be desirable to modify the provisions of 
the Act, in so far as the Insular parishes are concerned, so as to empower 
the clergyman in each parish, and the midwives in each island, to be the 
vaccinators for the said parish and island; and as the people are miserably 
poor, the Parochial Board of each parish, or combination of parishes, ought 
to pay such vaccinator the fee of 1s. 6d. for every child vaccinated success- 
fully, and for which he or she has granted a certificate of successful vaccina- 
tion, in terms of the requirements of the Act. ) 

From the vaccination returns just received, it would appear that 
1138730 children were born during the year 1866, and entered on the 
Scottish Registers. Of these, 100408, being 88-29 per cent. of the whole, 
were successfully vaccinated ; 579, being 0°51 per cent., had their vaccina- 
tion postponed from ill health, or other causes; 589, being 0°51 per cent., 
were found insusceptible of vaccination,—832 from constitutional insuscepti- 
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bility, 30 from having previously had Smallpox, and 227 from having been 
previously vaccinated ; 9433 children, being 8°29 per cent. of the whole, 
died before vaccination could be performed; while 2721, being 2°40 per 
cent., had been removed from the district before vaccination could be 
enforced, or were otherwise not accounted for. (Table XIV.) 

This statement, however, does not show the true success of the Vaccina- 
tion Act in Scotland, for what we want specially to know is not the pro- 
portion of successful vaccinations to the total births, but what proportion of 
the children who survived their sixth month of life, were protected by 
vaccination. Table XV. is drawn up with the view of showing this fact, 
and from tle totals in it are deducted all the children who died before vac- 
cination could be performed. From that Table it appears, that of the 
104297 surviving children, whose births in 1866 were entered on the 
Registers, 100408, being 96°27 per cent. of the whole, were successfully vac- 
cinated. But to this number ought to be added the 332 who were found

insusceptible of vaccination (for such persons are equally insusceptible of 
Small-pox), the 30 who had Small-pox, and the 227 who had been previously 
vaccinated. ‘This would give a total of 100997 children protected, as far as 
may be, from the ravages of Small-pox, being 96°83 per cent. of the surviv- 
ing children of 1866. 

This is a slightly higher proportion than during the two previous years, 
and is a most gratifying result, seeing that it proves how fully the statute 
has been carried into effect, and that the people themselves are doing all in 
their power to aid the authorities in carrying out the provisions of the Act. 
By these Tables it is seen that little more than 3 per cent. of the surviving 
children of 1866 were unprotected by vaccination, though it is highly pro- 
bable that all those whose vaccination was postponed from ill health will be 
subsequently vaccinated, and that even some portion of those lost sight of 
by the Registrars, in consequence of having removed from the district, may 
also have been vaccinated. This would therefore leave only 2 per cent. of 
the surviving children of 1866 exposed to the influence of Small-pox. But 
that 2 per cent. belong to the vagrant population, whom it is most desirable 
to lay hold of and get vaccinated, for it is by them that Small-pox is often 
carried from town to town and from village to village. The Registrars’ 
Notes relative to the appearance of Small-pox in their districts have fre- 
quently taken notice of this fact, and suggested that shortening to three 
months from birth the time allowed for vaccination, would have the effect 
of bringing many of these cases under the operation of the Act, and secur- 
ing their vaccination. , 

The Act has scarcely been long enough in operation in Scotland to 
warrant us in drawing conclusions as to its efficacy in reducing the mortality 
from Small-pox. In so far as appears on the surface, the success has been 
most decided; for during the last three years, while Small-pox in England 
has been slaying its thousands, and a virulent epidemic prevailed in London 
and elsewhere during the past year, causing in London alone 1332 deaths, 
it will be seen from Table XVI. that Scotland had only 131 deaths 
from Small-pox in 1865, 300 deaths in 1866, and 124 deaths in 1867. 
It is quite true that Small-pox exhibits waves of increase at short periods ; 
but never since the Registration Act came into operation, has Small-pox 
been so rare as during the three past years when the Vaccination Act was 
in full operation. 

A large number of the Registrars have appended notes to their returns 
relative to the working of the Vaccination Act in their districts. Extracts 
from several of these are given in the Appendix. Generally speaking, the 
Act continues to work satisfactorily, excepting in those cases relative to 
which some remarks and suggestions were made in former Reports, and the 
most clamant of which has been again alluded to.

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APPENDIX. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE REGISTRARS’ NOTES RELATIVE TO THE WORKING 
OF THE VACCINATION ACT. 


I. NORTHERN DIVISION. 
1. SHETLAND. 


1. C1.) Bressay.—The requirements of the 
Vaccination Act are strictly and punctually 
attended to. 

3. (1.) DunrossnEss.— Vaccination, in gene- 
ral, is carefully attended to by the parents, but 
in many cases the children are more than a 
year old before they are vaccinated, as the vac- 
cinator only visits the parish once in the year 
for that purpose. Although vaccination is not 
performed within the statutory time, it is always 
done ultimately, without having recourse to pro- 
secution, which is so far satisfactory. I have to 
issue a great number of notices, but the people 
pay no attention to them, as they cannot do 
otherwise than wait till the vaccinator comes. 

3. (8.) Farm Isue.— Vaccination does not 
work here at all. The vaccinator’s dwelling is 
at Westray, some 60 miles distant by sea, and 
he has not visited this district for two years; 
and to take women and children into small 
skiffs 5 feet 8 inches wide and 1 foot 8 inches 
deep (our only means of conveyance), across 
such dangerous tides, where the Atlantic and 
German Oceans meet, would be little short of 
homicide. 

4, (1.) Fernar. — The want of a resident 
vaccinator is felt to be a serious drawback. In 
consequence of having to cross broad and 
dangerous sounds, the health both of children 
and nurses often suffer. In every instance two 
trips are necessary, first to get the child vac- 
cinated, and next to have it examined; and, 
when it proves unsuccessful, as it not un- 
frequently does, those disagreeable voyages 
must be repeated, in some cases several times, 
Parents complain a good deal on that account, 
and think that the vaccinator ought to visit this 
district at least once a year, for the purpose of 
vaccinating. 

4, (2.) NortnH Yretu.— The vaccinator re- 
sides in a neighbouring island, and only with 
favourable weather can children be sent there, 
during the summer and autumn months. There 
will always be difficulties connected with vac- 
cination in an island like this, where there is no 
resident medical practitioner, and where the 
people are unable to bear the necessary ex- 
penses consequent on bringing a medical man 
to the place. 

6. Mip anp Sours Yxriu.—Dr. Locterbagh, 
the vaccinator first appointed by the Parochial 
Board, resigned through want of remuneration, 





and after many unsuccessful efforts, the Board 
prewailed on Dr. Saxty of Unst to vaccinate, 
but he being unable to leave that island for 
above a day or two, requires the aid of an 
assistant to report whether successful or other- 
wise. At present 17 remain unvaccinated from 
1864, 13 from 1865, and 25 from 1866, of which 
25 only three are as yet postponed. Could the 
word competent be substituted in clauses Ist 
and 380th of the Act 26 & 27 Vict. e. 108, for 
the word registered, as I perhaps too fully and 
earnestly detailed September 12th and 25th 
October 1866, the relief of this, and of all such 
isolated districts would be comfortably effected, 
the hands of Government’s friends strengthened, 
and much injury removed. Parliament will soon 
be in session, and time tests the merits of all 
things. . 

12. 1.) Watts.— Vaccination of one child, 
Register 1866, postponed owing to fever being 
in the house. In another case, the parent 
(mother of an illegitimate) is unable to pay the 
fee, and there are two similar cases in Register 
of 1865. 

12. (8.) Papa Srour.—Of 14 births re- 
gistered in this district in 1866, four died before 
vaccination, one has been successfully vac- 
cinated, and the others are unvaccinated through 
the parents’ neglect. 


2, ORKNEY. 


13. Brrsay.—All the children in this district 
whose births were registered in 1866 have been 
successfully. vaccinated, with the exception of 
two, who died before vaccination. The Vac- 
cination Act is therefore evidently working well 
in Birsay. 

15. EpAy AND PuHaray.—I may repeat what 
I have stated before, that the want of a qualified 
doctor stationed in the place, is almost the only 
difficulty felt in the working of the Vaccination 
Act here. 

17. Firta anp Stennis.-The Vaccination 
Act works smoothly in this parish. It is ac- 
counted no hardship whatever. 

18. Harray.—The Vaccination Act works 
very smoothly in this parish. There are no 
postponements, and the only thing the people 
complain of is their being obliged to pay the 
statutory fee of 2s. 6d. for what they used to 
get done for nothing, and as vaccination had 
been punctually attended to for years, they 
consider the Act quite unnecessary, so far as they 
were concerned, 

26. Sanpay.—There is only one postponement 
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as at 81st December 1867, and it would appear 
that the labour has been comparatively small; 
but no one but the Registrar fully knows what 
amount of careful oversight, oiling, spurring, 
and threatening has been in operation to keep 
all the machinery of the Vaccination Act in full 
play, and for all which he is not half paid. 

30. StrROMNESS.—All requirements promptly 
attended to by parents and the medical man. 

33. (1.) Wastray.—The want of a medical 
practitioner in the island at present has made 
unavoidable delays in vaccination. Every effort 
is being made with a view to an early appoint- 
ment, when there will be no difficulty in the 
working of the Act. 


3. CAITHNESS. 


42. Warten.—Vaccination is very promptly 
attended to. 


4, SUTHERLAND. 


45, Cuyne.—The Act works satisfactorily. 

46. (1.) Bonan.—During the year 1867 a greater 
amount of attention and punctuality has been 
given to the requirements of the Vaccination 
Act on the part of the people than duringsany 
of the previous years of its working. Still, they 
are far from being so accurate, exemplary, and 
punctual as they ought to be, in a matter so 
important to themselves and their offspring, 
and to all; and the duty in this district is com- 
paratively easy, inasmuch as the vaccinator is 
resident in the village of Bonar, in the very 
centre of the whole district. The tendency still, 
with the majority of the parents, is to postpone 
the duty until the very end of the sixth month 
after the birth, although always strongly recom- 
mended by the Registrar to get it done, if at all 
possible, at the end of three months, so as to 
leave a safe margin for possible contingencies, 
such as indisposition on the part of the child, 
inclemency of the weather, absence from home 
of the vaccinator, and the non-success of the 
vaccine operation on a first trial. There are, 
indeed, very few rural parishes where the parents 
have so great facility for vaccinating their chil- 
dren, at any period of the six months, as this, 
because, as a general rule, they have all to come 
to the village of Bonar where the doctor resides, 
at any rate, for their household and all other 
necessaries of every description. 

47. DornocH.— With very few exceptions, the 
Act is working admirably. 





II.—NORTH-WESTERN DIVISION, 
5. Ross anp CROMARTY. 
Mainland. 


75. (1.) Locuproom. — Vaccination is better 
understood and attended to now than at first, 
but still there is room for improvement. The 
Act will always be considered a hardship in such 
a wide and scattered parish as this, whether 
viewed as to the danger and trouble in taking 
the infants to the vaccinator, or the expense of 
sending the officer to the infants. In either case 
some party will complain, and the Registrar has 
no less cause to grumble than others, for he is 
saddled with an immense extra amount of work, 
for which he is very inadequately paid. 

75. (2.) Corgacu.—The working of the Act is 
still a source of much trouble and annoyance to 
the Registrar, and in all probability will continue 
to be so until a more suitable vaccinator be 
appointed for the parish than the present one. 
Except in a few cases, parents could be made to 
comply with the terms of the Act if the vacci-

nator could be got to attend at some convenient 
station in the district, quarterly, or even haif 
yearly, and surely this would not be a difficult 
task for any young man. Notices have been 
sent to not a few of those reported as ‘“suc- 
cessfully vaccinated.” The writing, care, and 
anxiety connected with vaccination in such a 
district as this is great, and the labour it entails is 
almost gratuitously performed by the Registrar. 
It is hoped matters will get on more smoothly 
by and by.

88. Srornoway.—In general, parties are very 
attentive to their duty, and the vaccinators give 
every facility to parents and guardians in getting 
their children vaccinated.

Uequuarr.— Vaccination is much 
better attended to than formerly. ‘There have 
been no prosecutions under the Act as yet. 


Insular. 


112, (1.) Kitbmuir.—A great many ofthe young 
people of this island are in the habit of going 
south in search of employment, and have re- 
peatedly brought home with them Small-pox, 
which frequently spread through the country, 
and proved fatal in many cases. I have not 
heard of even a single case of Small-pox that 
proved fatal since the Act came into operation. 
One thing I know, that Registrars have an 
immense amount of Jabour_and trouble in con- 
nection with the Act, for which they receive 
neither fee nor reward. 

114. (2.) Raasay.—No vaccinator or medical 
man in this island, which is a great drawback in 
having the Act wrought as it should be. 

118. G.) BenBEcuLA.—The merits and advan- 
tages of the Act are beginning to be a little more 
appreciated by the people, yet there is still a 
good deal of patience and labour required to 
make the letter and the operation of it in- 
telligible to them.

7. NAIRN, 


121. AuLDEARN.—There have been fewer cases 
of delay in sending the schedules this year than 
last, yet the number of those to whom I had to 
write, in order to get them in, was very little 
less than it was last year. 


8. ELGIN. 


181. Durrus.—The Vaccination Act works 
well. Almost all the certificates were received 
in due time, and without much trouble. Only 
one case of postponement during the whole year. 

132. (2.) RorHremMurcHus.—Vaccination well 
attended to. No case of default has occurred 
since the Act commenced. 


9.. BANFF. 


148. Borrieuniz.—I have very little trouble 
with vaccination, except that the schedules are 
not very punctually sent in. 


Extracts from Registrars’ Notes. 


149. Boynp1E.— Vaccination is wonderfully 
well attended to, but some persons require to be 
reminded. 

155. (0.) GLENRINNES.—The Registrar finds no 
difficulty whatever in carrying out the require- 
ments of the Act. The Registrar would, how- 
ever, respectfully suggest to the Registrar- 
General the propriety of the following addition 
to Schedule A :—*T, , hereby certify 
that M. N., ete., was vaccinated by me on (date), 
that I subsequently examined said child on (date), 
and that the vaccination was successful,” or words 
to that effect. I have good reason to know that 
the vaccinator too often takes the parent’s word 
for the success of the vaccination. 

157. (1.) Inveravon.— The only circum- 
stance worthy of special note, on the part of the 
Registrar, is the fact that the requirements of the 
Vaccination Act entail upon him more trouble 
and inconvenience than‘all the regulations of the 
original and subsequent Registration Acts, while 
the remuneration is absurdly inadequate, in pro- 
portion to the duties in connection with the said 
Act. 

160. (2.) TominrouL. — Vaccination was not 
so well attended to during 1866 as in the former 
years, and I cannot report any improvement for 
1867. Of the 25 cases of successful vaccination, 
16 required notices at the expiry of six months, 
and there were two defaulters. The Registrar 
has more trouble with the vaccination than with 
all the rest of his duties put together. 


10. ABERDEEN. 


168. (1.) St. Nrcnotas (ABERDEEN). — The 
operation of the Act has hitherto been success- 
ful in this district, the success being attributable 
in a good measure to the facilities afforded by 
the public dispensary, and by medical practi- 
tioners generally, and also to the diligence of the 
parochial officers. 

167. (2.) Orp Macuar (ABERDEEN). — It 
seems to be the practice of the medical profes- 
sion to give Schedule A when they find a child 
with symptoms of successful vaccination, though 
the operation may not have been performed by 
themselves, hence the small number of Schedule C. 

182. Coutn.—It continues in many cases to 
be necessary to send to parents the statutory 
notice, pursuant to sect. 17, after the six months 
have expired. The medical attendant in almost 
all these cases seems to be the cause of delay, 
at least the parents assured me that they have 
called upon him several times, and have been told 
by him that they have seven months, as the Re- 
gistrar need not send the notice until the end of 
the seventh month. This gives a great deal of 
trouble, and if I were to wait in these cases till 
the child were seven months old, the notice would 
still have to be sent. I have only got 6s. 9d. for 
all the work of 1866, which is very little. 

186. CuLsamMonp. — The Act has been par- 
ticularly attended to in this parish, so much so 
that the Registrar has only issued three notices 
since it came into operation. 

199. Guass. — Without exception the parents 
have been most observant of the Vaccination 
Act. 

202. Hountny. — Of the five unaccounted for, 
two have left the country, and three have left the 
parish, two of these being the children of vagrants. 

204, InveRURIE.—The Act has worked singu- 
larly well, scarcely a single case of the certifi- 
cates being beyond the six months, and not one 
requiring to be reported to the Inspector of 
Poor. I never hear of a case of unsuccessful 
vaccination from insusceptibility ; all the post- 
poned cases arose from the state of the children’s 
health. 
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210. Kine Epwarp.—The returns are all 
made in course. A majority require to be re- 
minded in terms of sect. 17, being well aware 
that there is no danger until in receipt of the 
Registrar’s notice. 

220. LuMpnanan.—The Act continues to be 
carried into effect with the harmonious co-opera- 
tion of all parties. Never had to lodge a single 
complaint to Parochial Board. 

222. (b.) MinLBREX. — Hitherto the Act has 
been carried out pretty successfully, but great 
trouble has often been experienced by postpone- 
ments and removals before the expiry of six 
months, whereas, were the time altered to three 
months, many of these would not be experienced. 
By the end of five or six months many of the 
children are generally labouring under diseases 
incident upon teething, consequently postpone- 
ment must ensue, producing a great deal of ill- 
paid labour both to the medical attendant and 
Registrar. 

240, Srrarupon. — There is difficulty in 
working the Act in this parish. The medical 
practitioner appointed by the Parochial Board 
resides in a neighbouring parish, and has often 
a distance of nearly 16 miles to go over. Poor 
parents are unable to pay such fees as would be 
requisite, and in consequence it proves a difficult 
matter to bring them up within the time. 


11. KINCARDINE. 


251. 1.) Bancuory - Deventcx.—No diffi- 
culty is felt in getting in the schedules. 

251. (2.) PortLetTHen. — Vaccination used 
always to be strictly attended to in this district 
before the passing of the Act, but there is some 
small difficulty in getting them to vaccinate 
within the required time. 

253. BenHoLM. — The only circumstance I 
have to state in connection with the operation 
of the Act is, that in this parish the number of 
parents who do not get their children vaccinated 
until after they have received the Registrar’s 
notice is greatly on the increase, and such being 
the case, I am decidedly of opinion that a much 
greater remuneration ought to be granted to the 
Registrar than has been hitherto given. 

255. Dunnorrar.—The parents in this parish 
experience the greatest difficulty in getting the 
public vaccinator to vaccinate their children 
within the time allowed by the Act, and quite as 
much trouble in getting the required certificate 
to give to the Registrar. 

258, (2.) Cooknry.—Every one here is up to 
time, except the vaccinator himself, through 
whose neglect I have had to send the notice to 
parents whose children have been for months 
vaccinated, and who had paid the postage for the 
proper schedule to be sent to me. 

266. Nrae.—The Registrar has had few cases 
requiring notices for neglect of transmission of 
certificates to be issued hitherto. 


IV.—EAST MIDLAND DIVISION. 
12. ForFar. 


284. EASsIE AND Nevay.-—<A case of postponed 
vaccination is yet running on since April 1865, 
and there is no indication when it will terminate. 
The father of the child declares there has never 
been anything the matter with it, beyond a slight 
rash arising from dentition. We have no resi- 
dent doctor, but the Parochial Board appointed 
the surgeon of a parish adjoining us to act as 
their vaccinator, and it is under his care that 
this provoking case of endless postponement has 
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occurred. I understand he has not even at- 
tempted to vaccinate the child. 

296. Kinneti.—Vaccination continues to be 
well attended to in this parish. 

301. Lirr, BEenviz, ann INVERGOWRIE.— 
During year 1866, the Vaccination Act has 
wrought very smoothly. The district doctor 
has been attentive in reminding parties of their 
obligations. 

312. MontrosEe.—Of the two births reported 
in 1865 as removed from this district, a certifi- 
cate of successful vaccination has been received 
for one. The parents of the other cannot be 
found. 

317. RescoBiz.--Only one case of postpone- 
ment during the four years, and no case of 
neglect on the part of parents or guardians, 


13. PERTH, 


364. KincarpinE.—The registration is care- 
fully attended to, both by the parents and by 
the medical practitioners of the district. 

370, (2.) GLENSHEE.—One child was removed 
from the district previous to its vaccination, but 
on application, a certificate of successful vacci- 
nation was forwarded in due time. 

385. LogizaLMonDd.—The Act works very well 
in this district. 

376. Logirrait.—The Act has been very well 
attended to in this parish. 

380. Meruven.—The Irish still give a great 
amount of trouble in their desire to avoid pay- 
ing the vaccinator’s fee. 

384. Mounin.— With the exception of an ille- 
gitimate child born by a vagrant, and removed 
from the parish prior to vaccination, and whose 
residence has not yet been ascertained, vaccina- 
tion was most successfully carried out during the 
period embraced in the return. 

387. PERTH.—There occurs to us no circum- 
stance calling for special remark. We may say 
that in general our certificates come in pretty 
regularly. We, however, have in a good many 
instances to resort to the defaulters’ circular, 
numbers allowing the statutory period to expire 
before they appear. As a slight check on this 
remissness, we would suggest that, in any future 
bill being brought in, the Registrar be allowed 
at once to charge the circular fee. 

394. (a.) Sconz.—Parents generally careful in 
having vaccination attended to in due time. 


14, Fire. 


408. Battinery.—The Act has been operat- 
ing most satisfactorily. 

411. Burntistanp.—The purposes of the Act 
have been fully carried out, and readily complied 
with. 

426. Dysant.—Of the 341 children whose 
births were recorded in this district during 
1866, 37 died before vaccination, the remaining 
304 were successfully vaccinated, without prose- 
cution or penalty in any case. 

442, Kirkcatpy.—The Act is now working 
satisfactorily. 

453. St. AnDREWs anp St. Lronarps.—-On 
the whole the Act works well. 


V.—WEST MIDLAND DIVISION. 
17. STIRLING. 


479, (1.) Fatxrrk.—The numbers successfully 
vaccinated testify to the successful operation 
of the Act in this district. 

a Strr~inG.—The Act is working very 
Weli. 


Fixtracts from Registrars’ Notes. 


18. DUMBARTON. 


496. DuMBARTON.—A very large number of 
persons still neglect to get their children vacci- 
nated within the given period, and during the 
last year it has been necessary to send by post 
about 100 Registrar’s notices, or about one for 
every four of all the births registered. And for 
all this extra work only one shilling has been 
received by the Registrar. The number of 
postponed vaccinations has also been very great 
—75, or more than one for every six of all the 
births registered. The prevalence of Scarlet 
Fever during the last five months is no doubt 
the cause of such a large proportion. 

498. KirKINTILLOCH.— Of the 833 births regis- 
tered, 290 were legitimate, and 43 illegitimate. 
And of the 26 cases of death before vaccination, 
15 were of the former class, and nine of the 
latter ; being about 5 per cent. in the one case, 
and 20 per cent. in the other. 


19. ARGYLL. 
Mainland. 


504. ARDCHATTAN.—Vaccination is well at- 
tended to, but long distances from a medical 
officer, and inclement weather at times, cause 
some little delay in the performance. 

505. (1.) AMARACLE,—The Act works well here 
now, greatly owing to the unwearied exertions 
of our excellent medical man. 

505. (2.) ARisA1G.—The Vaccination Act works 
well in this district generally, but the people 
seem to have got it into their heads that the 
medical man is bound to go to their very doors; 
so much is this the case, that on one occasion 
the vaccinator having sent word to a part of the 
district (eight miles distant) to meet him at the 
schoolhouse there, only one appeared, and the 
consequence is that we have three defaulters 
from that part of the district. The Registrars 
throughout Scotland should unite in demanding 
more than the miserable threepence an entry. 
For my own part, I find vaccination more trouble- 
some than the registration of births, ete. 

510. Dunoon anp Kitmuy.—The Act has been 
pretty successful. 

512. GLENORCHY AND INIsHAIL.—22 Births 
were registered during the year 1866, and the 
whole vaccinated. 

513. InvERARAY.—The provisions of the Act 
much better attended to. 

516, (2.) Kinperry.—The Register Book of 
Births for 1866 contains 14 entries; 12 of the 
said entries have been successfully vaccinated, 
and two died before vaccination. 

523. Kitmore anp Kitpripe.—The Act is 
working very successfully. 

526. Locue1LpHEaD.—I find that the notices 
which I send to the dilatory have a very good 
effect. In all cases I receive an instant reply, 
if the parties have not left the district. I prefer 
working them up in this way to bothering the 
Inspector of Poor. 

532. SOUTHEND.—The provisions of the Act 
are, upon the whole, well attended to, although 
in a few cases certificates have not been sent in 
within the specified time, 

534, (2.) SrracHuUR.—Of the 23 cases for the 
year 1866, none were unsuccessful or postponed, 
which reflects great credit upon the vaccinator. 

635. TarBERT.—I may say the Act is working 
very well, except in a few cases, and these chiefly 
among the lowest characters, who, constantly 
grumble against the charge of 2s. 6d. 


Insular. 
541. Kitparron.—I have in most cases to 
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write before parents can be got to vaccinate 
their children. Owing to the kindness of the 
vaccinator we get on exceedingly well. 

547. PortNAnAvEN.—The working of the Act 
gives more tronble than all the rest put together, 
and the allowance made is no remuneration 
whatever. 


20. Burr. 


552. Cumpray.—There has been nothing to 
interfere with vaccination, and there is no com- 
plaint against the vaccinator or the fee charged. 


VI. SOUTH-WESTERN DIVISION. 


22. Ayn. 


578. Ayr.—So far as carrying out the inten- 
tion of the Act is concerned, viz. the vaccina- 
tion of the children born in the district, it works 
well here. But this success is only achieved by 
much labour and attention on the part of the 
Registrar, for which the fee allowed is no adequate 
remuneration. For the year 1866 I served 97 
notices on defaulters, besides many letters and 
calls upon the three inspectors of the district. 
With regard to the 16 in col. 7 (“ Removed from 
District before Vaccination, or otherwise un- 
accounted for,”) many of them are the children 
of showmen, hawkers, and other strollers. 

592. Fenwick.—Vaccination well attended to. 
There is little trouble in getting the returns 
within the six months. . 

597. Kinmarnock. — The Vaccination Act 
continues to work well here; it, however, requires 
‘much attention, for which there is a very meagre 
remuneration. Out of 948 births for 1866, 11 
only are unaccounted for, which is the same 
number as in the previous year. I have great 
doubts now, if reducing the time for vaccination 
to four months would be any advantage—rather 
otherwise. The great proportion of the cases 
would be postponed, and that more than once, 
adding great additional attention and labour to 
parents, medical attendants, and Registrars. 
Therefore such an important alteration should 
be well considered; besides, the advantage in 
reducing the time is not great. 

616. Srrewarton.—In many cases, as stated 
by the medical practitioners, parents, finding 
they have six months allowed for vaccination, 
put off till reminded by the notice from the Regis- 
trar. Thus before the operation can be certified 
as successfully performed, a second notice is often 
necessary. No doubt this applies more particu- 
larly to the poorer and more thoughtless classes, 
who in some cases cannot or will not advance 
the requisite fee for vaccination, which is another 
cause of delay and ‘annoyance in securing the 
certificate. 

617. Strarron.—Since the commencement the 
Vaccination Act has wrought well. Among the 
miners and other working classes the greatest 
punctuality exists. 


23. LANARK. 


622. (1.) Marynitt.—The working of the 
Vaccination Act is upon the whole satisfactory. 
In 1866, out of 309 births, only seven were un- 
accounted for. 

622. (3.) SazuttLuston.—The Vaccination Act 
is working very well, the people becoming better 
acquainted with it. 

644, 1.) Cenrrat District or Grascow.— 
The only circumstance required to be taken 
notice of in the working of the Vaccination Act 
in this district, is the number of cases entered as 
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“Removed from District before Vaccination, or 
otherwise unaccounted for.” These cases occur 
chiefly in connection with children born in the 
Lying-in Hospital and City Parish Poorhouse, 
whose parents leave the district and cannot be 
traced. Otherwise the Act works well, and seems 
to give satisfaction. 

644, (9.) ‘TRADESTON (GuAsSGOoWw),—There were 
only eight defaulters for the six months ending 
30th September 1866, which proves that the Act 
is continuing to work well in this district, 

€47, HAmILton.—One person refuses to have 
his child vaccinated according to the Act. 

652. (3.) Eastern Districr or OLp MonK- 
LAND.~-The Vaccination Act works very suc- 
cessfully, but the removal of families during 
strikes is a source of much annoyance.

24. LINLITHGOW. 


664. CaRRIDEN.—The requirements of the 
Vaccination Act have been remarkably well 
attended to, only one failure since it came into 
foree. 

673. Wuirsurnn.—The Vaccination Act has 
worked very well during the year 1866. 


25. EDINBURGH. 


674. Bortnwick.—The working of the Vac- 
cination Act has been highly successful. The 
medical gentlemen of the district are ex- 
ceedingly punctual and attentive to the statutory 
provisions, 

676. Cockprn.—The vaccination returns are 
made with commendable regularity. I have 
only had to complain of two careless parents, 
who required to be reminded of their duty by 
myself and the Inspector of Poor. 

a CricuTton.~—The Act continues to work 
well. 

689. INVERESK AND MussELBurcH.——The pro- 
vision allowing ten days beyond the period of six 
months for the reception of the certificate of vac- 
cination, operates very much against the working 
of the Act, as it happens that many individuals 
take no thought of obtaining the certificate until 
the arrival of the “ Registrar’s Notice.” In proof 
of this, I may state that 151 notices were issued 
here in connection with the 1866 Register (353 
Births). : 

694. Mip-CanpER.——The parents of those “Re. 
moved from District before Vaccination” were 
employed at railway and paraffin oil works, 
They remained but a short time in the parish, 
and left without leaving any trace of where the 
had gone to. The regular inhabitants have 
always shown a great desire to have their chil- 
dren vaccinated, and none of them have required 
compulsion. 


26. HADDINGTON. 


704. Botton.—The Vaccination 
well. The case entered under 
the child of Irish parents, 
weeks in the parish. 

711. InNeRwick.—From its commencement, I 
have had no difficulty in carrying out the re- 
quirements of the Vaccination Act. Parents are 
very attentive. 

721. Stenron.—The cause of so many having 
died before vaccination is that Bronchitis was 
very prevalent.

27. BERWICK. 
727, Avvon.--Eyer since the Act came into 
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operation it has gone on smoothly, the Registrar 
finding no difficulty whatever in getting it at- 
tended to. The Registrar attributes this in a

730, CuirnsipE.—-The Vaccination Act works 
well. 

737. Eocies.—This parish being upon the 
border, it happens frequently that children are 
removed into England before vaccination. In 
such cases it is difficult to get certificates of 
vaccination. 

739. Eyremourn.—The father of the child 
whose birth is recorded in No. 71 of the Register, 
took his child to Berwick (distant about 7 miles) 
for the purpose of getting it vaccinated free of 
charge. The instructions on the certificate 
granted by vaccinators in England, direct the 
parent to retain the certificate. ‘The father did 
so. The Parochial Board pursued him as a 
defaulter, but the Sheriff held that he had not 
broken the Scotch law, and the consequence is 
that the father has set the Board at defiance 
regarding the penalties. The Sheriff added 
that he regretted he couid not award something 
to the parent for the loss of time the Board had 
caused him. 

743, GREENLAW.—The Vaccination Act would 
work well in this parish if the vaecinator would 
punctually deliver certificates to the parents. 
In several instances he has jrefused to grant 
them, although the children had been successfully 
vaccinated, and almost every parent has had the 
utmost difficulty in getting any certificate. 

756. WeEsTRUTHER.—Vaccination has been 
well attended to. 


28. PEEBLES. 


771. Traquatr.—The Vaccination Act has 
operated better during the past year. 


VIII—SOCUTHERN DIVISION. 


30. RoxpurGH. 
783. Bowpren.—The Act works satisfactorily, 
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although several Irish parents grumbled much 
at first because of the vaccinator’s fee. 

788. Epnam.—The requirements of the Vac- 
cination Act have been carried out satisfactorily 
since it came into operation. 

792. JEpBuRGH.— The present system of 
vaccination is attended with much annoyance 
both to parents and Registrar, in respect that in 
many cases repeated applications are made to 
the medical men before parents can get their 
children vaccinated, and the delay in returning 


‘the certificates in most cases rests with the vac- 


cinators and not with the parents. When the 
statutory period has elapsed, the Registrar is put 
to the trouble and expense of sending notices, 
and that without any remuneration. 

794. Kirktown. — The entry in column two 
refers to a case of postponement for the ninth 
time, owing to an eruption on the skin. 


31. DUMFRIES. 


819. Dornock. —It is rather frequently 
necessary to serve the statutory notice upon 
parents; and I doubt not that, in many of these 
cases, the medical fee has something to do with 
the delay. There are few cases of postpone- 
ment from “unfitness.” 

840. LocuMaBEen.— The Vaccination Act 
works well. No defaulters. 


32. KIRKCUDBRIGHT. 


859. Buirrte.— Requirements of the Vac- 
cination Act well attended to. 

862. Corsock Briper.— The Vaccination 
Act is still working well. I have had only one 
ease to report to the Parochial Board since it 
came into operation. 

866. GrrrHoNn.——The Registrar has consider- 
able difficulty in getting the vaccination certifi- 
cates forwarded within six months of the date of 
birth, and has in many cases to send notice per- 
suant to sect. 17 before obtaining them. 

868, Kexos.-—Vaccination still successful. 

871. KirkcoupBRigut.—— Many parents still 
exceed the time allowed for vaccination, and 
thus require notices sent them.

SIR, 


In conformity with the Seventh Section of the Scottish 
Registration Act (17° and 18° Vict. ¢. 80), I have the honour to 
submit to you a General Abstract of the Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages registered in Scotland during the year 1868, in order 
that the same may be laid before Parliament. 

As in last year’s Report, I have directed that this Abstract 
should be accompanied by a short explanatory statement as to 
the health of the population during the year, the diseases which 
were prevalent, and some of the causes which seemed to affect 
the proportion of Births, Deaths, and Marriages. 

Being desirous of doing all in my power to aid the authorities 
in acquiring just views on vital statistics, so far as they bear on 
sanitary inquiries, I directed that the explanatory statement and 
tables appended to this Report, besides showing the proportion 
of Births, Deaths, and Marriages in the Town and Rural Districts, 
should also give an analysis of the Town Districts, so as to point 
out the varying proportions of Births, Deaths, and Marriages in 
the towns of Scotland, when divided into three classes according

to their population. This analysis indicates the remarkable fact, 
that just in proportion to the size of the town is the annual 
proportion of its Births, Deaths, and Marriages; that, as a general 
rule, the larger the town is, the greater is the proportion of its 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages; and that, as the towns get smaller, 
the proportions of each and all of these diminish till they merge 
in the low proportion peculiar to the Rural Districts. 


Agreeably also to the Nineteenth Section of the Scottish 
Vaccination Act (26° and 27° Vict. c. 108), and in accordance 
with the arrangements referred to in my First Annual Report 
on Vaccination, I have the honour to submit to you my Fourth 
Annual Report on Vaccination, containing a general abstract of . 
the number of children born during 1867 who have been suc- 
cessfully vaccinated, the number whose vaccination was post- 
poned, and other particulars required by that Statute. 

The success of the Scottish Vaccination Act may be said to 
have been complete, inasmuch as upwards of 97 per cent. of the 
surviving children of 1867 have either been vaccinated or other- 
wise accounted for under the provisions of the Statute. Never 
since the Registration Act came into operation, nor within the 
memory of man, has Small-pox been so rare in Scotland as dur- 
ing the past year, when the number of Deaths from that disease 
is believed to have been under 25.

THis Report refers to the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered 
during the year 1868 in the 1018 districts into which Scotland was that 
year divided for the purposes of registration, and also to the vaccination 
of the children whose births were recorded during the year 1867. 

115673 Births, 69386 Deaths, and 21853 Marriages were registered in 
Scotland during the year 1868; and when these numbers are compared 
with the estimated population, it appears that the proportion of births con- 
siderably exceeded the average of the ten previous years, while that of the 
deaths and marriages fell below it. 


BIRTHS. 


115673 Births were registered in Scotland during the year 1868, 
being the largest annual number of births ever entered on the Scottish 
Registers. Since the beginning of 1863, the number of marriages, and 
their proportion to the population, largely increased; and the influence 
which an increasing proportion of marriages has on the population is now 
very perceptible in the annually increasing number of births entered in the 
Registers, and in the proportion of births to the population. During the 
ten previous years the birth-rate was in the proportion of 352 births in 
every ten thousand persons of the estimated population, or 3°52 per cent. ;

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the 890 Rural Districts, which embrace the remainder of the population of 
Scotland. This indicates a birth-rate equal to 398 births in every ten 
thousand persons, or 3°98 per cent. for the Town Districts; but only 
820 births in every ten thousand persons, or 3:20 per cent. for the Rural 
Districts. 

As it is, however, very desirable to show the close connection which 
exists between the proportion of births, deaths, and marriages in the different 
masses of the population, the Town Districts have been subdivided into 
three sections:—Ist, the Eight Principal Towns, which have each above 
20,000 inhabitants; 2d, the large towns, or those which have respec- 
tively from 10,000 to 20,000 inhabitants; and 3d, the small towns, viz. 
those which contain from 3,000 to 10,000 inhabitants. (Table V.) 

Now, it is a very remarkable fact, that just in proportion to the number 
of inhabitants massed together is the proportion of births, deaths, and 
marriages, as exhibited by this analysis of the vital statistics of Scotland for 
i868. The greater the population of the town, the greater is the number 
and proportion of the births, of the deaths, and of the marriages, which all 
maintain a ratio to each other in the different divisions. Thus, take the 
proportion of births: it was 4:12 per cent. in the Eight Principal Towns, 
3°94 per cent. in the large towns, 3°73 in the small towns, and 3:20 in

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the Rural Districts. And, to correspond with these, the proportion of 
deaths was 2°92 per cent. in the Eight Principal 'Towns, 2-45 in the large 
towns, 2°17 in the small towns, and 1°58 in the Rural Districts. The 
marriages accurately corresponded to these proportions, being at the rateZof 
0°88 per cent. in the Hight Principal Towns, 0°77 per cent. in the large 
towns, 0°66 per cent. in ‘the small towns, and 0°53 per cent. in the Rural 
Districts. 

These striking facts prove, that just in proportion to the massing 
together of human beings in one place is the candle of life more quickly 
burnt out. But to provide for this, there is a higher proportion of 
marriages, and a higher proportion of births. This may be regarded as an 
established law in vital statistics. 

The proportion of births in each of the eight divisions into which the 
counties of Scotland are grouped corroborates the above conclusion, being 
lowest where the population is most scattered, and highest where the popu- 
lation is most crowded. ‘Thus, in the Notiher Division (Table ILI.) only 
2°46 ee cent. of births ocenrred, and in the North-Western 2°82 per cent. ; 
but in the South-Hastern Division the birth-rate was in the proportion of 
3°81 per cent., and in the great manufacturing and mining South-Western 
Division, 4°09 per cent. of births occurred. 

Of the 115673 births, 104407 were legitimate, and 11266 were illegiti- 
mate,—indicating that 9-7 per cent. of the births were illegitimate. As 
usual, the proportion of illegitimate births was greatest in the Rural Districts, 
least in the towns; for, while only 9:3 of the births were illegitimate in the 
Town Districts, 10°2 per cent. were illegitimate in the Rural Districts. 

Table VI. shows the proportion of illegitimate births in the several 
divisions and counties of Scotland, and generally accords with the returns 
of former years. Thus, while the ‘lowest proportion of illegitimate births is 
in the North-Western and Northern Divisions, respectively 6°1 and 6°3 per 
cent., the highest proportion is in the North-Eastern Division, viz. 15:2 per 
cent., and the next highest in the Southern Division, viz. 14:8 per cent. 
Three counties had under 5 per cent. of illegitimate births, viz. Shetland 
4:1, Orkney 4°8, and Ross and Cromarty 4:5; while seven counties had 
above 12 per cent., viz. Higin 13°9, Aberdeen 15:1, Kincardine 15°3, Dum- 
fries, 15-4, Wigtown 16:4, Banff 17:1, and Kirkcudbright 17:3.

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Of the children born during the year, 59375 were boys and 56298 
girls, showing that the proportion of the sexes at birth was 105°4 boys to 
every 100 girls. 

The greatest daily number of births occurred during the months of 
April, May, and June, when they ranged from 337 to 845 daily; the 
lowest number of births occurred during November and December, when 


they respectively averaged 285 and 301 daily. (Table XIV.) 


DEATHS. 


69386 Deaths were registered in Scotland during the year 1868, being 
in the proportion of 217 deaths in every ten thousand persons of the popu- 
lation, cr 2°17 per cent. The average death-rate of the ten previous years 
was 2°19 per cent., so that the mortality of the year 1868 was below the 
Scottish mean. 

The mean English death-rate is considerably higher than that of 
Scotland, averaging 225 deaths in every ten thousand persons, or 2:25 per 
cent. But during the year 1868 the English death-rate was in the propor- 
tion of 222 deaths in every ten thousand persons, or 2°22 per cent., so that 
it also was below its own average, though much above the average of 
Scotland. 

It ought, however, to be remembered by those who are disposed to 
compare either the birth or the death-rate in the two countries as appearing 
on the Registers, that allowance ought to be made for those cases which 
escape registration altogether in England. What ought to be the amount 
of this allowance it is impossible to state; but as it appears from the 
estimate of the Census Commissioners of England for 1861, that no fewer 
than 85950 births annually escaped registration in that country between 
the years 1851 and 1861, the same disturbing cause may, and probably 
does, exist in the case of the deaths, and it will operate most extensively in 
the case of the large towns and of young children. If this supposition is 
correct, the existence in Scotland of a penalty as a means of enforcing 
registration may account for the better fulfilment of the provisions of the 
Registration Act. 

Two facts may be stated which tend to show that a considerable pro- 
portion of the town deaths in England escape registration:—Ist, the 
English death-rate is higher than that of Scotland, therefore it is only 
reasonable to expect that the mortality in her towns will be higher also, 
and that in the same ratio as the English deaths exceed those of Scotland;

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2d, in every country the mortality in the Rural Districts bears a certain 
ratio to the mortality in the Town Districts, provided the whole number of 
deaths occurring in each is ascertained. In England the mean annual 
mortality of the Rural Districts is 2°01 deaths per cent. of population. In 
Scotland it is only 1:70 deaths per cent. This necessarily implies that the 
Town Districts of England must have a higher mortality than those of 
Scotland, and no doubt this would be the case were all the deaths in the 
English towns registered. The mean mortality of the English Towns is 
given as 2°45 deaths per cent. of population, while the ascertained mortality 
of the Scottish Towns is 2°58 deaths per cent. 

The Town and Rural Districts of Scotland exhibited a striking differ- 
ence in the proportion of deaths. Thus, of the 69386 deaths, 45702 occurred 
in the 128 Town Districts, and 23684 in the Rural Districts, giving an annual 
proportion of 2°63 deaths in every 100 of the population in the Town 
Districts, but only 1:63 per cent. in the Rural Districts. (Tables IV., V., 
and VII.) During the ten previous years, the mean annual death-rate of 
the Town Districts was 2°58 per cent.; that of the Rural Districts, 1°70 per 
cent. The mortality in the Town Districts was therefore in excess of the 
average; that of the Rural Districts much below it. This fact, however, 
is sufficiently accounted for by the fact, that a great proportion of the Town 
Districts were ravaged by a severe epidemic of Scarlatina, from which the 
greater proportion of the Rural Districts were exempt. } 

In Tables LV. and V. the Town Districts are analyzed, being divided 
into three classes according to their respective populations, and it is interest- 
ing to note, that justin proportion to the size of the town is the mortality,— 
a fact which of itself proves the correctness and completeness of the statistics. 
Thus, in the Eight Principal Towns, the mean mortality during the year 
was 2°92 deaths per cent. of population. In the large towns, with popu- 
lations from 10,000 to 20,000 persons, the per-centage of deaths was 2°45 ; 
in the small towns, with populations from 8,000 to 10,000, the per-centage 
of deaths was 2°17; while the Rural Districts had a death-rate of 1:63 per 
cent. Here there was a regularly increasing ratio of deaths proportionate 
to the mass of human beings crowded together.

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INCREASE OF THE POPULATION. 


In a small country like Scotland, where emigration to England, 
Ireland, and the continent of Europe, goes on to a large extent, and of 
which no records can be kept, it is not possible to arrive at even an approxi- 
mation to the true increase of the population, by deducting the numbers of 
those who emigrate to the Colonies, or to the States of America, from the 
excess of births over deaths. Still it may be stated, that the excess of births 
over deaths amounted during the year to 46287 persons; that of the 196321 
persons who emigrated from the ports of Great Britain and Ireland at 
which there are emigration officers, 64961 were ascertained to be of Irish 
origin, 58268 English, 51956 Foreigners, 14954 Scottish, while in 6182 
the place of birth was not ascertained. If 485 be added to the Scottish 
emigrants, as their proportion of the persons whose origin was not ascer- 
tained, the emigrants from Scotland would amount to 15439 persons, and 
that number deducted from the excess of births over deaths would leave 
30848 as the increase of the population of Scotland during the year, being 
probably considerably above the actual increase. 


MARRIAGES. 


21853 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the year 1868, 
being in the proportion of 68 marriages in every ten thousand persons 
of the estimated population,—a proportion lower than the average of the 
ten previous years, when 70 marriages annually occurred in a like popula- 
tion; and very much below the proportion of the five previous years, during 
which the marriages in Scotland had greatly increased. This does not 
speak well for the activity of trade and commerce during the past year, 
seeing that the proportion of marriages affords the best test of the prosperity 
or dulness of our trades and manufactures. 

Of the 21853 marriages, 14046 were contracted in the Town, and 
7817 in the Rural Districts; indicating that in every ten thousand persons 
in each of these, 81 marriages occurred in the Town, but only 53 in the 
Rural Districts. 

When the 128 Town Districts were divided into three groups according 
to the amount of the population in each town, just as was the case with 
the births and the deaths, it is found that the larger the town the higher 
was the proportion of marriages. Thus, in the Hight Principal Towns, 
marriages occurred in the proportion of 88 in every ten thousand persons ; 
in the large towns 77 marriages occurred in a like population; in the 
small towns only 66 marriages occurred in a like population; while in the 
Rural Districts the proportion fell to 53 marriages. 


HEALTH OF THE POPULATION. 


In so far as the deaths are concerned, the year 1868 may be said to 
have been a healthy year, with a mortality below the mean; but if the 
amount of sickness be taken into consideration, we arrive at the conclusion 
that the first half of the year was unusually healthy, and the latter half of 
the year just as unusually unhealthy. The unhealthiness of the popu- 
lation during the last two quarters of the year did not, however, increase 
the mortality of the Rural Districts above the mean; but in the Town 
Districts the increased amount of sickness largely increased the proportion 
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of deaths, so that during the last two quarters of the year, the town 
deaths rose high above their average. This result was attained, not by 
the prevalence and fatality of one disease, but of many, and even the same 
disease did not take the lead in adjoining towns. ‘Thus, in one town the 
leading epidemic was Measles, in another Scarlatina, in another Hooping- 
cough, in another Diarrhcea, in another Fever. But in all the Town 
Districts, during the latter half of the year, the mortality from all the 
diseases was greater than usual, so that the increased mortality could 
scarcely be attributed to any particular disease. | 

Continued Fever prevailed largely during 1868. In some places 
the leading type was Typhus (or Spotted) Fever; in others, the leading 
type was Enteric (Gastric or Typhoid) Fever. As a general rule, the 
leading type in the towns was Typhus; while in the country, Interic 
Fever greatly preponderated. Scarlatina, in rather a virulent form, prevailed 
extensively over the country, and added largely to the number of deaths. 
Hooping-cough and Measles, excepting in particular districts, do not appear 
to have been more prevalent than usual. The extreme heat of the weather 
during the months of June, July, and August, caused the ordinary bowel 
complaints, Diarrhoea, Dysentery, and Cholera to be much more prevalent 
and fatal than usual; while the very sudden change from weather warmer 
than usual, to weather much colder than the average of former years, which 
occurred in the beginning of October, caused all affections of the respiratory 
organs to be more than usually prevalent and fatal during the latter months 
of the year. 

One fact, however, merits special notice in this place, though it will be 
commented on at greater length elsewhere, and that is, that Small-pox has 
heen almost unknown in Scotland during 1868. Even including the deaths 
from Varicella and Vaccinia, it is estimated that the deaths from Small-pox 
in Scotland during 1868 could not have exceeded 25, and were probably 
much below that number. Ever since the Vaccination Act was carried 
fully into operation, the deaths from Small-pox in Scotland have been 
dwindling down, and growing less from year to year, until the above 
gratifying result is attained, 

The remarks on the weather in Scotland will be delayed until we 
have completed the review of the mortality in the Eight Principal Towns.

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KIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The Registrars of the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland, viz. of 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Greenock, Leith, and 
Perth, send to the chief office in Edinburgh weekly returns of the births, 
deaths, and marriages. These towns are well scattered over the face of the 
country, and as their united populations amount very nearly to a third of 
the population of Scotland, and the returns in the case of the deaths specify 
the age, sex, condition, and cause of death, we can from them form a very 
good idea of the diseases which are prevailing over the country. 


BIRTHS IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


39513 Births were registered in the Eight Principal Towns of Scot- 
land during the year 1868, being in the very high proportion of 412 births 
in every ten thousand persons, or 4:12 per cent. This is the highest 
proportion of births ever attained by the towns of Scotland, and _ is 
unquestionably due to the greatly increased proportion of marriages which 
first manifested itself in 1863, and continued increasing till last year. 
(Table VIII.) 

The birth-rate, however, varied much in the several towns. (Table 
IX.) Thus, in every ten thousand persons in each of these towns, there 
were in the proportion of 311 births in Perth, 370 in Paisley, 376 in 
Edinburgh, 386 in Aberdeen, 419 in Glasgow, 453 in Leith, 457 in 
Dundee, and 494 in Greenock. 

Of the 39513 births, 35679 were legitimate, and 3834 illegitimate, 
indicating that 9°7 per cent. of the births were illegitimate. The propor- 
tion of illegitimate births, however, varied greatly in the several towns. 
(Table IX.) Thus, in Greenock, only 5:8 per cent. of the births were 
illegitimate, in Leith 6-1 per cent., in Paisley 8-5, in Perth 9-1, in 
Edinburgh 9:5, in Glasgow 9°8, in Dundee 11-5, and in Aberdeen 12-4. 

Of the children born in the Eight Towns during the year, 20266

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were males, and 19247 females, showing that 105-2 boys were born for 
every 100 girls. 


DEATHS IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


28031 Deaths were registered in the Hight Towns during the year 
1868, being in the proportion of 292 deaths in every ten thousand persons, 
or 2:92 per cent. This is a high mortality for the towns, and above the 
average of the thirteen previous years, which yield a mean annual propor- 
tion of 2°82 deaths per cent. of the population. It was, however, much 
lower than the mortality of the same towns during the years 1864 and 1865, 
when Fever prevailed as an epidemic, and when the mortality reached the 
high respective proportions of 3°14 and 3°07 deaths per cent. 

The death-rate varied greatly in the Eight Towns. Thus, in every 
ten thousand persons in each town, 230 deaths occurred in Perth, 251 in 
Leith, 257 in Paisley, 269 in Aberdeen, 270 in Edinburgh, 291 in 
Dundee, 311 in Glasgow, and 341 in Greenock. (Table IX.) 

A comparison of the death-rates in the several towns for the past ten 
years (Table X.) proves that the mortality in the Hight Towns does not 
rise and fall simultaneously, and it will immediately be shown that it is not 
the same epidemic diseases which take the lead in each. During the past 
year the mortality in Paisley and Perth was considerably below the mean 
of the ten previous years, that of Dundee was almost exactly at the average 
of the ten previous years, while all the other towns had a mortality in 1868 
considerably above the average. 

Of the 28031 persons who died in the Hight Towns during the year, 
12728 or 45:4 per cent. were under 5 years of age. ‘That proportion, 
however, varied greatly in the several towns, depending greatly on the 
kind of epidemic disease which prevailed among the children. Thus, in

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Perth 313 per cent. of the persons who died during the year were under 
9 years of age, in Edinburgh 36-4 per cent., in Paisley 36°7, in Aberdeen 
39°, in Leith 45:3, in Dundee 46:2, in Glasgow 49°9, and in Greenock 
00°9 per cent. 

As this mode of calculating the comparative death-rate in children 
gives no idea whatever of the actual mortality, ‘Table XJ. is appended, 
showing the proportion of children under 5 years of age who died in each 
town during the year. From this Table it will be seen, that the mortality 
of children was lowest in Perth and Paisley, highest in Greenock and Glas- 
gow. Thus, of every 100 children under 5 years of age living in each town, 
o°9 died in Perth, 6°6 in Paisley, 8-2 in Leith, 8-4 in Edinburgh, 8°5 in 
Aberdeen, 10:2 in Dundee, 11:2 in Glasgow, and 11:9 in Greenock. 

he Zymotic (epidemic and contagious) class of diseases proved fatal 
to 7173 persons in the Eight Towns, and thus constituted 26 per cent. of 
the mortality, or cut off 76 persons during the year in every ten thousand. 
Whis isa very high proportion, showing that the diseases which we style 
“epidemic” had been more than usually prevalent. This class of diseascs 
falls with especial severity on the young of the population. Hence it 
appears that, of the 7173 persons who died from the Zymotic class of 
diseases, 66°4 per cent. were under 5 years of life,—also a larger proportion 
than usual, indicating that the prevalent epidemic diseases had been those 
which attack children. 

The relative proportion of deaths from the Zymotic diseases varied 
greatly in the Eight Towns. Thus, in Perth 20-25 per cent. of the 
ascertained deaths were caused by these diseases, in Aberdeen 21:98 per 
cent., in Edinburgh 22-80, in Dundee 24-63, in Paisley 26°30, in Leith 
26°70, in Glasgow 27:58, and in Greenock 32°11. If the deaths from 
the Zymotic class of diseases be compared with the populations, the towns 
would arrange themselves in the same order (Table XIII.), Perth showing 
the smallest mortality from these diseases, and Greenock the largest— 
indeed, the proportion of deaths from that class of diseases in Greenock is 
enormous. 

In order to point out the fact that it is not the same epidemic which 
takes the lead in each town, but that the epidemic constitution, whatever 
it be, is under subjection to local causes, of which as yet we know nothing, 
we may shortly mention the epidemic diseases which took the lead in each 
of the Hight Towns. 

In Glasgow, the most fatal epidemic was Hooping-cough, which caused 
$45 deaths. Scarlatina was nearly equally fatal, as it caused 916 deaths; 
after which came the Continued Fevers (Typhus, Enteric, etc.), causing 
618 deaths; followed by Diarrhoea, 448 deaths. | 

In Edinburgh, Scarlatina was the most fatal of the epidemics, causing 
340 deaths; after which came the Continued Fevers, 174 deaths; and 
Diarrhoea, 171 deaths. 

In Dundee, Measles was the most fatal of the epidemics, causing 191 
deaths ; then the Continued Fevers, 155 deaths; and Diarrhcea, 117 deaths, 

In Aberdeen, Measles was the most fatal of the Zymotic class, causing 
134 deaths; after which came Hooping-cough, with 69 deaths; the Con- 
tinued Fevers, with 57 deaths; and Diarrhea, 56 deaths. 

In Paisley, Scarlatina was by far the most fatal of the epidemics, 
causing 111 deaths; then follows the Continued Fevers, 72 deaths; and 
Diarrhea, 42 deaths. 

In Greenock, Hooping-cough was the most fatal epidemic, causing 146 
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deaths; after which followed Scarlatina, 96 deaths; the Continued Fevers, 
82 deaths; and Diarrhcea, 63 deaths. 

In Leith, Scarlatina was by far the most fatal of the epidemics, causing 
131 deaths; then followed the Continued Fevers, 36 deaths; and Diarrhea, 
30 deaths. 

In Perth, Hooping-cough was the most fatal epidemic, causing 31 
deaths; after which came the Continued Fevers, 25 deaths; Searlatina, 19 
deaths; and Diarrhoea, 17 deaths. 

Tables XII. and XIII. show the proportion which the leading diseases 
and classes of disease in each town bear to the population and to the total 
deaths, allowance being made in both tables for those cases where thie 
cause of death was not ascertained. 

Taking the mortality of the Hight Towns in the aggregate, it appears 
that of the Zymotic class of diseases Scarlatina was the most fatal, 
causing 1704 deaths, or 6°18 per cent. of the mortality; Hooping-cough 
coming next with 1409 deaths, or 5°11 per cent. of the mortality; then the 
Continued Fevers (Typhus, Enteric, etc.), with 1219 deaths, or 442 per 
cent. of the mortality; and the Diarrhoea, with 944 deaths, or 3°42 per cent. 
of the mortality. 

It is only of late years that the British physicians have recognised the 
different forms of Continued Fever, so as to be able to distinguish them, 
and hence resulted the idea that these fevers had changed their type. 
Krom the appended tables it will be seen that all the varied forms of Con- 
tinued Fever prevail at one and the same time among the people. But in 
certain years, or in certain localities, one or other form becomes the leading

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type. Thus, of the 1219 deaths from Fevers in the Hight Towns during 
the year, 708 were attributed to Typhus or Spotted Fever, 417 to Enteric 
(also called Typhoid and Gastric Fever), 26 to Relapsing Fever, 26 to Simple 
Continued Fever, and 42 to Infantile Fever—which last, in fact, is Enteric 
Fever in the child. But the proportions in which these varied forms 
occurred differed widely in the several towns; for, while Typhus or Spotted 
Fever appears to have decidedly taken the lead in Dundee, Greenock, 
and Perth, Enteric or Typhoid Fever took the lead in Aberdeen, while in 
Leith the deaths from each were equal. | 

Of the other Zymotic diseases in the Eight Towns not taken notice of 
above, Measles caused 776 deaths, Diphtheria 204, Croup 367, Dysentery 
98, Cholera 78, Influenza 77, Metria or Childbed Fever 76, Erysipelas 
85, Rheumatic Fever 40, Syphilis (of which 69 cases were congenital) 90, 
Noma 6, Purpura 10, Ague 8, Worms 5, Pyemia 4, and Small-pox 11, 
but as the deaths occurring from Varicella and Vaccinia are tabulated under 
this head, the real deaths attributable to Small-pox are only 6. 

Of the diseases of Uncertain Seat, Cancer in the Eight Towns caused 
416 deaths, Undefined Dropsy 309, Abscess 55, Hemorrhage (of which 
the seat was not stated) 42, Mortification 47, Ulcer 13, Fistula 6, and Gout 
4. It is somewhat remarkable, that the deaths from Cancer should be 
double in Aberdeen and Edinburgh to what they are in other towns. The 
same curious fact was remarked last year also. 

The Tubercular class of diseases caused 4864 deaths in the Eight

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Towns, and thus constituted 17°66 per cent. of the mortality, or cut off 51 
persons during the year in every ten thousand persons. This is about the 
usual proportion. 

Of the diseases belonging to this class, Consumption or Phthisis was 
the most fatal, causing in the Kight Towns 3402 deaths, or 12°35 per cent. 
of the mortality, or 86 deaths during the year in every ten thousand persons. 
The proportion of persons dying from Consumption in each of the towns 
was very different. Thus, of the specified deaths in each town, 7°32 per 
cent. died in Leith, 10°68 per cent. in Edinburgh, 11°43 in Greenock, 12°21 
in Perth, 12°64 in Aberdeen, 12°70 in Dundee, 13°19 in Glasgow, and 
13°53 in Paisley. If compared with the population, however, it appears 
that, of every ten thousand persons in each town, 18 died from Consumption 
in Leith, 28 in Perth, 29 in Edinburgh, 34 in Aberdeen, 35 in Paisley, 37 
in Dundee, 39 in Greenock, and 41 in Glasgow. 

Of the other diseases belonging to the Tubercular class, Hydrocephalus 
caused 855 deaths, Tabes Mesenterica 363, and Scrofula 244. 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system caused 2254 deaths in the 
Eight Towns, or 8:18 per cent. of the general mortality. These proportions 
were extremely varied in the several towns. Thus, in Glasgow only 6°94 
per cent. of the deaths were from brain diseases, in Greenock 7:57 per 
cent., in Dundee 8°24, in Paisley 8°48, in Leith 8°55, in Perth 9°97, in 
Aberdeen 10:09, and in Edinburgh 10:70 per cent. As compared with the 
population, the mortality from that class of diseases was lowest in Leith and 
highest in Edinburgh. 

Of these diseases of the brain and nervous system, Paralysis caused 
563 deaths in the Hight Towns, Apoplexy 482, Convulsions 489, Cephalitis 
134, Epilepsy 56, Insanity 33, Tetanus 18, Delirium Tremens 31, Chorea 
4, and undefined Disease of the Brain 444 deaths. 

1163 deaths were attributed to disease of the heart and blood-vessels, 
which thus constituted 4:22 per cent. of the mortality. 

Inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs (not including Con- 
sumption, Hooping-cough, Influenza, or Croup) caused 4611 deaths in 
the Hight Towns, and thus constituted 16°74 per cent. of the mortality, or 
49 deaths in every ten thousand persons. ‘This class of diseases is particu- 
larly fatal to the very young, seeing that 52 per cent. of the persons who 
died from this class were under 5 years of age. 

Of the deaths under this class, 3257 were caused by Bronchitis, 923 by 
Pneumonia, 150 by Asthma, 51 by Laryngitis, 54 by Pleurisy, and 176 by 
undefined Disease of the Lungs. 

The deaths from the inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs 
were lowest in Perth and highest in Glasgow. ‘hus, in every ten thousand 
persons in each town, there died from this class of diseases 27 in Perth, 32 
in Paisley, 85 in Aberdeen, 37 in Leith, 88 in Edinburgh, 47 in Dundee, 
48 in Greenock, but 60 in Glasgow. Even if compared with the total 
deaths, the several towns arrange themselves in almost the same order, 
viz. Perth with the smallest mortality, Glasgow with the highest. (Table 
XII.) | 

Year after year it appears that about a third of the annual deaths are 
caused through affections of the respiratory organs. ‘Thus, if to the deaths 
from inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs, be added all the 
deaths from Influenza, Croup, Hooping-cough, and Phthisis, there is a total 
of 9826 deaths in the Eight Towns through diseases affecting the respira- 
tory organs, or 85°6 per cent. of the total ascertained deaths. The pro- 
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portion of deaths from these lung affections has therefore been somewhat 
above the average during the past year, 

Diseases of the organs of digestion caused 1942 deaths in the Eight 
Towns, or 7 per cent. of the mortality. The proportion of deaths in the 
different towns from that class of diseases was wonderfully close, though lower 
in Perth than the rest. 

Teething was the most fatal of the diseases ascribed to this class, 
causing 537 deaths in the Eight Towns, Enteritis caused 334 deaths, 
Disease of the Stomach 314, Disease of the Liver 280, Jaundice 64, and 
Inflammation of the Liver 33. Ileus caused 99 deaths, Peritonitis 78, 
Ulceration of the Intestines 42, Hernia 41, Gastritis 36, Ascites 30. 

Of the other diseases or classes of disease, Disease of the Kidney caused 
412 deaths, Diseases of the Organs of Generation 231 deaths, Rheumatism 
and Diseases of the Joints and Bones 156 deaths, Diseases of the Skin 28, 
Malformations 44, Debility from Premature Births, etc., 1461, Atrophy 225, 
Old Age without marked disease 1178. | 

Including the 76 deaths from Childbed Fever, 226 mothers died in 
giving birth to their children, showing that one mother died for every 174 
children born alive, or 57 mothers in every ten thousand who bare children 
that year. 

818 deaths were ascribed to violent causes, being very nearly 8 per 
cent. of the deaths. In proportion to the deaths, Leith had by far the 
highest proportion of deaths from violence, while Paisley had the lowest. 
In proportion to the population, Leith had also the much highest proportion, 
and Paisley the lowest. Thus, in every ten thousand persons in each town, 
6:0 died from violent causes in Paisley, 7°6 in Dundee, 8:1 in Perth, 8-4 in 
Glasgow, 8°6 in Aberdeen, 9:2 in Edinburgh, 11:1 in Greenock, and 11:9 
in Leith. 

Of the violent deaths, 345 were caused by Fractures and Contusions, 
127 by Drowning, 69 by Burns and Scalds, 24 by Poison, 24 by Hanging, 
63 by Suffocation, 64 by Want of Breast Milk, 35 by Intemperance, 9 
by Cuts and Stabs, 5 by Gunshot Wounds, 1 by Neglect, and 1 by Priva- 
tion of Food, while 50 were ascribed to viclent causes not included in the 
above. 


MARRIAGES IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


8606 Marriages were registered in the Eight ‘Towns during the year 
1868, being in the proportion of 90 marriages in every ten thousand persons. 
This is the exact mean of the ten previous years, but is greatly below that 
of the five previous years, for in 1865 and 1866 the proportion of marriages 
rose to 100 in every ten thousand persons. (Table IX.) 

The falling off in the proportion of marriages appeared to be greatest 
in the manufacturing towns. ‘Thus, in Paisley only 83 marriages occurred 
in every ten thousand persons, in Glaseow 86, and in Dundee and 
Greenock each only 87 in a like population; whereas, in the non- 
commercial town of Aberdeen, the proportion of marriages was 91, and in 
Edinburgh 100 in every ten thousand persons. 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE MORTALITY. 


In Scotland the weather has a powerful influence on the mortality, 
even the diseases to which we assign the term of “epidemics” being equally 
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with the other diseases under its influence. Excess of heat, as well as a 
low temperature, seem to act injuriously on the health of the population ; 
and during the past year the evil influence of both of these was distinctly 
traceable in the deaths. 

The weather during 1868 was peculiar. No truly wintry weather 
oceurred during the first quarter of the year, frost and snow being almost 
unknown over all the lower lying portions of the country. During the 
second quarter, instead of suffering as usual from the cold and easterly 
winds, balmy south-westerly and westerly breezes were the prevalent 
aérial currents. The third quarter was characterized by an unusually high 
temperature and drought; while the fourth quarter was colder than usual, 
and that cold was more intensely felt, and acted more injuriously, from 
contrast with the unusual heat which had preceded it. per 

The mean temperature of the first quarter during the ten previous 
years was 37°9 Fahr., and that temperature was accompanied by a 
mean annual mortality of 2:49 deaths in every 100 persons. (Table II.) 
During the unusually mild first quarter of 1868, the mean temperature was 
40°6 or 2°7 degrees higher temperature, and the mean mortality was only 
926 deaths in every 100 of the population. In other words, the milder 
winter weather of 1868 saved the lives of 1833 persons in Scotland during 
the first quarter of that year. 

The mean temperature of the second quarter is wonderfully uniform 
from year to year, averaging 49°-7 in Scotland, and the difference between 
one year and another is chiefly caused by the keenness and strength of the 
east winds. In average seasons these winds blow with cutting severity, and 
with the above mean temperature produce an average annual death-rate of 
2:22 deaths per 100 persons. During the second quarter of 1868, however, 
the average temperature was 51°0: even when the east winds did blow 
they wanted their usual velocity and keenness, the south-west and westerly 
balmy breezes were much more prevalent than usual, and the mortality was 
consequently only at the rate of 2°12 deaths in every 100 of the population. 
In other words, the less severe spring weather of 1868 saved the lives of 796 
persons in Scotland during the second quarter, who would have perished 
had the weather maintained its usual character. 

The third or summer quarter, has, on the average of years, a mean tem- 
perature of 55°38, and a mean death-rate of 1:90 deaths per 100 of population. 
In Scotland the third quarter is generally the healthiest, because the heat is 
rarely oppressive, and the mean temperature of the warmest month seldom 
reaches 60° Fahr. But in tropical and other countries where the summer 
heats are excessive, the third quarter is the most fatal of the year, because 
the heat induces all kinds of bowel complaints and miasmatous fevers. 
According, whenever the mean temperature in Scotland rises to or above 
55°, bowel complaints become prevalent, and increase and prove fatal just 
in proportion to the rise of the mean temperature above that point.. During 
the third quarter of 1868 the mean temperature was 57°4, that of July 
having been 60%4, that of August 58°5, and the deaths over the country 
so increased under this unusual heat that the death-rate was 2°09 deaths in 
every 100 of the population. In other words, the increased and unusual 
heat during the third quarter so increased the deaths, that 1514 died in 
Scotland during that quarter more than would have died had the usual 
cooler temperature prevailed, and this increased mortality was chiefly due 
to the increased prevalence and fatality of the bowel complaints. 

During the fourth or autumnal quarter the mean temperature falls, and

from heat to cold, caused 673 more persons to lose their lives during the 
quarter than would have died had the weather been as usual. 

These striking facts prove how closely our health and lives are dependent 
on the kind of weather which prevails. 

Table XIV. shows the leading points of the meteorology of Scotland 
during each month of the year 1868, and their influence on the general 
deaths. It will be seen that as the weather improved from January to May, 
the daily deaths diminished from 204 in January to 183 in May; that 
they increased under the summer heats, so that they rose to 189 deaths daily 
during August; that the lowest mortality was attained in the cool month of 
September, when the deaths numbered 172 daily; and that they increased 
with the descent of temperature, till they attained the high number of 213. 
deaths daily during the month of December. 

Table XV. shows the connection between weekly temperature and the 
weekly deaths in the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland, and still more strik- 
inely proves the close dependence of the mortality on the kind of weather 
which prevails. In reading that table of the weekly deaths, it must be 
remembered that, if the extreme heat or extreme cold occurred at the end of 
the week, the deaths caused by that extreme heat or extreme cold would be 
entered on the Registers of the subsequent week. But if that heat or that 
cold occurred during the earlier days of the week, the mortality caused 
thereby is entered on the Registers during the same week. 

Look, then, first at the influence of extreme heat on the general mor- 
tality. In ordinary seasons, when the heat is moderate and not extreme, 
the deaths diminish slowly, gradually, and pretty regularly from March till 
September. But when great heat occurs the deaths largely increase, from 
the increase and fatality of bowel complaints. 

The warmest week in Scotland was the 32d week, or that ending the 
8th of August, when the highest temperature was 87°7 in the shade, and 
the mean temperature 65°5. The deaths for the second and third weeks

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of July had been 484 and 491 weekly in the Hight Towns; but in the 
week specified they numbered 618, being a number very much higher than 
during any previous week of the year 1868. 

On the week ending the 29th of August the mean temperature had 
declined to 55°-2, and the deaths diminished to 469. But during the next 
week, that ending 5th September, the mean temperature had risen to 58°°4, 
and caih it the weekly deaths rose to 506. 

The effect of cold was equally apparent. November was the coldest 
of the closing months of the year. During the week ending 7th November 
the mean temperature was 41°°5, and the weekly deaths 492, During the 
next week, that ending November 14th, the mean temperature fell to 37°°7, 
and with it the deaths rose to 588. The cold continuing, the next, or third, 
week of November was equally fatal to the population, and produced 627 
deaths. But during the three closing weeks of the year, when the mean 
temperature continued ranging from 40° to 42°°9, the deaths were only 579, 
583, and 596. 

Table XVI., again, shows the influence “i the weather on the monthly 
mortality of the different diseases in the Hight Principal Towns of Scotland. 
Let us first look at the influence of heat on the mortality. 

In May, with its mean temperature of 52°°6, the deaths in the Hight 
Towns numbered 72 daily. In June the mean temperature rose to 56°8, 
and with it the deaths increased to 75 daily. July, with its mean tempera- 
ture of 61°°0, yielded 76 deaths daily; and August, with its mean tempera- 
ture of 59°8, yielded 77 deaths daily. During September the mean 
temperature fell'to 54° ‘1, and the deaths immedi ately fell to 69 daily. Let 
us see what diseases produced this increase of deaths during the months 
when the heat was greater than usual. 

Table XVI. shows that in ne Kight Towns the deaths from the 
Zymotic (epidemic and contagious) class of diseases, which numbered 520 
in May, rose to 537 in June, to 666 in July, and to 781 in August; but

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fell to 630 in September. It has before been stated, that of the individual 
diseases, the bowel complaints, viz. diarrhoea, dysentery, and cholera, seem 
to be most under the influence of excess of temperature; but as diarrhea 
takes from two to three weeks to prove fatal, the death is often registered 
during the succeeding month, though the high temperature which induced 
the disease occurred three or four weeks before the death. Few deaths 
from these complaints are therefore registered during the first month of the 
warm weather. Accordingly, June had only 33 deaths assigned to these 
bowel complaints in the Eight Towns; but July had 235 deaths, and 
August 3872 deaths from these bowel complaints. The cooler weather 
during September allowed the deaths from these diseases to fall to 153; 
and they dwindled down to 80 in October, and 47 in November. 

The first advent of really warm weather, during the past year, greatly 
increased the deaths from Measles and from Hooping-cough ; but the con- 
tinuance of the warm weather rapidly diminished the mortality, so that we 
must conclude that these diseases are under quite a different law from that 
which regulates the mortality of the bowel complaints. Thus, in the Eight 
Towns the deaths from Measles numbered 89 in April, but increased to 116 
in May, and attained the highest mortality in June, when the deaths there- 
from numbered 122. Though July and August were much warmer months 
than June, the mortality from Measles rapidly diminished, so that only 87 
deaths occurred in July, 55 in August, and 37 in September. 

Hooping-cough showed so far a similar peculiarity. When the cold 
easterly winds began to blow in March, the deaths from Hooping-cough in 
the Hight Towns, which numbered 87 during February, increased in March 
to 155, but under the influence of the spring weather fell to 145 during 
April, and to 131 deaths during May. During the high temperature of 
June, however, the deaths from Hooping-cough rose to 165, the highest they 
had been during any month of the year; but instead of increasing during 
the much warmer months of July and August, they rapidly fell, numbering 
135 deaths in July, 121 in August, and 92 in September—the lowest 
number of deaths from Hooping-cough during any month of the year. 

It is a remarkable fact, that the deaths from Consumption seem to be 
more under the influence of the cold, arid, easterly winds than under tem- 
perature itself. ‘Thus, year after year, the greatest number of deaths from 
Consumption are neither during the warmest nor the coldest months, but 
during those months when the east winds are the prevalent aérial currents 
over Scotland, viz. the months of March, April, May, and June. Thus, 
while the deaths from Consumption numbered 284 in January, the coldest 
month, they rose to 341 in March, 312 in April, 825 in May, and 320 in 
June; after this they fell to the minimum, viz. 228 deaths in September. 
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VACCINATION IN SCOTLAND, 1867. 


This is the Fourth Report having reference to the vaccination of 
children in Scotland, and it shows what proportion of the children whose 
births were registered in Scotland during the year 1867 were vaccinated 
according to the provisions of the Act 26 and 27 Vict. c. 108. By the 
provisions of that Act, a large proportion of those children must have been 
vaccinated in 1868, so that the Report relative to the vaccination of the 
children registered during any year must always be one year behind that 
which has reference to the births, deaths, and marriages. 

From the vaccination returns just received, it ‘would appear that, of 
the 114,181* children whose births were entered on the Registers in 1867, 
101,139, or 88:578 per cent., were successfully vaccinated; 670, or 0°587 
per cent., had their vaccination postponed from bad health or other causes ; 
400, or 0°350, were found to be insusceptible of vaccination—233 from 
constitutional insusceptibility, 16 from having previously had Small-pox, 
and 151 from having been previously vaccinated; 9335, or 8°193 per cent., 
died before they could be vaccinated; and 2617, or 2°292 per cent., had 
removed from the district before vaccination could be enforced, or were 
otherwise not accounted for. (Table XVII.) 

To show the true proportion, however, of living children who were

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protected by vaccination during that year, we ought to deduct all those who 
died before vaccination could be performed according to the provisions of 
the Act. Table XVIIL is drawn up with the view of showing this fact. 
The children who survived till the age when vaccination could be per- 
formed numbered 104,826. Of that number, 101,139, being 96-483 per 
cent., were successfully vaccinated; 670, being 0°639 per cent., had their 
vaccination postponed; 400, being 0°381 per cent., were found to be in- 
susceptible of vaccination; while 2617, being 2-496 per cent., had removed 
from the district before vaccination could be enforced, or were otherwise 
not accounted for. This would give a total of 102,209 surviving children 
of 1867, or 97-504 per cent., protected, as far as may be, from the ravages 
of Small-pox. This is a most gratifying result, as it is a slightly higher 
proportion than that of previous years, and it proves how fully the statute 
has been carried into effect, and also that the people are doing all in their 
power to aid the authorities in carrying out its provisions. 

Knowing that Small-pox, like all other epidemic diseases, has its 
periods of increase and decline, we have hitherto hesitated to draw the con- 
clusion, that the great decrease in the deaths from Small-pox in Scotland 
was owing to the successful working of the Vaccination Act. The Act 
seems, however, to have been long enough in operation in Scotland to 
warrant the conclusion that it has been a great success. While Small- 
pox has been ravaging England, and while even, during the past year, 607 
deaths from Small-pox occurred in London alone, and 1332 deaths in 1867, 
it is believed that only 124 deaths from Small-pox occurred in Scotland in 
1867, and not more than 25 deaths in 1868. In fact, Small-pox seems to 
be as nearly extinguished in Scotland as the present Vaccination Act could 
allow it to be. It must be remembered that a considerable proportion of 
the adult population—particularly of the Irish settlers—is unprotected by 
vaccination, and the Act makes no provision for the vaccination of adults; 
while six months after birth are allowed before the vaccination of the child 
can be enforced. It is the very young child which is especially liable to be 
affected with Small-pox; and could the term for vaccination be reduced to 
four, or even to three months, so that the child could be vaccinated before 
the irritation of teething commences, a higher proportion still of children 
would be protected against Small-pox, and that loathsome disease would 
be still more thoroughly extinguished. 

Table XIX. shows the deaths from Small-pox in Scotland during the 
fourteen years 1855-1868 inclusive, from which it will be seen that never 
before in Scotland has Small-pox been so infrequent as during the two

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past years—indeed; it may be questioned whether, within the historical 


period, so few died from Small-pox during any year in Scotland as during 
the past year. 


A large number of the Registrars have appended notes to their returns, 
relative to the working of the Vaccination Act in their districts. Extracts 
from several of these are given in the Appendix; but as, in former Re- 
ports, remarks and suggestions were made relative to many of the points 
they notice, it has not been deemed necessary again to enlarge on these.

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APPENDIX. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE REGISTRARS’ NOTES RELATIVE TO THE WORKING 
OF THE VACCINATION ACT. 


I. NORTHERN DIVISION. 
1. SHETLAND. 


3. (2.) SANDWICK anD Cunnincspuren.—Of 
the 62 children born in 1867, there are six, the 
parents of whom have not yet sent in certificates 
of vaccination, notwithstanding the frequent 
notices that have been sent. The district is 
wide, and far from where the vaccinator resides, 
and consequently much trouble is given to the 
Registrar, the remuneration for which is very 
small. 

4. (1.) Fetrar.—Parents generally complain 
on account of having to go to a distant island to 


get their children vaccinated. It is only during | 


the summer months that this can be done with 


safety, and at that season nearly all the males who | 


have arrived at manhood are either absent, or 
engaged at the deep-sea fishing. Women alone 
cannot manage boats (that being the only means 
of communication), to cross such broad sounds 
as intervene. These sounds are at all times 
dangerous from the strength of the tidal currents, 
and the difficulties and dangers are greatly en- 
hanced on account of the numerous cross set- 
tings of these currents. This complicated and 
protracted travelling often proves prejudicial to 
the health of nurses, as well as of children. 
Besides, it involves a good deal of expense on 
the parents, who are in many Instances very 
poor. The present rate of fees for the Regis- 
trar’s remuneration in connection with vaccina- 
tion is quite inadequate for the amount of 
trouble in discharging this part of his duties. 

7. (8.) WHaLsay AND SkeERRIES.— The re- 
quirements of the Vaccination Act have, as far 
as possible, been pointedly attended to. The 
people are more willing to comply now than 
they were at the commencement of the Act. 

12. (3.) Para-Srour.—The Vaccination Act, 
with its cumbrous machinery, does not work 
well in a remote district like Papa-Stour. The 
regular vaccinator resides about 40 miles distant, 
hence his visits are few and far between. Some 
parties who paid him for vaccinating their chil- 
dren several months ago have not yet obtained 
their certificates, consequently the vaccination, 
though successful, eannot be recorded ; others, 
unable to pay, could not have certificates. Two 
things are necessary to make the Act work well 
here :—First, ‘Chat the vaccinator reside in the 
parish, and visit us twice in the year. Second, 
That the Parochial Board assess the parish for 








the money necessary, and pay the vaccinator in 
the same way as the Registrars are paid, when 
vaccination would go on without murmur or 
delay. 


2. ORKNEY. 


15. Epay anD PHaray.—My opinion is most 
decided, that in island districts, withont a resi- 
dent qualified doctor, some other competent 


‘person residing in the place should be empowered 


to vaccinate in such place. 

17. Firth anp Srennts.— The Vaccination 
Act works smoothly in this parish, but causes 
the Registrar considerable labour. The remu- 
neration falls far short of the amount of labour. 

27. Sanpwick.—The vaccination of this parish 
was probably as complete as that of any parish 
in Britain before the passing of the Vaccination 
Act. The clergyman, who is a L.R.C.S.E., in- 
vited all to come and have their children vacci- 
nated gratis, yet a few cases were discovered 
where parents neglected their duty. However, 
there has been no case of small-pox amongst 
natives of this parish, either at home or abroad, 
since 1826, when this system was begun. The 
formalities of the present Act are found trouble- 
some to the vaccinator, and it would work more 
pleasantly if the fees were paid by the Parochial 
Board, as many think was intended by the Act. 

29. SourH Ronatpsuay.—The people seem 
willing to vaccinate their children, and Dr. 
Gordon, our vaccinator, is most successful in the 
operation, as he always kceps matter for the 
purpose, which is good and fresh. 

80. StroMNeEss.—The work is easily executed 
when all parties do their part at the proper 
time. I have not had a single case of postpone- 
ment. 


4, SUTHERLAND. 


45, Ciyne.—The Vaccination Act works most 
successfully here. 

46. (1.) Bonar.—-The people in general are 
now beginning to be a little more punctual in 


getting their children vaccinated at the proper - 


time. Still, however, there is yet too great a 
tendency with many of them to prolong it till 
the end of the sixth month. 

47. Dornocn.—Vaccination well attended to, 
though there is no resident doctor in the dis- 
trict. he miserable remuneration allowed to 
the Registrar is the only complaint I have to 
make against the Act.

5. Ross AND CROMARTY. 
Mainland. 


63. EppERTON.— There are no outstanding 
cases. 

66. (1.) NortHERN District OF GAIRLOCH. 
—The residence of the vaccinator for the dis- 
trict being from 12 to 18 miles distant, he visits 
the district only three or four times in a year, 
according to circumstances, which accounts for 
the 10 marked in column 7 of the Return. 

75. (1.) Locuproom. — Vaccination matters 
are being better attended to now than formerly. 
Much depends upon, the medical gentlemen; 
when they are agreeable and obliging, vaccina- 
tion is generally punctually performed, and we 
have now the good fortune to have such_an 
officer. 

75. (2.) Coigacu.—The Act works pretty well 
here now, considering the various difficulties 
with which poor parents and all concerned have 
to contend in carrying out the statutory provi- 
sions in such an outlying district as this. Upon 
central and convenient stations, and stated 
periods of attendance being fixed, I have no 
hesitation in saying that the people could be 
brought to do their duty readily and punctually, 
notwithstanding their slowness to believe the 
benefits of the Act, and their reluctance to 
pay the vaccinator’s fee of 2s, 6d. 


Insular. 


88. Srornoway.—Vaccinators are most atten- 
tive to their duties, and parents and guardians, 
in general, are giving greater attention to the 
requirements of the Act than in former years. 


6. INVERNESS. 


Mainland. 


92. (2.)-Fort-AvaUstUs OR ABERTARFF.— 
Generally speaking, the Act works very fairly. 

100. Kirmorack.—The vaccination of the 
children, on the whole, is well attended to. 

104, Laccan.—All the children born in this 
parish since the Act came into operation have 
been successfully vaccinated, excepting those 
who died before vaccination. ~ 


Insular. 


118. (1.) BenBecuta.— No certificates have 
been received as yet for 3 of the 42 registered 
in 1867, but the people are paying more atten- 
tion to the Act than they have done in former 
years.

7. NAIRN. 


121. AutpEaARN.—The schedules have, with 
one or two exceptions, been transmitted to me 
in due time. 

122. Cawpor.—The registration of vaccina- 
tion causes more trouble than that of the births, 
in a great many cases.

134, EpINKILLIE.— Vaccination is very regu- 
larly attendedto. There have been no prosecu- 
tions under the Act since it came into operation. 

139. Knockanpo.—Parents complain loudly 
of the inconvenience they are subjected to, and 
the distance they have often to travel to get 
their children vaccinated, through the want of 
a resident medical practitioner, and it is not

without considerable difficulty that we are able | 
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to present a clean bill of vaccinations at the 
year’s end. 


9. BANFF. 


148. Borripuniz.—I consider that the Act 
works well; at least I have no great trouble in 
this landward parish. 

151. Deskrorp.—The two cases in column 7 
are cases of removal; no traces of the parents 
can be got. 

157. (1.) Inveravon. — No circumstance 
worthy of record, save and except the palpable 
fact, that the Registrar is most inadequately 
remunerated for the duties he performs in con- 
nection with the Vaccination Act. 

160. (1.) Kirkmicnuarn.— The operation of 
this Act still continues tobe productive of end- 
less trouble to the Registrar, for which his re- 
muneration still continues to be as nearly as 
possible nothing. 

160. (2.) Tomrxrour.— The remarks of last 
year are still applicable. A great many require 
notices at the expiration of six months. 

165. RotutemMay.—No case of small-pox has 
occurred during the past four years,—a circum- 
stance unparalleled in the recollection of the 
Registrar during the prior forty years. The 
Registrar has noticed, with the greatest satis- 
faction, the uniform care and fidelity with which 
the appointed vaccinator has discharged his 


duties, 


10, ABERDEEN. 


182, Court—-The Act has worked well. The 
whole of the children have been vaccinated. The 
one returned under column 5 was vaccinated by 
an unprofessional person. ‘T’he parents lived at 
a distance from any doctor, but had taken the 
child twice to a doctor without the virus taking 
Being unwilling to take out the child 
again, the operation was performed by some one 
near them. 

183. CRATHIE AND BraEMAR.—The Act has 
wrought very well. No postponements, and no 
defaulters. 

186. Cunsamonp.—The Vaccination Act has 
of late become more troublesome than the 
Registration. 

204. InveruRic.—The certificates, with one 
or two exceptions, have been lodged in time. 
The only difficulty arises in the case of vagrants, 
hawkers, ete., and of children dying in other 
parishes, no intimation being sent of the death. 

210. Kine-Epwarp.—In general the statute 
operates well, with the exception of the time 
given for vaccination and the terms of section 
iliffe 

222. (a.) MipMar.— Vaccination is carefully at- 
tended to. The only drawback which seems to 
exist is, that the vaccinator takes the operation 
in hand, but fails to attend until the six months 
are ended, and the Registrar’s notice requires 
to be sent to the parents. 

230. OrneE.—Vaccination generally well at- 
tended to; a few require the statutory notice 
sent to remind them. 

233. Pirstigo.—I do not find that the Act 
works well, I rarely get a vaccination certifi- 
cate of any sort, without sending notice to the 
parents; and when this is done,in a great number 
of cases it is Schedule B that is returned—often 
twice. I am unable to assign any reason for 
this, as the parish is always in a very healthy 
condition. Since the lst January 1867, 1 have 
recorded 46 postponed vaccinations, 24 being for 
the year 1867, and 22 for 1868. The number of 
entries of births in these years were respectively 
75 and 81. I am convinced that, if the time 
allowed for having the vaccination performed 
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were reduced to three months, the evil I com- 
plain of would be lessened. 

241. SrrronEN.—The Act is found to work 
very well, the only difficulty experienced being 
in the case of itinerants. 

243, Tarves.--The Act works very well. Of the 
87 births for 1867, five died before vaccination ; 
the remaining 82 were all successfully vaccinated. 
‘There were only two cases of postponement, and 
these were both for the first time only. 


11. KINCARDINE. 


257. Fetrercainn.—The Act works pretty 
well; but as neither vaccinators, nor registrars, 
and especially the latter, are half paid for such 
responsible duties, it is unreasonable to expect 
from them anything beyond the barcst possible 
compliance with its provisions. 


IV.—EAST MIDLAND DIVISION. 
12. FORFAR. 


274. Barry.—The operation of the Act has 
been beneficial to the public health. 

282. C1.) First District or Dunprg.—Con- 
sidering the large extent of the district, and the 
character of a portion of the population, the 
Registrar is of opinion that the provisions of the 
Act have been particulary well fulfilled. The 
children not accounted for belong entirely to the 
lower classes. 

294. Kerrins.— One of the two who left the 
parish went to London. The other died a few 
days after leaving the parish. 

296. KInNELL. — Vaccination carefully at- 
tended to. 

310. Monirieti.—Sixteen died previous to 
vaccination. All the rest have been successfully 
vaccinated. 

319. St. Vigeans.—The Act continues to work 
satisfactorily and successfully, 


13) PERTH. 


o76. LoagierAir.—The Act may be said to work 
well. The only case not attended to for 1867 was 
the child of a hawker, who did not belong to the 
parish. 

384. Moutin.—The provisions of the Act were 
most successfully carried out in 1867. 

387. Pertu.—The number in col. 7 is greater 
than in last return, the Registrar having been 
unable as yet. to trace them. 

389. Ratrray.—Under the column “ Died be- 
fore Vaccination,” the proportion is high, namely, 
one in every 12 of the births registered. In 1866 
it was one in 21, in 1865 one in 12, and in 1864 
one in 30, thus showing a high rate of mortality 
among children every alternate year. The two 
“removed from the parish” are children of haw- 
kers, who travel about the country. 

5390. ReDGoRTON.— Not many parishes, in my 
opinion, can furnish so complete a return,— 
every subject of entry successfully vaccinated. 

394, (0.) SrRATHFILLAN. — The parents are 
now desirous to get their children vaccinated 
within the time specified. 


14. Fire. 


_ 414, Canxocx.—The stoppage of the Forth 
Iron Co.’s works in the parish caused an emigra- 
tion of the inhabitants, hence the comparatively 
large number in col. 7. 


Extracts from Registrars’ Notes. 


426. Dysart.—Of the 3807 children whose 
births were registered in 1867, 282 were suc- 
cessfully vaccinated, as per certificates. The 
remaining 25 died before vaccination. No de- 
faulters. 

442. Kirkcatpy.—The Act is now working 
satisfactorily. 


Kinross. 


461. Fossoway.—The Act is very well attended 
to. There is stijl one postponement for 1866, not, 
of course, included in the present return. The 
cause, l believe, is some eruption on the head. 


V.—WEST MIDLAND DIVISION. 
17. STIRLING. 


479. Fatxirk.— The Vaccination Act has 
worked very successfully. But the remuneration 
should be double, either by the addition of 3d. 
to the statutory allowance, or by an equivalent 
from the Parochial Board or Town Council. 
The general feeling of Registrars is that ex- 
pressed above. 

490. SrirtinG.—The Act is still working well. 


19. ARGYLL. 


504. ARDCHATTAN.—Although sometimes late 
in being performed, vaccination is well attended 
to here. As yet it has been omitted by none, 
and parents who have left the parish have re- 
turned certificates of successful vaccination. 

505. (1.) AHARACLE.— Vaccination well at- 
tended to in this district. 

505. (2.) ARisa1g.—The Act is much better 
attended to now than it has been, but in a great 
many instances notices have still to be sent, 
in some cases more than once, and for all 
this extra trouble the Registrar has absolutely 
nothing. 

505. (3.) Srrontian.—The Act has wrovght 
very well. No special circumstance to mention. 

513. InvERARAY.—The requirements of the 
Act better attended to than at first. 

516. (2.) KinBpeRRyY.—It is not without trouble, 
both on the part of the people and also on that 
of the vaccinator, that the vaccination is ac— 
complished ; much of the trouble, however, 
arises from the parties being at a distance from 
where the vaccinator resides. 

635. 'TarBERT.—The Act is working very well, 
only the Registrar must send notices to some 
defaulters before the certified schedules are 
returned. 


Insular. 


551. (1.) Tyrre.—The Act was never rigidly 
enforced in this district, and consequently the 
people by degrees became more careless, so that 
now the defaulter’s notice is no longer any terror 
to them; 27 of these were issued within the last 
six months, and only four returned any certifi- 
cate within the 10 days. I say it is most pro- 
voking to be compelled to do all this gratuitously, 
and as the Parochial Board is not inclined to - 
enforce the 25th section of the Act, I will not 
finger a penny for my trouble. I am afraid that 
the list I supplied the board with last October 
has either been ordered “to lie on the table,” 
or “to be read that day six months,” as I did 
not hear any more about it. Matters are come 
to such a pass, that only one certificate of any 
kind was returned to me for over the last three 
months, and unless something is done, the Act 
will, to all intents, become a dead letter here, 


An Amendment Act is loudly called for. Vac-

cination being as. much for the public as for in- 
dividual good, vaccinators ought to be paid out 
of a public rate, and defaulters ought to be pro- 
ceeded against on the complaint of the Registrar. 

551. (2.) Cott.—The Registrar has sometimes 
great difficulty in getting in the schedules within 
the statutory period, chiefly owing to the vac- 
cinator residing in the island of Tyree, between 
which and this parish there is a very dangerous 
ferry, which is for many weeks (especially in 
winter) impassable. 


20. BUTE. 


552. CumBRAES.—The Act has been very well 
complied with here. The Registrar has had in 
a good many cases to send notices, but all were 
promptly forward when they saw the penalty of 
£1, 1s. looming in the distance. 

554. Kirmory.—The high fee charged for vac- 
cination seems to be the only impediment in the 
way of having it expeditiously and cheerfully 
attended to. 


VI. SOUTH-WESTERN DIVISION. 
21. RENFREW. 


565. Houston anp Kiitue.tay.—There has 
been very great difficulty this year in procuring 
the certificates, in consequence of the shifting of 
the population engaged in railway making. 

572. (2.) NEILSTON (BARRHEAD ).— Vaccination 
is well attended to in this district. 


22. AYR. 


586. DALMELLINGTON.—The miners frequently 
remove to other places, and leave no address, 
consequently many of my notices are returned 
through the Dead Letter Office. With this ex- 
ception, I find no difficulty in the working of the 
Act. 

597. Kinmarnock.—The Vaccination Act still 
works well, as only seven out of 597 births in 
1867 remain unaccounted for; but it requires 
much attention on the part of the Registrar. 

613. Sorn.—During the year 1867, penalty 
notices sent to defaulters still amount to 183 per 
cent. 

616. Srewarron.—Notices have still to be 
issued to a considerable number of delinquents. 
From carelessness, some of these put off till 
warned, and others from inability or aversion 
to pay the vaccination fee. The dates of the 
certificates show, that in several cases it has 
been detained by the medical practitioner in 
consequence of the fee not being paid. Still, 
with the exception of the class who require 
notices, and sometimes what may be called 
dunning, the Act works very well. Registrars 
wish, if possible, to avoid prosecution of delin- 
quents. 


23. LANARK. 


622. (3.) SHETTLESTON (Barony).—The Vac- 
cination Act continues to work very well, but I 
think the time allowed for vaccination too long 
for a district such as this. Miners never stay 
long in one place, and it is very difficult to trace 
them to obtain the schedule. I find a great 
many depend upon receiving a letter reminding 
them, and are sure to produce a schedule within 
10 days and save the Is., or if the time has ex- 
pired, send it by post, without enclosing the fee, 
or even a stamp on the envelope. 

626. (a.) (2.) Capper (Eastern DistRIcr).— 
Considering the migratory nature of the popula- 
tion, the Vaccination Act has wrought remark- 
ably well. 
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626. (6.) CALDERHEAD. —From the migratory 
habits of the mining population, it is very diffi- 
cult to get the vaccination certificates within 
the statutory time. In consequence of this, con- 
siderable trouble and expense are frequently in- 
curred. It would be very desirable either to 
have the vaccination performed within a shorter 
period after the birth, or a more summary 
method of procedure with the defaulters. The 
remuneration to the Registrar is far too inade- 
quate for the duties imposed upon him. The 
Vaccination Schedule If. has to be filled up, 
verbal instructions given to the informant of the 
birth, many “notices of failure” filled up and 
transmitted, and the return entered into the 
books, and the whole for 8d. 

644, (3.) GLascow (BripGEeTon).—In this dis- 
trict vaccination has been very well attended to; 
the fact that only 62 out of the 2170 children 
born here removed from the district, and can- 
not be accounted for, being a sufficint proof of 
this. If it were imperative upon Registrars to 
send notice of the death of a child which had not 
been vaccinated, and was born in another dis- 
trict, to the Registrar of the district of its birth, 
I believe that the number of those unaccounted 
for would be far less. This is the practice of 
the Glasgow Registrars, and it works well. But 
when a child is removed from the city, and dies 
before vaccination, we hear nothing of the event. 
Hence the return is defective with respect to the 
number that die before vaccination. There have 
been no deaths from small-pox during the year, 
and I have heard of very few cases of the disease 
in this district. The medical practitioners here 
have been most anxious to secure vaccination to 
all children, and I believe many of them vac- 
cinate without being paid. 

651. (1.) AinpRIE (NEw Monktianp).—For 
some time after the introduction of the Act, many 
of the miners expressed their dissatisfaction at 
being put to the trouble and expense of vac- 
cinating their children. ‘This feeling has en- 
tirely disappeared, and the Act works most 
favourably. 

652. (8). EASTERN District (OLD MONKLAND). 
—The number of infantile deaths previous to 
vaccination (27) is greatly in excess of former 
years. There are no postponements, and the 
eight removals are principally to be attributed 
to the dulness of the iron trade. 

656. STONEHOUSE. — Vaccination is well at- 
tended to. 


VII.—SOUTH-EASTERN DIVISION. 


25. EDINBURGH. 


6865. (1.) EpiInpureu (Str. GEorGE).—The Vac- 
cination Act continues to work well, with one or 
two exceptions, chiefly in regard to postponed 
certificates. A certificate of insusceptibility has 
frequently been sent me (withont any qualifying 
clause) and in a short time afterwards one of 
successful vaccination, showing that the medical 
practitioners understood them to mean tem- 
porarily insusceptible. The time to which they 
can be postponed is also frequently misunder- 
stood. I often get them postponing it for three 
months, and one received lately postponed it for 
six months. Ifthe certificates were worded, “ f£ 
do hereby postpone the vaccination for a period 
not exceeding two months from the date of this 
certificate,” the difficnlty would be avoided. I 
have some trouble in getting these certificates 
renewed, and have to write the parents in almost 
every case at the expiry of the two months, 
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Delay is frequently caused by the medical man, 
after having successfully vaccinated the child, 
detaining the certificate as a means of com- 
pelling the payment of his account. 

701. West CaLpER.--The one case of “ vac- 
cination postponed” has been postponed five 
times. 


26. HADDINGTON. 


704. Botton.—The Vaccination Act gives not 
the slightest trouble in this parish. 

710. HumBiE.—Vaccination well attended to, 
both by parents and vaccinator. 


27. BERWICK. 


727. Avton.—The Registrar is much satisfied 
with the working of the Act in this district, as he 
has never experienced the slightest difficulty in 
getting the statute complied with. 

730. CuirNsipe.—The Vaccination Act con- 
tinues to work well. 

732, CoLpINGHAM.—Of the 109 children born, 
103 were successfully vaccinated, and six died 
before vaccination. In nine cases I had to issue 
notices to parties who had failed to give in their 
schedules within the statutory period of six 
months. In every case, however, the schedule 
was produced within 10 days of the despatch of 
such notice. The parents seem to trust the 
matter very much to the medical man, and it 
would appear that it is to forgetfulness on his 
part that the schedules are not duly received. 
Generally the Act works well. 


739. EvEMoutn.— During the year, 30 notices. 


pursuant to section 17 were sent to parents, 
being the greatest number for any year since 
the Act came into operation. The remuneration 
of the Registrar is too small. 

740. Foco.—The Vaccination Act has worked 
very well. Every year the schedules are coming 
in more regularly, the Registrar having very 
seldom occasion to issue statutory notices to 
defaulters. 


28. PEEBLES. 


762. INNERLEITHEN.—The present sytem of 
requiring postponements to be renewed every 
two months is very troublesome, and seems to 
need alteration. Of 6 outstanding postpone- 
ments, one of them is entered as a third, 4 as 
sixth, and one as a twelfth postponement. 
Medical practitioners should have power to 
grant certificates, either postponing the vaccina-

tion for a much longer period, or relieving 
parents of further obligation.* 

771. TrRaquatrn.—The vaccination certificates 
have been very well attended to.

783. BowpEen.—The Act continues to work 
well, and the certificates in almost every case 
are forwarded to the Registrar within the pre- 
scribed time. 

811. Yetnoum.—A medical man being located 
in the parish, the Act is well attended to, and 
the schedules come in within the specified time. 


31. DUMFRIES. 


822. Dunscore.—The operation of the Vacci- 
nation Aectis now better understood, and no 
dificulty has occurred in practically carrying 
out its provisions. 

844. MouswaLp. — Waccination is carefully 
attended to, though the poor complain of the 
fees charged by the medical men. 


32. KIrKCUDBRIGHT. 


860. CarnspHairRnN.—There has been only one 
case of a defaulter since the Vaccination Act 
came into operation. 

862. Corsock Briper.—The Vaccination Act 
works well. No defaulters. 

863. CROSSMICHAEL.—Vaccination has been 
exceedingly well attended to; but great com- 
plaints are made for having to carry infants 
twice to the vaccinator before the necessary 
certificate is obtained. And the payment of the 
very moderate fee is often very severely felt. 

871. Kirkcupprieut. — Parents, in many 
cases, are still dilatory in sending in the vacci- 
nation certificates, thus requiring notices sent 
them. 


83. WIGTOWN. 


887. Kirxcorm.—Vaccination goes on very 
smoothly in this parish, owing, in a great 
measure, to the Parochial Board paying the 
public vaccinator £10 of salary per annum. The 
medical officer, therefore, vaccinates the children 
of the working classes gratuitously. 


* By section 10 of Act, the medical practitioner 
may give a certificate that the child is unsuscep- 
tible of the vaccine disease after three successive

SIR, 


I wave the honour to submit to you a General Abstract 
of the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered in Scotland 
during the year 1869, in conformity with the requirements of 
the Scottish Registration Act (17° and 18° Vict. c. 80), in order 
that the same may be laid before Parliament. 

As in my former Reports, I have directed that this Abstract 
should be accompanied by a short explanatory statement as to 
the health of the population during the year, the diseases which 
were prevalent, and the causes which seemed to affect the pro- 
portions of the Births, Deaths, and Marriages. 

From the mode in which we divide Scotland into districts, 
according to the density of the population, I have been enabled 
to prove that density of population increases the Births and 
Marriages nearly in the exact ratio that it increases the Deaths. 
This is a most important fact, as bearing on the question of 
sanitary reform, and one to which I wish to direct your attention. 

As the period is now approaching when preparations must 
be made for taking the Census of the people in 1871, and it is 
desirable to make any inquiries which may throw light on various 
social questions, I have directed that in this Report there should 
be given a summary of the various facts which have been ascer- 
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tained as to the prevalence and supposed causes of illegitimacy 
in Scotland. 

The year 1869 having proved quite an exceptional one, both 
with regard to its high mortality and its meteorological pheno- 
mena, I directed that special attention should be paid to that 
subject, with the view of tracing the causes which led to the 
excessive Death-rate. Several additional Tables are therefore 


added to this Report, with the view of throwing light on the 


subject. 

In terms of the Nineteenth Section of the Scottish Vaccina- 
tion Act (26° and 27° Vict. c. 108), I have also the honour 
to submit to-you my Fifth Annual Report on Vaccination, con- 
taining a general abstract of the number of children born during 
1868 who have been successfully vaccinated, who were insus- 
ceptible of the vaccine disease, whose vaccination was postponed, 
who died before vaccination, and the other particulars required 
by the Statute. 

The success of the Scottish Vaccination Act may be said to 
be nearly as complete as any legislative enactment could effect, 
inasmuch as 97°5 per cent. of the children born during the year 
1868 have been protected by vaccination, or are otherwise 
accounted for under the provisions of the Statute. Under its 
operation, also, Small-pox has greatly diminished; so that it may 
be said, that for the last five years the mortality from Small-pox 
has been very much lower in Scotland than during any previous 
period of which we have any knowledge. The introduction of 
a few important amendments would remove most of the hard- 
ships at present complained of, to some of which I have made 
special allusion in my former Reports.

REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL, 


BY JAMES STARK, M.D., F.R.S.E. 


SIR, 


Tus Report refers to the Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
registered during the year 1869 in the 1016 districts into which Scotland was 
that year divided for the purposes of registration, and also to the vaccina- 
tion of the children whose births were recorded during the year 1868. 

113395 Births, 75789 Deaths, and 22083 Marriages were entered on 
the registers of Scotland during the year referred to; and when these numbers 
are compared with the estimated population, it appears that the proportion 
of births and of marriages was below the mean of the ten previous years, 
while the proportion of deaths was considerably above it. As compared 
with the year 1868, there were 2278 fewer births, 6403 more deaths, and 
230 more marriages. 

When these Reports were first commenced, with the view of aidin 
sanitary inquiries, and, if possible, of discovering the laws which regulate 
the proportion of births, deaths, and marriages, and discovering whether 
these events bore any relation to each other, the districts of Scotland were 
divided into two groups, viz.:—I1st, Town Districts, embracing all the 
districts which contained towns with a population of 3000 and upwards; 
and 2d, Rhurant Districts, embracing the remainder of Scotland. Year 
after year it was found that the closest possible relation existed between 
the births, deaths, and marriages in each of these groups of districts; for

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while all were uniformly high in the Town, all were uniformly low in the 
Rural Districts. The year just closed was no exception to this rule, for in 
the 131 Town Districts, for every ten thousand persons there occurred the 
proportion of 388 births, 285 deaths, and 82 marriages; while in the Rural 
Districts the proportion was only 311 births, 175 deaths, and 51 marriages. 

These facts show, in a general way, that life wore out more rapidly in 
the towns than in the country ; but that to supply this greater waste of life, 
there were more marriages and more births, so that a perfect compensation 
was maintained. | 

The progress of knowledge, however, rendered it imperative to ascertain 
whether in all cases the proportion of births, deaths, and marriages kept 
pace with the density of the population, or rather with the size of the mass 
of human beings congregated together. ‘To eliminate this important point, 
the districts of Scotland were divided into four groups:—Ist, PRINCIPAL 
Towns, each of which have above 25,000 inhabitants; 2d, Larcr Towns, 
each of which have from 10,000 to 25,000 inhabitants; 3d, SmaLy Towns, 
each of which have from 38000 to 10,000 inhabitants; and 4th, Rurau 
Districts, which embrace the remaining districts of Scotland. It then 
appeared that the proportion of births, deaths, and marriages in each of 
these four groups of districts rose with the density of the population,—that 
the proportion of all was highest in the Principal Towns, was next highest 
in the Large Towns, smaller in the Small Towns, but lowest of all in the 
Rural Districts. 

Thus, in 1869, for every ten thousand persons in each of these groups, 
there occurred the proportion of 408 births, 825 deaths, and 94 marriages 
in the Principal Towns; 383 births, 276 deaths, and 75 marriages in the 
Large Towns; 3851 births, 222 deaths, and 63 marriages in the Small 
Towns; but only the low proportion of 311 births, 175 deaths, and 51 
marriages in the Rural Districts. (Tables V. and VI.) 

A ten years’ abstract of the births, deaths, and marriages in Scotland, 
viz. for the years 1856-1865, showed the same fact—that all these events 
occurred in each of the four groups of districts according to the density of 
the population. Thus, during these ten years, for every ten thousand persons 
in each of these four groups there occurred 387 births, 282 deaths, and 89 
marriages in the Principal Towns; 380 births, 245 deaths, and 79 marriages 
in the Large Towns; 364 births, 212 deaths, and 69 marriages in the 
Small Towns; but only 314 births, 169 deaths, and 56 marriages in the 
Rural Districts.*

etc,, bears such a large proportion to the population, the estimated popula- 
tion towards the close of the decennial period since last Census was taken 
must be regarded as merely an approximation to the truth. To allow, how- 
ever, of every one making what corrections he pleases on our estimate, and 
also to show how the proportions of births, deaths, and marriages would look 
when the population is differently estimated, there is appended another 
Table (Table II.), which shows what the number of the population would 
be during each year from 1861 to 1869 were the ascertained emigrants 
deducted from the excess of births aver deaths. This Table, of course, 
makes no allowance for the large migration to England and Ireland, the 
continent of Kurope or India, nor for the drafts to the army and navy. By 
our adopted mode of estimation, the population of Scotland at the middle of 
the year 1869 would amount to 3,205,481 persons. By the system adopted 
for Table IL., it would amount to 3,291,333 persons, The actual popula- 
tion is probably something between these numbers. 


BIRTHS. 
113395 Births were registered in Scotland during the year 1869,~—a 


number lower than that of the three previous years, but just what might 
have been expected from the diminution of marriages during the years 
1867 and 1868. During the ten years 1859-1868, the mean annual birth- 
rate was in the proportion of 354 births in every ten thousand persons of the 
estimated population, or 3°54 per cent.; but during the year 1869 the pro- 
portion was 353 births in a like population, or 3-53 per cent. 

Of these 113395 births, 976306 were registered in the Principal Towns, 
277658 in the Large Towns, 535408 in the Small Towns, and 1425109 

_in the Rural Districts; giving for every thousand persons in each of these 
groups a proportion of 40 births in the Principal Towns, 38 births in the 
Large owns, 35 births in the Small Towns, but only 31 births in the 
Rural Districts. (Tables V. and VI.) The influence of density of popula- 
tion on the births was therefore most strongly marked. 

Even the Hight Divisions of Scotland showed, in a’ general way, the 
influence of density of population on the births. Thus, in the North- 
Western Division, with 23 persons to a square mile, there were 26 births 
to every thousand persons; in the Southern Division, with 66 persons to

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a square mile, there were 80 births to every thousand persons ; in the North- 
Eastern Division, with 96 persons to a square mile, there were 33 births 
to every thousand persons; in the Kast-Midland Division, with its 119 
persons to a square mile, there were 34 births to every thousand persons ; 
in the South-Eastern Division, with 219 persons to a square mile, there 
were 37 births to every thousand persons; while in the populous South- 
Western Division, with 441 persons to every square mile, there were 40 
births to every thousand persons. (Table IV.) 

Of the 113395 births, 102372 were legitimate and 11023 illegitimate, 
—indicating that 9°7 per cent. of the births were illegitimate. As usual, 
the proportion of illegitimate births was lower in the ‘Town than im thie 
Rural: Districts. Thus, in the Principal Towns, 9:7 per cent. of the births 
were illegitimate, 7°5 per cent. in the Large Towns, 9-7 per cent. in the 
Small Towns, but 10:2 per cent. in the Rural Districts. It is singular 
that year after year the proportion of illegitimate births in the North- 
Eastern and Southern Divisions continues so very much above that of all the 
others; for while only 6:4 per cent. of the births were illegitimate in the 
North-Western, 7°38 per cent. in the Northern, and 8:3 per cent. in the

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populous manufacturing, mining, and commercial South-Western Division, 
14-6 per cent. of the births were illegitimate in the North-Eastern, and 15:4 
per cent. in the Southern Divisions. It would be well that the probable 
causes of this very high rate of illegitimate births should be thoroughly 
inquired into. 

As the approaching Census of the population will afford a favourable 
opportunity for investigating facts which throw light on various social 
problems, it may not be out of place to give a summary of the conclusions 
which have been already arrived at in these Reports, relative to various 
causes which were considered to influence the proportion of illegitimate 
births. The full details on which these conclusions were founded were 
published in the Detailed Annual Reports for the years 1855 to 1860 
inclusive. 

We have always maintained that illegitimacy in Scotland is different 
from illegitimacy on the Continent of Europe, inasmuch as it presents 
some features which seem to indicate that it has its origin in a different 
condition of the social relations. Thus, in all the kingdoms of the Con- 
tinent of which we possess statistics, the illegitimate births are low in the 
Rural Districts, but rise to enormous dimensions in the Towns. Thus, 
in France, while only 4 per cent. of the births are illegitimate in the 
Rural Districts, 20 per cent. are illegitimate in the Towns, and from 27 to 
82 per cent. in Paris. In Belgium, while only 5:7 per cent. of the births 
are illegitimate in the Rural Districts, 13°6 per cent. are illegitimate in the 
Towns, and 31°8 per cent. in Brussels. In Sweden, while only 7:8 per 
cent. of the births are illegitimate in the Rural Districts, 24:2 per cent. are 
illegitimate in the Towns, and 41:2 per cent. in Stockholm. In the 
Austrian Empire, in 1856, 13 per cent. of the births were illegitimate; but 
in Lower Austria, which includes Vienna, 47 per cent. of the births were 
illegitimate. 

All this is opposed to the facts ascertained with regard to illegitimacy 
in Scotland; for a ten-yearly period shows that illegitimacy is less prevalent 


in the Towns than in the Rural Districts, seeing that only 9:0 per cent. of - 


e,e e 5 ° 
the births were ilegitimate in the Towns, but 9°9 per cent. in the Rural 


Districts. 

Again, on the Continent of Europe it has been invariably found that 
the proportion of males to females in the illegitimate births was much smaller 
than what occurred in the legitimate births. Thus, in Belgium, 105°5 males 
are born to every 100 females in the legitimate births, but only 102:5 males 
to every 100 females in the illegitimate births. In France, 105°5 males are

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born to every 100 females in the legitimate births, but only 103-3 males to 
every 100 females in the illegitimate births. In Sweden, 106-0 males are 
born to every 100 females in the legitimate births, but only 103-5 males to 
every 100 females in the illegitimate births. 

In Scotland this is reversed, the proportion of males in the illegitimate 
births exceeding that of the males in the legitimate births. Thus, take the 
thirteen years 1855 to 1867, 105°4 males were born to every 100 females in 
the legitimate births, but 106°7 males to every 100 females in the illegitimate 
births. 

It was pointed out in our First Detailed Annual Report, and every 
subsequent year has confirmed the conclusion, that the illegitimate births 
were almost entirely confined to the lower, that is, to the labouring and 
working classes; and that the mothers of such children consisted chiefly of 
those employed about farms or in agricultural labour, of factory girls, of 
domestic servants, and those engaged in needlework and in shops. Private 
investigations showed, that in numerous instances the parents of these 
illegitimate children were true to each other, that the woman had borne 
several children to the same man, and that frequently these children were 
legitimated by the subsequent marriage of the parents. By this law, not 
only was the proportion of illegitimate persons in the population reduced, 
but possibly one of the strongest motives to infanticide was removed, inas- 
much as the woman may have lived in the hope that the birth of the child 
would eventually be the means of inducing its father to marry her, and 
thus legitimate their offspring. 

In so far as the registers could show such a fact, it was ascertained 
that in the great majority of cases the father of the illegitimate child 
belonged to the same rank as the mother; and this agrees with the observa- 
tion of independent inquirers who have turned their attention to this subject. 

In our Tenth Detailed Annual Report was given a Table showing the 
proportion of illegitimate births in every division and county of Scotland 
during the ten years 1855-1864. ‘This Table, when compared with the 
proportion of those able to sign their names in writing in the marriage 
registers, confirms the conclusion drawn in former Reports, that there is no 
traceable connection between the ignorance, or want of education, among 
the people, and the proportion of illegitimacy Indeed, instead of the 
uneducated counties showing the highest proportion of illegitimate births, it 
was rather the reverse, seeing that the counties in which the proportion of 
illegitimate births was highest, were also those in which the highest propor- 
tion of men and of women were able to sign their names in writing in the 
marriage registers. ‘Thus, in Ross and Cromarty, where only 3°9 per cent. 
of the births were illegitimate, only 60 per cent. of the men, and 45 per 
cent. of the women were able to sign their names in writing. In Inverness, 
where 7°6 per cent. of the births were illegitimate, only 71 per cent. of the 
men, and 53 per cent. of the women were able to sign their names in writing. 
In Lanark, where 7:4 per cent. of the births were illegitimate, only 84 per 
cent. of the men, and 69 per cent. of the women were able to sign their 
names in writing. On the other hand, in Aberdeen, where 15:3 per cent. 
of the births were illegitimate, 97 per cent. of the men, and 92 per cent. of 
the women were able to sign their names in writing. In Banff, where 
15°5 per cent. of the births were illegitimate, 96 per cent. of the men, and 85 
per cent. of the women signed their names. And in Dumfries, where 14°4 
per cent. of the births were illegitimate, 97 per cent. of the men, and 95 
per cent. of the women were able to adhibit their signatures in the registers, 
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These striking facts, then, seem to prove that the large proportion of 
illegitimacy in these highly educated counties is not a sin resulting from 
ignorance and debasement; for every one who is acquainted with these 
counties knows how intelligent are the natives, and that in other respects 
they are of a somewhat higher cast than the generality of the inhabitants of 
those counties where illegitimacy is not nearly so prevalent. 

It is by no means easy to arrive at definite conclusions relative to the 
effect of proportion of marriages on illegitimacy, because another element 
comes into consideration, viz. the fact that the proportion of marriages is 
increased by density of population. Allowing for this, however, it appears 
that the counties and divisions in which illegitimacy occurs to the highest 
extent are those in which the proportion of marriages is low. Thus, if we 
contrast the North-Eastern and Southern Divisions of Scotland, in which 
above 14 per cent. of the births are usually illegitimate, with the South- 
Western and South-Hastern Divisions, in which only from 7 to 8 per cent. 
of the births are illegitimate, we shall find that the proportion of marriages 
in the North-Eastern and Southern Divisions was only 63 and 55 marriages 
respectively in every ten thousand persons, whereas in the South-Western 
and South-Eastern Divisions they were in the proportion of 80 and 81 
marriages respectively in every ten thousand persons. 

These facts seem to indicate, that in certain counties of Scotland 
some prudential or other checks to marriage must prevail; and it is be- 
lieved that a considerable amount of the illegitimacy which these counties 
exhibit is the result of something approaching to concubinage, although 
in most instances where such a connection subsists the parties do not 
actually live together. 

Much of the illegitimacy prevailing in certain counties was at one time 
attributed to the existence of what are called bothies, that is, houses apart 
from the farm-house, in which the male and female workers on the farm are 
separately lodged. ‘These bothies only exist on the large farms, and if they 
had any influence in increasing the illegitimacy, the proportion of illegitimate 


births would have been found to be highest in those counties which had the | 


largest arable farms. It is a known fact that the smaller the size of the 
farm the more it is worked with the assistance of young unmarried men and 
women, who are fed in the house, and sleep either in the house or in the 
stable-loft or offices. It is only on the large farms that married men are 
employed; so that, iii many districts, so soon as a young man marries he 
loses his situation as a ploughman, and is forced to become a daily labourer, 
dependent on his daily work for his bread. This, of course, acts as a strong 
check on his openly marrying. 

An official return was published in 1857, which, to. a certain extent, 
enables us to trace the effect of the size of the farm on the proportion of 
illegitimate births in each county of Scotland; and it is instructive to note 
that, in a general way, the illegitimacy was found to be highest in those 
counties in which the smallest farms occurred. ‘Thus, in Banff, the farms 
paying £20 and upwards of annual rent, only averaged 64 acres each, and 
15°5 per cent. of the births were illegitimate annually. In Aberdeen, the 
farms paying £20 and upwards of rent, only averaged 66 acres in extent, 
and 15°3 per cent. of the births were annually illegitimate. In Dumfries, 
the average size of the farms paying £20 and upwards was 87 acres only, 
and the high proportion of 14°4 per cent. of the births was illegitimate 
annually. In Kirkcudbright, the average size of the farms paying 
£20 and upwards was 88 acres, and 13:4 per cent. of the births were 
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illegitimate. Contrast these with a few counties with large farms, where 
married men are employed, and bothies are, of course, more common. 
In the county of Edinburgh, the average size of farms paying £20 and 
upwards was 114 acres, and among the rural population only 8 per cent. 
of the births were illegitimate. In Fife, the average size of the farms 
above £20 of yearly rental was 110 acres, and only 7°6 per cent. of the 
births were illegitimate. In Haddington, the average size of the farms 
above £20 of yearly rental was 219 acres, and only 8:7 per cent. of the 
births were illegitimate. 

Many years ago an attempt was made to show that ‘ the excess of female 
life is mainly at the root of that evil—illegitimacy.’ LEvery known fact, 
however, both with regard to Scotland and other countries, contradicts such 
atheory. Thus, in the Northern Division of Scotland, which includes the 
counties of Shetland, Orkney, Caithness, and Sutherland, there were 121 
females for every 100 males in 1861. Here, by that theory, the highest 
proportion of illegitimate births ought to occur; but, on the other hand, no 
division had such a low proportion, seeing that a ten years’ average shows 
that only 5:4 per cent. of the births were illegitimate. The North-Western 
Division contains the next highest proportion of females to males, viz. 114 
females to every 100 males; and it contained the second lowest proportion 
of illegitimate births, viz. 5:7 per cent. of the births. 

On the other hand, the two divisions which contain the average Scottish 
proportion of females to males,—viz. the North-Eastern and Southern 
Divisions,—viz. 111 females to every 100 males, are those which yielded the 
highest proportion of illegitimate births, viz. 14°7 and 13:4 per cent. of the 
births as illegitimate. | 

But the whole statistics of the Continent of Europe as well as of 
Scotland prove the same fact—viz. that excess of female life has no effect 
whatever in increasing illegitimacy. 

Thus, Scotland has 111 females to every 100 males in her popula- 
tion, and a ten years’ average shows that 9°1 per cent. of the births are 
illegitimate. 

Denmark has a nearer equality of the sexes than almost any other 
kingdom, viz. 100°8 females to every 100 males, and 9°3 per cent. of her 
births are illegitimate. | 

In Hanover, the sexes are still more nearly equal, viz. 100°3 females 
to every 100 males, yet 10°1 per cent.-of her births are illegitimate. 

Austria has only 102°9 females to every 100 males, yet 13 per cent. of 
her births are illegitimate. 

Bavaria has only 103 females to every 100 males, yet 21:9 per cent. 
of her births are illegitimate. 

Saxony has only 104°5 females to every 100 males, yet 14°8 per cent. 
of her births are illegitimate. 

Sweden, which makes the nearest approach of the continental kingdoms 
to Scotland in the proportion of her sexes, has 106°3 females to every 100 
males, and 9°3 per cent. of her births are illegitimate. 

Kvery reliable fact, therefore, fails to establish the theory which ascribes 
the prevalence of illegitimacy to the excess of female life. Every one knows 
that the female is far more virtuous and continent than the male; and the ° 
converse of the proposition in question would be much nearer the truth. 

Many are disposed, not unnaturally, to attach great weight to the 
insufficiency of house accommodation as one mode of accounting for the 
prevalence of illegitimacy. It is argued that, where there is insufficient 
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accommodation for a family, and a necessary impossibility of observing the 
common decencies of social life, no other result, in regard to the females 
especially, could be looked for than a loss of that modesty and innate delicacy 
which are the best safeguards in afterlife. That overcrowding may have 
a pernicious effect, is what no one probably will be prepared to deny; but 
a comparison of the returns as to house accommodation with those of 
illegitimacy in the different divisions and counties of Scotland, seems to show 
that other causes, as yet unknown, are at work in producing effects so greatly 
to be deplored. 

If the proportion of illegitimate births depended on the amount of 
house accommodation, it would be found that, in every county or division of 
Scotland, the proportion of illegitimate births would bear some proportion to 
that of the number of families living in houses of one room. As we have 
a perfect return of the house accommodation of all classes in Scotland, we 
have the data whereby we may estimate the effect which such a state of 
matters exercises on the point now under consideration; and that return, 
invaluable in many respects, is in none more remarkable than in proving 
that the effect of deficient house accommodation in increasing the proportion 
of illegitimate births is less than is generally supposed. * 

Thus, a ten years’ summary of the proportion of illegitimate births in 
the divisions and counties of Scotland, shows that by far the highest pro- 
portion of illegitimate births occurs in the North-Eastern and Southern 
Divisions; while the smallest proportion occurs in the Northern and North- 
Western Divisions, the other four divisions occupying an intermediate place. 
In the North-Eastern Division, which includes the counties of Nairn, Elgin, 
Banff, Aberdeen, and Kincardine, only 25:2 per cent. of the families lived 
in houses of one room, yet 14°7 per cent. of the births were illegitimate ; 
that is to say, that the division which had the very smallest proportion of 
its inhabitants living in houses of one room, was also the division which year 
after year yielded the very highest proportion of illegitimate births. 

Contrast with this the Northern Division, which includes the counties 
of Shetland, Orkney, Sutherland, and Caithness. There 36°7 per cent. 
(being a full third more than in the North-Eastern Division) of the families 
lived in houses of one room, yet only 5:4 per cent. of the births were 
illegitimate. 

Contrast it even with that division which is the far worst as to house 
accommodation in all Scotland. In the South-Western Division, which 
includes the counties of Renfrew, Ayr, and Lanark, no fewer than 40:6 per 
cent. of the families live in houses of one room ; yet, instead of this increasing 
the proportion of illegitimate births above what they are in the North- 
Hastern Division, they were not half so numerous, seeing that only 7:5 per. 
cent. of the births were illegitimate in the South-Western Division. 

Contrast with each other even the adjoming South-Western and 
Southern Divisions. The former had 37:1 per cent. of its families living in 
houses of one room, yet only 84 per cent. of its births were illegitimate ; 
the latter had only 84:2 per cent. of its families living in houses of one 
room, yet 13°4 per cent. of its births were illegitimate. 

The influence of the social evil on illegitimacy, either in the way of 
increasing or diminishing it, we have been unable to trace in Scotland ; 
though in some of our seaport towns, as Leith and Greenock, it certainly 
seems to have the effect of diminishing the proportion of illegitimate 
births. : 

It is thus seen that we are nearly as far as ever from the solution of 
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the problem as to the causes of illegitimacy, and as to the reason why the 
proportion in some counties should always be double what it is in others. 
The non-influence of all the above examined causes seems to point out that 
the special cause must be sought for in the habits of the people, their greater 
or lesser addiction to night courtships, to the want of moral training, and 
to the incontinence of youth, which in some counties finds its legitimate 
channel in marriage, though it may be in improvident marriage, while in 
others the prudential check operates so strongly that it leads to that form of 
non-resident concubinage which results in illegitimacy. 

But while the causes of illegitimacy seem at present to be obscure, the 
extent of the illicit intercourse which leads to the birth of illegitimate children 
is quite capable of being pretty accurately calculated. Thus, if we take the 
ten years 1856-1865, and compare the mean annual number of legitimate 
and illegitimate births with the number of the married and unmarried 
women at the childbearing ages, viz., from 15 to 45 years of age, we arrive 
at the following conclusions. During that period the mean number of 
married women, between the ages of 15 and. 45 years, was 805524, and 
they produced annually 97021 legitimate children, being at the rate of one 
child for every 3°15 married women at the childbearing ages, or 100 
children for every 315 wives. During the same period there were annually 
born 10004 illegitimate children; and as we may safely assume that the 
unmarried women who bore these children produced them in the same ratio | 
as the married women, this would show that 31512 unmarried women in 
Scotland, between the ages of 15 and 45 years, annually put themselves in 
the way of being mothers, being one in every 13 of the unmarried women 
between the ages of 15 and 45. } 

Of the 113395 children born during the year, 58396 were boys and 
54999 girls; showing that the proportion of the sexes at birth was 1061 
boys to every 100 girls—a higher proportion of boys than usual, the mean 
Scottish rate being 105°5 boys to every 100 girls. 

The greatest daily number of births occurred during the months of 
March, April, May, and June, when they averaged from 316 to 333 daily. 
The lowest number of births occurred during the months of August and 
September, when they respectively numbered 293 and 291 births daily. . 
(Table XV.) 
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78789 Deaths were registered in Scotland during the year 1869, being 
6403 more deaths than occurred during the previous year, and in the high 
proportion of 236 deaths in every ten thousand persons, or 2°36 per cent. 
The mean death-rate of the ten previous years was only 219 deaths in every ~ 
ten thousand persons, or 2°19 per cent., so that the mortality of the year was 
high above its average. 

The mean English death-rate is higher than that of Scotland, being, 
on a ten years’ average, 224 deaths annually in every ten thousand persons, 
or 2:24 per cent. But during the year 1869, though the death-rate was 
also above its average, it was not nearly to the same extent as in Scotland, 
seeing that it was in the proportion of 226 deaths in every ten thousand 
persons, or 2°26 per cent. Agencies injurious to health were therefore more 
prevalent in Scotland than in England during 1869. 

The Town and Rural Districts of Scotland showed the usual striking 
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difference in the proportion of deaths. Thus, of the 75789 deaths, 50848 


occurred in the Town and 24941 in the Rural Districts, giving a proportion 
of 285 deaths in every ten thousand persons in the Town, but only 175 
deaths in a like population in the Rural Districts. (Tables V. VI. and VIII.) 

The influence of density of population on the mortality was, however, 
most strikingly exhibited when Scotland was divided into four groups of 
districts according to the size of the towns in each. It then appeared that, 
for every ten thousand persons in each of these groups, 825 deaths occurred 
during the year in the Principal ‘Towns, 276 deaths in the Large Towns, 222 
deaths in the Small Towns, but only 175 deaths in the Rural Districts. 

If these proportions be compared with the mean annual death-rate in the 
same four groups during the ten years 1856-1865, it will be seen that the 
increase extended over all the groups. This of itself proves that the deter- 
mining cause of the increased death-rate was some general influence which 
acted over all Scotland, though most severely felt in those towns where the 
yopulation was most crowded, and their general health enfeebled, so that 
they had less power to resist the deleterious agency. Thus, during the ten 
years 1856-1865, in every ten thousand persons in each group, there 
occurred the annual proportion of 282 deaths in the Principal Towns, 245 
deaths in the Large Towns, 212 deaths in the Small Towns, and 169 deaths 
in the Rural Districts. 

These are almost the exact proportions in which the deaths occurred in 
each of these four groups of districts in 1868; and as it is quite impossible 
to conceive that the sanitary condition of a whole country, and of all its 
Town and Rural Districts, could have so suddenly deteriorated in 1869 as 
to give rise to the great increase of mortality during that year, it is only 
reasonable to ascribe the increase to unfavourable atmospheric conditions, 
over which man has no control. The very circumstance of the increased 
mortality affecting the Rural and Small Town Districts as well.as the 
Principal and Large Towns, infallibly leads to this conclusion, even though 
it is granted that the mortality will in general be proportionally highest 
where the health of the people is most deteriorated by overcrowding and 
breathing impure air.

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This subject will be examined more closely when noticing the death- 
rate prevailing in the Hight Principal Towns of Scotland, and the diseases 
which were the chief agents in giving rise to the high mortality. 


MARRIAGES. 


22083 Marriages were registered in Scotland during the year 1869, 
being 230 more than during the previous year, but 535 fewer than during 
1867, and 1605 fewer than during the year 1866. Marriages have there- 
fore been diminishing in number since 1866, and this fact is now being 
seen in the diminution of the birth-rate. The mean annual marriage-rate 
during the ten previous years was 70 marriages in every ten thousand 
persons, but during the year 1869 it was at the rate of 69 marriages to the 
same population. 

As usual, the proportion of marriages contracted in the Town Districts 
was very much above those in the Rural Districts. Thus, of the 22083 
marriages, 14748 were contracted in the Town, and 7335 in the Rural 
Districts; indicating that, in every ten thousand persons in each of these, 82 
marriages occurred in the Town, but only 51 marriages in the Rural 
Districts. 

Like the births and the deaths, however, the proportion of marriages Is 
influenced by the density of the population. Thus, when Scotland was 
divided into four groups, according to the size of the towns in each, it 
was found that, for every ten thousand persons in each group, 94 marriages 
were contracted in the Principal Towns, 75 marriages in the Large Towns, 
63 marriages in the Small Towns, but only 51 marriages in the Rural 
Districts. 


EIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


It is of great importance that the public should get as early information 
as possible of the birth, death, and marriage rates of those masses of the 
population which are collected in our Principal Towns. Weekly Reports 
are therefore issued every Tuesday, giving the number of births, deaths, and 
marriages registered during the previous week in Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Greenock, Leith, and Perth; together with 
the highest, lowest, and mean temperatures at each town, and the respective 
fall of rain. 

Monthly Reports applicable to the Eight Towns are also published, 
and these are much more valuable, inasmuch as they not only give the mere 
number of the births, deaths, and marriages, but also the particulars as to 
the ages of the persons who have died, and the diseases which proved fatal. 
The public and the authorities are thus kept informed as to the outbreak or 
progress of every disease affecting the people, within as short a period after 
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the close of cach month as is compatible with the due preparation of the

{In the remainder of this Report there will therefore be given a summary 
of the births, deaths, and marriages in each of these Eight ‘Towns during 
1869. As these towns are well scattered over the country, and have a con- 
joint population of not much under a third of the population of Scotland, 
the returns from them enable us to obtain a very fair idea of the kind of 
diseases which are prevalent, and how far the mortality from these is influ- 
enced by local or general causes. 


BIRTHS IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


39515 Births were registered in the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland 
during the year 1869, being at the high rate of 408 births in every ten thousand 
persons of the population, or 4°08 percent. This is a lower proportion than 
occurred during any of the four previous years, but the diminution is satis- 
factorily accounted for by the diminution in the number of marriages during 
the years 1867 and 1868. (Table IX.) 

The birth-rate, however, varied much in the several towns, having been 
highest in Greenock and lowest in Perth. Thus, for every thousand in 
each of the towns, there occurred in the proportion of 80:5 births in Perth, 
36°4 in Paisley, 38-0 in Edinburgh, 41:0 in Glasgow, 41:1 in Aberdeen, 
43°5 in Dundee, 45:0 in Leith, but the extremely high proportion of 49-2 
births in Greenock. (Table X.) 

It is necessary to remark that the proportions of births, deaths, and 
marriages may be somewhat overrated for Greenock, seeing that there is 
good reason to believe that the population there during the two past years 
has been increasing in a more rapid ratio than is allowed for. The strikes 
among the shipbuilders on the Thames, and elsewhere in England, have 
caused almost the total transfer of the iron shipbuilding trade to the banks 
of the Clyde, and the consequent influx of population to Greenock and the 
neighbouring towns has been without a precedent. The deficient house 
accommodation, however, and the difficulty of procuring new sites, limit the 
increase of the population in the town of Greenock itself, so that it may, 
after all, turn out that the estimated population is not far from the truth. 

Of the 39508 births in the Hight Towns, 35667 were legitimate and 
3841 illegitimate, indicating that 9:7 per cent. of the births were illegiti-

mate.~ The proportion of illegitimate births, however, varied greatly in the 
several towns. (T'able X.) Thus, in Greenock, only 5:4 per cent. of the 
births were illegitimate; in Leith, 6°5 per cent.; in Paisley, 9-4; in Glas- 
gow, 9°7; in Perth, 9°8; in Edinburgh, 10:1; in Dundee, 11:4; and in Aber- 
deen, 11°6 per cent. 

Of the children born during the year, 20210 were males and 19298 
females; indicating that 104:7 males were born for every 100 females, 
being a considerably lower proportion of boys than over all Scotland, where 
the proportion was 106-1 boys to every 100 girls. It has been pointed out 
in former Reports, that this indicates a lower tone of vitality than in the 
other districts of Scotland, and thus confirms the conclusions drawn from 
other circumstances as to the hurtful effects of density of population (or a 
residence in towns) on human life. 


DEATHS IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


31450 Deaths were registered in the Eight Towns during the year 
1869, being in the very high proportion of 325 deaths in every ten thousand 
persons,—that is, 32°5 in every thousand, or 3°25 per cent. The average 
annual death-rate of the fourteen previous years was 282 deaths in every ten 
thousand persons,—that is, 28°2 in every thousand, or 2°82 per cent. The 
death-rate has therefore been excessive during the year, and the very highest 
which has ever been noticed since the Registration Act came into operation 
in 1855. During the previous year, that of 1868, the mortality was only 
slightly above the average; but as compared with it, the year 1869 has 
yielded an excess of 4938 deaths in the Hight Towns, being an increase to 
the extent of 18°6 per cent. in one year. 

By comparing the death-rate in the several towns during each of the 
past eleven years (Table XI.), it will be seen that the mortality does not 
rise and fall in each simultaneously; and in former returns it has been 
pointed out that it almost always happens that different epidemic diseases 
take the lead in each town. During the past year, when the general 
mortality in the Eight Towns rose so high above the average, Aberdeen

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exhibited the striking exception of having its death-rate considerably below 
its own average of the ten previous years; for whereas its mean annual 
mortality was 26°3 deaths in every thousand persons during these ten years, 
only 23°6 deaths occurred in a like population in 1869. In all the other 
towns the death-rate during 1869 exceeded the average of former years. 

As usual, the death-rates in the different towns differed greatly from 
each other, having been lowest in Aberdeen and highest in Greenock. 
‘Thus, for every thousand persons in each town, there occurred 23°6 deaths 
in Aberdeen, 25:4 deaths in Perth, 29°5 deaths in Leith, 30-4 deaths in 
Edinburgh, 30°5 deaths in Paisley, 34:7 deaths in Glasgow, 35-1 deaths in 
Dundee, and 35°5 deaths in Greenock. 

Of the 81450 persons who died in the Hight Towns during the year, 
14070, being 44°74 per cent., were under 5 years of age ; 3425, being 10°89 
per cent., were between 5 and 20 years of age; 8940, being 28°43 per cent., 
were between 20 and 60 years of age; while 5014, being 15-94 per cent., 
were above 60 years of age. (Table XIX.) 

These proportions closely correspond to the mean average of deaths at 
these various ages during a ten-yearly period. ‘Thus, during the ten years 
1856-1865, 45°93 per cent. of the persons who died were under 5 years 
of age, 10°25 per cent. were between 5 and 20 years of age, 27-78 per 
cent. were between 20 and 60 years of age, while 16-04 per cent. were 
above 60 years of age. (Table X XI.) 

In our eagerness to calculate the mean probabilities of life, and the 
mean age at death, we are very apt to overlook the startling fact, that in 
our towns 46 per cent. of the deaths which occur year by year are composed 
of children under 5 years of age, who know not good from evil. 

To arrive, however, at an accurate knowledge of the proportional 
mortality of children in each town, we must compare the deaths with 
the living at the same ages. Table XII. shows the numbers living in 
each town under 5 years of age, the deaths under 5 years, and the pet-

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centage of deaths to the living. By that Table it appears that Aberdeen 
showed the smallest proportional mortality among infants, Glasgow the 
highest. Thus, for every thousand living children under 5 years of age, 
there died during the year 54 in Aberdeen, 72 in Perth, 91 in Paisley, 103 
in Edinburgh, 110 in Leith, 116 in Greenock, 117 in Dundee, and 120 in 
Glasgow. : 

Lhe Zymotic (epidemic and contagious) class of diseases proved fatal 
to 8278 persons in the Hight Towns, and thus constituted 26°6 per cent. of 
the mortality. This is a high proportion, but yet very little more than the 
average zymotic mortality of the whole town districts of Scotland during 
the ten years 1855-1864. During that period, 26:2 per cent. of the deaths 
were caused by the zymotic class of diseases. So that high though the 
mortality has been during 1869 above that of previous years, that single fact 
proves that the zymotic diseases had only increased in an equal ratio with all 
other diseases,—in fact, that the causes which produced the high mortality 
were general causes which affected nearly all classes of diseases alike. 

The relative mortality, however, from the zymotic class of diseases 
varied very much in the several towns, depending greatly on which was the 
leading epidemic, and whether its type was a severe or a mild one. ‘hus, 
only 16:2 per cent. of the deaths were caused by the zymotic class of 
diseases in Aberdeen, 21°8 per cent. in Edinburgh, 27 per cent. in Paisley, 
27°7 per cent. in Glasgow, 28°5 per cent. in Leith, 30°2 per cent. in 
Greenock, 31 per cent. in Dundee, and 31:4 per cent. in Perth. 

In order to point out that it is not the same epidemic which takes the 
lead in each town, but that the epidemic constitution, whatever it be, is 
under subjection to local causes, of which as yet we know nothing, we may 
shortly mention the epidemic diseases which prevailed and took the lead in 
each town. . 

In Glasgow, the most fatal of the epidemics was Fever, which caused 
1221 deaths, being 7°89 per cent. of the deaths; after that Scarlatina, 895 
deaths; then Hooping-cough, 719 deaths; and Measles, 654 deaths ;—the 
mortality of all these being above the usual proportion. 

In Edinburgh, Hooping-cough was by far the most fatal of the 
epidemics, causing 315 deaths, and thus constituting 5°86 per cent. of the 
mortality ; after this came Scarlet Fever, 191 deaths; Fever, 181 deaths ; 
and Diarrhoea, 149 deaths ;—the mortality of all these being normal. 

In Dundee, Scarlet Fever raged like a plague, causing 669 deaths, or 
the enormous proportion of 19 per cent. of the deaths; after this came 
Fever, which caused 140 deaths, constituting 3:97 per cent. of the deaths, 
or very little more than the normal mortality from that disease. All the 
other epidemic diseases had a mortality greatly below their average, and only 
two deaths from Measles occurred during the year. 

The fact of one epidemic disease of children, when it rages as a virulent 
epidemic, taking the place of the others, and throwing them into abeyance, 
has been frequently remarked in Scotland, and the above is one of the 
most striking instances which has occurred since the Registration Act came 
into operation. , 

In Aberdeen, Fever was by far the most fatal of the epidemics, causing 
113 deaths, or 6°40 per cent. of the mortality, being considerably above the 
town proportion of Fever deaths. Diarrhoea was the next most fatal of the 
epidemics; but it only caused 44 deaths, or 2°49 per cent. of the mortality. 
The deaths from Measles, Scarlatina, Diphtheria, and Hooping-cough were 
very few, and very far below their usual average. 
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In Paisley, Hooping-cough was the most fatal of the epidemics, causing 
128 deaths, or 8°98 per cent. of the mortality; after this came Scarlatina, 
86 deaths, being 6:03 per cent. of the mortality, or a third above the 
normal town average; then followed Fever, 75 deaths, being 5:26 per cent. 
of the mortality—slightly above the average. The mortality of all the other 
epidemic diseases was greatly under the average. 

In Greenock, Scarlet Fever was the most fatal of the epidemics, 
causing 150 deaths, or 8°99 per cent. of the mortality—just twice the usual 
per-centage of that disease. Next followed Fever, causing 101 deaths, or 
6-05 per cent. of the mortality ; then Diarrhoea, causing 71 deaths, or 4°25 
per cent. of the mortality. The mortality of Hooping-cough and Measles 
was slightly below the average; but Small-pox prevailed to an unusual 
extent, causing 37 deaths, or 2:22 per cent. of the mortality. 

In Leith, Scarlet Fever was by far the most fatal of the epidemics, 
causing 94 deaths, or 8-09 per cent. of the mortality. Measles caused 62 
deaths, being 5°34 per. cent. of the mortality; and Hooping-cough 57 
deaths, or 4°91 per cent. of the deaths. All the usual epidemics of children 
were therefore unusually prevalent in Leith, but the other epidemics were 
not more fatal than usual. 

In Perth, as in Dundee, Scarlatina raged like a pestilence, cutting off 
157 persons, and thus constituting the enormously high proportion of 22°82 
per cent. of the deaths. To make up for this, the other epidemics of children 
were in abeyance, so that there were no deaths from Small-pox or Measles,

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only one from Diphtheria, seven from Hooping-cough, and twelve from 
Croup. Even Diarrhoea and Fever were far less prevalent than usual. __ 

Tt is only of late years that British physicians have recognised the 
different forms of Continued Fever, so as to be able to distinguish them ; 
and when they were suddenly startled many years ago with an outbreak of 
Fever, the leading type of which was the Relapsing, they originated the 
theory that Fevers were changing their type. or at least a century and a 
half epidemics of Fever have prevailed over the country, which were some- 
times characterized by the majority of the cases being Typhus, at other 
times Enteric, and at other times Relapsing Fever; but in numerous 
instances it occurred that all the three forms co-existed in the same epi- 
demic. During 1869, of the 1221 deaths from Fever in the Eight Towns, 
948 were from Typhus, 221 from Enteric, 12 from Relapsing, 9 from 
Simple Continued, and 31 from Infantile Fever, which is a mere variety 
of Enteric, if indeed it be a variety. It is thus seen that all the various 
types of Fever are to be met with among the population, and the un- 
known atmospheric agencies which lead to the outbreak of Fever may 
cause any one of these at any time to take the lead. In most of the Towns, 
Typhus was the prevalent form of Fever during 1869; but in Leith, nearly 
twice as many deaths occurred from Enteric as from Typhus Fever. 

Of Diseases of Uncertain Seat inthe Eight Towns, Cancer caused 434 
deaths, and undefined Dropsy 371. It is somewhat remarkable, that year 
after year, Kdinburgh and Aberdeen seem to furnish twice the proportion of

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deaths by Cancer that other towns do. It would be interesting to inquire 
into the probable cause of this. 

The Tubercular Class of Diseases caused 5117 deaths in the Hight 
Towns, and thus constituted 16°47 per cent. of the deaths, or caused 53 
deaths in every ten thousand persons of the population. This, as compared 
with the deaths, is a lower proportion than usual; but as compared with 
the population, it is a higher proportion than usual. ‘This fact shows that 
though the actual number of deaths from this class of diseases was higher 
than usual, yet the increase was not proportional to the increase of the 
deaths from all other causes. In other words, the above facts showed that 
the cause (whatever it was—call it atmospheric) which gave rise to the 
increased mortality in 1869, though it also increased the deaths from the 
tubercular affections, did not increase them to the same extent as it 
increased the deaths from other causes. ‘This is, in fact, only giving an 
instance of what has been again and again observed with regard to the 
diseases classed under this head, that their mortality from year to year is 
more steady than that of most other diseases, and that they are less liable 
to those extreme’ fluctuations to which the zymotic diseases and the 
inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs are liable. 

Of the diseases belonging to this class, Consumption or Phthisis was the 
most fatal, causing 3572 deaths in the Hight Towns, or 11°49 per cent. of 
the mortality. The proportion of deaths from Consumption in the several 
towns was very different. Thus, only 7°15 per cent. of the deaths were 
from Consumption in Leith, 8°86 per cent. of the deaths in Perth, 10°17 
per cent. in Edinburgh, 11:37 in Paisley, 11°71 in Glasgow, 12°39 in 
Dundee, 13°49 in Greenock, and 13-94 in Aberdeen. ‘The very circum- 
stance of Aberdeen showing such a high proportion of deaths from Con- 
sumption, as compared with the total deaths, is a good example of the truth 
of the above remarks relative to the greater steadiness from year to year of 
the deaths from the tubercular diseases. In Aberdeen the general mortality 
was below the average of former years, and the deaths from Consumption 
in 1869 were also below the mean, but not so much as the other diseases. 
Therefore, though the actual deaths from Consumption were 17 fewer in 
number than during the previous year, the relative proportion of deaths 
from that disease was 13°94 per cent. of the deaths in 1869, but only 12°64 
per cent. in 1868. 

When the deaths from Consumption in the Hight Towns are compared 
with the population, Leith would appear to be the town least liable to that 
complaint, Greenock the most liable. Thus, for every ten thousand persons 
in each town, there died from Consumption during the year, 21 in Leith, 
22 in Perth, 30 in Edinburgh, 32 in Aberdeen, 34 in Paisley, 40 in Glasgow, 
43 in Dundee, and 48 in Greenock. 

Of the other tubercular diseases, Hydrocephalus caused 944 deaths, 
Tabes Mesenterica 890, and Scrofulag211. 

Diseases of the Brain and Nervous System caused 2450 deaths in the 
Kight Towns, and thus constituted 7°88 per cent. of the mortality, or caused 
26 deaths during the year in every ten thousand persons. The mortality 
from the brain diseases was very different in the several towns. Thus they 
constituted 6°41 per cent. of the deaths in Greenock, 6°93 per cent. of the 
deaths in Glasgow, 6°96 per cent. in Dundee, 8:01 per cent. in Leith, 9°01 
per cent. in Perth, 9°40 per cent. in Paisley, 10°12 per cent. in Edinburgh, 
and 10°88 per cent. of the deaths in Aberdeen. As compared with the 
population, for every ten thousand persons in each town, there died from 
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brain disease 22-0 in Perth, 22°8 in Greenock, 23°9 in Leith, 241 in Glasgow, 
24:5 in Dundee, 25-7 in Aberdeen, 28-7 in Paisley, and 30°7 in Edinburgh. 

Diseases of the Heart and Organs of the Circulation caused 1209 deaths, 
thus constituting 3°89 per cent. of the deaths, or 12°6 deaths in every ten 
thousand persons. ‘The proportion of deaths from Heart Disease was highest 
in Edinburgh and Perth, lowest in Paisley and Glasgow. Thus, only 2°38 
per cent. of the deaths were caused by Heart Disease in Paisley, 2°83 per 
cent. in Glasgow, 8°83 per cent. in Dundee, 4°05 per cent. in Leith, 4°92 
per cent. in Greenock, 5°50 per cent. in Aberdeen, 6°16 per cent. in Edin- 
burgh, and 6°39 per cent. in Perth. As compared with the population, the 
peace from Heart Diseases was lowest in Paisley and highest in Edin- 

urgh. 

Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs caused 6198 deaths, 
- being an increase of 1587 deaths, or 34°4 per cent., from this cause alone 
over those of the previous year. ‘They thus constituted the very high pro- 
portion of 19°95 per cent. of the deaths, or caused 64°8 deaths in every ten 
thousand persons. The average town proportion is only 15:05 per cent. of 
the deaths, or 40°7 deaths in every ten thousand persons, so that it is at once 
apparent how very great has been the increase on this class of diseases 
during the past year. It is acknowledged by all that this class of diseases 
is almost entirely under the influence of atmospheric agencies. They regu- 
larly diminish in prevalence with the advance of mild weather, and as 
regularly increase with the decrease of temperature, or with the blowing of 
cold northerly or easterly winds. As nearly half of the increased mortality 
of the year was therefore caused by these diseases—that is, was caused by 
atmospheric influaences—and as these same atmospheric agencies have again 
and again been proved to increase the mortality from all diseases, we have 
a perfectly satisfactory reason for the increased mortality which prevailed in 
our towns during 1869, without requiring to assume that their sanitary 
condition had suddenly deteriorated to the extent of 18°6 per cent. 

The deaths from inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs was 
lowest in Perth, highest in Glasgow. Thus, for every ten thousand persons 
in each town, there occurred 29 deaths in Perth, 39 in Paisley and in 
Aberdeen, 52 in Greenock and in Leith, 58 in Edinburgh and in Dundee, 
and 79 in Glasgow. Or, if compared with the total deaths, 11°62 per cent. 
of the deaths were caused by that class of diseases in Perth, 12°91 per cent. 
in Paisley, 14°64 per cent. in Greenock, 16:72 per cent. in Aberdeen, 16°76 
per cent. in Dundee, 17°57 per cent. in Leith, 19°37 per cent. in Edinburgh, 
and 28°01 per cent. in Glasgow. ‘The mortality from that class of diseases 
was therefore excessive in Glasgow, and very high in Edinburgh, Dundee, 
Leith, and Greenock. 

Of the various diseases belonging to this class, Bronchitis caused 4381 
deaths in the Eight Towns, Pneumonia 1285, undefined Disease of Lungs 
249, Asthma 197, Pleurisy 79, and Laryngitis 57. 

Diseases of the Organs of Digestion caused 2008 deaths in the Hight 
Towns, thus constituting 6°44 per cent. of the mortality, or 20°8 deaths in 
every ten thousand of the population. 

Of the other classes of disease, Diseases of the Urinary Organs caused 
367 deaths; Childbirth and Diseases of the Generative Organs, 272 deaths ; 
Rheumatism and Diseases of Joints and Bones, 162 deaths; Skin Diseases, 
32 deaths ; Malformations, 56 deaths; Debility and Premature Birth, 1428 
deaths; Old Age, 1263 deaths; Sudden, 106 deaths. 

Including the cases of Metria, or Childbed Fever, 265 mothers died in 
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giving birth te 89515 children, showing that one mother died for every 149 
children born alive. | 

946 deaths were ascribed to violent causes in the Eight Towns, thus 
constituting 3°04 per cent. of the deaths, or 9-9 deaths in every ten thousand 
persons. It is a very remarkable fact, explain it how we will, that in general 
the deaths from accident rise and fall with the deaths from disease. Thus, 
during 1869, the increase on the total deaths over the previous year was 18°6 
per cent.; and it cannot fail to strike every one with surprise, to find that the 
increase on the accidental or violent deaths was to the extent of 15°6 per cent. 

In proportion to the population, Greenock and Leith, and then Glas- 
gow, had the highest mortality from violent deaths; Paisley and Perth the 
lowest. 3871 deaths resulted from fractures and contusions, 146 from 
drowning, 85 from burns and scalds, 63 from suffocation, 22 from 
hanging, 78 from want of breast milk, 54 from intemperance, 4 from 
privation of food, 3 from exposure to cold, 13 from poison, 5 from 
poisoned wounds, 7 from gunshot wounds, 15 from cuts and stabs, and 
70 from other violent causes not included in the above. 

Of the 946 violent deaths, 45 were suicides, and one a murder. 


MARRIAGES IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


9161 Marriages were registered in the Hight Towns during 1869, being 
599 more marriages than during the previous year, or an increase by 6°4 
per cent. ‘[his indicates the high marriage-rate of 94 marriages in every 
ten thousand persons, that of the previous year being only 90 marriages in 
a like population. 

The proportion of marriages in the several towns was lowest in Perth, 
and highest in Leith. Thus, for every ten thousand persons in each town, 
there occurred 80 marriages in Perth, 86 in Paisley, 90 in Dundee and 
Aberdeen, 93 in Glasgow, 98 in Edinburgh, 108 in Greenock, and 109 in 
Leith. 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE MORTALITY, 


It may now be regarded as an established fact, that in Scotland the 
weather is the agent which exerts the most powerful influence on the mor-

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tality. During few seasons does the temperature of the warmer months 
rise so high as to induce an increased mortality. Hence, in Scotland, the 
more genial months are those which are most healthy. In all countries, how- 
ever, where the mean temperature of the summer or autumnal months rises 
above 60°, the greatest mortality occurs during these warm months; and 
hence it happens that, even in Scotland, when the temperature rises higher 
than usual, an increase in the deaths is observed, and that increase is 
caused by the same class of diseases (viz. bowel-complaints) which induce 
the high mortality during the hot months of warmer regions. | 

In Scotland it is the cold which is the chief agent in increasing and 
reoulating the deaths ; but the cold exerts its deleterious action under two 
forms—Ist, through mere lowness of temperature; and, 2d, through the 
agency of cold northerly or easterly winds. As a general rule, the coldest 
months are also the most fatal; but if, with a low temperature, the keen, 
arid northerly or easterly winds blow with anything like severity, the mor- 
tality becomes as high as if a pestilence were raging. 

The influence of these combined deleterious atmospheric agencies in 
increasing the mortality was strikingly illustrated during 1869, which showed 
itself, in more ways than one, to be a year characterized by its exceptional 
meteorological phenomena. 

Thus, taking a ten years’ average, January and February are the. 
coldest months, averaging respectively 37°1 and 37°4 of mean tempera- 
ture; after which follows December, with a mean temperature of 386, and 
March, with a mean temperature of 89°8. But the year 1869 was of such 
an exceptional and severe character, that the coldest month of the year was 
December, when the mean temperature was only 34°°9; while March was 
the second coldest month, its mean temperature being only 37%8, or 4%1 
below that of February—a strikingly unusual occurrence. 

It has been long observed that, when the cold weather first sets in, it 
does not prove so fatal to the general population as it does later in the 
winter, the greater amount of vitality in the people somewhat resisting the 
depressing effect of the cold at the early part of the season ; whereas, when 
severe cold occurs towards the end of winter, the constitutions of the people — 
having been already weakened by its continuance, the deaths increase to a 
most alarming extent. This was strikingly illustrated during the past year. 
The coldest month was December, and it produced 7432 deaths. March, 
however, though nearly three degrees of temperature warmer, found the 
people weakened by the long continuance of the cold, and produced 7640 
deaths. Had these two months been each of their average temperatures, the 
deaths during December would only have amounted to 5928, and the deaths 
in March to 6326. The extraordinary severity of the weather, therefore, 
during these two months alone caused an increase of 2820 deaths more than 
would have occurred had the weather maintained its usual character. Even 
if we compared the mortality of these months with that of the previous year, 
1868, which was in many respects near a year of mean mortality, we shall 
find that the year 1869 yielded an excess of 2436 deaths for these two months. 

January and February 1869 were unusually mild months, the prevalent 
winds being from the south-west and west, with less northerly or easterly 
winds than had occurred for years; and the consequence was, that there was 
no truly wintry weather during either of these months till the last week of 
February. ‘The mean temperature of January was therefore 40-4, and that 
of February 41:9, and the deaths registered in Scotland were 6619 in 
January, and 6172 in February,—averaging 213 deaths daily during Janu- 
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ary, and 220 daily during February. This slight increase of the deaths 


during February from the mere. continuance of the cold weather, even 
though its mean temperature may rise a degree or two above that of Jan- 
uary, is observed year after year. (Table XVI.) 

Very different kind of weather prevailed during March. On the 27th 
February the wind veered to the north and north-west, and the whole of 
Scotland was immediately covered with snow; the frost was often severe; 
and during the whole month of March the winds blew with biting severity 
from the north, occasionally varying slightly to the north-west and north- 
east. The pernicious effects of these cold withering winds was instantly 
marked on the health of the people. Every disease increased in virulence 
and fatality, especially those of the respiratory organs, and the various 
epidemics which prevailed in different parts of the country, so that the 
deaths in Scotland rose to 7640 during March, or to 246 deaths daily—-the 
highest proportion attained during the year. 

April, as to weather, was an average month, with a mean temperature 
of 46°°9, which is rather above the average of former years; but so many 
had been seriously affected by the cold weather of the previous month, and 
died during this one, that the deaths in April nnmbered 6650, or were at 
the rate of 222 deaths daily. 

During both May and June the mean temperature was considerably 
below the mean, apparently produced by the unusual prevalence and severity

# As few or no Marriages are contracted in Scotland on Saturday or Sunday, these days are excluded from each 
month in calculating the daily number of Marriages, 
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of the northerly winds, which not only blew with a constancy rarely witnessed 
in Scotland, but with such keenness that, on the 15th, 16th, and 17th of 
June, the whole of the high ranges of hills in Scotland were covered with 
snow. ‘The consequence was that, instead of June being one of the months 
whose mortality was below the mean, it had, with May, a high mortality— 
nay, a higher mortality than May itself; for May had 207 deaths daily, 
while June had 212 daily. In fact, these two months had an excess of 1625 
deaths above those of the corresponding months of the previous year, and 
the different state of the weather during the corresponding months of the 
two years sufficiently accounted for the difference. 

July was the warmest month of the year, its mean temperature reach- 
ing 59°°3. It was also a month of great drought, and it has been invariably 
remarked that such kind of weather is attended with much sickness. 
Accordingly, 5848 deaths were registered during the month, being at the 
rate of 189 deaths daily. 

August was also characterized by its extreme drought, and its mean 
temperature was below the average, being only 56-1. The alternations of 
temperature were also often great. The mortality was therefore at the rate 
of 174 deaths daily. 

As a general rule, September is the month of least mortality in Scot- 
land, after which comes August, and then October. But during 1869 all 
this was reversed. August proved to be the month of least mortality, after 
which came October, while September was the third. This fact, of itself, 
proved what an exceptional year 1869 was. : 

The mean temperature during September was 51°-2, which was below 
the average of previous years; but the drought which had lasted for two 
months came to a sudden ‘termination, and September proved a very rainy 
month, scarcely a day passing without a shower, and the quantity of water 
which fell was a half more than the average of former years. Under this 
great change of weather the health of the people did not improve, so that 
the daily deaths numbered 176, or two more daily than during the previous 
month. 

During October the mean temperature was the average of former years, 
being 47°°3; but there was an unusual amount of north and north-west 
winds, and snow covered the hills from the 14th of the month. The deaths, 
therefore, still remained high, though not quite so much so as during Sep- 
tember, seeing that 175 persons died daily over Scotland. 

During November the weather was very much as usual, with a mean 
temperature of 40°4; and the deaths, as usual, increased with the fall of 
temperature, so that 217 deaths occurred daily. | 

During December the weather proved much colder than usual, its 
mean temperature being 3°-7 below the average of former years. Dry frost 
prevailed during most of the month, accompanied by cutting northerly, 
north-easterly, and north-westerly winds; and under this ungenial weather 
sickness prevailed to an extent seldom witnessed in Scotland, affections of 
the respiratory organs being nearly universal. The deaths consequent 
rose to 7432 during the month, being at the high rate of 240 deaths daily. 

These striking facts prove how closely our health and lives are de- 
pendent on the kind of weather which prevails. In interpreting these 
meteorological conditions, and showing how they act deleteriously on the 
human race, it must be remembered that their influence for evil depends on 
the state of health of the community whose case we may be considering. 
The lower the state of health, the more powerfully do these adverse meteoro- 
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logical agencies act on the person. This is the reason why these agencies 
exert so much more deadly an influence over the population of our over- 
crowded towns, than over those in our small towns and in the rural districts. 
Just in propor tion to the overcrowding and the breathing of vitiated air, is 
the general health of the people deteriorated ; so that when any cause comes 
which induces or increases disease, the inhabitants of the overcrowded town 
fall a prey to disease to a much greater extent than they do in towns where 
the population is more widely spread, and where the air breathed is conse- 
quently purer. 

Our Monthly Reports of the diseases causing deaths in the Eight Towns 
of Scotland, enable us to trace the influence of weather on each of the 
diseases which afflict our race. On no class of diseases was this influence 
seen more strikingly during the last year than on the inflammatory affec- 
tions of the respiratory organs. Thus, during September, only 229 died 
from these diseases; but as the temperature fell, and the northerly winds 
got more keen, the deaths from these diseases increased to 287 in October, 
to 567 in November, and to 903 in December. Brain diseases only proved 
fatal to 150 persons in September, but to 260 in December. Heart diseases 
only cut off 72 persons in October, but 126 in November, and 111 in 
December. It is a recognised fact that Consumption is always most fatal 
when the northerly or easterly winds blow with severity in spring; but in 
1869 the fatality was much greater than usual in March and May, under 
the exceptional keenness of the north winds; for while only 225 Hed from 
Consumption in October, and 300 in January, no fewer than 408 were cut 
off in March, and 391 in May. » Fever, which caused only 115 deaths in 
January, caused 189 in March; and though only 118 died from that disease 
in September, 193 deaths were caused by it in December. Scarlatina 
caused 114 deaths in July, but 833 in November. Hooping-cough, which 
caused 61 deaths in September, caused 145 in December. (Table XVII.) 

The most instructive Table, however, as to the influence of the weather,

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but especially of mean temperature, on the mortality, is that which shows 
the weekly deaths, alongside of the highest, lowest, and mean temperatures, 
and the rainfall during each week of the year 1869. (Table AVION, In 
reading that Table, however, it is necessary to remember, that if the extreme 
cold occurred at the end of aaveek, the deaths caused by that cold will be 
found in next week’s register ; whereas, when the extreme cold occurred 
at the beginning of the week, the registrations during that week express 
very accurately the influence of that depression of temperature on the 
deaths. One or two examples may be quoted. During the weeks ending 
13th and 20th February, the mean temperature was 43°°2, and the weekly 
deaths numbered respectively 611 and 595; but the mean temperature fell 
to 36°4 and 38°-4 on the weeks ending 13th and 20th March, and the 
deaths rose to 700 and 747 weekly ; and even when the temperature rose 
to 40° and to 41° during the two following weeks, being still a lower tempera- 
ture than during February, the deaths continued at the high rate of 727 
and 716 weekly. During the week ending November 6th, with the mean 
temperature of 45°°3, there were registered 586 deaths; but during the 
week ending 4th December, the mean temperature was 31°*3 only, and the 
deaths registered numbered 642; but as the greatest cold occurred on the 
Thursday night, it was not till the following week that the full effect of the 
reduction of temperature was seen upon the deaths, when, though the tem- 
perature was higher, viz. 36°9, there were registered 753 deaths, and 
751 on the week following. 





It is a very interesting and important inquiry, to trace the influence of 
season and atmospheric vicissitudes on the mortality at different ages. From 
the want of facts, the most vague theories prevail, and it is with the view 


of furnishing facts on this subject that Tables XIX. to XXII. have been

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drawn up. These Tables must be read horizontally, or perpendicularly, 
according to the kind of information we wish to obtain from them; and the 
facts are confined to the Eight Principal Towns. 

Let us first look at the influence of season on the deaths at each of the 
four periods of life noted in the Tables. For this purpose we must read the 
columns perpendicularly, and confine our attention to the corrected deaths 
given in Table XX.; but it must be remembered that the conclusions 
deducible therefrom are alone applicable to the year 1869, as they differ 
considerably from those deduced from a ten years’ summary of the same 
class of facts. 

For children under 5 years it will be seen that the lowest mortality 
occurred in the month of September, 946 deaths having only occurred 
among such during that month. The next most healthy months were 
August and October, when 1005 deaths respectively occurred. July was 
the next most healthy month, 1132 deaths only having occurred ; and it was 
with extreme surprise that it was found that January was the fifth most 
healthy month for children under 5 years of age, 1183 deaths having 
occurred. 

The most fatal month for children under 5 years during 1869 was 
March, when 1455 deaths occurred. Then followed December, with 1867

1869, however, was an exceptional year, and the proportional average 
fatality of each month to children under 5 years of age can only be obtained 
by taking the average ofa number of years. ‘Tables X-XIJ.and XXII. give 
the facts for the ten years 1856-1865. 

Lhe first column of Table XXII. shows that during these ten years the 
month of least mortality to children under 5 years of age was September, 
when 8649 deaths occurred. Then followed June, with its 8675 deaths ; 
August, with its 8889 deaths; July, with its 9052 deaths; May, with its 
Fae deaths; October, with its 9078 deaths; and April, with its 9929 

eaths. 

During these ten years the month most fatal to children under 5 years 
of age was February, when 11165 deaths occurred. Then followed 
January, with 11066 deaths; December, with 10590 deaths; November, 
with 10458 deaths; and March, with 10359 deaths. 

These facts show how very exceptional the weather and the mortality 
were in 1869. Fox while during a ten yearly period February was the 
most fatal month to children under 5, and March was only the fifth fatal 
month ; during 1869 March was the most fatal month, while February only 
came fourth.

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It is a remarkable fact, that in ordinary seasons there is less variation - 


in the monthly mortality of persons between the ages of 5 and 20 years than 
at any other period of life. Thus, by the ten-yearly Table, second column, 
it will be seen that, though the months of least mortality were in order, 
August, September, October, July, and June, and the most fatal months 
in order, February, January, March, December, May, and April, the 
difference was not nearly so great as at the earlier years of life. 

During 1869, however, the normal rule was departed from, and two of 
the months generally least fatal to persons between 5 and 20 years of age 
became fatal months. Thus, during 1869, the most fatal months to persons 
from 5 to 20 years of age were in order—June, 336 deaths ; November, 316 
deaths ; March and December, each with 312 deaths: and September, with 
305 deaths. The least fatal months to persons at these ages were February, 
with 213 deaths ; August, with 258 deaths; July, 278 deaths; May, with 283 
deaths; April, with 289 deaths; January and October, each with 291 deaths. 

Thus, again, the exceptional character of the year 1869 was manifested ; 
for while on the average of years June has six months more fatal than 
itself to persons between 5 and 20 years of age, in 1869 it was the most 
fatal month of the whole year. 

On a ten years’ average to persons between the ages of 20 and 60 years 
—the vigorous period of life—September was the month of least fatality ; 
alter which came in order, October, August, July, June, and November. 
And while January proved the most fatal month, there followed in order, 
February, March, December, May, and April. 

During 1869, however, October proved the month of least fatality to 
persons from 20 to 60 years of age; after which followed in order, September, 
August, July, January, and June. The most fatal month to persons at that 
age was March; after which followed in order, December, N ovember, 
February, April, and May. 

The exceptional character of the year 1869 was therefore also strongly 
shown at this period of life, inasmuch as March, which in general is the third 
of the most fatal months to persons between 20 and 60 years of age, proved 
the most fatal in 1869, while December, which is usually the fourth most 
fatal month, became the second. ) 

The hurtful effects of cold on persons above 60 years of age is strikingly 
exemplified in the fourth column of Table XXII. Thus, in a ten years’ 
period, the most fatal month was January, with its 4837 deaths; and then 
February, with 4165 deaths; December, with 3893 deaths; March, with 3865 
deaths; April, with 3746 deaths; and November, with 8668 deaths. The 
least fatal months to persons at this advanced age were September, with 
only 2536 deaths; October, 2679 deaths; August, 2698 deaths; July, 2886 
deaths; May, 3180 deaths; and June, 3215 deaths. 

During 1869, however, an exceptional mortality occurred. The most 
fatal month to persons above 60 years of age was December, when 583 
deaths occurred ; then followed in order, March, 543 deaths;. J anuary 504 
deaths; February, 477 deaths; April, 464 deaths; and November, 463 deaths. 


The least fatal months to persons at the advanced ages during 1869, were | 


in order, September, 309 deaths; October, 313 deaths; August, 314 deaths; 
July, 328 deaths; May, 371 deaths; and June, 444 deaths. 

We thus again sce the exceptional nature of the mortality during 1869, 
and its dependence on the kind of weather which prevailed; for while, in 
ordinary years, to persons above 60 years of age, three months precede 
March in fatality, only one month had a higher mortality during 1869. 
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When these Tables are read horizontally, they show the relative effect 
which season has on the mortality at each several age. It will be seen that 
the effect of season on the mortality at each period of life, in so far as regards 
the proportions in which the population is cut off at each age, does not differ 
so much as might have been expected,—that, in fact, increase of heat or 
of cold, however potent in increasing or diminishing the mortality, does not 
greatly alter the proportion which the deaths at the different ages hold to 
each other. In pointing out the influence of season on the mortality at each 
age, 1t was shown that that influence was less powerfully shown between the 
ages of 5 and 20 years than at any other. In other words, that the mortality 
at that period of life was less affected by the monthly vicissitudes than that 
at all other periods of life. Hence, when we compare the proportions dying 
at each age during each month, we find that during the healthiest months, 
when the mortality at every age is lowest, the relative proportion of those 
who died between the ages of 5 and 20 years seems to be at its highest. 
This is exactly what it ought to be. As the deaths at that age vary less 
during each month than do the other deaths, their relative proportion seems 
somewhat higher during the healthier months. : 

Taking the whole ten years, however, these Tables show, that of every 
hundred persons who died in the Principal Towns during that period, 45°93 
were under 5 years of age, 10:25 were between 5 and 20 years, 27-78 were 
between 20 and 60 years, while 16:04 were above 60 years of age. . 


VACCINATION IN SCOTLAND, 1868. 


This is the Fifth Report relative to the vaccination of children in Scot- 
Jand, and it shows what proportion of the children whose births were regis- 
tered during the year 1868 were vaccinated according to the provisions of 
the Scottish Vaccination Act, 26 and 27 Vict. c. 108. By the provisions 
of that Act, a large proportion of the children born during 1868 must be 
vaccinated during the year 1869. The Report, therefore, having reference 
to vaccination, must always be one year behind that having reference to the 
births, deaths, and marriages. 

From the vaccination returns just received, it appears that, of the 
115621 children whose births were entered on the registers during the year 
1868, 102140, being 88-340 per cent., were successfully vaccinated ; 914, 
or 0°791 per cent., had their vaccination postponed from bad health or other

causes; 514, being 0°444 per cent., were found to be insusceptible of vacci- 
nation—277 from constitutional insusceptibility, 7 from having had Small-. 
pox, and 230 from having been previously vaccinated ; 9440, being 8-165 
per cent., died before they could be vaccinated; while 2613, being 2-260 
per cent., had removed from the district before vaccination could be enforced, 
or were otherwise unaccounted for. (Table XXIV.) 

The fact, however, which we wish to learn is, what proportion of the 
children who survived the age when they could be vaccinated are protected 
from the ravages of Small-pox by vaccination. Table X XV. is drawn up 
with the view of showing this fact, both for the year 1868 and also for the 
previous years during which the Vaccination Act has been in operation. 

By that Table we learn that, of the surviving children of 1868, no 
fewer than 96°194 per cent. were successfully vaccinated; that 0°861 per 
cent. had their vaccination postponed from bad health or other causes; that 
0°484 per cent. were insusceptible of vaccination ; while 2°461 per cent. had 
removed from the district before vaccination could be enforced, or were 
otherwise unaccounted for. It is this latter class who are alone dangerous 
to the community, as, from not being protected by vaccination, they are 
liable to Small-pox, while the migratory habits of their parents make them

fruitful means of introducing Small-pox into the otherwise healthy towns or 
districts which they frequent. | 

Small-pox, like every epidemic disease, has its periods of prevalence 
and of decline; and hitherto we have refrained from attributing the noted 
decline of Small-pox in Scotland to the successful working of the Vaccina- 
tion Act, lest, after all, it should prove that the decline arose alone from the 
past years being those when Small-pox would of itself have been in abey- 
ance. As Table XXIII. will show, during the first year when the Vacci- 
nation Act came into operation Small-pox was epidemic in Scotland, and 
caused the large number of 1741 deaths. At no former period of which we 
have any certain records, has an epidemic of Small-pox been longer absent 
from the people than three years; but since 1864 the number of cases of 
Small-pox has been gradually becoming fewer and fewer, so that in 1868 
only 25 deaths occurred, and during the present year they cannot have ex- 
ceeded 100 over all Scotland—a very large proportion of these having 
occurred in Greenock among those unprotected by vaccination. 

Seeing, therefore, that for a period of five years Scotland has had no 
epidemic of Small-pox, and at no former period of which. we have certain 
records has the mortality from Small-pox been so low, it seems only reason- 
able to infer that it is the successful working of the Vaccination Act which 
has produced this desirable result. 

Many of the Registrars have appended notes to their returns relative 
to the working of the Vaccination Act, and extracts from several of these 
are given in the Appendix. These notes, while they agree with those 
given in former Reports in showing that the Act in general works success- 
fully, also seem to demonstrate that some amendments are required to make 
it work more smoothly and more effectually over the country, and also for 
the purpose of removing certain decided hardships and the great risk to life 
to which the inhabitants of the Insular Districts are exposed when they 
endeavour to comply with the requirements of the present Act. As these 
suggested amendments have been commented on at length in former 
Reports, we simply make reference to them here lest their existence should 
be overlooked.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGISTRARS’ NOTES RELATIVE TO THE WORKING 
OF THE VACCINATION ACT. 


I. NORTHERN DIVISION. 
1. SHETLAND. 


3. (2.) SANDWICK AND CUNNINGSBURGH.— Of 
the 66 births registered during 1868, there are 
still twelve unaccounted for, although it is quite 
possible they may have been ,vaccinated; but 
from some of the parents not having money at 
the time to pay the vaccinator’s fee, they do 
not get delivery of the certificate. In some 
cases the certificate has not been handed in 
until nearly a year after the operation has been 
performed. 

4. (1.) Fetiar.—The same drawbacks that 
have been noticed in former returns still exist. 
It is not without cause the poor parents com- 
plain loudly of being under the necessity of ex- 
posing their infants to the risk of being carried 
not only miles of land road, but also across 
dangerous sounds to a distant island. In many 
cases the health of the mother is seriously 
injured. 

12. (8.) Para-Stour.—Vaccination has been 
more regularly attended to for the year 1868, 
than during previous years. One great barrier 
to the working of the Act here is, the poverty 
of the people. Out of 23 cases of vaccination, 
on one oecasion 20 of the parties had to borrow 
the money to pay the vaccinator, and in several 
eases could not obtain it. I have before re- 
commended a system of parish assessment for 
the purpose, when vaccination, the same as 
registration, would go on regularly without 
murmur or delay. 


2. ORKNEY. 


17. Firtu anp Srennes.— The Act is well 
attended to, but costs the Registrar as much 
trouble as the Registration Act does, conse- 
quently the remuneration is far from adequate. 

29. SourH Ronatpsuay.— The Act works 
well, and the people seem willing to have their 
children vaccinated. 

30. Srromness.—The Act is strictly attended 
to, and ‘works smoothly.

66. (2.) SoutHERN District oF GAIRLOCH. 
—The operation of the Act is still very irregular. 
The people are become indifferent as to the 
time of sending in the certificates, one of which 
was received on 8d January 1870, the child for 
which it was granted being then 21 months old, 
and this notwithstanding that the time was pro- 
longed from six to twelve months. The parents 
of the seven children marked in col. 7 rest their 
defence on the vaccinator’s illness, he being 
confined for some time back, and still lies 
dangerously ill; no other vaccinator being 
nearer than Ullapool, which is from 380 to 60 
miles distant from some parts of this parish. 
Unless the Parochial Board takes action, and 
uses more stringent measures against defaulters, 
ee will soon become a dead letter in Gair- 
och. 

74. Locuatsn.—There is no improvement in 
the working of the Act—indeed, quite the reverse, 
as the large number of entries (12) for whom no 
certificates have as yet been received fully testi- 
fies. It is not for me to say how this happens ; 
I merely state the fact, and leave those most 
concerned to account for it. 

75, LocuBproom.—The Act is much better 
attended to now than formerly. The vaccinator 
endeavours to do his duty willingly and faith- 
fully, and the docile inhabitants are doing their 
best ; but in such a wide and wild parish, many 
difficulties will occur to prevent punctual attend- 
ance in every case. The most of the cases 
in col. 7 will be vaccinated in course of a short 
time. Very few indeed escape without being 
vaccinated. 

83. TarBat.—The Act works very well, con- 
sidering the distances many of the parents have 
to travel to meet the doctor. The fee presses 
pretty heavily on ploughmen and labourers.

88. Srornoway.—The vaccinators are very 
attentive to their duties, and parents and 
guardians, in general, are paying great attention 
to the requirements of the Act.

yet in many cases notices have to be issued 
before the certified schedules are returned. 
This arises from the fact that, to save trouble on 
their own part, parents expect either the Regis- 
trar to remind them, or the medical practitioner 
duly to attend to the various cases within the 
statutory period. 

97. (1.) GLENELG.—The prevalence of Measles 
was the cause of postponementin six cases. The 
Act is working well. 

97. (2.) Knovpart.—There being no medical 
officer in the parish at present accounts for 
there being no vaccinations for 1868. 

97. (3.) NortH Morar.—There is consider- 
able difficulty in getting some of the parents to 
comply with the requirements of the Act, eight 
of the 13 children whose births were registered 
in 1868 being as yet unvaccinated. 

104, Lagean.—The two cases unaccounted for 
are twin children of a travelling musician, who 
were removed from the parish the second day 
after their birth, and where they cannot be dis- 
covered. 

106. Perry.— Vaccination, with few exceptions, 
is very regular.

7. NAIRN. 


121. AulDEARN.—There was less difficulty in 
obtaining the returns for 1868 than for the pre- 
vious years. Only two cases caused any great 
annoyance to the Registrar; the one in conse- 
quence of the ignorance of the parents, and the 
other on account of the child being ill for some 
time, aud the number of Schedule B’s required 
to be written for. 

122. Cawpor.—Cases requiring notices are 
considerably on the increase. 

123. Narrn.—Owing to the carelessness of 
parents, the proper carrying out of the spirit of 
the Act involves a vast amount of work most 
inadequately remunerated. After a five years’ 
trial, 1 am still strongly of the opinion, that were 
the charge of one shilling made for every Regis- 
trar’s notice (pursuant to sec. 17) when sent out, 
the Vaccination Act would be better attended 
to, and much time and trouble saved to. all 
parties. 


8. ELern (oR Moray). 


131. Durrus.—Inconvenience is experienced on 
account of there being no resident medical prac- 
titioner in the parish. 

132. (2.) RorHiemuRcHUs.— Vaccination well 
attended to. No case of default has yet 
occurred, but the Act requires to be strictly 
enforced.

148. BorrirpHnie.—The Act works well, but 
Registrars have too little pay. 

153. Forpycr.—Parties seem wishful to com- 
ply with the statute, though somewhat inclined 
to procrastinate, and, in consequence, in not a 
few cases require the Registrar’s notice served 
on them. 

157. (1.) GuenuivaT.—Vaccination generally 
well attended to; a few require the statutory 
notice to remind them. 

164, RatHven.—The Act works fairly. The 
only objection is the insufficient remuneration,

194, ForeuE.—From the Registrar’s experi- 
ence of the working of the Act, he would suggest 
that some check be imposed upon the facilities 
for postponing vaccination. 

199. Guass.—The child removed from parish 
without being vaccinated was the illegitimate 
child of a farm-servant, who, along with the 
child, disappeared soon after the birth took 
place. There is no difficulty with the parents ; 
they seem all quite willing to have their children 
vaccinated. 

200. GLenBuckET.—The Act is working very 
well, being now better understood. 

210. Kine-Epwarp.—The Act is all that 
could be desired, so far as it goes, with the ex- 
ception of those perplexing postponements, for 
which the Registrars are underpaid, or rather 
not paid at all. 

213. Kinrore.—The Act works remarkably 
well. The duties devolving on the Registrar 
through its operation are, however, very trying, 
and the payment for the work done is very in- 
adequate. 

214. LeocuEen-Cusuniz.— There are com- 
plaints on the part of parents that the medical 
practitioner requires to be called upon several 
times before he will vaccinate. 

217. Locir-Cotpstone.—Only one case has 
occurred in the experience of the Registrar, of a 
parent delaying the vaccination of his child on 
the ground of entertaining objections to it; but 
it is becoming more and more the practice with 
parents to neglect the requirements of the Act, 
till they receive the statutory notice from the 
Registrar. 

220. Lumpnanan.—The only difficulty that 
has ever occurred in working the Act, was the 
complaint of the poorer classes of the charges 
of the medical practitioners, who, on their part, 
were rather unwilling to go perhaps a good dis- 
tance, when there was but little prospect of pay- 
ment. To obviate the difficulty, the Registrar 
arranged with the vaccinator to attend several 
times a year at a central part of the parish, and 
vaccinate all the children of the labouring 
classes who should be brought to him, at a fee of 
Is. 6d. prepaid. The arrangement is giving 
great satisfaction to both parties, as the poor 
get their children vaccinated at little cost, and 
the medical practitioner, though the fee be small, 
is sure of it, and it saves the Registrar from a 
good deal of trouble in sending notices. 

233. Pirstigo.—The Act still continues to 
work badly. The postponements for 1867 were 
24; for 1868, 22 ; and for 1869, 33. As was re- 
marked last year, a certificate of successful vac- 
cination is rarely received without first sending 
a notice to the parents, and, as noted above, in 
33 instances out of 78 during the year just 
closed, Schedule B has been returned. This, 
too, is always done within the prescribed ten 
days (sometimes at the very last hour), so that 
the Registrar has had no opportunity of lodging 
a complaint with the Parochial Board, which 
might have the effect of causing a little more 
punctuality to be observed. There is sometimes 
a suspiciously short interval between the dates 
of Schedules A and B. In one case a notice 
was sent to the parents on the 29th October; 
Schedule B was returned dated November 6th, 
and Schedule A November 22. 

238. Skzne.—There is often trouble in getting 
in the schedules. Much of this would be 
avoided if the vaccinator were paid by the 
Parochial Board, as the Registrar is paid, and 
not by the parents themselves. 
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11. Kincarpine. 


251. (1.) Bancnoory-DrEvenicK.—Vaccination 
attended to with punctuality. 

266. Niae.—The entry in col. 7 was that of a 
child which was removed to England previous 
to vaccination. 
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IV. EAST-MIDLAND DIVISION. 


12. Forrar. 


282. (1.) St. Perer (Dunprr).—The Act is 
working satisfactorily. Out of the total of 891 
births, 783 have been successfully vaccinated ; 
whilst of the balance, 94 have died before vac- 
cination, 5 have been certified as insusceptible, 
and only 9 have left the district before vaccina- 
tion. . 

282. (8.) St. Cuement (Dunper).—The Act 
is very fairly observed, only 34 per cent. of the 
children registered being unaccounted for. 
These children belong, without a single excep- 
tion, to the more humble of the working classes, 
who in many instances have been obliged to 
emigrate from the town insearch of employment. 
The Registrar continues of opinion that, if the 
time were restricted to three months, it would 
have a most beneficial effect ; he observes, also, 
that the children of the better classes are in- 
variably vaccinated before that time. 

282. (4.) St. ANDREW (DuNDEE).—The Act 
continues to work well. During the agitation in 
England, occasional depreciatory remarks were 
made to the Registrar by parents, on receiving 
Schedule D; but on being apprised of the re- 
markable fact that Small-pox was virtually an 
extinct disease throughout Scotland, disapproval 
in most cases was turned to approval. The 
cases unaccounted for almost exclusively belong 
to the nomad portion of the lowest stratum of 
the labouring classes, who have migrated in 
search of work. Some of the postponements 
have run nearly eighteen months. 

296. KinneLvi.—Vaccination remarkably. well 
attended to. 

312. Monrrosk.—The vaccinations are well 
attended to, as the return shows, although many 
parents require notices sent to them. ‘Lhe 
Registrar may mention, as many others have 
done, that the remuneration is altogether in- 
adequate to the work performed. 


18. PertH. 


331. BALQuHIDDER.—The Act works pretty 
well. Parents seem to be alive to their duty 
under it. The chief difficulty is the distance to 
the vaccinator, which, with a tendency to leave 
vaccination undone to the last moment, leads to 
annoyance to vaccinators, parents, and Regis- 
trars, that might be avoided were an endeavour 
made to get the children vaccinated at the third 
or fourth month, before teething commences. 

342. Carerr.—As a rule the Act works well. 
In most cases, if not all, where inattention is 
given, the parties have left the district. 

380. Metuven.—The four unaccounted for are 
the children of Irish labourers, whom it is some- 
times most difficult to trace. 


14, Fire. 


411, BurnTistanp.—As will be seen by the 
return, the Act is being quite successfully carried 
out, the whole of the entries in the Birth Register 
for the year having been successfully accounted 
for. 

420. Cupar.—The Act works most satisfac- 
torily. 

426. Dysarr.—The births of 833 children 
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were registered in 1868. Of these, 298 were 
successfully vaccinated, 32 died before vaccina- 
tion, and in two cases the vaccination was post- 
poned. In the remaining case, that of an illegi- 
timate child, the mother left the district shortly 
after the child’s birth and before it was vacci- 
nated, and canuot be traced. 

442. KrrkcaLpy.—There is still a very great 
amount of trouble in getting from the parents 
the vaccination certificates ; but, by taking this 
trouble, the Act has wrought very successfully, 
as the return will show. Of the 11 cases un- 
accounted for, the Registrar expects to get in 
certificates for seven. 

453. Sr. ANDREWS AND St. Lronarps.—The 
Vaccination Act works well on the whole, and is 
strictly attended to by the people, except in a 
very few instances. 

459, Wemyss.—The postponed case is that of 
a weakly child, running its fourth postponement. 


16. CLACKMANNAN. 


468. TILLicouLtRy.—The Act seems to work 
well. 





V.—WEST MIDLAND DIVISION. 
17. STIRLING. 


485, LarBeRT.—Parents are all very atten- 
tive to their duties. 
490. Stintinc.—The Act is still working well. 


18. DUMBARTON, 


495. CUMBERNAULD.—Some complaints occa- 
sionally of the injurious effects of vaccination in 
causing eruptions on head and body, and decline. 
In one case, a short time ago, the father of the 
child decidedly ascribed its death to vaccination. 
He brought the certificate of vaccination along 
with him when he came to register the death of 
the child. 

503. Row.—The disease of small-pox is now 
almost unknown amongst the youthful popula- 
tion of the parish. The Act is now cheerfully 
complied with. The working population now 
consider compulsory vaccination a great benefit. 


19. ARGYLL. 
Mainland. 


505. (1.) AmARACLE.—The only circumstance 
to be noted in connection with the operation of 
the Act in this, as in all other country districts, 
is the amount of trouble it gives the Registrar 
for thé small pittance allowed him for that 
trouble. 

610. Dunoon anp Kitmun.—The schedules 
are now generally returned before the six 
months have elapsed. The list of defaulters 
last half-year had only three names on it. 

513. InveERARAY.—There is only one case in 
which no certificate has been received. 

517. (2.) Datavicnu.—There are two cases of 
successful vaccination in which medical certifi- 
cates have been refused from non-payment of 
fees. 

521. Kinmartin.—Vaccination continues to 
be well attended to. The Registrar is very 
seldom under the necessity of issuing notices. 
The parishioners seem to be fully aware that 
vaccination is an incalculable boon to the coun- 
try at large. 

523. Kitmorre anp Kinprive.—Vaccination 
has been suspended for the last six weeks, on 
account of the prevalence of measles. 

526. LocuaitpHEaD.—One of the parochial 
vaccinators died in June 1869, and at his death 
left a number of cases of successful vaccination 
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without certificates. The vaccinators complained 
several times during the year of the inefficiency 
of the lymph supplied from London. 

631. 1.) SappELty.—The entry in col. 7 is 
that of a defaulter from sheer neglect, who, 
although repeatedly warned of his duty by 
Statutory letter and otherwise, the case also 
having been referred to the Inspector of Poor, 
continues refractory, and no certificate is yet 
obtained from him. The child in question was 
born November 2d, 1868. Another defaulter 
formerly reported has not yet sent any certifi- 
—_ regarding his daughter, born 16th July 
1866. 

634. (2). Srracnur.—The Act continues to 
operate successfully ; but the Registrar has some 
trouble in working it, for which labour 2s. is, in 
his estimation, scarcely adequate remuneration. 

535, Tarsert.—Parents are getting their 
children vaccinated willingly, the only grudge 
being the payment to the vaccinator. 


Insular. 


540. KinrcnHoman.—The Act continues to work 
satisfactorily, though the Registrar has occasion- 
ally to warn parents of the expiration of the 
six months, by sending statutory notices. Con- 
sidering the amount of additional labour im- 
posed upon Registrars by the Vaccination Act, 
the remuneration is quite inadequate. 

551. C1.) Tyrer.—Vaccination is performed 
at the ‘convenient time,’ without regard to the 
limitations of the Act. And the convenient 
time for parents and vaccinator seldom happens 
to coincide. The fee is the principal cause of 
the delay on the part of the people, and where, 
as here, they are mostly all very poor, and the 
Parochial Board has to pay, it gives the Regis- 
trar a great amount of trouble. The vaccinator 
having to attend to the medical wants of two 
islands, separated by a sound often impassable 
for weeks, and having a population of about 
5000 inhabitants, cannot always be at hand when 
his services may be required for vaccination, 





VI. SOUTH-WESTERN DIVISION. 


21. RENFREW. 


660. CaruoarT.—It is difficult to get the 
medical men to send the papers, and the parents 
neglect to transmit them after they have re- 
ceived them. In this district there are remark- 
ably few postponements. 

564. 1.) MippLe District or GREENOCK.— 
Two children died from Small-pox. The one 
was 2 years old and born in Ireland, and the 
other was aged three months. They were not 
vaccinated. 

664. (2.) East District or GREENOCK.— 
During the year two children, aged respectively 
about 4 years, who were born in Ireland, and 
never vaccinated, died from Small-pox. 

565. Houston anp Kititertan.—The constant 
changing of the labouring population is the 
reason why sO many cases are entered in the 
column ‘Removed from the District before 
Vaccination, or otherwise unaccounted for,” 
although when leaving the parents are particu- 
larly requested to send a certificate by post. 

569. KinrmaLtcotm.—The four removals before 
vaccination are attributable to the migratory 
habits of the navvies who were working on the 
Greenock and Ayrshire Railway. The vaccina- 
tor of the parish is very assiduous in the dis- 
charge of his duties. 

571. Mrearns.—In this district the only diffi- 
culty in the working out of the Vaccination 
Act, is the carelessuess of parents and guardians. 
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The notices to defaulters are sent at the end of 
every month, so that, generally speaking, they 
are never more than a week or two behind. 

574, PorT-GLascow.—The number of post- 
ponements in this district is very great, 113 since 
this time last year. This may be accounted for, 
to some extent, from the fact that some of the 
medical men are in the habit of giving certifi- 
cates of postponement instead of certificates of 
successful vaccination, when the parents are 
not able to pay the charge, 1s. 6d. The parents 
frequently leave the vaccination over till the six 
mouths allowed are expired, and postponement 
then becomes necessary, as the children then 
are frequently teething, so that it would be 
better were the time allowed shortened to four 
months. 


22. AYR. 


583. Coyirton.—The Vaccination Act works 
well, the people being attentive to its observance. 
Many, however, demur to the payment of a 
vaccination fee, and a number pay nothing to 
the medical officer. It would have been better 
had the Act authorized the medical officer to 
uplift his fees from the registration assessment. 

597. Kitmarnock.—The Vaccination Act 
continues to work well, but it requires much 
attention on the part of the Registrar, otherwise 
it would be neglected by many. The greatest 
difficulty encountered is getting returns from 
those who remove from the district, in most of 
which cases the parties cannot be traced. The 
unaccounted for and removed during 1868 are 
14, which is double the number of the previous 
year. 

598, Kirmaurs.—There is no difficulty in 
getting the provisions of the statute carried out. 

609. OcHILTREE.—The working of the Act 
has hitherto been a complete success. Its in- 
fluence is demonstrated by the fact, that for 
years there has not been a single case of Small- 
pox in the parish. 


23. LANARK. 


644. (3.) Bripgeton (Guasgow).—The yac- 
cination certificates, as usual, have been well 
returned, there being only 53 removed from the 
district before vaccination or otherwise un- 
accounted for, out of 2198 births. During the 
year, there were no cases of Small-pox. 

644. ().) TRapesron (GLasGow).—For 1868 
there are ouly 23 defaulters out of 1897 entries. 
Having come across the following interesting 
paragraph relative to vaccination in an address 
delivered by Dr. Valentine, physician to His 
Highness the Maharajah of Jeypore, India, I 
have taken the liberty to extract it. He says: 
‘One peculiar feature attending the labours of 
the medical missionary in that part of the coun- 
try, was the readiness with which the women 
came forward of their own accord to have their 
children vaccinated.’ (Vide ‘United Presbyterian 
Missionary Record’ for December 1869.) 

652. (8.) Eastern District or OLD Monx- 
LaND.—The dulness of the iron trade during the 
year 1868 was the cause of five families leaving 
the county, which necessitated the sending of 40 
vaccination notices. This is some proof of the 
arduous duties entailed upon the Registrar. 

654. Rurarreten.— The Vaccination Act 
continues to work well, though many of the 
parents require notices sent them, in order that. 
the schedule may be returned within the speci- 
fied time. One man has absolutely refused to 
get his child vaccinated, and the case has been 
handed over to the Parochial Board. — 

656. SroneHovsEe.—Vaccination is extremely 
well attended to, 
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660. Wiston AND ROBERTON.—At times it is 
rather troublesome to get the statutory pro- 
visions complied with, and much attention is 
required to get the parties to return the 
schedules in time. And all for threepence each! 





VIU.—SOUTH-EASTERN DIVISION. 


25. EvINBURGH. 


689. INVERESK AND MussELBURGH.—AS stated 
in my last report, the period of six months seems 
too long, and allows many to get away from the 
district. 

695. NrwsBarTLe.—The Registrar frequently 
does not receive the certificate of successful 
vaccination till long after date, owing to the 
medical men retaining it till they enforce pay- 
ment of their account. The medical men are 
extremely remiss in regard to certificates of all 
sorts. For example, the Registrar has to-day 
received a successful vaccination certificate in 
which the doctor has only filled in the child’s 
name, dated and signed the schedule, without 
giving the father’s name, residence, or the dis- 
trict and county of birth. One in fifty of the 
medical certificates (Schedule G) is not received 
till a requisition is sent. All this entails endless 
and unrequited trouble on Registrars. 


26. HADDINGTON. 


725. YesTeER.—The certificates have been punc- 
tually delivered to me within the time prescribed. 


27. BERWICK. 


730. Curensipe.—The Vaccination Act con- 
tinues to work well. During the past year the 
Registrar had only to send one notice, which 
was instantly attended to. 

733. CoLpsTREAM.—The Vaccination Act is 
working remarkably well; even parties who have 
removed to England are careful to send certifi- 
cates of vaccination, though performed by 
English practitioners. 

736. Eartston.—In most cases the require- 
ments of the Vaccination Act have been com- 
plied with within the statutory period. 

748. Lauper.—No part of the Registrar’s 
work costs so much trouble as the Vaccination 
Act. Every now and again a day has to be 
devoted towards hunting up defaulters. 


28. PEEBLES. 
766. Manor.—The Vaccination Act is strictly 
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attended to, there having been no defaulters in 
any one case since the new system of vaccination 
came into operation. 

771. Traquairn.—A few cases occurred requir- 
ing notices, but the parents generally blamed 


the medical attendant. 





VIII SOUTHERN DIVISION.- 
380. RoxBURGH. 


787a. Eoxrorp.— The Registrar has con- 
siderable difficulty in getting the certificates 
lodged within the statutory period, the parents 
saying that the fault lies with the doctor, who is 
not at home when they go with the child for 
vaccination. One told me that his wife had 
been once at Jedburgh and twice at Kelso before 
she could get the operation performed. 

790. HopxirK.—As regards the vaccination 
of their children, parents are very attentive. 

811. YerHotm.—A medical man being sta- 
tioned in the parish, the schedules are regularly 
sent in. 


81. DUMFRIES. 


828. Hate-Morton.—With one exception, I 
have had no difficulty in getting the vaccination 
certificates ; but there is a tendency to postpone 
the vaccination to the limit of the time allowed. 

840. LocHMABEN. — Parents appear not to 
take so much trouble upon themselves as in 
former years, and thus greater attention on the 
part of the Registrar is required. 

850. TortnorwaLp.—Among the labouring 
population there is general murmuring at being 
obliged to carry their infants, during all seasons, 
so far as Dumfries, and, in addition, to have to 
pay two shillings or half-a-crown to the vaccina- 
tor. A number have required to be served with 
the statutory notices. 


382. Kin KCUDBRIGHT. 


858. Boreur.— The Vaccination Act has 
worked well. 

862. Corsock Bripgre.— The Vaccination 
Act is still working well. 


33. WIGTOWN. 

901. Wicrown. — Vaccination is generally 
well attended to, but a few require to be re- 
minded by having notice sent them. The two 
postponements are in consequence of the chil- 
dren having skin disease. 
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
